I have  the  honour,  on  behalf  of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture and  Technical  Instruction  for  Ireland,  to  submit  their 
Eighth  Annual  General  Report.

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PART  I- ADMINISTRATION  AND  FUNDS. 

1.  COUNCIL  OF  AGRICULTURE  AND  BOARDS. 

The  Council  of  Agriculture,  which  is  constituted  under  Section 
7 of  the  Agriculture  and  Technical  In- 
Gouneil  of  struction  (Ireland)  Act,  1899,  consists  of 

Agriculture.  104  members,  of  whom  68  are  appointed 

by  the  County  Councils  and  34  are  nomi- 
nated by  the  Department,  the  President  and  Vice-President  of 
the  Department  being  ex-officio  members.  The  names  and 
addresses  of  the  members  of  the  ■Council  in  1908  are  printed  at 
page  166. 

In  the  year  1908  there  were  two  meetings  of  the  Council  of 
Agriculture.  The  first  meeting  was  held  on  the  19th  May. 
Among  the  more  important  subjects  discussed  at  this  meeting 
were  the  following  : — The  Report  of  the  Departmental  Com- 
mittee on  Irish  Forestry  ; the  inclusion  of  half-bred  sires  on  the 
Department’s  Register ; the  Dairy  herd  scheme  in  County 
Kilkenny : methods  of  drying  grain  crops ; the  amendment  of 
the  Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act ; the  registration  of 
sires;  harbour  accommodation  at  Fethard,  Comity  Wexford; 
the  encouragement  of  the  cultivation  of  wheat ; provision  for 
spraying  potatoes  in  the  poorer  districts  in  the.  West  of  Ire- 
land ; and  the  establishment  of  a Research  Laboratory  for  the 
investigation  of  diseases  affecting  farm  stock. 

The  second  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  on  the  24tk 
November.  The  subjects  discussed  included  the  following  : — 
Amendments  in  the  Department’s  scheme  for  encouraging  im- 
provements in  the  breed  of  horses  ; Army  Remounts ; the  duties 
or.  Irish-grown  Tobacco  ; the  recommendations  of  the  Depart- 
mental Committee  on  Irish  Forestry ; the  destruction  of  noxious 
weeds ; the  regulations  under  the  Sheep  Dipping  (Ireland) 
Order,  1907 ; the  standard  of  water  in  butter ; illegal  trawling 
in  Dundrum  Bay;  and  the  investigation  of  diseases  affecting 
farm  stock. 

As  on  previous  occasions,  the  meetings  of  the  Council  were 
held  in  the  buildings  of  the  Royal  University,  where,  through 
the  courtesy  of  the  Senate  of  the  University,  the  necessary 
accommodation  was  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Department. 

A summary  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting  of  the 
Coimcil,  together  with  the  Vice-President’s  address,  was  pub- 
lished in  the  Department’s  Journal* 

Under  Section  27  of  the  Agriculture  and  Technical  Instruc- 
tion (Ireland)  Act,  1899,  the  members. of  the  Council  of  Agri- 
culture and  of  each  Board  established  by  the  Act  hold  office 
for  terms  of  three  years.  The  tenure  of  office  of  the  existing 
Council  and  Boards  will  expire  on  31st  March,  1909.  Tbe 
new  Council  and  Boards  will  be  constituted  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable after  that  date.

The  Department  have  to  record  with  regret  the  death  in 
February,  1908,  of  Mr.  Thomas  Edmondson,  j.p.,  of  Creevagh, 
Orwell-road,  Rathgar.  Mr.  Edmondson  was  a member  of  the 
Board  of  Technical  Instruction  since  April,  1906,  being  the 
representative  appointed  by  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Coun- 
cils of  the  County  Dublin  Urban  Districts.  The  vacancy 
caused  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Edmondson  was  filled  by  the  ap- 
pointment of  Mr.  Richard  W.  Booth,  j.p.,  of  Victoria  House, 
Dalkey. 

In  April,  19Q8,  Sir  William  G.  Davis  Goft';  Bart.,  Water- 
ford, who  had  been  a member  of  the  Board  since  it  was  first 
constituted  in  May,  1900,  resigned  his  position.  The  Water- 
ford County  Borough  Council  filled  the  vacancy  by  the  ap- 
pointment of  Most  Reverend  Richard  A.  Sheehan,  D.D.,  Lord 
Bishop  of  Waterford  and  Lismore. 

The  annual  sum  of  1!55,000  as  provided  by  Section  16  (1)  c- 
of  the  Act  of  1899,  was  allocated  by  the  Department  with 
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the  concurrence  of  the  Board  for  the  triennial  period  ending 
31st  March,  1909,  as  follows  : — 

For  Technical  Instruction  in  the  County

For  Technical  Instruction  elsewhere  than  in 
the  County  Boroughs,  and  for  central  purposes  £29,000 


The  Board1  therefore  continue  to  control  the  expenditure  of 
an  annual  sum  of  £29,000,  which  is  applicable  for  technical 
instruction  elsewhere  than  in  County  Boroughs,  and  for  certain 
central  purposes.  The  balance  of  the  £55,000,  viz.,  £26,000, 
allocated,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Board,  for  technical 
instruction  in  the  six  county  boroughs,  is  applied  in  aid  of 
schemes  in  these  boroughs  subject  to  the.  approval  of  the 
Department  alone.  Out  of  the  sum  of  £29,000  referred  to,  the 
Department,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Board,  set  aside  an 
annual  sum  of  £4,000  for  central  purposes,  e.g.,  for  Senior 
Scholarship  schemes,  provision  for  training  teachers,  &e.  The 
remaining  £25,000  is  distributed  in  aid  of  approved  schemes  of 
technical  instruction  in  urban  and  county  districts  in  the 
manner  explained  in  the  Department’s  Third  Annual  Beport. 
Details  of  these  schemes  will  be  found' in  Part  II.  of  the  present 
report,  under  the  head  of  “ Technical  Instruction.” 


As  the  funds  available  for  the.  ordinary  subjects  of  technical 
instruction  are  all  needed  for  the  urban  schemes,  the  Depart- 
ment found  it  necessary  to  ask  the  Agricultural  Board  to 
allocate  a sum  of  £5,000  in  1902-3,  of  £5,500  in  1903-4,  of 
£7,500  in  each  of  the  years  1904-5,  1905-6, 1906-7,  and  1907-8, 
out  of  the  funds  administered,  with  the  concurrence  of 
that  Board,  for  Manual  Instruction  and  Domestic  Economy 
classes  in  rural  districts.  Such  classes  are  regarded  as 
part  of  the  general  scheme  of  agricultural  education,  but, 
for  administrative  reasons,  the  Department  have  hitherto 
found  it  convenient  to  administer  this  sum  with  the  con- 
currence of  the  Board  of  Technical  Instruction.  Classes  in 
lace  and  crochet-making,  basket-making,  and  other  rural  in- 
dustries, are  also  financed  from  the  Agricultural  surplus,  the 
amount  voted  in  1907-8  for  this  special  purpose  being  £3,000. 

The  Consultative  Committee  for  co-ordinating  educational 
administration,  as  constituted  by  Section 
Th«  Consultative  23  of  the  Act  of  1899,  consists  of  the  Vice- 
Committee  President  of  the  Department  as  Chairman, 
of  Education.  and  one  person  appointed  by  each  of  the 
following  bodies  The  Commissioners  of 
National  Education ; the  Intermediate  Education  Board ; the 
Agricultural  Board,  and  the  Board  of  Technical  Instruction,

; Among  the  more  important  subjects  recently  under  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Consultative  Committee  were  the  follow- 
ing The  utilisation  of  the  Evening  School  Code  of  the  Board 
of  National  Education  in  preparing  pupils  for  technical  schools 
and  for  winter  agricultural  classes ; the  possibility  of  utilising 
domestic  economy  instruction  under  technical  instruction 
schemes  for  pupils  in  the  higher  standards  of  National  Schools ; 
the  examinations  in  Experimental  Science,  etc.,  of  the  Inter- 
mediate Education  Board  ; supplementary  training  of  National 
Teachers  in  Experimental  Science  and  Domestic  Economy : 
school  garden  instruction  in  connection  with  primary  schools. 


2.  FUNDS  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT. 

(a.)  Parliamentary  Vote. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Vote  for  the  Department  for  1907-8, 
provision  was  made  for  the  salaries  and  other  expenses  in 
connection  with  the  institutions  and  officers  transferred  from 
other  Departments  under  Section  2 of  the  Agriculture  and 
Technical  Instruction  (Ireland)  Act  of  1899,  as  well  as  for  the 
salaries  and  expenses  of  officers  appointed  since  1st  April,  1900. 
The  "V  ote  also  contained  the  following  grants-in-aid  : — Cattle 
Pleuro-Pneumonia  Account,  including  the  grant  for  Swine 
Never  and  Babies  work,  .£9,200 ; Congested  Districts  Board, 
£25,000;  provision  for  agricultural  purposes  under  Section  15 
of  the  Act,  £18,000  (this  sum  forms  part  of  the  Endowment 
Eund) ; provision  for  the  purchase  of  specimens  for  the 'Na- 
tional Museum  of  Science  and  Art,  £2,300 ; books  for  the 
National  Library  of  Ireland,  £1,300;  and  apparatus  for  the 
Boyal  College  of  Science,  £1,500. 

The  Parliamentary  Vote  also  contained  the  grants  for  Science 
and  Art  Instruction  in  Ireland,  payable  to  Schools  which  adopt 
the  Department’s  programme  for  Experimental  Science, 
Drawing,  Manual  Instruction,  and  Domestic  Economy.  The 
provision  made  for  these  purposes  was  £37,550,  an  increase  of 
£10,150  on  the  corresponding  provision  for  the  previous  year. 
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The  expenditure  in  respect  of  the.  institutions  maintained 
from  the  Parliamentary  Vote  during'  the  year  1907-8  was  as 
follows  : —

The  Geological  Survey  of  Ireland  was  transferred,  as  from 
1st  April,  1905,  from  the  Board  of  Education,  England,  to  the 
Department.  The  expenditure  on  the  survey  in  1907-8  Was 
£2,592. 

(b.)  Endowment  Fund. 

During  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1908,  the  whole  of  the 
Department’s  Annual  Endowment  Fund  of  36166,000  provided 
under  the  Agriculture  and  Technical  Instruction  (Ireland)  Act, 
1899,  was  duly  received,  together  with  a further  annual  sum  of 
£5,000  under  the  terms  of  the  Agriculture  and  Technical 
Instruction  (Ireland)  Act,  No.  2,.  1902.  The  latter  sum  .was 
formerly  payable  to  the  Eoyal  Dublin  Society,  under  the  Pro- 
bate Duties  (Scotland  and  Ireland)  Act,  1888,  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  breeds  of  horses  and  cattle. 

There  was  also  received  a contribution  of  1)7,000  from  the 
Ireland  Development  Grant,  ear-marked  for  the  purposes  of 
Technical  Instruction,  and  a sum  of  £2,000  from  the  Congested 
Districts  Board1  in  respect  of  agricultural  schemes,  the  work  in 
connection  with  which  has  been  transferred  to  the  Department 
since  December,  1903.  The  amount  received  as  interest 
arising  out  of  securities  held  by  the  Department,  and  from 
moneys  on  deposit  in  the  Bank  of  Ireland,  was  £10,650,  and 
the  interest  received  from  loans  for  bulls,  stallions,  agricul- 
tural banks,  etc.,  was  £589. 

(c.)  The  General  Cattle  Diseases  Fund. 

The  General  Cattle  Diseases  Fund  was  formed  under  the 
Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Act  of  1878  by  assessment  on 
the  several  Poor  Law  Unions  in  Ireland,  mainly  for  the  pur- 
pose of  recouping  to  local  authorities  one-half  of  the  expendi- 
ture incurred  by  them  under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts,  thus 
lessening  the  burden  which  might  otherwise  press  unduly  on 
particular  localities,  owing  to  the  prevalence  therein  of  con- 
tagious diseases  of  animals.  It  may  also,  however,  be  drawn 
upon  to  supplement  the  Annual  Grant-in- Aid  of  the  Cattle 
Pleuro-Pneumonia  Account  in  any  year  in  whibh  that -grant'' 
proves  insufficient  to  meet  the  expenditure  of  the  Central 
Authority  in  dealing  with  pleuro -pneumonia,  foot  and  mouth 
disease,  rabies,  and  swine  fever.  ' ! ' - ? 1 
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The  Fund  is  replenished  by  assessments  on  the  several 
counties  and  county  boroughs  in  proportion  to  the  net  annual 
value  of  property  therein.  The  total  amount  which  may  be 
levied  on  the  several  contributing  bodies  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Fund  is  limited  by  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Act  of  1894  to  a 
sum  which,  added  to  a balance  of  .£5, '287  15s.  8 d.,  transferred 
from  the  Cattle  Plague  Account  on  30th  September,  1878  is 
equivalent  to  a poundage  of  8 d.  in  the  pound  ; and  no  larger 
sum  may  be  levied  at  any  one  time  than  the  equivalent  of  f d. 
in  the  pound.  Since  the.  inception  of  the  Fund,  a suni 
equivalent  to  a poundage  rate  of  5 d.  in  the  pound,  has  been 
levied  in  nineteeen  assessments,  the  last  of  which  was  dated 
19th  September,  1908.  An  assessment  at  the  rate  of  Id.  in 
the  pound  now  yields  approximately  £16,250,  and  this  sum 
covers  the  normal  expenditure,  exclusive  of  expenditure  on 
swine  fever  work  in  excess  of  the.  Parliamentary  Grant,  for  a 
period  of  about  two  -years. 

A proportion  of  the  fines  recovered  in  prosecutions  for  offences 
under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts  is  also  carried1  to  the  credit 
of  the  General  Cattle  Diseases  Fund,  and  the  amount  thus 
realized  covers  certain  miscellaneous  expenses  of  the  Central 
Authority,  such  as  the  expenses  incurred  in  the  examination  of 
carcases  washed  ashore,  etc.,  with  which  the  Fund  is  also 
chargeable  under  Sec.  72  (4)  of  the  Diseases-  of  Animals  Act  of 
1894. 


3.  ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  ENDOWMENT  FUND- 

The  Department’s  Annual  Endowment  Fund  consists,  as  has 
been  shown  under  (b)  on  page  7,  of  an 
The  Endowment  annual  income  of  £171,000,  supplemented 
Fund.  by  £7,000  from  the  Ireland  Development 

Grant,  and  £2,000  from  the  Congested 
Districts  Board.  From  this  sum,  £62,000  has  to  be  set  aside, 
as  shown  on  p.  10,  for  the  purposes  of  technical  instruction, 
and  £10,000  for  sea  fisheries.  A provision  of  about  £1,400  a 
year  has  also  to  be  made  for  the  payment  of  the  superannua- 
tion allowances  of  certain  persons  formerly  employed  under 
the  Commissioners  of  National  Education,  and  for  the  travel- 
ling expenses  of  members  of  the  Council  of  Agriculture,  and 
of  the  two  Boards  established  by  the  Act  of  1899. 

When  the  amounts  mentioned  have  been  set  aside  for  these 
purposes,  the  balance,  approximately 
Funds  for  £107,000,  which  constitutes  the  annual 
Agricultural  Purposes,  sum  to  be  administered  with  the  con- 
currence of  the  Agricultural  Board,  is 
applicable  for  “ the  purposes  of  agriculture  and’  other  rural 
industries,  and  sea  fisheries.”  In  addition  to  this  annual 
income,  certain  capital  sums,  a, mounting  in  all  to  £204,906, 
were  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Department  under  Section 
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15  (e)  and  (g)  of  the  Act,  of  1899.  These  sums  and  the  un- 
expended balances  of  the  annual  income  of  the  Endowment 
Fund1  during  the  initial  years  of  the 
Department’s  existence  were  invested  in 
Government  securities.  The  nominal 
or  face  value  of  the  securities  held 


Securities  held. 


on  31st  March,  1908,  including  .£‘20,000  Consols  transferred 
from  the  Board  of  Works  to  the  Department  in  April,  1904, 
in  respect  of  the  Sea  and  Coast  Fisheries  Fund,  was  £345,361, 
and  their  cash  value  was  £329,503. 


The  liabilities  on  this  sum  of  £329,503  in  respect  of  sums 
specifically  car-marked  under  Section  16 
Liabilities  on  the  of  the  Act  of  1899,  were  as  follows  : — For 
Amount  Invested.  technical  instruction  in  the  six  county 
boroughs,  £60,485 ; for  technical  instruc- 
tion in  urban  and  rural  districts,  £15,743;  for  extension  of 
special  schemes  of  technical  instruction,  £12,080;  for  sea 
fisheries,  £6,874;  for  the  Sea  and  Coast  Fisheries  Fund, 
£20,027 ; for  the  buildings  and  equipment  of  the  Boyal 
Veterinary  College,  £5,638,  being  the  unexpended  balance  of 
£26,650  set  aside  for  this  purpose ; and  for  the  buildings  and 
equipment  of  the  Munster  Institute,  an  unexpended  balance  of 
£1,83.3  out  of  £10,000  provided  under  the  Act  of  1899.  The 
total  amount  of  these  liabilities  was,  therefore,  £122,660  on 
31st  March,  1908. 

Deducting  the  liabilities  from  the  sum  of  £329,503,  there 
remained  a sum  of  £206,843  available  for  the  purposes  of 
agriculture  and  other  rural  industries,  and  sea  and  inland 
fisheries.  The  latter  sum  has  been  allocated,  with  the  con- 
currence of  the  Agricultural  Board,  for  various  undertakings, 
such  as  the  purchase  of  additional  land  in  con  nection  with  the 
Agricultural  Colleges  and  Stations  of  the  Department,  the 
building  and  equipment  of  agricultural  schools,  forestry  opera- 
tions, loans  to  Agricultural  Credit  Societies,  loans  for  the 
erection  of  fencing,  the  purchase  of  bulls  and  stallions,  etc., 
special  investigations  in  fruit  culture,  winter  dairying;  wheat 
and  barley  growing,  flax  experiments,  etc;.,  and  the  protection 
and  development  of  sea  and  inland  fisheries. 

The  net  expenditure  on  the  agricultural  side  of  the  Depart- 
ment’s work  in  1907-8,  including  the  grant  of  £7,500  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  instruction  in  manual  work  and  domestic 
economy  in  rural  districts,  was  £142,348.  Special  items  of  a 
non-recurring  character,  which  may  be  regarded  as  capital 
expenditure,  were  the  erection  of  out-offices  at  the  Albert  Agri- 
cultural College,  Glasnevin,  £2,570;  farm  buildings  at 
Athenry  Agricultural  Station,  £3,190;  repairs  and  equipment 
of  Ballyhaise  Agricultural  Station,  £1,040;  farm,  buildings 
and  fencing  at  Clonakilty  Agricultural  Station,  £540 ; build- 
ings, equipment,  and  redemption  of  rent-charge  on  lands  at 
Ulster  Dairy  School,  Cookstown,  £4,546;  repairs,  equipment, 
and  planting  operations  at  Avondale  Forestry  Station,  £800. 
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Grants  of  ±600  and  ±150  wore  made,  with  the  concurrence  of 
the  Agricultural  Board,  towards  the  building  of  piers  at  Adri- 
gole  and  Kathmullen  respectively. 

The  portion  of  the  lands  surrounding  the  Department's 
Agricultural  Station  at  Athenry  which  was  not  required  for 
the  purposes  of  the  Station  was  sold  to  the  Land  Commission 
for  ±14,446. 

The  cash  balance  available  for  current  expenditure  on  qi0t 
March,  1908,  was  ±38,882.

(c)  of  the  Agriculture  and  Technical  In- 
struction (Ireland)  Act  of  1899  an  annual 
sum  of  ±55,000,  allocated  for  the  purposes 
of  technical  instruction,  is  to  be  .divided 
into  two  parts,  one  part  of  which  (±26  000 
tor  the  three  years  ending  1908-9)  must  be  distributed,  in  pro- 
portion to  their  respective  populations,  among  the  county 
boroughs  in  aid  of  approved  schemes  of  technical  instruction, 
and  the  other  part  (±29,000)  for  schemes  of  technical  instruc- 
tion elsewhere  than  in  county  boroughs,  and  for  certain  other 
purposes  mentioned  in  the  Act,  such  as  the  collection  of  in- 
torroation  for  the  purposes  of  technical  instruction. 

The  grant  in  aid  of  technical  instruction  for  1907-8, 
commonly  known  as  the  “Equivalent  Grant,”  was  duly 
received  froin  the  Ireland  Development  Grant,  and  amounted 
to  ±7,000. 


A grant  of  ±7,500  for  the  purposes  of  instruction  in  manual 
work  and  domestic  economy  in  rural  districts  was  made  from 
the  hinds  administered  by  the  Agricultural  Board. 

Ihe  total  of  the  sums  available  in  1907-8  for  technical 
mstruetion  m non-agricultural  subjects  was  ±71,445,  exclusive 
?Q.:.  balance  of  ±91,646  brought  forward  from  the  year

paid  to  the  county  boroughs.  The  amount  of  the  balance 
^!if0rWard  *°.the  year  1908-9  was  ^88,308,  and  comprised 
,4od,  accrued  m respect  of  technical  instruction  schemes  in 
county  boroughs,  and  ±27,823  ear-marked,  as  stated  above,  for 
sc  ernes  m urban  districts  and  the  extension  of  special  schemes 
sucn  as  the  establishment  of  trade  preparatory  schools,  special 
courses  of  instruction  for  masters  and  foremen  in  trades,  and 
summer  courses  for  teachers  of  elementary  science,  drawing, 
manual  mstruetion,  and  domestic  economy. 


Under  Section  16  (d)  of  the  Act  a provision  of  ±10,000  is  to  be 

made  each  year  for  the  purposes  of  sea 
Funds  for  fisheries. 

Fishery  Purposes.  The  total  sum  available  for  these  pur- 
■ , „ , , poses  in  1907-8,  including  the  balance  ear- 

ned  forward  from  1906-7,  was  ±18,707.  The  expenditure  was 
• >490,  of  which  ±6,550  was  spent  on  marine  works  and 
edging  c; arried  out  at  Arklow,  Newtown  Creek,  Passage 
East,  Poulduff,  Bathmullen,  and  Tramore.  Full  informa- 
tion regarding  these  and  other  marine  works,  such  as  the 
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patrol  of  the  fishing  grounds,  the  investigations  carried  on  at 
the  marine  laboratory  and  oyster  beds  at  Ardfry,  the  cost  of 
which  is  defrayed  from  this  fund,  is  given  in  the  Department’s 
annual  Reports  on  the  Sea  and  Inland  Fisheries  of  Ireland. 

The  portion  of  the  Sea  and  Coast  Fisheries  Fund  reserved  by 
the  Purchase,  of  Land  (Ireland)  Act,  1)191, 
Sea  and  Coast  for  expenditure  elsewhere  than  in  Con- 
Fisheries  Fund.  gested  Districts  counties,  which  remained 
vested  in  the  Commissioners  of  Public 
Works,  was  transferred  to  the  Department  under  an  Order  in 
Council  dated  24th  March,  1904,  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  Section  15  (c)  of  the  Agriculture  and  Technical  Instruction 
(Ireland)  Act,  1899. 

The  Sea  and  Coast  Fisheries  Fund  was  the  residue  of  a sum 
collected  by  public  subscription  for  the  relief  of  distress  in  Ire- 
land in  the  year  1822.  This  sum  was  vested  in  trustees  known 
as  the  “ Trustees  to  aid  Sea  and  Coast  Fisheries  of  Ireland.” 
By  the  Act  47  and  48  Vic.,  c.  21,  the  fund  was  transferred  to 
the  Commissioners  of  Public  Works,  who  were  authorised  to 
make  fishery  loans  therefrom  to  such  persons,  and  upon  such 
security,  as  the  Inspectors  of  Irish  Fisheries  should  recom- 
mend. By  the  Purchase  of  Land  (Ireland)  Act,  1891  (54  and 
55  Vic.,  c.  48),  the  fund  was  transferred  to  the  Congested  Dis- 
tricts Board,  save  1320 ,000,  which  was  reserved  for  the  purpose 
of  loans  in  non-congested  districts  under  the  same  terms  as 
obtained  before,  the  passing  of  that  Act. 

By  the  Agriculture  and  Technical  Distraction1  (Ireland)  Act. 
1S99,  this  sum  of  ,£20,000— or  what  it  was  then  represented  by 
in  cash,  investments  and1  outstanding  loans — was  placed  at 
the  disposal  of  the  Department.  It  was  not,  however,  actually 
transferred  until  1st  April,  1904,  when  the  Department 
received  from  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Works 
£1,521  19s.  6 d.  in  cash,  £20,000  in  Consols,  and  promissory 
notes  to  the  amount  of  £7,700,  inclusive  of  arrears  and  irre- 
coverable balances. 

In  the  year  1907  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  applications 
for  loans  to  the  amount  of  £5,456  were  favourably  considered 
by  the  Department,  and  a sum  of  £4,465  was  issued  out  of  the 
Sea  and  Coast  Fisheries  Fund  for  the  purchase  and  repair  of 
fishing  boats  and  gear.  The  manner  in  which  these  loans  are 
repaid  continues  satisfactory.  The.  details  of  the  transactions 
are  published  in  the  Department’s  annual  Reports  on  the  Sea 
and  Inland  Fisheries  of  Ireland. 

4.  CENTRAL  INSTITUTIONS, 

The  Fortieth  Annual  Report  of  the  Dean  and  Council  of  the 
Royal  College  of  Science  will  be  found  in 
Royal  College  of  the  Appendices. 

Science.  The  teaching  staff  of  the  College  at  pre- 

sent consists  of  eight  Professors,  five 
Lecturers  aud  ten  Assistants,  and  the  subjects  of  instruction 
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are  Chemistry,  Experimental  Physics  (including  Electro 
lechnology),  Mechanical  Engineering,  Agriculture  (includi™ 
Agricultural  Chemistry , Agricultural  Biology,  Agricultural 
Physics,  Bacteriology  and  Veterinary  Hygiene),  Geology 
■botany,  and  Zoology.  The  Albert  Farm,  Glasnevin,  which  is 
also  under  the  control  of  the  Department,  is  used  in  cornice 
tion  with  the  instruction  in  Agriculture  in  the  College,  and  this 
instruction  has  been  correlated  with  that  given  at  the  Albert 
Agricultural  College.  Similarly,  the  Department’s  Forestry 
Station  at  Avondale  and  their  other  woods  and  plantations  are 
available  for  instruction  in  forestry,  which  is  included  in  the 
Faculty  of  Agriculture. 

Hie  College  is  maintained  by  the  provision  made  in  the 
annual  Parliamentary  Vote,  the  students’  fees  being  appro- 
priated in  aid  of  the  Vote.  In  the  year  19(17-8,  the  cost  of  the 
College  (exclusive  ol  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  buildings 
furniture,  lighting,  which  is  defrayed  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Works,  and  of  stationery,  printing,  etc.,  defrayed  bv  the 
Stationery  Office)  was  £16,656. 

The  fees  payable  by  Associate  students  are  £15  for  the  first 
year,  £20  for  the  second  year,  and  £20  for  the  third  year, 
these  fees  cover  attendance  at  all  lectures  and  laboratory  and 
workshop  courses,  as  well  as  the  use  of  the  College  apparatus 
and  materials.  For  Non-Associate  students  the  fee  for  any 
course  of  lectures  is  ^2,  while  for  such  students  the  fees  for 
piactieal  courses  vary  from  £2  for  a special  course  of  one 
month  to  £12  for  the  entire  session. 

A number  of  scholarships  and  “ teacherships-in-training  ” 
are  provided  ill  connection  with  tile  College.  Some  of  these 
have  been  instituted  by  the  Department  principally  with  a 
view  to  training  instructors  for  service  under  the  Department’s 
schemes. 


In  the  Agricultural  Faculty  about  fifteen  scholarships  are 
ottered  each  year  for  competition  among  young  Irishmen  who 
desire  to  acquire  a thorough  knowledge  of  technical  agricul- 
ture; and  scholarships  arc  also  provided  for  students  who  in- 
tend to  specialise  in  horticulture,  forestry  or  creamery  manage- 
ment. Each  of  these  scholarships  includes  free  admission  to 
the  first  year  s course  of  instruction  in  the  College ; and  either 
ot  tiie  following  at  the  option  of  the  Department : — (a.)  a 
maintenance  allowance  of  one  guinea  per  week  while  in  at- 
tendance at  the  College  or  elsewhere  as  the  Department  may 
decide , or  (b.)  free  board  and  residence  at  the  Albert  Agricul- 
tural College,  or  other  of  the  Department’s  institutions.  A 
sc  lolarship  is  tenable,  in  the  first  instance,  for  one  year,  but 
selected  candidates  must  undergo  a probationary  course  of  one 
. satisfactory  progress  be  made  by  the  holder,  the 
scholarship  may  be  renewed  for  a second  and  for  a third  year 
to  enable  the  student  to  complete  his  course.  Since  these 
scholarships  were  instituted  50  scholars  in  the  Faculty  of 
gnculture  have  been  trained  as  agricultural  experts,  and  all 
ot  them  are  now  employed  in  Ireland  in  various  capacities  in 
connection  with  the  Department’s  work. 
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Ia  addition  to  the  scholarships  in  the  Faculty  of  Agriculture, 
about  five  scholarships  in  science  and  technology  and  five 
" teacherships-in-training  ” are  awarded  annually.  The 
scholarships  include  a maintenance  allowance  of  £'50  per 
annum,  and  free  instruction  during  the  Associate  course.  A 
" teachership-in-traiuing  ” entitles  the  holder  to  free  instruc- 
tion during  the  Associate  course  and  to  a maintenance  allow- 
ance of  21s.  a week  during  the  session.  Candidates  awarded 
"teacherships-in-training”  are  required  to  enter  into  an 
undertaking  that  they  will  pursue  the  full  Associate  course 
with  a view  to  becoming  teachers  of  science  in  Ireland. 

Other  scholarships,  as  well  as  medals  and  prizes,  are  also 
offered  for  competition.  For  instance,  four  Eoyal  Scholar- 
ships of  £'50  each  for  two  years,  with  free  tuition,  are  attached 
to  the  College ; two  of  those  are  offered  for  competition  each 
vear  to  the  students  of  the  College,  not  being  Eoyal  Exhibi- 
tioners, on  the  completion  of  their  first  year’s  course.  Certain 
other  scholarships  and  prizes,  such  as  “ Eoyal  Exhibitions  ” 
and  “ National  Scholarships,”  which  are  open  for  competition 
at  the  annual  examinations  of  the  Board  of  Education,  South 
Kensington,  are  also  tenable  at  the  College.  Full  particulars 
regarding  the  scholarships,  prizes,  and  medals  are  given  in  the 
Programme  of  the  College. 

The  number  of  students  attending  the  College  during  the 
Session  1907-8  was  109,  of  whom  70  were  Associate  students 
and  33  were  Non-Associate  students.  These  included  four 
Eoyal  Scholars,  sixteen  Science  Scholars,  twenty-six  Agricul- 
tural Scholars,  including  one  in  horticulture  and  one  in 
forestry,  and  nine  Teachers-in-Training.  The  College  has 
been  utilised  as  the  chief  centre  for  the  short  summer  courses 
of  instruction  which  the  Department  organise  each  year  mainly 
for  the  further  training  of  teachers  working  under  their  pro- 
gramme of  Experimental  Science,  Drawing,  and  Manual  In- 
struction for  day  secondary  schools.  In  1908  these  summer 
courses  were  held  at  30  centres,  with  an  attendance  of  709. 
Of  this  number,  184  attended  the  course  at  the  Eoyal  College 
of  Science. 

Good  progress  is  being  made  with  the  new  buildings  for  the 
College,  which  are  being  erected  Tinder  the  direction  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Public  Works  on  the  selected  site  adjoining 
Upper  Merrion-street.  They  will  be  fully  equipped  for  the 
work  of  the  several,  faculties.  A Mechanical  Engineering 
Laboratory  will  form  an  adjunct  to  the  main  structure.  The 
Department  understand  that  the  new  buildings  will  he  com- 
pleted about  the  1st  January,  1911. 

As  stated  in  last  year’s  Report,  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
retirement  of  Lieut.

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Art  Institutions,  which  were  formerly  under  the 
of  the  Director  of  the  Museum,  are  now  administered  by  the 
-Department  through  the  special  officers  in  charge  3 

In  May,  1908  the  Department,  with  the  concurrence  of  Kk 
Excellency  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  decided  that  the  Museum 
should  henceforth  be  styled  “ the  National  Museum  of  Sciem 

4rt’  Pu¥in-”  Thls  appears  appropriate  for  the  In 
stitution  having  regard  to  its  representative  position  in  the 
C apital  as  the  Museum  of  Ireland  and  the  treasury  of  Celtic 
antiquities.  It  also  follows  the  precedent  of  the  National 
Library  of  Ireland  and  the  National  Gallery  of  Ireland 
In  the  Irish  Antiquities  Division  the  labelling  and  detailerl 
arrangement  of  the  rooms  devoted  to  the  Bronze  Age  and 
Christian  Art  has  been  finished.  In  the  Art  and  Industrial 
Division,  notwithstanding  the  prolonged  illness  of  two  of  the 
officers,  a considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  done  in  the 
re-arrangement  of  the  Furniture  Collection,  the  enlargement 
of  the  collection  of  Musical  Instruments,  the  partial  arrange- 
ment  of  the  Numismatic  Collections,  the  re-arrangement  of  the 
collection  of  Arms  and  Armour,  Costumes,  Embroideries, 
Lace,  Metal-worlc,  Silver  Plate,  etc.,  etc.  Mr.  W.  R.  Lane- 
Joynt  the  well-known  Philatelist,  has  kindly  continued  his 
gratuitous  services  in  the  arrangement  of  the  collection  of 
stamps,  which  under  his  care  has  become  a very  important 
addition  to  the  Museum.  The  Circulation  Branch  has  been 
well  maintained.  There  have  been  940  issues  of  objects  on  loan 
to  schools  during  the  year,  being  an  increase  of  247  over  the 
previous  year,  and  the  number  of  cases  of  objects  for  circulation 
to  schools  has  been  increased  from  214  to  251.  In  the  Natural 
History  Division  the  Invertebrate  and  Fish  Collections  have 
received  most  useful  additions  from  the  Fisheries  Branch  of 
Fe  Department  and  the  Dublin  Bay  Dredging  Committee. 
Many  additions  have  been  made  to  the  Botanical  Collection

hibited m the  Index  Room.  In  the  Mineralogical  and  Geo- 
logical Collection  many  additions  have  been  made  by  purchase, 
an  a valuable,  collection  of  Indian  Rocks  and  Minerals  has 
been  acquired  m exchange. 


T le  attendance  of  readers  at  the  National  Library  during

, '°"a  crease  of  11,683  over  that  of  the  previous 

Library  of  Ireland,  year.  The  number  of  volumes  added  to 
, . . Library  and  made  accessible  to  readers 

during  the  year  has  been  4,817.  The  Author  and  Title 
Catalogue  for  the  year  1904  has  been  printed  and  issued,  the 
catalogue  for  D 05  is  in  proof,  and  a portion  of  the  catalogue 
lor  -L9Ub  and  1907  has  been  sent  *to  press.  The  Library  owes 
much  to  the  continued  generosity  of  Mr.  E.  R.  McClintock 
DJX,  and  has  received  a large  bequest  from  the  late  Mr.  David 
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Comyn.  The  Library  suffered  a great  loss  by  the  death  on  1st 
May"  1907,  of  Dr.  John  Kells  Ingram,  who  was  a member  of 
the  Council  of  Trustees  of  the  Library  since  the  year  1877. 

The  lighting  of  the  Beading  Boom,  though  somewhat  im- 
proved, still  continues  to  be  unsatisfactory,  but  it  is  hoped 
that  the  change  in  the  method  of  illumination  now  in  contem- 
plation will  remove  this  defect. 


During  the  past  session  (1907-8)  the  School  of  Art  has  been, 
for  the  first  time,  under  the  Head- 
Metropolitan  School  mastership  of  Mr.  James  Ward,  a.r.c.a. 
of  Art.  (London).  The  results  of  the  session’s 

work  have  been  very  satisfactory,  and  the 
awards  in  the  National  Competition  have  been  the  highest 
ever  attained  at  the  School.  These  awards  include  one  gold 
medal,  four  silver  medals,  seven  bronze  medals,  six  book  prizes, 
and  seventeen  commendations. 


The  various  buildings  and  glass-houses  in  the  Royal  Botanic 
Gai-dens  have  been  maintained  in  good 
Royal  Botanic  order,  and  several  improvements  have 
Gardens.  been  made  in  the  cactus  house,  No.  3,  the 

camellia  house,  No.  9,  and  the  orchid 
house.  Two  useful  additions  have  been  made  to  the  houses 
in  the  Gardens,  an  unheated  house  for  growing  plants  for  the 
conservatories  and  a small  house  in  the  alpine  yard  for  half- 
hardy  plants.  In  the  grounds  some  of  the  defective  walks 
were  re-made,  and  beds  for  special  groups  of  shrubs,  lonicera, 
philadelplms,  hypericum,  etc. , were  made  and  planted.  The 
arboretum  has  been  extended,  and  much  of  the  labelling  re- 
done. Part  of  the  rock-work  was  rc-made  and  re-planted. 
Some  large  old  elms,  which  were  not  quite  sound,  and 
which  were  overhanging  buildings  or  close  to  the  Glasnevin 
Cemetery  railings  were  taken  down.  A refreshment  room  for 
visitors  was  opened  early  in  the  year. 


The  Geological  Survey,  which  now  forms  part  of  the  work 
of  the  Department  and  is  under  the 
Geological  Survey  charge  of  the  Professor  of  Geology  at  the 
of  Ireland.  Boyal  College  of  Science,  completed,  dur- 
ing the  year  1907-8,  the  map  and  memoir 
of  the  Londonderry  district.  These  publications  are  now  avail- 
able for  purchase  bv  the  public.  Detailed  accounts  of  the  soil 
types  in  the  district  are  included  in  the  memoir.  The  prin- 
cipal field-work  consisted  in  the  re-examination  of  the  zone  of 
iron-ore  and  bauxite  in  the  counties  of  Antrim  and  London- 
derry, in  view  of  the  industrial  developments  that  have  taken 
place  since  the  zone  was  first  mapped,  thirty  years  ago.  The 
outer  boundary  of  the  Leinster  coal-field  wras  re-surveved,  and 
the  work  of  revision  ip  this  area  now  awaits  the  completion  of 
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a sinking  which  is  being  made  by  the  proprietor  near  the  centre 
of  the  field.  A complete  soil  survey  was  made  of  the  lands  of 
the  Department’s  Agricultural  Station  at  Ballyhaise,  County 
Cavan,  and  a map  was  prepared  showing  the' soil-types  and 
underlying  rocks  on  the  scale  of  twelve  inches  to  one  mile 
This  map  formed  a feature  of  the  Survey’s  exhibit  at  the 
Franco-British  Exhibition  of  1908.  A large  number  of  in- 
quiries of  a scientific  or  economic  character  were  answered 
during  the  year. 


Particulars  regarding  the  year’s  work  in  the  Boyal  College  of 
Science,  the  National  Museum  of  Science  and  Art,  the 
National  Library,  the  Metropolitan  School  of  Art,  the  Royal 
Botanic  Gardens,  and  the  Geological  Survey  of  Ireland  are 
given  in  the  Appendices.  The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors 
of  the  National  Museum  and  the  Boyal  Botanic  Gardens  is 
printed  at  page  G03  : and  the  Report  of  the  Council  of  Trustees 
of  the  National  Library  at  page  615.

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The  following  is  a summary  of  the  principal  conclusions  and 
recommendations  of  the  Committee  : — 

I.  <1.)  That  forestry  has,  in  the  past,  been  deplorably  neglected  by 
Government  in  Ireland ; and  that,  in  consequence,  while 
the  country  is  particularly  well  suited  for  tree  growing, 
the  percentage  of  land  under  woods  in  Ireland  is  now  the 
lowest  of  any  country,  save  one,  in  Europe. 

(2.)  That  this  percentage  is  too  low  for  the  welfare  of  the  country ; 
and 

(3.)  That  nevertheless,  it  is  being  wastefully  diminished  at  the 
present  time  chiefly  under  the  indirect  influence  of  the 
Land  Purchase  Acts,  with  great  loss  to  the  country  and 
imminent  danger  to  existing  Irish  wood- working  industries. 

II.  (1.)  That  with  the  transfer  of  land  under  the  Purchase  Acts  to 
peasant  owners,  an  obligation  in  respect  to  existing  woods, 
as  well  as  other  obligations  connected  with  landed  property, 
passes  from  the  selling  proprietors  to  the  State,  and  has 
not  been  effectively  provided  for  in  these  Acts  ; 

(2.)  That  a comprehensive  scheme  of  forestry,  whether  undertaken 
through  local  authorities,  private  owners,  or  directly  through 
a Forestry  Department,  can  only  be  carried  out  by  or  under 
the  direction  of  the  State  ; 

(3.)  That  an  exceptional  opportunity,  which  cannot  recur,  for 
acquiring  land  suitable  for  forestry,  and  not  so  suitable  for 
any  other  use,  presents  itself  now  in  Ireland,  in  connection 
with  the  Land  Purchase  Acts ; and 

(4. ) That  such  a scheme,  including  the  preservation  and  extension 
of  existing  woods,  and  the  creation  of  a new  forest  area,  is 
a sound  investment  for  the  nation,  necessary  for  her  agri- 
cultural and  industrial  development,  and  for  the  provision 
of  an  important  capital  asset  which  must  otherwise  be 
wasted. 

(T)  That  an  area  of  at  least  1,000,000  acres  of  woodland  is  essen- 
tial for  the  agricultural  and  industrial  requirements  of  the 
country. 

(<*.)  That  as  a result  of  certain  surveys  made  for  the  Department 
of  Agriculture,  and  for  the  Committee,  it  can  be  safely 
estimated  that  there  are  available  in  round  numbers  in  the 
different  classes  of  land  suitable  for  plantation,  and  not  so 
suitable  for  any  other  use,  some  700,000  acreB,  or,  with  the 

300,000  acres  of  existing  woodlands,  a total  possible  forest 
area  of  at  least  1,000,000  acres,  made  up  in  round  numbers 
as  follows: — 

300.000  acres  of  existing  woodlands. 

200.000  acres  of  plantable  land  in  large  blocks. 

500.000  acres  of  plantable  land  in  smaller  blocks. 

(3.)  That,  on  account  of  State  action  in  the  past,  the  effect  of 
existing  legislation  on  Irish  woodlands,  the  fact  that  under 
the  Land  Purchase  Acts  the  responsibilities  of  the  private 
landlords  have  been  transferred  to  the  State,  and  the  oppor- 
tunity now  available  for  acquiring  woods  and  lands  suitable 
for  forestry  under  these  Acts,  a special  obligation  lies  on  the 
state  for  taking  immediate  action. 

^ ■ (!•)  That  legislation  is  not  necessary  for  the  establishment  of  a 
forestry  Authority,  as  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and 
Technical  Instruction  is  endowed  with  the  necessary  legal 
powers  for  aiding,  improving,  and  developing  forestry  and 
promoting  education  connected  therewith,  and,  therefore,  for 
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carrying  out  the  national  scheme  of  afforestation  recommended 
by  the  Committee,  but  that  it  has  not  been  provided  with 
adequate  funds  for  this  purpose.  That  the  Forestry  Section 
of  the  Department  should  be  strengthened  and  developed  with 
a view  to  administering  this  scheme,  and  special  funds  pro- 
vided for  the  work  it  is  to  do. 

(2.)  That  the  scheme  should  provide  for  the  acquisition  by  the 
Forestry  Authority  of  200,000  acres  of  plantable  land  in 
large  blocks,  to  be  planted,  managed,  and  maintained  in  the 
interests  of  the  country  as  a whole,  as  State  forest.  That 
the  Forestry  Authority  should  also  acquire  and  manage  the 
larger  woods  passing  from  the  hands  of  their  present  owners 
under  the  Land  Purchase  Acts. 

(3.)  That,  while  the  large  woods  acquired  under  the  scheme  would 
be  managed  directly  by  the  Central  Authority,  the  smaller 
woods  which  are  passing  from  their  present  owners  could  be 
more  economically  managed  by  the  Comity  Councils,  and  that 
such  woods,  other  than  those  small  enough  to  be  allotted 
with  tenant-purchasers’  holdings,  should  be  acquired  by  the 
County  Councils  and  managed  by  them,  in  the  interests  of 
their  respective  counties,  subject  to  the  expert  advice  and 
supervision  of  the  Forestry  Authority.  That  advances  under 
the  Land  Acts  should  be  made  to  the  County  Councils,  as 
trustees,  to  enable  them  to  acquire  such  woods  and  small  lots 
of  plantable  land  in  connection  with  them,  and  that  they 
should  be  aided  by  the  Forestry  Authority  and  the  Board  of 
Works,  with  such  facilities  as  are  proposed  for  private 
owners. 

(4.)  That  increased  encouragement  should  be  given  to  private 
owners  to  plant  portions  of  their  holdings.  That,  in  the 
case  of  the  smaller  holders,  such  encouragement  should  take 
the  form  of  an  extension  of  the  county  horticultural  schemes 
under  the  County  Councils  and  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture ; and,  in  the  case  of  the  larger  holders,  of  an  extension 
of  the  system  of  Board  of  Works’  loans  on  the  lines  sug- 
gested in  Part  V.  of  this  Report. 

(5.)  That  effective  provision  for  the  training  of  working  foresters 
and  woodmen  has  already  been  made  at  the  Forestry  Station 
at  Avondale  under  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  and 
partial  provision  for  higher  training  at  the  Royal  College  of 
Science,  Dublin;  that  the  extension  of  this  provision,  and 
the  establishment  of  an  effective  system  of  higher  technical 
instruction  for  the  training  of  experts,  forestry  officers,  and 
owners  of  woodlands  at  the  Royal  College  of  Science,  in  con- 
nection with  Avondale,  is  desirable. 

(6.)  That  the  proper  organisation  of  the  timber  trade  and  the 
establishment  of  a recognised  system  of  business  manage- 
ment is  necessary  in  the  interests  of  the  grower  and  the 
manufacturer,  and  for  the  further  development  of  forest 
industries,  and  that  the  Department  should  assist  in  pro- 
moting such  organisation,  and  should  provide  technical 
instruction  and  other  facilities  relating  to  this  branch  of 
the  scheme. 

V.  (1.)  That  the  net  expenses  of  the  national  scheme  of  afforestation 
recommended,  including  the  purchase  of  the  land  required, 
are  estimated  to  amount  to  £44,525  per  annum  in  the  first 
decade,  to  £66,725  in  the  second  decade,  to  £74,600  in  the 
third,  to  £67,100  in  the  fourth,  and  to  £32,600  in  the  fifth, 
alter  which  period  the  scheme  provides  a surplus  over  pur- 
chase annuities . and  working  and  administrative  expenses, 
eventually  yielding  a return  of  41  per  cent,  on  the  total 
capital  invested. 
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(2.)  That  the  proceeds  of  the  Irish  Quit  and  Crown  Rents  might 
be  appropriately  utilised  for  promoting  forestry  in  Ireland; 
and  would  suffice  to  finance  the  national  scheme  with  the 
exception  of  a sum  of  £13,600,  which  would  require  to 
be  annually  provided  by  Parliament  for  five  decades,  and 
£8,600  for  the  sixth  decade  after  which  a surplus  would  he 
available. 

The  Department  are  fully  alive  to  the  extreme  urgency  of 
the  question  of  preventing  the  wasteful  destruction  which 
under  existing  circumstances  is  now  going  on  in  the  Irish 
woodlands  and  of  thus  saving  for  the  country  what  should  be 
a valuable  national  asset.  They  hope  to  be  placed  in  a position 
during  the  coming  year  to  act  upon  some,  at  least,  of  the  re- 
commendations of.  the  Committee.  They  have  already  been 
able  to  arrange  with  the  Estates  Commissioners  for  the  pur- 
chase of  certain  woodlands  on  estates  sold  under  the  Irish  Land 
Acts  (see  page  71),  and  further  purchases  of  the  kind  are  being 
negotiated.  The  cost  of  these  operations  cannot,  of  course,  Be 
provided  out  of  the  Department’s  Endowment  Fund,  which  is 
already  fully  hypothecated. 

The  Department  have  continued  to  act  as  a bureau  of  infor- 
ination  with  regard  to  the  mineral  and  raw 
Irish  Minerals  and  material  resources  of  the  country,  and  to 
Raw  Materials.  make  inquiries  and  give  advice,  through 
the  agency  of  their  Economic  Geologist, 
on  very  varied  matters  relating  to  these  resources.  They  have 
been  able  to  advise  persons  interested  in  the  development  of 
specific  mineral  deposits,  or  supposed  deposits,  as  to  whether 
the  deposits  were  worthy  of  prospecting  with  a view  to  their 
being  worked  on  commercial  lines.  It  is  of  interest  to  note 
that  active  prospecting  and  development  is  being  carried  out 
by  private  enterprise  in  various  parts  of  the  country. 

The  Department  have  continued  to  make  small  grants  of 
firanf  of  Books  to  books  (not  exceeding  £3  in  value)  dealing- 
village  Libraries.  with  subjects  of  agriculture  and  technical 
instruction,  to  approved  village  libraries. 


PART  II.— DETAILS  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT’S 
OPERATIONS,  1907-1908. 


I.— AGRICULTURE. 

The  period  dealt  with  in  this  section  of  the  Report  is  the 
agricultural  year  ended  30th  September,  1908. 

The  tables  inserted  below  indicate  the  continued  satisfactory 
progress  of  the  several  county  schemes. 

As  formerly,  the  rate  of  the  Department’s  contribution  to 

P 2 
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the  various  county  schemes  administered  by  County  Com- 
mittees of  Agriculture  was  three-fifths  in  congested  counties 
and  five-ninths  in  non-congested  counties.  In  addition  the 
salaries  of  the  itinerant  instructors  in  agriculture  were  as 
hitherto,  paid  direct  by  the  Department  in  every  instance! 


The  work  of  the  Agricultural  Branch  is  reviewed  under  the 
usual  three  heads,  viz.  : — 

(a.)  Agricultural  Instruction. 

(b.)  Improvement  of  Live  Stock. 

(c.)  Special  Investigations. 


(a.)— Agricultural  Instruction. 

There  are  three  principal  divisions  in  the  system  of  agri- 
cultural instruction  adopted  by  the  Department.  The  first 
consists  of  the  colleges  and  schools  under  the  immediate  direc- 
tion of  the  Department,  and  embraces  the  several  courses  for 
the  training  of  teachers  of  agricultural  subjects.  The  second 
includes  schools  under  private  management  which  receive 
grants  from  the  Department’s  funds  on  condition  of  their 
being  conducted  in  accordance  with  a prescribed  programme. 
The  third  division  comprises  the  various  branches  of  agricul- 
tural education  carried  out  under  the  several  schemes  adminis- 
tered through  the  County  Committees  of  Agriculture.  In 
each  of  these  divisions  substantial  progress  was  made  during 
the  year  1907-8. 


In  addition  to  the  ordinary  courses  at  the  Eoyal  College  of 
Science,  the  Albert  Agricultural  College,  and  the  Munster 
Institute,  the.  arrangements  for  the  training  of  teachers  were 
continued  as  in  previous  years,  and  22  students  whose  qualifi- 
cations were  approved  on  completion  of  their  courses  obtained 
employment  in  connection  with  the  Department’s  work.  The 
number  of  persons  so  employed  who  were  trained  at  these  in- 
stitutions now  amounts  to  109.  Besides  persons  who  had 
gone  through  complete  courses  of  .training  for  teacherships,  a 
number  of  young  men  who  had  attended  sessions  at  the  Albert 
College  or  the  agricultural  stations  were  employed  in  carry- 
lng  out  the  practical  agricultural  demonstrations  organised  by 
the  Department  in  congested  districts. 

An  additional  residential  dairy  school  for  girls,  under  the 
management  of  the  Department,  was  successfully  established 
at  Cookstown,  county  Tyrone.  New  local  schools  of  rural 
domestic  economy  were  opened  at  Killeshandra,  county 
Cavan , Olifden,  county  Galway,  and  Swinford,  county  Mayo, 
and  arrangements  made  for  another  school  of  this  type  at 
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Tubbercurry,  county  Sligo.  Preliminary  steps  were  also 
taken  with  a view  to  the  establishment  of  provincial  a^ricul 
tui-al  schools  for  boys  to  be  maintained  by  funds  provided 
jointly  by  the  Department  and  the  local  authorities. 

The  schemes  for  itinerant  instruction  and  for  county  agri- 
cultural classes  were  put  into  operation  more  widely  than  in 
former  years,  122  itinerant  instructors  were  employed  an  in 
crease  of  9 as  compared  with  1906-7.  The  number  of  in 
structors  under  each  of  the  principal  schemes  was  as  follows 
Instructors  in  Agriculture,  ...

Ninety-three  candidates 
College,  Giasnevin.  Pre+?ente*  themselves  for  entrance  exami- 
nation, the  number  being  the  largest  re- 
corded in  connection  with  such  examinations  since  the  taking 
over  of  the  college  by  the  Department.  Twenty-five  free 
places  were  awarded  on  the  results  of  the  examination,  and  a 
number  of  candidates  who  reached  the  qualifying  standard 
entered  as  paying  students,  the  fees  being  £25  for  students 
whose  parents  derive  their  livelihood  mainly  from  farming  in 
Ireland  and  £60  for  other  students.  The  programme  of  the 
entrance  examination  will  be  found  at  page  249  of  the  Appen- 
dices. 

During  the  year  the  Department  decided  to  discontinue  the 
practice  of  awarding  free  places  to  pupils  entering  the  college 
and  at  the  same  time  to  effect  a substantial  reduction  in  the 
fees.  Accordingly  £15  has  been  fixed  as  the  fee  payable  by 
farmers’  sons,  instead  of  £25,  and  the  fee  for  other  students 
has  been  reduced  from  £60  to  £50.  The  new  scale  of  fees  came 
into  operation  for  the  1908-9  session. 

The  course  for  the  training  of  gardeners  for  employment  as 
county  instructors  in  horticulture  and  beekeeping  was  con- 
tinued. This  course  extends  over  one,  two,  or  three  years 
according  to  the  proficiency  of  the  student.  Candidates  for 
admission  must  have  worked  for  several  years  under  an  ex- 
perienced gardener.  They  are  required  to  pass  an  entrance 
examination  in  fruit  growing  and  general  gardening  as  well 
as  in  English  and  arithmetic.  When  in  training  they  take 
part  in  all  the  work  of  the  college  gardens  in  addition  to  re- 
ceiving indoor  instruction.  The  prospectus  of  the  course 
appears  at  page  256  of  the  Appendices. 

Dour  students  completed  their  training  during  the  year  and 
obtained  employment  under  County  Committees  in  connection 
with  the  Department’s  horticultural  work.  Twenty-six  past 
students  are  now  so  employed.  Six  students  are  at  present  in 
training. 

_ A short  course  of  instruction  in  beekeeping  for  county  hor- 
ticultural instructors  who  had  not  been  passed  as  qualified  to 
give  instruction  in  beekeeping  was  held  at  the  college  in  the 
summer  of  1908.

The  courses  for  young  men  who  desire  a practical  training 
in  agriculture  with  a view  to  applying  the 
Agricultural  Stations,  knowledge  thereby  acquired  to  the  work- 
ing of  their  own  farms  were  continued  at 
the  three  agricultural  stations.  In  all  66  pupils  attended— 
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10  at  Athenry  ; 2G  at  Ballyhaise,  and  30  at  Clonakilty.  Tlie 
attendance  was  slightly  in  excess  of  that  recorded  for  the  pre- 
vious year.  All  the  places  provided  at  Athenry  and  at 
Clonakilty  were  filled.  _ At  Athenry  the  residential  and 
class-room  accommodation  is  still  of  a temporary  character, 
and,  on  this  account,  the  pupils  were  admitted,  as  heretofore, 
without  payment  of  fees.  At  Ballyhaise  and  Clonakilty 
fees  were  charged  ranging  from  £3  to  £20,  in  accordance  with 
the  scale  indicated  in  the  prospectuses  which  will  be  found  at 
pages  252-254  of  the  Appendices.  The  session  extends  over 
eleven  months  (October  to  September).  In  addition  to  tuition 
and  practical  instruction,  the  pupils  are  provided  with  board 
and  lodging  at  the  stations.  Having  regard  to  the  low  scale 
of  fees  and  the  educational  facilities  afforded,  it  was  to  be 
expected  that  the  number  of  suitable  applicants  for  admission 
would  be  in  excess  of  the  number  of  places.  That  this  was 
not  so  may  be  attributed  in  great  measure  to  the  fact  that  in 
many  districts  farmers  appear  wholly  averse  to  allowing  their 
sons  to  enter  for  a course  which  will  necessitate  their  absence 
from  work  at  home  during  the  spring  and  summer  months. 
The  Department  hope  to  see  the  stations  more  fully  availed 
of  by  the  young  men  who  attend  winter  agricultural  classes. 
Applicants  who  have  passed  successfully  through  these  classes 
receive  preference,  and  they  are  not  required  to  submit  to 
further  examination  before  admission  to  the  stations. 


The  experiments  in  cheese-making  formerly  conducted  by 
the  Department  at  Glenfield,  county  Cork,  were  carried  on 
at  Ballyhaise  agricultural  station  during  the  seasons  of  1907 
and  1908.  Particulars  of  the  returns  from  the  1907  operations 
will  be  found  at  page  59  of  this  Keport.  Arrangements  have 
been  made  for  the  reception  of  apprentices  to  cheese-making 
at  a fee  of  £5  for  the  season  from  May  to  October.  Two 
young  men  received  instruction  in  this  subject  at  the  station 
during  the  session  1907-8. 


The  Department’s  scheme  of  winter  agricultural  classes 
for  1907-8  (see  piage  214  of  the  Appendices) 
Agricultural  Classes  was  essentially  the  same  as  that  approved 
and  schools.  for  the  preceding  year.  Classes  were 

again  held  in  each  of  the  ten  counties 
where  the  scheme  was  in  operation  in  1906-7,  and  were  estab- 
lished for  the  first  time  in  three  counties,  viz.  : — Clare,  Kil- 
kenny, and  Waterford. 


In  all  32  classes  were  held  under  the  scheme.  Two  counties 
had  each  six  classes ; two  counties,  three  classes ; five  counties, 
two  classes ; and  four  counties,  one  class.  Instruction  was 
given  at  each  class  for  five  hours  per  day  on  two  or  three  days 
weekly  during  periods  which  varied,  according  to  local  circum- 
stances, from  13  to  22  weeks.  Sixteen  teachers  were  em- 
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ployed,  including  ten  itinerant  instructors  in  agriculture  and 
six  other  teachers  specially  engaged  for  the  work.  In  each  of 
the  counties  of  Cork  and  Tyrone,  where  six  classes  were  at 
work,  two  teachers  were  employed,  each  of  whom  conducted 
three  classes.  The  instruction  given  by  one  of  the  teachers  in 
county  Tyrone  was  of  a somewhat  advanced  character  and 
was  open  only  to  pupils  who  had  previously  attended  an  agri- 
cultural class. 


In  order  to  encourage  the  attendance  of  pupils  at  these 
classes,  provision  is  made  for  the  grant  of  travelling  allow- 
ances to  those  who  reside  more  than  three  miles  from  the 
class  centre.  These  allowances  are  payable  only  to  pupils 
who  attend  regularly  throughout  the  session  and  satisfy  the 
Department  that  they  have  availed  of  the  instruction.  The 
scheme  also  gives  to  County  Committees'  adopting  it  discre- 
tionary power  to  supply  the  pupils  with  mid-day  meals  free  of 
charge.  Eight  Committees  availed  of  this  provision,  the  need 
for  which  will  be  appreciated  when  it  is  understood  that  at- 
tendance at  the  classes  involves  in  some  cases  daily  journeys 
by  road  of  from  twenty  to  thirty  miles  during  winter  weather. 


The  arrangement  under  which  a winter  agricultural  school 
was  established  at  Monaghan  in  the  year  1902-3  expired  with 
the  conclusion  of  the  session  held  in  1906-7.  The  Depart- 
ment decided  not  to  renew  the  original  scheme,  but  a new 
arrangement  was  made  by  which  the  County  Committee  of 
Agriculture  provided  a course  of  twenty  weeks  instruction  at 
the  school  during  the  winter  1907-8,  similar  to  that  given  in 
previous  years.

A session  extending  from  the  beginning  of  September  to  the 
end  ot  June  was  held  at  the  agricultural  college  conducted  Ire 
the  Franciscan  Brothers  at  Mount  Bellew,  county  Galwav 
Twenty-six  resident  pupils  were  admitted  to  this  session  In 
addition  to  class-room  instruction,  the  pupils  receive  practical 
training  in  farm  work  on  the  college  farm.

„ Appendices.  Four  sessions  were  held  dur- 

Munster  Institute,  Cork,  mg  the  year.  The  total  attendance  of 
pupils,  including  re-admissions,  was  196, 
At  the  conclusion  of  the  year  there  were  248  names  enrolled 
on  the  register  of  applicants  for  admission,  as  compared  with 
264  at  the  end  of  the  preceding  year.  The  demand  for  admis- 
sion in  1907-8  was  but  slightly  less  than  in  1906-7,  and  the 
number  of  girls  awaiting  vacancies  is  still  so  great  as  to 
necessitate  a delay  of  at  least  twelve  months  between  the 
date  of  application  and  the  date  of  admission. 


The  courses  for  students  in  training  for  teacherships  in  agri- 
cultural schools  for  girls,  and  for  county  instructorships  in 
butter-making  and  poultry-keeping,  were  continued.  Thirteen 
students  passed  their  final  examinations.  This  number  in- 
cludes two  students  previously  qualified  as  instructors  in 
buttei  -making,  who  attended  supplementary  courses  with  a 
view  to  becoming  qualified  also  for  instructorships  in  poultry- 
keeping. Eight  past  students  of  the  Institute  obtained 
employment  in  connection  with  the  Department’s  work  The 
number  so  employed  now  amounts  to  forty. 


The  Beport  for  the  year  1906-7  mentioned  that  a residential 
Ulster  Dairy  School,  school,  under  the  immediate  control  of 
Cookstown.  ™e  Department,  for  girls  from  Ulster  and 
adjoining  counties  was  being  estab- 
lished at  Loughry,  Cookstown,  county  Tyrone.

At  Iulleshandra  the  session  extends  over  ten  months,  and  is 
divided  into  three  terms.  Resident  pupils  are  admitted  to 
one  or  more  terms  on  payment  of  fees  of  from  £1  to  .£'2  per 
term,  according  to  the  valuation  of  their  parents’  holdings. 
Day  pupils  pay  fees  of  from  2s.  6 d.  to  5s.  per  term. 

At  Clifden  and  Swinford  each  session  is  of  about  twenty- 
three  weeks’  duration.  Resident  pupils  pay  a fee  of  ±'3  per 
session,  and  day  pupils  are  admitted  free.

During  the  winter  of  the  year  under  review,  the  instructors 
delivered  1,453  lectures,  the  total  attendance  thereat  being 
81,276  persons,  giving  an  average  of  about  56  for  each  lecture 
The  number  of  visits  to  farms  made  by  the  instructors  was 
14,833,  an  average  of  436  visits  for  each  instructor.  In  con- 
nection with  this  scheme,  584  agricultural  experiments  were 
instituted,  and  2,163  demonstration  plots  were  also  laid  down 
by  the  instructors.  See  also  page  29  for  particulars  of  special 
work  of  this  kind  carried  out  by  the  Department  in  the  poorer 
localities  in  the  west  of  Ireland. 

Agricultural  classes  were  conducted  by  the  instructors  in

Twelve  additional  assistants  were  employed  temporarily 
during  the  spraying  season  to  give  demonstrations  and  instruc- 
tion m the  spraying  of  potatoes. 

The  operations  of  each  assistant-overseer  are  confined  to  a 
comparatively  small  area,  and,  in  addition  to  the  work  directly 
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connected  with  the  supervision  of  demonstration  plots,  it  is 
part  of  his  duty  to  give  practical  advice  and  assistance  to  far- 
mers in  his  district  on  all  matters  relating  to  tillage,  the  care 
and  management  of  live  stock,  and  the  purchase  of  seeds, 
manures,  and  feeding  stuffs. 

The  work  has  proved  satisfactory,  and  there  is  evidence  to 
show  that  farmers  have  derived  considerable  benefit  from  the 
advice  given.

In  addition  to  the  general  demonstration  plots,  a series  of 
experiments  with  different  varieties  of  potatoes  was  also  car- 
ned  out;  the  object  being  to  test  some  of  the  newer  kinds 
wnich  appear  to  possess  qualities  that  would  commend  them 
to  farmers  in  the  poorer  districts  who  at  present  rely  almost 
entirely  upon  the  Champion  variety. 

Experiments  to  demonstrate  the  efficacy  of  spraying  with  a 
solution  of  sulphate  of  copper  for  the  destruction  of  charlock 
m com  crops  were  also  made. 

A report  on  the  demonstration  plots  in  congested  districts 
published  in  the  Department’s  Journal  for  January,  19011. 
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As  in  1907,  the  agricultural  overseers  devoted  their  time 
during  the  summer  months  largely  to 
Potato  Spraying  in  encouraging  the  spraying  of  potatoes  \s 
Congested  Districts,  previously  stated,  twelve  additional  assis- 
tants were  temporarily  engaged  for  this 
purpose.  The  operations  of  the  39  overseers  and  assistants 
in  this  connection  were  on  the  same  lines  as  in  1907,  viz. 

(a.)  The  giving  of  demonstrations  and  instruction  in 
spraying. 

(b.)  The  repairing  of  spraying  machines  which  were  out 
of  order. 

_ (c.)  The  selling  of  hand  spraying  machines  at  cost  price 
viz.,  27.s.  6 d.  each  to  farmers  the  valuation  of  whose  land 
exceeded  £5  but  did  not  exceed  £10,  and  the  valuation  of 
whose  buildings  did  not  exceed  £3  per  annum ; and  the  sell- 
ing of  similar  machines  at  24s.  each  to  farmers  the  valuation 
of  whose  land  did  not  exceed  .£5  and  buildings  £3  per 
annum.  1 

( d •)  The  selling  of  spraying  materials  (copper  sulphate 
and  washing  soda)  in  certain  districts  at  cost  price  to  farmers 
within  the  same  limits  of  valuation.

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The  scheme  for  encouraging  improvement  in  the  poultry- 
keeping industry,  1907-8,  as  printed  at 
Poultry  Keeping.  page  216  of  the  Appendices,  was  put  into 
operation  in  all  counties  with  the  excep- 
tion of  Dublin,  Limerick,  and  Queen’s  county. 

Twenty-eight  itinerant  instructors  were  employed  in  giv- 
ing effect  to  the  scheme,  and  their  duties  included  the  delivery 
of  lectures  on  poultry-keeping,  the  conducting  of  tutorial  and 
practical  classes,  the  visiting  of  poultry  runs,  and  the  inspec- 
tions of  egg-distribution  stations,  (hens,  ducks,  and  geese), 
and  turkey  stations. 

In  a.  number  of  counties  ordinary  lecture  work  was  discon- 
tinued in  favour  of  classes  which  were  held  at  selected  centres. 
The  instruction  provided  at  the  classes,  which  were  usually  of 
two  weeks’  duration  at  each  centre,  was  essentially  of  a practi- 
cal nature,  the  subjects  including  the  fattening  of  fowl,  the 
killing,  plucking,  trussing,  and  preparation  of  poultry  for  mar- 
ket, the  grading,  testing,  and  packing  of  eggs,  the  treatment 
of  common  diseases  m poultry,  etc.  Details  of  the  syllabus, 
equipment,  etc. , for  these  classes  will  be  found  at  page  236 
of  the  Appendices. 

The  following  js  a summary  of  the  work  of  the  instructors 
m connection  with  the  above-mentioned  duties,  the  period 
covered  being  the  twelve  months  ended  30th  September 
1908  :— Number  of  lectures,  895;  average  attendance,  66; 
number  of  classes,  1,474;  average  attendance,  13;  visits  (fowl 
runs),  9,245.

Horticulture  and  Thirty-one  itinerant  instructors  were 
Bee-keeping,  employed  by  County  Committees  duriiw 
the  year  1907-8. 

Of  this  number  twenty-three  were  qualified  to  give  instruc- 
tion in  horticulture  and  bee-keeping ; five  were  qualified  in 
horticulture  only;  and  three  in  bee-keeping  only.  In  three 
counties  two  instructors  wei’e  employed — one  in  horticulture 
and  one  in  bee-keeping. 

The  scheme  was  not  in  operation  in  counties  Armagh, 
Donegal,  Clare,  Dublin,  Louth,  and  Leitrim,  and  instruction 
in  horticulture  only  was  provided  in  counties  Tipperary  (S.E.) 
and  Wicklow.  Instruction  in  horticulture  and  bee-keeping 
was  available  in  the  remaining  twenty-five  counties. 

A limited  number  of  lectures  are  delivered  each  season,  but 
an  instructor’s  duties  are  mainly  of  a practical  nature,  such  as 
demonstrations  in  gardens,  orchards,  etc.,  in  the  planting, 
pruning,  grafting,  and  spraying  of  trees,  in  fruit  and  vegetable 
culture,  bee-keeping,  etc. 

The  following  summary  shows  the  work  done  in  this  respect 
during  the  twelve  months  ended  30th  September,  1908 
Number  of  lectures,  554;  average  attendance,  50;  number  of 
visits  and  demonstrations  at  gardens,  orchards,  and  established 
plots,  22,610. 

The  horticultural  demonstration  plots  established  through- 
out a county  as  examples  of  proper  methods  of  selection  and 
cultivation  of  fruits,  vegetables  and  flowers,  continue  to  be  a 
feature  of  great  educational  value.  At  each  plot  (which  it  is 
recommended  should  not  exceed  a quarter  of  an  acre  in  extent) 
it  is  usual  to  plant  apple,  pear,  and  plum  trees,  as  well  as 
gooseberry  and  currant  bushes.  Raspberries  and  strawberries 
are  also  included,  and  the  remainder  of  the  plot  is  utilised 
for  growing  vegetables,  herbs,  and  flowers.  The  planting  is 
done  under  the  supervision  of  the  instructor,  who  periodically 
visits  the  plot  for  the  purpose  of  directing  its  cultivation  and 
conducting  demonstrations.  In  all,  202  plots  of  this  kind 
were  established  in  1908,  as  compared  with  163  in  the  previous 
year,  and  108  in  1906. 

In  counties  in  which  the  scheme  is  in  operation  the  Com- 
mittees are  enabled  to  assist  farmers  and  others  in  securing 
reliable  fruit  and  forest  trees,  etc.,  at  a reasonable  price.  The 
Department,  in  the  first  instance,  inspect  the  principal  Irish, 
nurseries  in  order  to  ascertain  the  suitability  and  freedom  from 
disease,  of  the  trees  which  each  nurseryman  has  for  sale.  The 
Committees  then  make  arrangements  for  the  purchase  of  trees 
in  bulk  for  resale  at  cost  price  to  residents  in  their  respective 
counties.  The  trees  so  distributed  are  subsequently  inspected 
by  the  instructors,  .who  furnish  weekly  returns  as  to  the 
varieties  and  quantities  of  trees  planted  as  a direct  result  of 
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the  operation  of  the  scheme.  The  following  are  the  figures 
for  the  twelve  months  ended  30tli  September,  1908  : —

Under  clause  5 of  the  scheme,  a County  Committee  may 
make  provision  for  the  payment  of  compensation  to  persons 
whose  stocks  of  bees  were  found  to  be  infected  with  foul 
brood  and  were  destroyed  by  the  instructor.  Provision  of 
this  nature  was  made  by  the  Committees  in  seven  counties. 

In  this  connection  attention  may  be  called  to  the  fact  that 
during'  the  current  year  the  prevalence  of  foul  brood  in  bees 
in  this  country  was  brought  under  the  notice  of  Parliament, 
with  the  result  that  the  Vice-President  secured  the  passing 
of  the  Bee  Pest  Prevention  (Ireland)  Act,  1908,  which  will 
come  into  operation  on  the  1st  January,  1909.  This  is  the 
first  measure  of  the.  kind  passed  for  the  United  Kingdom. 

The  butter-making  scheme  was  put  into  operation  during 
1907-8  in  twenty-four  counties,  and 
Butter-Making.  twenty-nine  instructors  were  employed. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  operations  of  the  scheme 
during  the  year  : — Number  of  lectures,  252 ; number  of  daily 
classes  of  from  two  to  four  weeks’  duration  at  each  centre, 
3,643  (the  average  attendance  being  eight  pupils).  In  addi- 
tion, 4,217  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  private  dairies.

The  scheme  of  prizes  for  cottages  and  small  farms,  as 
printed  at  page  211  of  the  Appendices, 
Prizes  for  Cottages  was  put  into  operation  during  1908  in  all 
and  Small  Farms.  counties  with  the  exceptions  of  Kerry  and 
Sligo.  The  itinerant  instructors  in  agri- 
culture acted  as  judges,  each  instructor  being  assigned  a 
county,  other  than  that  in  which  he  was  employed  in  connec- 
tion with  his  ordinary  duties. 

In  the  cottage  section  of  the  scheme  prizes  were  confined  to 
oona  fide  cottagers ; and  only  bona  fide  farmers  who  resided  on 
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their  farms  and  worked  the  farms  themselves  were  eligible  to 
compete  in  the  small  farm  section. 

As  the  conditions  of  the  scheme  are  now  generally  known 
cottagers  and  farmers  competing  for  the  prizes  offered  have 
realised  the  necessity  of  effecting  improvements  in  their  hold- 
ings, many  of  the  improvements  being  traceable  to  the  opera- 
tions of  the  live  stock  and  other  agricultural  schemes. 

The  following  figures  show  the  number  of  administrative 
counties  in  which  the  scheme  was  in  operation,  the  number 
of  holdings  entered  for  competition  each  year  since  1901,  and

In  county  Limerick  a scheme  for  the  extension  of  tillage  was 
put  ipto  operation  under  the  direction  of 
Tillage.  the.  itinerant  instructor,  and  a skilled 

agricultural  labourer  was  employed  to  aid 
him  m giving  demonstrations  in  ploughing  and  other  tillage 
operations.  The  results  of  this  scheme  proved  satisfactory, 
and  the  appointment  of  a second  skilled  assistant  to  the 
instructor  has  been  approved  for  the  year  1908-9. 
loop16  ^ork  County  Committee  of  Agriculture  adopted,  in 
1907 , an  experimental  scheme  of  prizes  for  tillage  farming, 
modelled  somewhat  on  the  lines  of  the  scheme  of  prizes  for 
cottages  and  small  farms,  and  prizes  value  11441  were  awarded. 
The  main  points  taken  into  consideration  by  the  judge  were 
the  application  of  scientific  principles  in  the  practical  manage- 
ment of  the  farms,  and  the  business-like  methods  with  which 
the  management  was  carried  out. 

•Ue  was. continued  in  1908,  but  the  final  inspections 

of  the  holdings  will  not  be  completed  in  time  to  record  the 
results  m this  Beport.

As  in  the  previous  year,  pioneer  lectures  are  now  confined  to 
■>»...  . * 031e  subject,  viz.,  Veterinary  Hygiene, 

eer  lectures.  The  interest  in  these  lectures  has  been 

steadily  maintained  during  the  year,  as  is 
shown  by  the  numbers  of  farmers  who  attended,  and  by  the 
numerous  questions  which  were  addressed  to  the  lecturer. 
About  250  lectures  were  given,  and  it  is  proposed  to  continue 
this  scheme  for  some  time  longer. 
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During  the  seasons  1906  and  1907  the  Department  conducted 
a series-  of  experiments  with  a view 
Braxy  and  Louping  to  ascertaining  whether  the  remedies 
m'  suggested  in  the  report  of  the  Depart- 

mental Committee  on  the  subject  can  be 
applied  by  farmers  generally.  In  all,  about  5,000  sheep  were 
treated  with  the  material  recommended,  with  fairly  satisfac- 
tory results.  Owing  to  difficulties  encountered  in  procuring  a 
supply  of  the  necessary  materials,  it  was  not  possible  to  carry 
out  experiments  in  Ireland  during  the  1908  season,  but  it  is 
hoped  that  arrangements  can  be  made  to  enable  the  Depart- 
ment to  continue  these  tests  next  summer.  When  sufficient 
information  has  been  gained  as  to  the  results  of  the  treatment 
under  trial,  a report  will  be  issued  for  the  information  of 
sheep  breeders  and  flockmasters. 


The  arrangement  between  the  Department  and  the  Irish 
Agricultural  Agricultural  Organisation  Society  for  the 
Organisation  year  commencing  1st  March,  1907,  which 
was  mentioned  in  the  last  report,  re- 
mained in  operation  until  December  31st,  1907.  Under  this 
arrangement  a grant  not  exceeding  113,700  was  to  be  made  to 
the  Society  for  the  year  in  question  for  the  purpose  of  helping 
to  organise  co-operative  societies  for  the  development  of  agri- 
cultural industries,  subject,  amongst  other  conditions,  to  the 
understanding  that  the  Department  would  give  the  Society 
£5  in  respect  of  every  £1  received  by  the  Society  from  outside 
sources  up  to  .£600,  and  £3  in  respect  of  every  additional  £1 
over  £600.  The  Society’s  receipts  for  the  ten  months  ended 
December  31st,  1907,  entitled  it  to  the  entire  amount  of  the 
Department's  grant  of  £3,700,  which  was  accordingly  paid 
over  to  it.  The  question  as  to  whether  a further  grant  in  aid 
should  be  made  to  the  Society  was  very  fully  considered,  and  it 
was  finally  decided,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Agricultural 
Board,  that  the  relations  which  had  hitherto  existed  between 
the  Department  and  the  Society  should  terminate  as  soon  as 
practicable,  and  that  the  arrangement  whereby  two  officials 
represented  the  Department  on  the  General  and  Executive 
Committees  of  the  Society  should  be  discontinued.  In  view, 
m^eV^r’  ^ac*  ^at  ' Society  had  entered  into  certain 

obligations  to  its  staff  consequent  on  the  decision  of  the  Board 
to  render  financial  assistance  for  a limited  period,  it  was  de- 
na' winSU^ec^  ceriain  conditions,  to  grant  a subsidy  of 
±3,000  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1908,  and  no 
’ ,In  accordance  with  this  arrangement  a part  of . the 
subsidy  in  question  has  been  paid  in  instalments  from  time 
to  time,  but  the  Department’s  representatives  have  not  acted 
on  the  Society’s  committees,  and  the  Department  have  not 
taKen  any  responsibility  as  to  the  administration  of  the 
» S *uni^s  beyond  satisfying  themselves  so  far  as  possible 
tnat  the  Sooiety  has  refrained  from  any  action  outside  the 
scheme  of  work  approved  by  the  Department.

During  the  year  the  Department  granted  loans  amounting 
to  .£2,425  to  23  credit  societies.  Up  to 
Agricultural  September  30tli,  1908,  the  Department 
Credit  Societies.  had  advanced  on  loan  £16,931  to  165 
societies,  of  which  sum  £12,792  10s.  was 
outstanding  on  that  date. 

In  the  early  part  of  1907  the  Department  advanced  £2,306 
to  27  credit  societies  in  the  poorer  western  districts  to  enable 
them  to  lend  money  to  members  for  the  purchase  of  seed 
potatoes.  It  is  extremely  satisfactory  to  find  that  of  these 
societies  only  three  have  failed  to  pay  off  these  special  loans, 
which  were  repayable  in  the  spring  of  1908.  The  societies 
which  had  failed  to  meet  their  obligations  had  borrowed  £521, 
and  the  Department  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  entire  o! 
this  sum  will  be  repiaid  within  a short  period. 

A further  sum  of  £1,485  was  advanced  to  credit  societies  as 
special  loans  to  enable  members  to  buy  seed  potatoes  and 
spraying  materials  in  the  early  part  of  1908. 

These  special  loans  are  usually  issued  in  February  and 
March,  and  the  Department  consider  it  advisable  to  make  it  a 
condition  that  they  shall  be  repaid  before  the  end  of  the  year, 
and  that  these  loans  shall  be  used  only  for  the  specific  purposes 
for  which  they  have  been  granted,  namely,  loans  to  members 
to  enable  them  to  buy  seed  potatoes  and  spraying  materials. 
Those  who  took  advantage  of  these  facilities  were  enabled  to 
secure  much  better  terms  in  the  purchase  of  seed  potatoes  than 
if  purchased  through  Boards  of  Guardians,  and  the  compulsion 
to  pay  off  the  loan  at  a stipulated  time,  when  small  occupiers 
can  more  readily  find  cash,  and  before  the  outlay  for  another 
season  has  been  entered  upon,  tends  to  prevent  the  borrower 
from  allowing  debts  to  accumulate. 

On  the  whole,  the  co-operative  credit  societies  appear  to 
be  worked  satisfactorily,  although  there  are  undoubtedly  a 
good  many  instances  in  w'hich  loans  have  been  renewed  with- 
out exercising  proper  precaution  to  see  that  the  old  loans  were 
first  paid  off.  This  seems  to  apply  generally  to  those  societies 
which  have  been  somewhat  careless  as  to  the  “ credit  w-orthi- 
ness  ” of  persons  who  have  been  accepted  as  members,  and 
points  to  the  very  great  importance  for  such  societies  to  exer- 
cise the  greatest  caution  in  the  admission  of  members,  espe- 
cially during  the  first  years  of  a society’s  existence. 

(b.)  Improvement  of  Live  Stock. 

The  horse-breeding  scheme,  which  provides  for  the  registra- 
tion of  sound  and  suitable  thoroughbred, 
Hors«  Breeding.  agricultural,  and  half-bred  stallions  and 
the  selection  of  the  best  brood  mares  in 
each  county  to  be  served  by  these  sires,  was  adopted  and  put 
into  operation  by  all  the  County  Committees  during  the  year 
1908.  Details  of  the  scheme  for  1908  will  be  found  at  page 
181  of  the  Appendices, 
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Tlie  register  of  pure-bred  and  half-bred  stallions,  which  was 
compiled  by  the  Department,  contained  full  particulars  as  to 
the  name,  age,  pedigree,  and  location  of  the  282  stallions 
accepted  for  the  season  1908.

The  owner  of  a nominated  mare  having  selected  a registered 
stallion  for  the  service  of  his  animal,  is  supplied,  through  the 
County  Committee,  with  a ticket  which  is  at  the  time  of 
service  presented  to  and  retained  by  the  stallion  owner.  The 
latter,  at  the  end  of  the  season,  provided  he  satisfies  the 
County  Committee  and  the  Department  that  all  the  regula- 
tions of  the  scheme  have  been  complied  with,  is  paid  the  value 
of  the  service  fee  as  fixed  by  the  County  Committee.  The

Provision  was  made  by  County  Committees  for  the  award 
in  190S  of  a total  number  of  894  premiums,  and  for  this  pur- 
pose the  several  committees  allocated  sums  from  the  joint 
fund  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  £13,410.  Of  the  813 
bulls  which  held  premiums  in  1907,  695  were  eligible  to  com- 
pete for  premiums  in  1908.  Arrangements  were  made  for  the 
attendance  of  the  Department’s  Inspectors  at  394  centres 
throughout  the  country  for  the  purpose  of  examining  such  of 
these  695  animals  as  might  be  put  forward,  and  altogether 
541  bulls  were  actually  exhibited.  Of  this  number,  521  were 
considered  suitable  for  the  requirements  of  the  scheme,  and 
Comity  Committees  were  advised  accordingly.  Twenty-eight 
of  these  bulls  were,  however,  for  various  reasons,  withdrawn, 
thus  reducing  the  number  available  to  493.  The  County  Com- 
mittees then  proceeded  to  select  applicants  to  take  up  the 
remaining  premiums,  each  applicant  undertaking  to  secure  an 
approved  bull  at  one  of  the  principal  shows  or  sales  at  which 
the  Department’s  Inspectors  attend  for  the  purpose  of  assist- 
ing the  persons  nominated  by  the  Committees. 

The  following  statement  shows  by  provinces  and  counties 
the  distribution  of  premium  bulls,  from  which  it  will  be  ob- 
served that  it  was  found  possible  to  procure  91  per  cent,  of  the 
number  of  bulls  required  by  the  several  County  Committees  in 
1908.  The  province  of  Ulster  procured  97  per  cent. , Leinster 
91  per  cent.,  Connaught  89  per  cent.,  and  Munster  80  per 
cent,  of  the  number  of  bulls,  for  which  provision  had  been 
made  in  the  county  schemes.

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The  value  of  the  premium  was  £L5  for  all  bulls  except 
Galloways  and  Kerries,  for  which  a premium  of  £10  only  was 
payable.  To  earn  the  premium  each  yearling  bull  was  re- 
quired to  serve  thirty  cows,  and  each  bull  of  any  other  age 
forty  cows  at  a fee  of  Is.  per  service. 

While  herds,  artisans,  and  bona  fide  agricultural  labourers 
were  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  scheme,  the  majority  of 
the  cows  served  were  the  property  of  farmers,  the  valuations 
of  whose  holdings  did  not  exceed  the  limits  fixed  by  the 
County  Committee.

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In  1908  the  Department  continued  to  supplement  the  cattle- 
breeding  scheme,  as  administered  through  some  of  the  Count? 
Committees,  by  the  placing  of  bulls  for  service  in  congested 
districts  under  special  arrangements.  Additional  premiums 
were,  accordingly,  given  by  the  Department  for  bulls  located 
with  suitable  persons  in  the  poorer  localities.  The  bulls  were 
in  the  first  instance  purchased  by  the  Department  and  re-sold 
under  the  scheme  of  loans  for  the  purchase  bulls.  In  ad- 
dition to  these  premium  bulls  the  Department  placed  bulls  of 
the  Galloway,  .Kerry,  and  Bed  Polled  breeds  in  congested 
areas  on  condition  that  the  animals  were  kept  for  service  in 
the  districts  for  three  years.  These  bulls  were  sold  by  the 
Department  at  reduced  prices,  payment  being  accepted  bv 
three  instalments,  the  last  of  which  will  fall  due  at  the  end 
of  the  third  season.

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From  the  foregoing  tables  it  will  be  seen  that  a total  of  978 
bulls  were  standing  in  Ireland  during  the  season  1908  in  con- 
nection with  the  cattle  breeding  schemes,  viz:.  : — 810  under 
county  schemes  and  168  under  the  special  arrangements  for 
congested  districts. 

The  steps  taken  by  the  Department  to  improve  dairy  cattle 
by  the  selection  and  registration  of  dairy 
Regbtration  of  Dairy  cows  are  set  forth  in  the  scheme  as 

Cattle.  printed  at  page.  242  of  the  Appendices. 

This  scheme  was  issued  for  the  first 
time  in  1906,  and  has  been  continued  without  material 
alteration. 

In  order  to  ensure  that  the  milk  records  will  cover  a full 
period  of  lactation  the  owners  of  provisionally  selected  cows 
are  required  to  keep  the  records  until  the  end  'of  the  year  fol- 
lowing that  in  which  the  cows  are  selected  for  general  merit. 
Accordingly  the  milk  records  of  cows  selected  in  1906  were  not 
considered  by  the  Department  until  the  end  of  December 
1907.

The  Royal  Ulster  Agricultural  Society 
having  established  a Register  of  Ulster  swine,  provision  was 
made  in  the  scheme  for  1908  for  the  awrard  of  premiums  of 
£3  to  boars  entered  in  this  Register.  The  values  of  the  pre- 
miums for  boars  of  other  pure  breeds  remained  unaltered  at 
£5  for  the  first  year  and  ;£3  for  the  second  year. 

Advantage  was  again  taken  of  the  local  arrangements  made 
for  the  inspection  of  bulls  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the 
suitability  of  boars  which  held  first  year  premiums  in  1907  for 
continuance  in  1908,  with  the  result  that  111  of  the  113  pre- 
sented were  passed  by  the  Department’s  Inspectors,  and  of 
these_  108  were  awarded  second  year  premiums. 

Suitable  boars  in  the  hands  of  Irish  breeders  were  purchased 
by  the  Department  on  behalf  of  persons  selected  by  County 
Committees,  but  the.  available  supply  again  fell  short  of  the 
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demand  for  these  animals.  Boars  so  obtained  were  supplied 
to  applicants  who  lodged  sums  of  £2  each  with  the  Com- 
mittees, the  balance  of  the  price  of  the  boar  being  afterwards 
deducted  from  the  premium.  The  number  of  boars  supplied 
under  this  arrangement  was  115.

lor  sheep  were  provided  at  all  agricultural  shows 
receiving  grants  through  County  Com- 
mittees in  connection  with  the  operation 
. of  the  scheme  of  subsidies  to  shows,  the 

inclusion  of  classes  for  sheep  being  one  of  the  conditions  under 

f 2 
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which  such  grants  were  made.  The  county  Wicklow  Com- 
mittee also  arranged  for  the  location  of  five  rams  and  the 
county  Tyrone  Committee  of  six  rams  in  the  sheep-breeding 
districts  of  their  respective  counties. 

The  Department  continued  to  purchase  rams  for  sale  at 
reduced  prices  to  residents  in  congested  districts  on  condition 
that  the  animals  were  retained  by  the  purchasers  for  at  least 
two  seasons.  The  number  of  rams  distributed  in  accordance 
with  this  arrangement  during  the  past  four  years  is  as  lob

The  prize  schedules,  which  as  a rule  were  suitably  pre- 
pared, ^ were  framed  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  County 
Committee  and  the  Department.  In  some  instances  it  is  ob- 
served with  regret  that  the  administrative  expenses  in  con- 
nection with  these  shows  absorb  an  unduly  large  amount  of 
the  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  bodies  responsible  for  the  hold- 
ing of  the  shows.

Id  January,  1908,  the  Department  agreed  to  the  establish- 
ment of  a number  of  veterinary  dispen- 
Veteriitary  saries  in  county  Wexford  at  which 
Dispensaries.  farmers  could  obtain  treatment  for  their 
animals  at  fees  varying'  in  accordance 
with  the  valuations  of  their  holdings.  The  scheme,  which  is 
being  administered  by  the  County  Committee  of  Agriculture, 
is  regarded  as  an  experiment  and  will  be  continued  until  the 
end  of  1909. 


(c.) — Special  Investigations . 

During  the  year  under  review  the  Department  published 
reports  on  the  results  of  the  field  experi- 
Fiefd  Experiments,  ments  conducted  during  the  season  of 
1907.  These  experiments  were  carried 
out  on  the  plan  adopted  in  1902  and  slightly  modified  in  1906. 
The  results  show  a striking  similarity  in  many  instances  to 
those  obtained  in  previous  years.  The  work  was  carried  on, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  itinerant  instructors  in  agricul- 
ture, in  the  following  twenty-seven  counties  : —

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During  the  season  of  19U8  the  work  was  continued  on  the 
same  lines,  with  the  exception  that  in  a certain  number  of 
counties  a new  scheme  of  special  experiments  in  the  manuring 
of  oats,  turnips,  mangels,  and  potatoes  was  issued  to  the  In- 
structor's in  addition  to  that  followed  in  1907.  These  schemes 
will  be  found  at  page  224  of  the  Appendices.  Tests  of  varieties 
of  wheat  seed  were  also  undertaken  by  instructors  in  nine 
counties.  In  190S,  584  experiments  were  instituted  by  the 
instructors,  who  also  laid  down  2,163  demonstration  plots 
Reports  on  the  1908  experiments  are  being  prepared  for  pub- 
lication. 1 

The  second  series  of  manorial  experiments  on  flax  growing 
put  into  operation  in  1905  was  again  con- 
Flax  Growing.  tinned  in  1907.  The  object  of  these  ex- 
periments is  to  determine  the  most 
profitable  potash  manure  for  flax , the  most  suitable  season  for 
its  application,  and  if  a slow-acting  nitrogenous  manure  would 
be  a remunerative  supplement  to  a dressing  of  a potash 
manure.  In  the  year  under  review  reliable  results  were  fur- 
nished from  the  trials  at  six  centres  in  counties  Cavan, 
Donegal,  and  Londonderry.  At  the  same  centres  there  were 
also  obtained  in  1907  comparative  returns  of  the  produce  of 
directly  imported  and  locally  purchased  Dutch  and  Riga  seeds. 
Further  trials  were  earned  out  with  Russian  flax  seed  grown 
in  districts  to  the  east  of  those  whence  come  the  more  general 
brands  of  Riga  seed  as  imported  into  Ireland,  and,  as  in  the 
previous  year,  trials  were  made  with  seed  saved  in  Ireland 
from  selected  flax  plants.  The  results  of  these  manurial  and 
seed  trials  are  now  available  for  publication  in  the  Depart- 
ment’s Journal,  and  will  also  be  issued  in  leaflet  form. 

fThe  results  of  the  inquiries  instituted  by  the  Department 
during  the  summer  and  autumn  of  1907  as  to  the  supply  of 
sowing  seed  in  Holland  and  Russia  were  issued  early  in  1908 
in  leaflet  form  for  the  information  of  growers  of  flax  in  Ire- 
land. 

In  J uly,  1907 , a deputation  of  flax  growers  nominated  by 
the  Department  from  districts  in  which  it  was  contemplated 
to  establish  co-operative  flax  societies,  accompanied  by  an 
agricultural  instructor  from  the  province  of  Ulster,  visited 
certain  flax-growing  districts  in  Belgium  and  Holland,  and 
drew  up  a report  on  the  methods  of  cultivation  and  after  treat- 
ment adopted  in  those  places.  This  report  was  printed  in  the 
Department’s  Journal,  and  circulated  in  pamphlet  form. 

During  the  scutching  season  1907-8  the  Department  con- 
tributed towards  the  salaries  of  approved  managers  in  connec- 
tion with  eight  co-operative  flax  societies  on  the  understanding 
that  such  societies  would  (a)  carry  out  the  scutching  of  flax  in 
their  mills  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Department,  (b)  conduct 
certain  field  experiments  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Department, 
and  (c)  afford  facilities  for  the  training  of  selected  scutchers  in 
the  management  of  scutch  mills.  At  the  end  of  the.  season 
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tjie  Department’s  assistance  was  withdrawn  from  four  socie- 
ties which  had  received  during'  three  seasons  grants  towards 
the  salaries  of  their  managers.  These  societies  are  now  work- 
ing independently,  and  are  either  retaining  the  services  of 
those  managers  towards  whose  salaries  grants  were  previously 
made  by  the  Department,  or  have  appointed  other  managers 
trained  by  the  Department  under  the  managers  of  co-operative 
flax  societies. 

The  portion  of  the  Department’s  scheme  for  improvement 
in  the  flax-growing  industry  which  might  be  put  into  operation 
by  County  Committees  of  Agriculture  in  1907-8  embraced,  as  in 
previous  years,  two  sections  : — Section  A.,  prizes  for  scutched 
flax ; and  Section  B. , prizes  for  flax  on  foot.  Under  Section 
A.  of  this  scheme  a show  of  scutched  flax  was  held  in  county 
Mayo  at  a centre  selected  by  the  County  Committee,  and 
prizes  were  paid  in  flax  seed,  a total  of  twenty-four  bags,  of 
seed  being  distributed  under  this  head.  Prizes  for  flax  on 
foot  (Section  B.)  were  offered  in  each  of  the  counties  Antrim, 
Donegal,  Londonderry,  Monaghan,  and  Tyrone,  and  entries 
were  received  from  801  flax  growers.  It  was  left  to  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  County  Committees  to  pay  the  prizes  in  flax 
seed  or  in  money,  and  in  one  county,  i.e.,  Donegal,  cash  prizes 
were  given.  In  the  case  of  the  other  counties  seed  was  fur- 
nished to  the  successful  competitors.  The  total  value  of  the 
prizes  awarded  in  seed  and  money  under  this  section  amounted 
to  £503.  A copy  of  the  scheme  for  encouraging  improvement 
in  the  flax -growing  industry  is  printed  at  page  900  in  the  Ap- 
pendices. 

The  experiments  in  early  potato  growing  were  continued  in 
1908,  and,  following  the  policy  of  the  pre- 
Early  Potato  Growing,  vious  year,  the  Department  sought  to 
develop  the  industry  chiefly  in  such  dis- 
tricts as  admitted  of  quick  and  cheap  transit  to  markets. 
English  and  Scottish  merchants  have  now  come  to  rely  upon 
Irish  produce  for  a short  season’s  supply.  Season  1908  was 
less  prosperous  than  former  years,  and  only  a very  few  growers 
were  able  to  obtain  the  high  price  of  £40  per  acre.  Owing  to 
a severe  frost  at  end  of  April , when  the  plants  were  well  advan- 
ced, the  crop  received  a check  from  which  it  never  quite 
recovered ; still,  the  results  are  not  discouraging  when  com- 
pared with  the  values  received  for  British  crops. 

Next  year  the  experiments  will  be  largely  extended  in 
county  Waterford,  excellent  results  having  been  obtained  at 
Dungarvan.  A report  of  the  1908  crop  was  published  in  the 
Department’s  Journal  for  January,  1909. 

In  view  of  the  satisfactory  results  obtained  from  Irish  seed 
potatoes  in  Great  Britain  in  1906,  it  was 
lri»h  Seed  Potatoes  decided  that  the  experiments  should  be 
In  Great  Britain.  repeated  in  1907.  The  tests  were,  how- 
ever, confined  to  England  and  Wales,  and 
were  carried  out  in  nineteen  counties — at  fourteen  agricultural 
colleges  and  on  nineteen  private  farms. 
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The  object  was  to  test  the  relative  value  of  Irish  seed  pota 
toes  as  compared  with  English  and  Scottish.  ^ " 

The  results  confirm  those  obtained  in  the  previous  year  and 
they  indicate  that  Irish  seed,  if  not  superior,  is  at  least  equal 
to  Scottish  seed  for  planting  in  England  and  Wales.  Also 
that  Irish  seed  will  produce  much  heavier  crops  in  England 
than  English  seed,  even  when  the  latter  is  changed  from  one 
district  to  another,  as  was  the  case  in  these  experiments  \ 
report  was  published  in  pamphlet  form,  a copy  of  which  is 
printed  at  page  -278  of  the  Appendices. 


Experiments  in  the  growing  of  malting  barley  carried  out 
under  anangements  made  with  Messrs 
Barley  Growing.  A.  Guinness,  Son  & Co.,  Ltd.,  in  1901, 
have  in  the  past  seven  years  demonstrated 
that  barleys  of  the  Archer  type  are  the  most  profitable  to  grow 
in  Ireland.  6 


In  1908,  experiments  were  carried  out  in  counties  Cork 
Tipperary,  Wexford,  Louth,  Queen’s,  Carlow,  Kildare  and 
Kilkenny.  The  results  obtained  in  1906  indicated  that  Danish 
Archer,  freshly  imported,  was  superior  to  the  ordinary  Archer 
then  in  use.  By  1907,  sufficient  seed  of  a partially  selected 
Archer  was  available  to  sow  the  experimental  plots,  and  the 
results  then  obtained  showed  that  the  Irish  Archer  was 
enhanced  in  value  by  the  selection.  At  the  same  time,  Danish 
Archer  giown  in  Ireland  one  year  showed  no  inferiority  in 
yield  as  compared  with  Danish  Archer  freshly  imported.  In 
1908  further  tests  were  made  with  the  three  lots  of  Archer— 
f“e  ™ seed  use(J  being  the  produce  of  a single  ear  selected 
m 1904,  and  grown  m Ballinacurra  nursery  in  1905,  and  the 
produce  subsequently  at  the  same  place  in  1906  and  1907, 
one  lot  of  Danish  Archer  being  freshly  imported,  and  the 
, being  portion  of  the  produce  of  seed  imported,  in 
m-sowm  in  Ireland  in  1907.  Two  single  ear  cultures 
or  Goldthorpe  were,  in  addition,  tested  coneurrentlv  with  the 
three  above-mentioned  varieties.  The  results  show  a still 
further  enhanced  yield  from  the  Irish  Archer,  while  there 
appears  to  be  no  deterioration  of  the  Danish  Archer  grown  for 
three  seasons_  in  Ireland.  Both  Goldthorpes  fell  below  the 
Archer  varieties  m yield,  but  were  slightly  better  in  quality. 

Portion  of  the  pure  seed  cultures  of  Archer  and  Goldthorpe 
raised  horn  single  ears  in  the  nursery  in  1905  were,  as  has 
already  been  stated,  used  to  sow  the  experimental  plots,  while 
the  sui plus  of  die  seed  was  sown  in  larger  field  plots,  and  the 
produce  will  be  now  sold  to  barley  growers. 

or<^e?  to  obtain  a continned  supply  of  pure  selected  seed* 

inni161'  j ii?A*ons  mos^  suitable  varieties  were  made  in 

lJuo  and  1907  , and  the  respective  bulks  of  produce  from  the 
same  have  been  increased  in  field  and  garden  plots  at 
J3allmacurra. 

In  conjunction  with  the  pure  seed-raising  experiments  indi- 
cated above,  efforts  are  being  made  to  obtain  by  selection  an 
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improved  type  of  the  Archer  variety,  and  a number  of  ears 
taken  front  different  parts  of  the  country , and  possessing 
apparently  desirable  modifications  of  that  barley,  were  sown  in 
the  nursery,  and  from  the  same  further  selections  have  been 
made.  If  any  such  selections  exhibit  persistent  character- 
istics, they  will  be  further  propagated. 

A detailed  report  of  the  results  of  the  experiments  conducted 
in  1908  is  in  course  of  preparation. 

Tests  of  lour  varieties  of  wheat  were  instituted  by  the  Depart- 
ment in  the  following  counties  : — Carlow. 

Wheat  Cork,  Dublin,  Ifildare  and  Tipperary. 

Two-acre  plots  of  Bed  Fife,  Squarehead 
Master,  Carter’s  White  Stand  Up  and  White  Queen,  were 
grown  at  each  of  eight  centres.  At  two  centres  in  county 
Kildare  a second  plot  of  Bed  Fife,  sown  in  Spring,  was  added*. 
The  committee  of  the  Irish  Millers’  Association  kindly  under- 
took to  have  the  produce  of  the  several  plots  purchased  at 
market  rates,  and  milled  separately  by  members  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, who  will  furnish  reports  on  the  merits  of  the  different 
varieties.  It  is  also  proposed  to  have  the  flours  tested  by 
bakers  in  Dublin.  In  addition  to  the  wheat  grown  for  the 
milling  tests,  a seed  raising  experiment  with  each  of  the  four 
varieties  was  carried  out  on  two-acre  plots  at  the  Albert  college 
faim.  The  total  area  under  these  _ experiments  was  74  acres. 
Beports  on  the  results  will  be  published  in  due  course. 

Tests  of  varieties  of  seed  were  also  carried  out  on  plots  of 
from  one-eighth  to  one-fourth  acre  at  Clonaldlty  agricultural 
station,  and  by  itinerant  instructors  in  agriculture  at  22 
centres  in  the  following  counties  Carlow,  Cavan,  Cork, 
Dublin,  Kildare,  King’s,  Louth,  Tipperary  N.B.  and  Tippe- 
rary S.E.  In  addition  to  the  varieties  mentioned  above,  Car- 
pi' s Bed  Stand  Up,  Browick  Grey  Chaff,  and  Garton’s  Bed 
King  were  tested  in  these  experiments. 

The  experiments  in  the  growing  of  tobacco  were  continued 
under  the  same  conditions  as  in  the  pre- 

Tobacco  Growing,  yious  year.  The  Board  of  Inland  Bevenue 
again  authorised  the  cultivation  of  the  crop 
on  an  area  of  101  statute  acres.  This  area  was  distributed  as

The  centres  and  growers  were  the  same  as  in  the  previous 
year,  with  the  exception  that  the  grower  who  conducted  an 
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experiment  in  county  Cork  in  1907  transferred  the  work  to 
county  Tipperary  for  the  past  season. 

The  Department’s  Expert  in  tobacco  culture  supervised  the 
work  at  all  its  stages. 

The  finer  types  of  tobacco  were  planted  on  a much  larovr 
proportion  of  the  acreage  than  in  previous  years.  These  types 
appear  to  flourish  as  well  as  the  coarser  kinds,  while  they  offer 
greater  possibilities  for  profit.  A thorough  trial  of  American, 
Sumatra,  and  Turkish  tobacco  was  made  during  the  year  bv 
persons  expert,  in  the  methods  by  which  these  types  are  usually 
grown.  In  all  cases  the  results  show  that  great  modifications 
must  be  made  in  foreign  methods  in  order  to  adapt  them  tu 
the  conditions  peculiar  to  Ireland. 

American  varieties  were  grown  commercially  at  ten  centres 
on  77£  acres,  Sumatra  varieties  at  four  centres  on  121  acres, 
and  Turkish  varieties  at  six  centres  on  8 acres. 

A marked  improvement  was  observed  in  tlio  methods  of  the 
growers  as  well  as  in  the  thoroughness  with  which  they  carried 
out  the  manifold  operations.  Air-curing  supplemented  by 
open  fires  of  wood  or  coke  again  gave  most  satisfactory  results. 
This  system  is  simpler  and  less  expensive,  than  that  which 
requires  steam-heated  barns , and  existing  farm  buildings  may 
be  readily  adapted  to  it.  It  does  not,  however,  relieve  the 
grower  of  the  necessity  for  constant  watchfulness  throughout 
the  curing. 

The  dry  and  warm  weather  which  prevailed  during  the 
greater  portion  of  the  months  of  May,  June,  and  July,  was 
slightly  unfavourable  for  planting,  but  caused  very'  satisfactory 
growth,  except  in  dry  situations.  From  the  end  of  August, 
the_  weather  proved  unfavourable  for  ripening,  harvesting  ami 
curing.  As  a result,  the  crop  was  above  the  average  yield,  but 
was  somewhat  deficient  in  quality.  The  results  were,  how- 
ever, exceptionally  good  in  both  respects  in  the  case  of  early 
maturing  varieties. 

The  1907  crop  was  disposed  of  during  the  year  at  prices 
ranging  from  3d.  to  9 d.  per  lb.  The  1908  crop  is  being  pre- 
pared for  market. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  Finance  Act  of  1908,  the  growing  of 
tobacco  will  be  permitted  to  be  undertaken  in  Ireland  after  the 
1st  January,  1909,  by  all  persons  who  take  out  an  Inland 
Revenue  licence  for  the  purpose. 

No  new  centres  were  established  in  1908.  The  experiments 
were  continued  at  the  nine  centres  already 
Fruit  as  a Farm  Crop,  established,  and  a considerable  quantity  of 
Experiments.  fruit  was  sold  from  the  experimental  plots. 

In  view  of  the  success  of  the  fruit  show- 
held  by  the  Department  at  Piltown,  county  Kilkenny,  in 
1907,  the  plot-holders  at  that  centre,  and  other  local  fruit- 
growers, organised  a similar  show  in  1908,  which  was  held  in 
Waterford.  The  Department  contributed  towards  the  cost- 
of  the  show  a sum  proportionate  to  the  amount  of  the  local 
contribution,  and  the  Department’s  instructor  in  charge  of 
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the  centre  acted  as  secretary  to  the  show  committee.  The 
quality  of  the  apples  exhibited  marked  an  improvement  on  the 
previous  year’s  exhibits,  and  many  of  the  classes  were  of  the 
highest  standard.

There  was  a good  demand  for  cheese  during  the  whole 
season.  The  prices  ranged  from  60s.  per  cwt.  for  cheese  made 
in  spring,  to  Oft?,  per  cwt.  for  summer  cheese.  About  one- 
half  of  the  cheese  was  sold  in  Dublin,  the  remainder  being 
sold  in  Glasgow.  The  whey  was  sold  at  id.  per  gallon  for  nig 
feeding,  and  realised  €23  14s.  4d. 


A final  report  on  the  field  experiments  relating  to  the  pre- 
Mortailty  in  Young  ven^on  of  Scour  or  Wasting  Disease  in 
Cattle  young  cattle  was  published  in  the  De- 

partment’s Journal,  V- ol.  VIII.,  No.  4. 
The  object  of  the  experiments  was  to  test  further  the  mea- 
sures recommended  for  the  prevention  of  the  disease,  namely, 
keeping  the  calves  by  themselves  for  the  first  year  on  fresh 
grass,  or,  if  that  were  not  available,  keeping  them  on  other 
grass  which  had  been  top-dressed  with  lime  or  salt. 

The  tests  were  made  on  eight  farms  in  county  Wexford 
where  in  previous  years  the  mortality  amongst  calves  averaged 
30  per  cent.  The  results  were  most  striking,  as  the  farmers  in 
question  were  enabled  during  1907-8  to  rear  their  usual  num- 
ber of  calves  without  the  death  of  a single  animal. 

. . This  further  evidence,  therefore,  as  to  the  prevention  of  the 
disease  entirely  confirms  the  recommendations  given  in  leaflet 


M ith  a view  to  encouraging  farmers  to  provide  a supply  of 
w.  milk  to  creameries  during  the  winter 

inter  Dairying.  months  the  Department  inaugurated  an 
experiment  in  winter  dairying  in  Decem- 
ber, 1907,  at  the  creameries  of  the  Centenary  Co-operative 
Creamery  Co.,  Ltd.,  in  county  Tipperary.  As  the  project  is 
m the  nature  of  an  experiment,  the  Department  agreed  to 
refund  to  the  company  any  loss  that  might  be  incurred  in  pay- 
ing their  milk  suppliers  such  a price  per  pound  of  butter  fat  as 
would  equal  5d.  per  gallon  for  milk  of  average  quality  during 
the  months  of  December,  January,  and  February,  and  4^d. 
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per  gallon  during  the  month  of  March.  The  experiment 
which  was  commenced  in  December,  1907,  has  been  arraneed 
for  one  year,  but  may  be  continued  for  a further  period.  S 

Tlie  Department  also  made  arrangements  with  the  Cork 
County  Committee  of  Agriculture  and  the  Eoyal  Ulster  Agricul 
tural  Society  for  the  carrying  out  of  two  sets  of  experiments  in 
" All  the  Year  Hound  ” dairying.  Two  farms  were  selected 
m county  Cork  and  two  in  comity  Down,  and  at  each  farm 
five  winter- calving  and  five  summer-calving  cows  are  kept  for 
the  purposes  of  the  experiments,  which  will  not  terminate 
until  May,  1909,  when  the  summer  calves  of  1908  will  be  one 
year  old.  The  daily  milk  yield  of  the  cows,  the  quantities 
and  cost  of  the  food  given  to  the  cows  and  calves,  the  prices 
obtained  for  butter  and  milk  sold,  and  other  particulars  are 
accurately  recorded  at  each  of  the  farms  selected.  Until  these 
records  have  been  completed  it  is  not  possible  to  publish  anv 
details  in  connection  with  the  experiments. 


The  system  inaugurated  last  year,  under  which  the  Depart- 
inent  took  space  for  special  exhibits  of 
Exhibitions  of  Irish  agricultural  produce  at  exhibitions  in 
Irish  Produce  in  Great  Britain,  held  in  connection  with  the 
Great  Britain.  grocery,  bakery,  confectionery,  and  allied 
trades,  at  Christmas  fat  stock  shows,  and 
at  the  London  Aonac,  has  been  continued  with  gratifying  suc- 
cess and  the  continued  approval  of  exhibitors,  who  are  charged 
only  a moderate  entry  fee.

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In  addition  to  providing  for  exhibits  of  general  agricultural 
products  at  the  exhibitions  above  referred  to,  the  Department 
arranged  for  special  exhibits  of  Irish  poultry  at  the  Christmas 
fat  stock  shows  held  at  Norwich,  Leeds,  Birmingham,  York, 
Edinburgh,  and  London  in  November  and  December,  1907. 
The  entries  at  these  shows  were  creditable,  and  attracted  much 
attention.  As  heretofore,  butter  and  egg  exhibits  were 
specially  looked  after  by  the  Department’s  dairying  instructors 
and  egg  packing  instructor. 

A few  exhibitors  have  been  represented  directly  or  by  agents 
with  very  satisfactory  results.  It  is  regrettable  that  this  prac- 
tice is  not  more  generally  followed. 

The  Department  have  received  substantial  evidence  that 
these  exhibitions  have  done  much  to  bring  Irish  products 
under  the  notice  of  British  buyers,  and  to  enable  Irish  pro- 
ducers to  find  fresh  markets  for  their  products. 

The  training  of  young  men  as  apprentices  to  the  poultry 
fattening  industry  was  continued  at  the 

Poultry  Fattening.  Department’s  poultry  station  at  Avon- 
dale, county  Wicklow.  The  station  is  con- 
ducted on  commercial  lines  in  so  far  as  it  is  possible  to  do  so 
consistently  with  affording  a thorough  training.  The  appren- 
tices take  part  in  all  branches  of  the  work,  including  the 
preparation  of  foods,  cramming,  killing,  plucking,  dressing  of 
fowl  for  market,  and  the  management  of  poultry  generally. 
They  also  receive  instruction  in  arithmetic,  account  keeping, 
and  the  writing  of  business  letters.  The  period  of  training 
extends  over  one  or  two  years,  according  to  the  ability  and 
previous  experience  of  the.  apprentices.  The  terms  of  admis- 
sion are  printed  at  page  258  of  the  Appendices. 

During  the  year  under  review  five  apprentices  who  had  com- 
pleted two  years’  training  were  passed  as  qualified  to  act  as 
fatteners,  and  left  the  station.  Seven  new  apprentices  were 
admitted,  six  of  whom  are  still  in  attendance. 

The  Department  continued  the  system  under  which  grants 
are  made  towards  the  wages  of  qualified  fatteners  employed 
at  new  fattening  stations  established  by  private  enterprise. 
These  grants  are  limited  in  the  first  instance  to  twelve  months , 
but  _a  reduced  grant  for  further  periods  may  be  allowed  iu 
special  circumstances.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  four 
fattening  stations  were  in  receipt  of  grants.  In  two  of  these 
cases  the  grants  were  discontinued  during  the.  year,  and  in  the 
remaining  two  reduced  grants  were  sanctioned  for  an  addi- 
tional period  of  nine  months.  A new  grant  was  approved  in 
one  case.  Dive  stations  were,  therefore,  assisted  in  this 
manner  during  the.  year. 

In  order  that  poultry  fattening  may  be  profitable,  it  must 
be  conducted  on  an  extensive  scale.  Bor  this  reason  a station 
cannot  be  established  successfully  unless  adequate  supplies  of 
suitable  birds,  as  well  as  the.  necessary  feeding  stuffs,  are 
■readily  available  in  its  neighbourhood.  Highly  efficient 
management  is  also  an  indispensable  condition  for  success. 
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Ibe  services  of  the  instructor  who  was  appointed  in  1907  to 
give  advice  and  instruction  in  the  gradins 
Grading  and  and  packing  of  eggs  and  poultry  have  been 
Packing  of  Eggs  continued.  This  officer  has  during  the 
and  Poultry,  year  visited,  for  purposes  of  instruction  -t 
larger  number  of  shippers  of  eggs  and 
poultry  all  over  the  country.  It  is  believed  that,  as  a general 
rule,  his  services  have  been  much  appreciated,  and  that  in 
many  instances  improvements  have  resulted,  though  it  is  re- 
gretted that  much  improvement  is  still  necessary  if  Irish  egos 
and  poultry  arc  to  take  the  position  they  should  on  British 
markets. 

The  egg  industry  is  of  vast  and  increasing  importance  to 
Ii6ia.nu,  and  tlieiG  is  no  doubt  that  Irish  eggs  would  command 
an  increased  price  on  British  markets  if  they  were  cleaner 
fresher  and  better  packed.  As  to  cleanliness,  the  remedy  lies 
with  the  producers,  who  by  taking  greater  care  to  have  clean 
nests  and  clean  runs  for  their  poultry,  and  to  collect  eggs  fre- 
quently, could  materially  improve  matters.  They,  however 
are  generally  careless  as  to  the  cleanliness  of  eggs,  because,  as 
a rale,  the  buyers  in  this  country  accept  both  dirty  and  clean 
eggs  without  discriminating  in  price  between  the  two  So 
long  as  this  custom  prevails  it  will  be  difficult  to  induce  the 
producer  to  be  more  careful  as  to  the  cleanliness  of  the  eggs. 
Moreover,  local  buyers  do  not,  as  a rule,  insist  on  getting 
tresh  eggs,  and  m very  many  markets  stale  eggs  are  bought  at 
the  same,  or  almost  the  same,  price  as  fresh  eggs.  The  repre- 
hensible  custom  of  holding  over  eggs  while  prices  are  rising,  a 
practice  which  prevails  among  both  producers  and  middle- 
men, lias  been  vigorously  denounced  by  British  buyers.  In 
the  interests  of  Irish  producers,  it  should  be  stopped,  and  this 
result  could  be  secured  by  giying  a lower  price  for  stale  than 
01  iresii  eg'gs.  The  fierce  competition,  however,  which  exists 
m most  markets  operates  against  this.  Until  buyers  combine 
m common  action  for  the  remedy  of  the  two  evils  above 
referred  to,  little  substantial  change  for  the  better  can  be 
expected.  As  to  bad  packing,  the  conditions  under  which  egg 
markets  are  generally  conducted  make  it  almost  impossible 
that  the.  eggs  should  be  packed  in  the  best  maimer.  As  a 
rule,  eggs  are  bought  and  packed  in  the  open;  this  is  satis- 
ac  ory  if  the  weather  is  fine,  but  in  wet  weather  it  is 
impossible  under  such  conditions  to  prevent  the  straw  getting 
W€t  and  then  turning  musty.  Again,  many  shippers  use 
caries  made  of  unseasoned  wood,  which  rapidly  affects  the 
straw_,  even  when  the  straw  is  as  dry  as  it  should  be. 

beiious  complaints  are  made  by  the  carrying  companies  and 
British  buyers  as  to  the  unsuitability  of  the  cases  used  by  a 
aige  number  of  Irish  shippers.  The  Department  have  for  a 
long  time  recommended  the  use  of  the  continental  type  of  flat 
se,  ut  although  this  case  is  used  by  many  of  the  best  Irish 
shippers  it  is  found  extremely  difficult  to  induce  the  bulk  of 
shippers  to  change  their  practice.  The  complaint*  as  to  break- 
ages in  transit  have  become  so  serious  that  the  Department 
have  during  the  year  beert  carrying  out  an  exhaustive  series  of 
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triiil  shipments  to  tost  the  relative  merits  of  various  typos  of 
cases  and  the  methods  of  packing.  These  trial  shipments  are 
to  be  continued,  and  it  is  confidently  hoped  that  in  the  near 
future  the  Department  will  succeed  in  inducing  Irish  shippers 
and  cross-Channel  carrying  companies  to  adopt  standard  types 
of  cases  and  methods  of  packing,  which  should  largely  tend  to 
diminish  the  present  heavy  loss  through  breakages. 

The  Department  oiler  to  young  men,  who  wish  to  become 
qualified  to  manage  co-operative  poultry 
Training  of  Managers  societies,  facilities  for  taking  out  practical 
of  Co-operative  Poultry  courses  of  training  in  the  work  of  such 
Societies.  societies.  Certain  approved  Irish " co- 

operative poultry  societies  have  under- 
taken to  receive  pupils  for  periods  of  from  two  to  six  weeks 
and  instruct  them  in  all  details  of  the  business.  The  Depart- 
ment, pay  the  fees  for  training,  and  make  allowances  to  the 
pupils  in  respect  of  travelling  and  subsistence  expenses.  Three 
candidates  for  managerships  availed  of  these  courses  during 
the  year.  * 


The  n umbel  of  creameries  and  auxiliaries  which  received 
technical  advice  and  assistance  under  the 
Improvement  in  the  scheme  for  improvement  in  the  manage- 
Management  of  ment  of  creameries  between  1st  May  and 
Creameries.  30th  September,  1908,  was  403. 

During  the  same  period  there  were 
seven  instructors  in  dairying  employed,  one  of  the  staff  having 
resigned  prior  to  the  commencement  of  the  season.  As  in 
previous  years,  a separate  district  is  assigned  to  each  instructor, 
and  a list  of  the  creameries  to  be  visited  in  his  district  is 
supplied  to  him.  In  the  course  of  his  duties  the  instructor 
visits  all  the  creameries  on  his  list,  reports  on  their  condition 
and  working  operations,  and  makes  such  recommendations  as 
may  be  necessary.  No  fee  is  charged  for  the  services  of  the 
instructor. 


A total  of  888  visits  was  made  to  creameries  and  auxiliaries 
from  the  beginning  of  the  season  (1st  May)  to  30th  September  ,

Under  the  regulations  in  force  in  1908,  any  exhibits  for- 
warded to  the  competitions  which  were  'found  to  contain 
preservatives  other  than  salt  were  disqualified.  In  all  other 
respects  the  exhibits  were  judged  under  the  same  conditions 
as  m previous  years. 

-The  results  of  the  experimental  distribution  among  a num- 
ber ot  selected  creameries  in  1906  and  1907  of  pure  cultures  (for 
cream  ripening)  supplied  by  the  Department  indicated  that  it 
would  be  of  convenience  to  a number  of  creameries  if  facilities 
for  obtaining  cultures  of  this  kind  could  be  provided  in  Ireland. 
_n  these  circumstances  the  Department  offered  to  supply 
on  ^merles  ln  1^08  tiie  cultures  on  payment  of  a fee  of 
±_i  -is.  per  annum.  The  continuation  of  this  arrangement  will 
be  conditional  upon  sufficient  support  being  given  by  the 
creameries.  To  receive  the  cultures,  creameries  must  be 
entered  on  the  list  of  those  visited  by  the  dairying  instructors. 

, It  was  considered  desirable  to  obtain  statistics  as  to  the 
variation  of  the  Reichart  Wollny  figure  in  the  case  of  Irish 
butter  at  different  periods  of  the  year,  and  the  Department 
accoidingly  arranged  to  have  samples  of  butter  and  cream 
taken  regularly  by  their  instructors  in  dairying  from  six 
cieamenes.  These  samples  are  forwarded  to  the  Department- 
tor  examination.  The  investigation  began  in  February,  1908, 
and  will  continue  for  at  least  one  year. 
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During  1908,  2,167  samples  of  seeds  were  received  for  test- 
ing. The  following  table  shows  the  use

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The  average  purity  of  the  different  samples  was  practically 
the  same  as  in  the  previous  year,  but  the  germination  was 
7 per  cent,  lower. 

Perennial  Rye.— The  purity  was  1 per  cent  lower,  and  the 
germination  2 per  cent,  lower  than  in  the  previous  year  The 
germination  of  many  of  the  samples  was  far  from  satisfactory 
The  lowest  results  were  5,  16,  17,  21,  23,  24,  25  and  og 
per  cent.  Only  23  samples  out  of  the  268  tested  germinated 
90  per  cent,  and  over. 

Italian  Rye.— The  purity  was  1 per  cent,  higher,  and  the 
germination  1 per  cent  lower  than  in  the  previous  year  The 
lowest  samples  showed 7,  17,  18,  23,  and  30  per  cent 
germination,  and  the  highest 96,  95,  94,  93,  and  92  ner 
cent.  l 

A few  samples  of  “hay  seed  ” were  tested.  They  consisted 
for  the  most  part  of  Perennial  Eye  and  Italian  Eye,  with 
Yorkshire  Fog  and  other  impurities.  The  average  germina- 
tion was  19  per  cent.  Analysis  show's  that  the  mixtures  are 
practically  of  no  value. 

Cocksfoot. — The  purity  was  1 per  cent,  higher  than  in  the 
previous  year,  the  lowest  percentage  being  27'5  and  the 
highest  100.  The  germination  was  1 per  cent,  lower  than  in 
the  previous  year,  some  samples  germinating  only  2,  6,  13, 
14,  21,  and  22  per  cent.  One  sample  germinated  92  per  cent. 

Meadow  Fescue  showed  in  most  cases  98  per  cent,  purity, 
ut  out  of  the  77  samples  tested  only  27  could  be  described  as 
go«d,or  fairly  good.  The  lowest  results  showed  : — 1,  14,  18, 
and  22  per  cent.  Two  samples  showed  no  germination. 

Meadow  Foxtail— The  purity  was  practically  the  same,  and 
the  average  germination  1 per  cent,  lower  than  in  the  previous 
i 0Ile  samP^e  showed  85  per  cent,  germination, 
while  the  lowest  results  were  0,  1,  10,  11,  12,  14,  17,  18, 
and  23  per  cent.  ’ ’ ’ 


Samples  were  tested,  as  compared 
with  22  m the  previous  year.  84  of  them  showed  a germina- 
Per  cent,  and  over.  The  low»est  results  showed 
54,  56,  64,  and  65  per  cent. 


Wheat.  Only  three  samples  showed  90  per  cent,  and  over, 
the  germination  of  the  rest  being  89,  85,  82,  81,  71,  and  70, 
while  one  sample,  sent  to  check  a failure  in  the  field,  of  the 
bulk  sample,  showed  no  germination  at  all. 

Barley  About  half  the  samples  tested  showed  a germina- 
ion  of  90  per  cent,  and  over.  The  average  germination  was, 
owever,  2 per  cent,  lower  than  last  year,  the  lowest  results 
being  : 43,  52,  59,  and  65  per  cent. 

Hye  wa>s  most  unsatisfactory,  only  one  sample  germinating 
91  per  cent.  The  lowest  tests  were  3,  8,  and  9, 

Flax  did  not  give  such  high  germination  as  in  the  previous 
year  bemg  only  89  per  cent.,  as  compared  with  92  per  cent., 
but  the  purity  of  all  the  samples  was  up  to  the  average. 
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Mangels. — The  average  germination  waa  lower  than  in  the 
previous  year,  being  124  as  compared  with  152.  One  sample 
germinated  no  more  than  8 per  cent.  r 

Turnips  and  Swedes  were  in  the  majority  of  cases  satisfac- 
tory. 86  out  of  162  germinated  90  per  cent,  and  over.  The 
worst  sample  germinated  only  2 per  cent. 

Red  Glover.—  The  purity  was  2 per  cent,  lower  than  last 
year,  and  the  average  germination  12  per  . cent,  lower.  The 
lowest  samples  tested  showed  a germination  of:— 6,  11,  18 
19,  20,  22,  25,  and  26  per  cent.,  and  the  highest 99,  98’  97’ 
95,  and  93  per  cent.  One  hundred  and  forty-two  samples  con- 
tained Dodder  as  an  impurity. 

Alsike.— The  average  purity  was  2 per  cent.,  and  the  ger- 
mination 9 per  cent,  lower  than  last  year.  24  samples  con- 
tained Dodder  as  an  impurity.  The  lowest  tests  were  -—22 

23,  27,  and  28,  and  the  highest  99,  98,  96,  and  94. 

WhUc  Glover.— The  average  purity  was  the  same  as  the 
previous  year,  blit  the  germination  was  3 per  cent,  lower  The 
lowest  tests  were  36,  37,  41,  and  47.  The  following  table 
shows  the  average  percentage  of  germination  and  purity  of  the 
seeds  submitted  in  1907  and  1908

Owing  to  the  wider  interest  aroused  amongst  farmers  in 
the  preparation  of  spraying  mixtures  and 
Analysis  of  the  purchase  of  pure  materials,  together 
Spraying  Materials,  with  the  extension  of  the  system  of  spray- 
ing and  the  consequent  increase  in  the 
sales  of  material,  there  has  been  a far  larger  number  of 
samples  of  sulphate  of  copper  and  carbonate  of  soda  (wash- 
ing soda)  submitted  for  analysis  this  year.  A nominal  fee  of 
'Sd.  per  sample  is  charged  for  testing  samples  of  either  of  these 
raw  materials. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  samples  of  spray- 
ing materials  forwarded  for  analysis  during  the  past  nine 
years : —

The  Department  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  all  the 
samples  of  sulphate  of  copper  submitted  during  the  past  year 
were  found  to  be  up  to  the  standard  of  purity  required  for 
spraying  purposes.  One  sample,  however,  of  a material  sold 
as  sulphate  of  copper  proved  on  examination  to  be  sulphate  of 
iron. 

It  -is  to  be  regretted  that  such  a satisfactory  report  cannot 
be  given  in  regard  to  the  samples  of  carbonate  of  soda  tested 
during  the  past  season.  No  less  than  16  of  these  were  found 
to  be  grossly  adulterated  with  glauber  salts  (sulphate  of 
soda).  As  mentioned  in  a previous  report,  the  presence  of 
this  adulterant  would  render  a spraying  mixture  not  only  to  a 
large  extent  useless,  but  even  harmful  to  the  crop,  in  so  much 
as  the  corrosive  action  of  the  sulphate  of  copper  would  not  be 
neutralised  by  washing  soda  so  adulterated. 

_ In  these  circumstances  a circular  was  issued  to  the  trade 
directing  attention  to  the  fact  that  consignments  of  impure 
w’ashing  soda  had  been  imported  into  the  country,  and  re- 
questing that  all  supplies  of  this  material  should  be  tested 
before  being  retailed  to  farmers  for  spraying  potatoes. 

, I11  one  district  a trader  was  discovered  selling  quantities  of 
nitrate  of  soda  as  washing  soda,  and  as  a result  of  the  appli- 
cation of  the  latter  material  the  crops  of  several  farmers  were 
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badly  burnt.  There  can  be  no  doubt,  however,  that  the 
wrong  material  was  sold  by  mistake  in  this  instance,  as  the 
price  of  nitrate  of  soda  is,  of  course,  much  higher  than  that  of 
washing  soda. 

A large  number  of  prepared  spraying  mixtures  were  also 
examined  by  the  Department  for  their  own  information,  and 
many  of  them  were  compounded  of  pure  materials  and  were 
suitable  for  spraying  purposes.  In  the  majority  of  cases, 
however,  the  prices  charged  wore  far  in  excess  of  then-  value. 
In  the  opinion  of  the  Department  none  of  these  prepared  mix- 
tures is  more  effective  as  a preventive  of  potato  blight  thau 
that  which  may  be  made  up  by  any  farmer  who  purchases  the 
raw  materials  and  makes  up  his  own  mixture  in  accordance 
with  the  directions  given  in  leaflet  No.  14.  The  Department, 
therefore,  strongly  recommend  farmers  to  adopt  the  practice 
of  preparing  their  own  mixtures  in  preference  to  purchasing 
proprietary  articles. 


In  the  last  report  the  opinion  was  expressed  that  the  law 
with  respect  to  the  sale  of  manures  and 
Fertilisers  and  feeding  stuffs  required  amendment  in 
Feeding  Stuffs  order  to  render  it  applicable  to  the  Irish 

Act,  1906.  trade  in  these  commodities.  It  is  quite 

evident  that  the  local  authorities,  who  are 
entrusted  with  the  administration  of  the  present  Act,  fully 
concur  in  this  view,  as  no  steps  have  been  taken  by  any  of 
them  during  the  past  year  to  put  the  Act  into  operation, 
•fhe  opinion  is  further  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  within  the 
last  few  months  the  Department  instituted  four  prosecutions 
for  offences  under  the  Act  as  test  cases,  but,  owing  to  serious 
defects  in  the  law  as  it  stands  at  present,  in  only  one  of  these 
was  a conviction  obtained. 


As  in  the  previous  year,  the  Department  continued  in  1908 
to  obtain,  through  their  officers  and  the  agricultural  instruc- 
tors employed  by  the  various  Committees  of  Agriculture, 
samples  of  manures  and  feeding  stuffs  which  were  being  sold 
m the  country.  Six  hundred  and  seventy-one  samples  were 
• and  °f  these  235  samples  of  manures  and  210  samples 

of  feeding  stuffs  were  analysed. 

The  analysts’  reports  show  that  in  the  case  of  fertilisers 
v*  Per  cent;  9^  ti16  samples  examined  were  found  to  be  up  to 
the  composition  guaranteed  by  the  vendors ; 24  per  cent.  Se- 
limits  of  error  allowed  under  the  Fertilisers 
and  Feeding  Stuffs  Begulations,  and  24  per  cent,  below  guar- 
antee. Suitable  action  was  taken  by  the  Department  in  the 
cases  of  those  artificial  manures  which  were  found  on  analysis 
to  be  seriously  below  the  guaranteed  composition. 

Of  the  210  samples  tested  by  the  Department  only  114  ivere 
guaranteed  by  the  vendors.  Of  these  114,  56  (or  49  per  cent.) 
were  found  to  be  up  to  guarantee,  38  (or  33J  per  cent.) 
aeiicient  within  the  limits  of  error  prescribed  under  the  Fer- 
tilisers and  Feeding  Stuffs  Begulations,  and  20  (or  17i  per 
cent.)  deficient  beyond  these  limits. 
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About  40  different  proprietary  calf  meals  were  examined 
The  composition  of  these  preparations  varies  a great  deal  and 
judging  solely  on  the  analytical  figures,  many  of  them  would 
appear  to  be  altogether  unsuitable  for  calf  feeding  purposes 
As  a matter  of  fact,  complaints  have  been  received  from  far- 
mers to  the  effect  that  calves  fed  on  some  of  these  meals  have 
not  thriven,  and  in  some  cases  it  was  alleged  that  death  re- 
sulted from  the  use  of  the  materials  in  question.  The  prices 
charged  for  the  majority  of  these  meals  are  exorbitant  In 
this  connection  it  may  be  stated  that  the  Department,  in  their 
leaflet  No.  54,  give  a formula  by  which  a farmer  can  himself 
prepare  a good  calf  meal  at  a very  moderate  price.  It  is  hoped 
that  farmers  will  generally  adopt  the  practice  of  making  up 
their  own  mixtures,  in  which  case  the  demand  for  patent 
meals,  which  are,  as  a rule,  costly  and  inferior,  should  soon 
cease. 

The  Department’s  attention  having  been  directed  to  the 
iact  that  many  linseed,  meals  and  linseed  cake  meals  sold  in 
the  iSorth  of  Ireland  were  grossly  adulterated,  19  samples  of 
these  materials  were  taken  and  analysed.  Of  these,  only  nine 
were  reported  to  be  commercially  pure  and  up  to  guarantee, 
bteps  are,  accordingly,  being  taken  to  obtain  further  samples 
of  the  adulterated  meals  with  a view  to  prosecution. 

It  is  to  be  observed  that  the  sale  at  exorbitant  prices  of  cer- 
tain inferior  manures  and  feeding  stuffs  still  continues.  These 
articles  are  generally  up  to  the  low  guarantee  given  bv  the 
sellers,  so  that  the  vendors  evade  prosecution  under  the"  Fer- 
tilisers and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act. 

A good  deal  of  attention  has  been  drawn  to  this  undesirable 
tiade  by  means  of  posters  issued  by  the  Department  and  warn- 
mgs  given  by  the  itinerant  instructors. 

Farmers  have  in  some  cases  refused  to  pay  the  full  prices 
charged  for  these  inferior  articles  on  the  ground  that  at  the 
time  the  firm  s travelling  agent  was  booking  the  orders  he 
misrepresented  the  true  value  of  these  stuffs.  Legal  proceed- 
ings were  instituted  by  the  vendors  in  a few  instances  for  the 
recovery  of  the  full  amount  charged  arid  the  Department's 
ana  vs  gave  evidence  on  behalf  of  the  defendants  when  the’ 
cases  came  on  for  hearing.  By  assisting  in  the  defence  of 
such  prosecutions  an  opportunity  has  been  afforded  the  De- 
partment of  exposing  the  inferior  quality  of  the  goods  in 
question,  and  decisions  in  some  instances  have  been  obtained 
m favour  of  the  defendants.

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In  connection  with'  the  former  Order  the  instructors  In 

horticulture,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  County  Committees 
of  Agriculture,  by  which  they  are  respectively  employed,  have 
been  engaged  on  the  work  of  inspecting  gardens  in  which 
gooseberries  and  black  currants  are  grown.  Although  this 
work  is  yet  by  no  means  completed,  411  outbreaks  of  American 
Gooseberry  Mildew  and  29  cases  of  Black  Currant  Mite  have 
been  reported.  Notices  have  been  served  on  the  owners  of  the 
gardens  concerned  requiring  them  to  adopt  certain  measures 
for  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  the  disease,  including  the 
immediate  destruction  by  burning  of  all  affected  bushes.  The 
Department  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  directions  con- 
tained in  these  notices  have  generally  been  complied  with  by 
growers.  In  some  cases,  however,  no  attention  was  paid  to 
the  Department’s  instructions,  and  in  one  instance  a grower 
iu  county  Down  was  prosecuted  for  having  failed  to  comply 
with  a notice  served  on  him  requiring  the  destruction  of  cer- 
tain bushes  in  his  garden  which  were  affected  with  American 
Gooseberry  Mildew.  A conviction  was  obtained,  and  a fine 
of  10s.  with  costs  (T2)  was  imposed. 

The  Department  arranged  for  the  inspection  from  time  to 
time  of  fruit  exposed  for  sale  in  the  Dublin  and  Belfast  Bruit 
Markets.  On  a few  occasions  gooseberries  affected  with 
American  Gooseberry  Mildew  were  found  on  the  fruit  stalls  in 
these  markets.  The  salesmen  concerned  were  immediately 
directed  to  destroy  the  diseased  berries  and  to  bum  and  dis- 
infect the  packages  in  which  they  had  been  forwarded  to 
market.  These  directions  were  complied  with  in  every  case. 

The  Order  in  question  prohibits  the  landing  in  Ireland  with- 
out a licence  from  the  Department  of  all  gooseberry  and  black 
currant  bushes.  Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  the  disease  in 
Great  Britain  the  Department  have  refused  to  accede  to  ap- 
plications for  licences  for  the  importation  of  Bushes  of  these 
kinds. 

It  is  regretted  that  both  American  Gooseberry  Mildew  and 
Black  Currant  Mite  have  spread  considerably  in  this  country 
within  recent  years,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  action  taken  by 
the  Department  under  the  above  Order  will  in  time  have  the 
desired  effect  of  stamping  out  these  diseases. 

. 'hhe  Black  Scab  in  Potatoes  (Ireland)  Order  has  just  been 
issued,  and  will  come  into  operation  immediately. 

The  courses  for  apprentice  foresters  were  continued  at  the 
Department’s  forestry  station  at  Avon- 
Forestry.  dale,  county  Wicklow.  Seventeen  ap- 
. prentices  were  in  training  at  the  beginning 

ol  the  year,  and  four  were  admitted  during  the  year  on  the 
f 5S  ^hiated  hi  the  prospectus,  which  is  printed  at  page 
of  the  Appendices.  One  apprentice  left  before  the  end  of  his 
term,  and  ten  completed  their  training,  leaving  ten  still  at  the 
station  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Eight  past  apprentices  are 
now  employed  on  the  Department’s  properties,  and  two  have 
cb^.mehengage:ments  as  foresters  on  private  estates. 

. ^he  Department  acquired  through  the  Estates  Commis- 
sioners additional  woods  at  Dundrum,  county  Tipperary,  and

at  Camolin,  county  Wexford,  oil  estates  sold  under  the  Irish 
Land  Act  of  1903.  These  woods  will  afford  opportunities  for 
the  instruction  of  apprentice  foresters  in  the  first  year  of  their 
training,  and  it  is  not  proposed  to  admit  pupils  to  Avondale 
station  in  future  until  they  have  done  one  year’s  satisfactory 
work  at  outlying  woods.  This  course  is  rendered  necessary 
by  the  fact  that  the  clearing  and  planting  of  the  lands  at 
Avondale  is  approaching  completion,  so  that  much  of  the  prac- 
tical experience  required  in  these  branches  of  the  work  must 
be  supplied  elsewhere.  The  instruction  at  Avondale  will 
therefore,  be  more  strictly  technical  than  heretofore,  and  will 
be  confined  to  apprentices  in  their  second  and  third  years  of 
training. 

The  Department’s  Forestry  Expert  carried  out,  at  the  appli- 
cation of  the  owners,  a number  of  inspections  of  woods  and  of 
lands  intended  for  planting,  and  advised  as  to  their  treatment. 
Many  applications  for  advice  on  questions  relating  to  the  plant- 
ing and  care  of  trees  were  also  dealt  with  by  letter.  There 
was  a steady  demand  for  the  Department’s  leaflets  on  forestry 
subjects. 

As  already  stated  the  Report  of  the  Departmental  Com- 
mittee of  Inquiry  on  Forestry,  appointed  in  August,  1907,  was 
issued  in  April,  1908.  The  principal  recommendations  of  the 
Committee  are  given  at  page  17. 

,.The  Department  sanctioned,  as  an  experiment,  in  county 
Kildare  a scheme  for  the  preservation  and  development  of 
certain  woods,  which  had  been  presented  to  the  County 
Council  by  the  trustees  of  the  Duke  of  Leinster,  and  for  the 
acquisition  of  other  woods  by  the  -Council  for  forestry  pur- 
poses. The  funds  for  this  scheme  were  provided  by  a special 
rate  of  Jd.  in  the  pound  levied  on  the  county  for  one  year,  a 
grant  from  the  Department,  and  a generous  contribution  from 
Lord  Gough.  . The  Council,  acting  through  the  County  Com- 
mittee of  Agriculture  by  whom  the  details  of  the  scheme  are 
carried  out,  had  portion  of  one  of  their  woods  fenced  and  re- 
planted during  the  year.  This  work  was  conducted  by  one  of 
the  senior  apprentices  from  Avondale  station,  w'ho  was  en- 
gaged temporarily  for  the  purpose  by  the  County  Committee. 
The  County  Council  have  also  acquired,  under  the  terms  of  the 
Land  Act  of  1903,  a small  area,  which  they  propose  to  pre- 
serve and  to  replant  as  far  as  is  required. 

Facilities  for  the  supply  of  small  quantities  of  trees  for  plant- 
ing were  provided,  as  in  previous  years,  under  the  Depart- 
ment’s scheme  of  instruction  in  horticulture.  Particulars  of 
the  work  done  under  this  scheme  are  given  at-  page  255  of  this 
Report.

this  scheme  was  to  encourage  small  occupiers 
in  the  congested  districts  of  the  western 
counties  to  fence  in  their  arable  land  or 
to  fence  off  mountain  grazing,  so  as  to 
permit  of  arable  land  being  properly 
cropped  and  laid  down  with  grass  and 
Loans  for  the  purpose  have  been  confined 
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mainly  to  the  county  Donegal,  and  during  the  past  year  67 
loans,  involving  a sum  of  over  £1,000,  were  granted. 

Since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  110  applications  have 
been  granted,  and  20  more  are  still  under  consideration. 

It  is  not  possible  to  state  accurately  the  area  over  which 
fencing  lias  been  carried  out,  but  a fair  idea  may  be  gained 
when  it  is  remarked  that  fencing  has  been  erected  extensively 
in  the  districts  lying  around  Carrick,  Ardara,  Glenties,  Iully- 
begs,  Kilcar,  Glencolumbkill,  Glengesli,  Shallogans,  and  Din- 
town,  and  in  a few  places  between  Gweebara  River  and  Gwee- 
dore  Parish.  A few  fences  have  been  erected  in  Innishowen 
peninsula,  and  also  in  the  districts  of  Cloghan  and  Ballybofoy, 
county  Donegal,  as  well  as  in  a few  places  in  the  Clifden  dis- 
trict, county  Galway. 

This  scheme,  drafted  on  the  lines  of  an  experimental  scheme 
which  was  adopted  for  one  year  in  county 
Loans  for  Cork  five  years  ago,  was  put  in  force  early 

the  Purchase  of  in  1907.  During  the  past  year  the 

11  Hand  Separators.”  Department  granted  twenty-eight  loans, 
involving  a sum  of  £300.  One  loan  was 
granted  to  a farmer  in  County  Kerry,  and  the  remainder  to 
applicants  residing  in  the  County  of  Cork. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  scheme  the  Department 
granted  68  loans,  amounting  to  £870, 
Loans  for  the  Purchase  during  the  past  year.  In  all  cases  the 
of  Horse  Sprayers,  applicants  agreed  to  hire  the  machines  to 
small  farmers  in  their  districts  at  a fee 
fixed  by  the  County  Committees  and  approved  by  the  Depart- 
ment. 

In  addition  to  the  operations  under  this  scheme,  several  of 
the  County  Committees  decided,  with  the  consent  of  the  De- 
partment, to  purchase  a number  of  knapsack  sprayers  for  the 
purpose  of  hiring  out  to  farmers  in  the  poorer  districts  at  a 
nominal  fee.  The  cost  of  the  205  knapsack  sprayers  pro- 
cured under  this  arrangement  was  borne  by  the  joint  fund  at 
the  disposal  of  the  County  Committees. 

This  scheme,  which  was  put  into  operation  for  the  first 
time  in  1906,  has  not  been  availed  of  to 
Loans  for  tho  “ Erection  anything  likc  the  extent  anticipated, 
of  Village  Halls.”  owing,  no  doubt,  to  the  difficulty  of  pro- 
curing suitable  sites  to  which  clear  titles 
could  be  proved.  During  the  year  under  review  the  Depart- 
ment dealt  with  several  applications  for  these  loans,  but  for 
one  reason  or  other  the  applications  were  not  proceeded  with. 

2. — TECHNICAL  INSTRUCTION. 

This  Report  covers  the  period  of  the  academic  year  1st 
August,  1907,  to  31st  July,  1908. 

Opportunity  may  be  taken  to  review  briefly  the  work  of  the 
Technical  Instruction  Branch  since  the  establishment  of  the

Department.  The  whole  of  the  work  of  the  Branch  mav  be 
regarded  as  resolving  itself  into  three  main  lines,  viz.  ;_ 

(1.)  The  carrying  out  of  a programme  of  Experimental 
Science,  Drawing,  Manual  Instruction  and  Domestic 
Economy  in  the  Secondary  Schools  of  the  country 
(2.)  The  carrying  out  of  schemes  of  Technical  Instruction 
in  the  cities,  towns,  and  rural  districts,  suited  and 
adapted  to  their  diverse  needs,  and 
(3.)  The  training  of  teachers  for  Secondary  and  Technical 
Schools,  as  well  as  for  rural  districts,  to  carry  out  this 
work. 

The  carrying  out  of  this  work  has  now  been  continued  for 
seven  years,  and  it  is  possible  to  form  an  estimate  of  the 
progress  made.  Briefly  the  results  are  these.  In  almost 
every  Secondary  School  in  Ireland  there  is  now  in  operation 
a systematic  course  of  instruction  in  Experimental  Science 
ai”  swing > working  along  the  lines  of  a syllabus  drawn  up 
With  careful  regard  to  what  is  possible  in  the  school,  and  re- 
Msed  from  time  to  time  as  opportunity  offers,  in  conjunction 
with  the  representatives  of  these  schools.  The  payment  in 
aid  of  such  teaching  is  based  upon  the  amount  of  the  work 
done,  and  its  excellence  is  tested  by  inspection  alone.  The  grant 
to  these  schools  was,  in  the  year  under  review,  nearly  T27.000. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  work  of  this  character  was  new  to  the 
Secondary  Schools  of  Ireland,  and  that  teachers  trained  to 
give  instruction  of  the  kind  did  not  exist  in  the  country,  it  is 
satisfactory  to  be  able  to  state  that  this  work  is  now  estab- 
lished on  a satisfactory  basis,  and  is  earned  out  thoroughly 
and  systematically  in  Irish  Secondary  Schools.  The  difficul- 
ties  under  which  the  Department  laboured  in  regard  to  the 
lack  of  suitable  teachers  have  been  made  good  by  the  Summer 
Courses  which  have  been  conducted  ever  since  the  establish- 
ment  ot  the  Department,  and  are  .still  the  principal  means  for 
providing  teachers  of  these  subjects. 

As  regards  the  work  of  Technical  Instruction  proper  the 
Department  have  now  arrived  at  a point  where  the  local 
authorities  of  every  county  and  nearly  every  urban  authority  in 
li eland  have  in  operation  schemes  of  Technical  Instruction, 
.these  schemes  differ  from  each  other,  the  object  of  the  differ- 
ence being  to  adapt  them  to  the  needs  and  possibilities  of  the 
various  districts.  A large  amount  of  good  work  is  being  done, 
and  improvements  are  taking  place  from  day  to  day.  It  is  too 
much  to  expect  that  an  ideal  system  of  technical  instruction 
can  be  built  up  in  seven  years,  especially  in  a country  where 
technical  education  had  not  previously  existed,  at  all  events 
outside  a few  large  urban  centres.  Almost  every  town  has 
now  a.  technical  school,  and  year  by  year  the  efficiency  of  these 
technical  schools  is  increasing.  Owing  to  the  introduction  of 
the  revised  regulations  for  schools  other  than  Day  Secondary 
behoofs,  increased  grants  have  become  payable  to  schools  in 
respect  of  systematic  courses  of  instruction  in  various  branches 
of  their  work,  and  in  respect  of  students  who  have  attained  a 
ceitam  standard  of  general  education.  These  regulations 
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have  already  been  the  means  of  improving  the  character  of  the 
work,  and  must  continue  to  have  this  effect.  Efforts  are  now 
being  made  to  enlist  the  co-operation  of  employers  of  labour 
in  the  work  of  the  schools,  and  to  secure  that  that  work  shall 
be  directed,  as  far  as  may  be,  to  the  industrial  needs  of  the 
country. 

An  opportunity  was  afforded  during  the  year  of  judging  of 
the  progress  made  in  the  work  of  the  Secondary  and  Technical 
Schools.  The  Department  undertook  to  send  an  exhibit  of 
the  work  of  schools  under  their  direction  to  the  Education 
Section  of  the  Franco-British  Exhibition,  and  also  to  take 
part  in  the  Art  Exhibition  in  connection  with  the  Interna- 
tional Art  Congress  held  in  London.  The  works  comprised  in 
the  latter  exhibit  were  on  exhibition  in  the  month  of  April  in 
the  Metropolitan  School  of  Art,  and  showed  a very  remarkable 
improvement  in  the.  work  done  both  in  Secondary  and  Tech- 
nical Schools. 

In  this  and  previous  Reports,  detailed  statistics  are  given 
showing  the  work  of  the  Department  in  the  training  of 
teachers  for  the  various  branches  of  its  work.  The  Depart- 
ment regard  this  work  as  of  the  highest  importance.  No 
schemes,  however  well  devised,  can  be  carried  out  with  suc- 
cess except  through  the  agency  of  well-trained  teachers.  The 
Department  have  established  courses  of  instruction  for  every 
type  of  teacher  engaged  in  their  schemes,  and  to  this  eircum- 
stance  they  attribute  in  large  measure  the  success  with  which 
these  schemes  have  been  attended. 

(1.)— Instruction  in  Experimental  Science,  Drawing, 
Manual  Instruction,  and  Domestic  Economy  in 
Day  Secondary  Schools. 

^ The  advances  made  in  previous  years  in  the  teaching  of 
Experimental  Science  have  been  maintained,  and  the  attain- 
ment of  a satisfactory  standard  may  now'  be  recorded. 

The  subject  is  now  more  carefully  considered  in  relation  to 
education  as  a whole  and  is  more  systematically  treated  than 
heretofore. 

In  previous  reports  attention  was  drawn  to  the  weakness 
m arithmetic  of  pupils  joining  the  first  year  course.  This 
difficulty  still  remains,  and  till  it  is  removed  much  time  must 
bo  spent  during  the  first  year  of  the  course  upon  elementary 
mensuration  and  in  teaching  the  application  of  elementary 
arithmetic  to  practical  questions. 

-ta  special  courses  in  Physics,  Chemistry,  and 
Mechanical  Science  there  is  some  improvement  in  manipula- 
tive skill,  but  text  book  teaching  and  the  working  of  numerical 
examples  still  receive  an  undue  proportion  of  time,  and  there 
is  the  tendency  to  regard  the  number  of  facts  learnt  as  the 
criterion  of  the  teaching  rather  than  how  these  facts  have 
been  leamt. 

Laboratories  and  apparatus  have,  on  the  whole,  been  main- 
tamed  m better  condition. 

In  Drawing  good  progress  continues  to  be  made,  but  it  is 
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slower  than  in  previous  years.  This  is  owing  to  the  fact  that 
most  of  the  teachers  have  now  reached  the  level  their  attain 
ments  will  allow,  and  to  the  circumstances  under  which  thp 
work  is  carried  out.  ae 


An  advance  in  the  work  is  hoped  for  in  the  coming  vear 
“?d_er,  revised  syllabus,  which  requires  instruction  in 
Model  Drawing  in  the  first  year,  and  the  preparation  of  nm 
gressive  schemes  of  work  by  the  teachers.  1 

Geometrical  Drawing  generally  has  been  well  taught  bat 
m many  schools  it  received  more  than  its  due  share  of  time  and 
attention.  This  is,  no  doubt,  due  to  its  being  an  examination 
subject  of  the  Intermediate  Board. 


Model  Drawing,  on  the  other  hand,  not  being  such  a sub- 
ject, has  received  less  attention,  and  except  in  comparatively 
few  schools  has  not  been  well  taught.  The  lack  of  suitable 
desk  accommodation  has  also  militated  against  the  successful 
teaching  of  this  subject. 

Botany,  Physiology  and  Hygiene,  and  Domestic  Economy 
have  been  taken  up  more  widely  by  girls’  schools,  and  they 
have,  op  the  whole,  been  well  taught. 

There  is  a growing  interest  in  the  study  of  Botany,  and  it 
is  pleasing  to  note  that  several  schools  have  provided  school 
gardens  specially  arranged  for  the  teaching  of  this  subject. 

In  the  teaching  of  Physiology  and  Hygiene  there  has  been 
a tendency  to  treat  the  two  branches  as  twro  distinct  subjects, 
and  rather  out  of  relation  to  healthy  living.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  revised  Syllabus  of  this  course, 'issued  by  the  Department 
in  June  last,  will  tend  to  remove  this  defect. 

There  lias  been  a decided  improvement  in  the  teaching  of 
Domestic  Economy.  The  instruction  in  the  different  branches 
has  been  more  closely  connected  with  the  every-day  work  of 
a household,  and  method  and  neatness  in  working  have  re- 
ceived more  attention,  and  the  mending  and  patching  of  everv- 
day  garments  is  steadily  replacing  sampler  work. 

In  schools  taking  Manual  Instruction  steady  improvement 
has  taken  place.  The  work  is  carried  out  on  systematic  lines, 
ani?<vS  co'°rd^na^ed  with  the  other  subjects  of  the  curriculum. 

Efforts  have  for  some  time  past  been  made  by  the  Depart- 
ment to  meet  a great  need,  namely,  the  provision  of  a type  of 
school  winch  should  directly  pirepare  boys  for  an  industrial 
career  after  the  completion  of  their  general  primary  education. 
^ i Li- i V conjunction  with  Urban  Technical  Committees, 
established,  nine  Day  Trades  Preparatory  Schools  which  cany 
out  a practical,  course  of  instruction  in  subjects  bearing  directly 
on  trade  requirements.  Some  amount  of  literary  instruction 
is  given,  but  the  main  subjects  of  instruction  are  Practical 
Mathematics,  Experimental  Science,  Manual  work  in  wood 
and  metal,  and  Drawing.  Speaking  generally,  these  schools 
aie  doing  very  valuable  work,  and  this  is  coming  to  be  recog- 
nised by  employers.  In  the  case  of  some  schools  the  demand 
for  boys  to  enter  trades  exceeds  the  supply  from  the  school,  and 
school  managers  find  a difficulty  in  retaining  boys  for  the  full 
course  of  instruction  provided. 
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The  following  Table  shows  the  growth  and  present  position 
of  the  work  in  connection  with  the  Department’s  Programme 
in  Irish  Secondary  Schools

(2.)— Technical  Instruction  under  Local  Authorities. 

The  revised  regulations  for  schools  other  than  Dav 
secondary  Schools  have  now  been  generally  adopted  These 
regulations  have  had  a very  good  effect  upon  the  schools  bv 
encouraging  them  to  provide  organised  courses  of  study  ex 
tending  over  a number  of  years  in  the  different  branches  of 
then-  work.  In  few  cases,  however,  have  the  schools  com 
pletely  re-cast  their  programmes  or  syllabuses  to  meet  the 
changed  conditions  for  earning  grants.  They  have  rather  en- 
deavoured to  modify  their  existing  arrangements  so  as  to  com- 
ply with  the  regulations,  and  this  they  have  done  with  more 
or  less  success.  In  every  case,  however,  the  schools  have 
benefited  financially.  It  is  expected  that  these  increased 
grants  will  be  utilised  for  securing  the  services  of  more  highly 
qualified  teachers,  and  for  providing  better  equipment.  ' 
The  provision  of  well  qualified  teachers  has  always  been  a 
serious  difficulty  to  small  schools,  but  it  has  been  met  in  several 
instances  by  .two  or  more  local  committees  jointly  employing 
a highly  qualified  teacher  and  distributing  his  time  in  the  dif° 
ferent  localities  as  required. 

The  principal  development  of  the  work  of  the  Technical 
Schools  has  been  in  the  direction  of  Commercial  Instruction. 
In  addition  to  the  more  elementary  subjects  of  Shorthand, 
.Book-keeping , and  Commercial  Correspondence,  in  many 
schools  a useful  beginning  has  been  made  in  Commercial  Law, 
Banking,  Accountancy,  etc.  The  schools  have  been  able  to  do 
this  by  jointly  employing  some  of  the  teachers  trained  by  the 
Department. 

In  rural  districts  the  schemes,  as  heretofore,  provided  chiefly 
for  classes  in  Domestic  Economy,  Manual  Instruction,  and  in 
building  trades,  subjects.  These  were  held  by  itinerant 
teachers  at  various  centres  where  accommodation  could  be 
found.  In  some  counties  also  instruction  was  also  given  in 
Lace  and  Crochet  making,  usually  by  county  teachers  remain- 
ing m a centre  for  12  to  18  months. 

The  difficulties  in  finding  suitable  accommodation  have  in 
many  counties  prevented  the  extension  of  the  work  into  many 
localities  and  have  also  militaited  against  the  usefulness  of  the 
work.  However,  the  teachers  and  local  committees  have  in 
most  cases  made  the  most  of  the  resources  at  their  disposal, 
and  the  classes  have  been  fairly  successful. 

In  Domestic  Economy  it  was  pleasing  to  note  that  where 
the  courses  had  been  repeated  there  was  a marked  improve- 
ment in  the  personal  neatness  of  the  pupils,  and  the  amount 
of  work  accomplished  by  the  pupils  was  very  creditable. 

Great  interest  is  manifested  in  the  instruction  given  in 
Elementary  Hygiene,  which  is  now  introduced  into  the  courses 
in  many  centres. 

Manual  Instruction  has,  on  the  whole,  been  very  well 
taught,  and  the. pupils,  when  they  had  completed  a satisfac- 
tory set  of  preliminary  exercises,  made  some  very . useful 
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articles.  There  was,  however,  a tendency  at  some  centres  to 
neglect  drawing  altogether,  and  thus  deprive  the  course  of 
much  of  its  educational  value. 

Classes  in  Building  Trades  subjects  were  held  in  the  small 
towns,  and  in  villages  whore  it  was  possible  to  obtain  a class 
of  those  who  were  likely  to  be  benefited  by  such  classes. 
Considering  the  difficulties  under  which  such  classes  were 
held,  they  may  be  regarded  as  successful  in  supplying  a much 
needed  form  of  instruction. 

There  has  been  some  tendency  to  multiply  unduly  classes 
in  Sprigging,  Crochet,  and  Lace-making.  Local  conditions 
and  the  possible  number  of  pupils  who  were  likely  to  become 
regular  workers  at  the  industry  were  not  fully  considered, 
the  result  being  that  frequently  very  small  classes  were 
formed,  and  which  after  some  months  ceased  to  exist. 

In  several  counties,  however,  in  districts  where  these  in- 
dustries already  existed,  or  where  a good  body  of  earnest 
pupils  could  be  found,  very  successful  classes  have  been  held. 

The  work  of  these  classes  generally  shows  improvement  in 
design,  technique,  and  in  cleanliness,  and  the  accounts  of 
income  and  expenditure  of  these  classes  have  been  more 
methodically  kept  than  previously.  To  assist  in  this  matter 
the  Department  issued  a sample  set  of  books,  with  instruc- 
tions, to  these  classes.  These  books  have  been  found  very 
suitable  and  have,  been  generally  adopted,  and  some  of  the 
counties  have  utilised  their  Commercial  Instructors  during 
the  summer  months  by  sending  them  to  their  industries 
classes  to  instruct  the  teachers  in  the  proper  method  of  keep- 
ing their  accounts,  or  have  formed  special  Saturday  classes 
for  the  industrial  teachers,  instruction  being  given  in  Elemen- 
tary Book-keeping  and  in  Drawing. 

Generally  the  classes  in  rural  districts  have  been  very  suc- 
cessful, where  suitable  accommodation  for  the  classes  has 
been  obtained,  where  local  committees  have  shown  themselves 
interested  in  the  W'ork,  and  where  the  teachers  have  been 
sympathetic.  To  obtain  these  conditions  much  careful  or- 
ganisation is  necessary  by  the  County  Committee  and  their 
secretary. 

County  Borough  of  Dublin. — The  operations  of  the  scheme 
have  been  limited  during  the  session  by 

Details  of  County  inadequate  accommodation  and  equip- 

Borough  Schemes,  ment.  Much  useful  work  has,  however, 
been  carried  out,  and  there  are  many 
earnest  students  to  whom  facilities  for  more  advanced  instruc- 
tion would  act  as  an  important  stimulus. 

A grant  has  been  made  for  the  training  of  servants  and  for 
instruction  in  Hygiene  at  Padua  House,  Temple-street.  Very 
limited  progress  only  has  been  made  during  the  session. 

County  Borough  of  Belfast. — The  work  of  the  Municipal 
Technical  Institute  continues  to  extend.  In  addition  to  the 
Evening  Technical  School,  the  Trades  Preparatory  School, 
the  Day  School  of  Art,  the  Day  Apprentices’  Classes,  and,  the 
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Science  Classes  for  National  Teachers,  a Day  Technical  School 
has  this  year  been  opened,  while  classes  have  been  held  for 
Manual  Instructors  and  for  the  training  of  Secondary  School 
Teachers  in  Science. 

The  Day  Technical  School,  which  aims  at  providing  a more 
extensive  course  of  instruction  in  Engineering,  Textile  In- 
dustries, and  Chemistry,  than  is  possible  in  evening  classes 
is  still  in  the  experimental  stage,  but  has  met  with  sufficient 
support  to  give  promise  of  future  success. 

Good  work  has  been  accomplished  in  the  Teachers’  Classes 
and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  W'ork  done  in  them  will 
exert  a very  beneficial  influence  on  the  education  of  the  youth 
of  the  city  and  facilitate  the  more  specialised  work  of  the 
Institute  in  future  years. 

The  reduction  in  numbers  at  the  Evening  Technical  School, 
produced  last  year  by  the  introduction  of  the  course  system’ 
proved  to  be  merely  temporary,  and  the  number  of  students 
this  year  show's  a considerable  increase. 

Eor  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  school  an  entrance 
examination  was  held  with  the  object  of  effectively  classifying 
new  students  into  suitable  courses.  While  some  were  .thereby 
deterred  from  entering,  and  while  there  was  naturally  disap- 
pointment among  students  at  being  placed  in  classes  lower 
than  they  desired,  the  gain  in  efficiency  and  coherence  of 
classes  was  well  worth  the  trouble  involved.  The  attendance 
remained  more  regular  in  the  specialised  courses,  fewer  fell 
off  because  of  inability  to  follow  the  instruction,  and  more 
rapid  progress  was  made.  The  entrance  examination  had  the 
effect  of  filling  the  Introductory  Classes  to  an  unusual  degree 
and  enabled  such  a sub-division  to  be  made  that  the  work  of 
the  Introductory  Section  could  be  specifically  directed  to  pre- 
paration for  those  courses  which  the  students  intend  to  enter 
next  session.  The  instruction  in  Science  given  to  these 
classes  was  of  a purely  demonstrational  character,  and  de- 
signed principally  to  arouse  interest. 

The  efficiency  of  the  instruction  has  been  throughout  well 
maintained,  and  the  general  organisation  continues  to  be  of 
a highly  satisfactory  character. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  a Head  of  the  Domestic 
Economy  Department  has  now  been  appointed,  and  it  may 
be  expected  that  closer  co-ordination  between  the  classes,  to- 
gether with  more  efficient  instruction,  will  result.  It  has 
wisely  been  decided  to  hold  branch  classes  in  this  subject  in 
various  parts  of  the  city,  and  thus  endeavour  to  reach  the 
artisan  portion  of  the  population. 

The  amount  of  home-work  done  in  the  classes  continues  to 
be  creditable,  and  it  forms  a very  valuable  portion  of  the  in- 
struction. 

The  equipment  of  the  Institute  Has  been  proceeded  with 
during  the  year. 

A number  of  useful  Teachers’  Conferences  have  been  held 
during  the  session  to  discuss  the-  courses  to  be  followed,  the 
objects  to  be  kept  in  view,  and  the  methods  to  be  adopted. 
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County  Borough  of  Curie. — The  scheme  followed  the  lines 
laid  down  in  the  previous  session,  and  the  difficulty  of  pro- 
viding adequate  accommodation  was  again  felt  to  be  a 
hindiance  to  the  fuller  development  of  the  work  of  the  school. 

The  Committee  have,  however,  taken  steps  towards  the 
acquisition  of  a site  on  which  to  erect  a building  that  will 
provide  suitable  class-rooms,  laboratories,  and  workshops  for 
the  needs  of  the  various  courses  of  instruction. 

In  Mechanical  and  Electrical  Engineering  the  laboratories 
and  workshops  continued  to  perform  very  useful  functions  in 
the  practical  training  of  young  men  who  arc  engaged  in  the 
various  engineering  industries  of  the  city  and  district. 

The  success  of  Plumbing  students  in  the  previous  session, 
and  the  increased  interest  taken  in  the  subject  by  employers  of 
labour,  contributed  largely  towards  the  development  of  the 
course  in  Plumbing. 

The  only  change  of  importance  in  the  curriculum  of  the 
school  was  the  omission  of  the  course  in  Bootmaking,  but  it 
is  hoped  that  the  efforts  to  establish  the  course  of  instruction 
in  this  subject  during  the  session  1908-9  will  meet  with 
success. 

Instruction  in  the  various  branches  of  Domestic  Economy 
was  continued  as  in  previous  sessions,  but  when  it  is  possible 
to  bring  all  branches  of  Domestic  Economy  under  one  roof  the 
system  of  instruction  should  be  re-organised  so  as  to  widen  the 
scope  of  the  teaching. 

The  work  of  the  School  of  Art  was  very  satisfactory.  A 
good  feature  was  the  application  of  design  to  Lace,  Crochet, 
Enamelling,  and  Art  Metal  work. 

It  is  proposed  to  open  next  session  a School  of  Commerce 
in  the  city  under  a Joint  Committee  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce and  Shipping  and  members  of  the  Technical  Instruction 
Committee ; when  this  is  established  the  Commercial  Classes 
at  the  Institute  will  be  transferred  to  it. 

County  Borough  of  Limerick. — The , scheme  of  Technical 
Instruction  was  continued  as  in  previous  years. 

The  inadequacy  of  the  accommodation  was  again  felt  to  be 
a hindrance  to  the  fuller  development  of  the  work  of  the  school, 
and  was  responsible  to  some  extent  for  the  comparatively  low 
average  attendance,  at  many  of  the  classes. 

The  Senior  and  Trade  divisions  of  the  Preparatory  Course 
were  well  organised,  and  the  progress  made  by  the  students 
formed,  a very  suitable  introduction  to  the  specialised  courses 
of  the  school. 

The  day  classes  for  apprentices  in  Painters  and  Decorators’ 
work  were  continued,  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  future  more  em- 
ployers will  send  their  apprentices  to  take  advantage  of  this 
means  of  obtaining  sound  technical  training. 

It  is  regrettable,  that  the  course,  in  Plumbing  had  to  be 
abandoned  owing  to  insufficient  support. 

In  the  Aid  School  sound  progress  was  made,  and  classes  in 
Applied  Art.  continued  to  make  highly  satisfactory  progress, 
particularly  wood-carving  and  stained  glass  work. 

H 
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County  Borough  of  Londonderry.—' The  scheme  lias  been 
continued  on  much  the  same  lines  as  in  the  previous  session 
and  the  work  has  been  subject  to  the  same  disadvantages’ 
viz.,  want  of  suitable,  accommodation  and  of  opportunities  for 
practical  work.  The  new  building,  which  will  provide  ex- 
cellent accommodation,  has  been  pushed  on  during  the  vear 
and  will  be  ready  for  occupation  at  the  beginning  of  the"  ses’ 
sion.  With  its  opening  a substantial  increase  in  numbers 
may  be  expected,  together  with  greater  efficiency. 

The  teaching  throughout  has  been  earnest  and  thorough 
I he  Engineering  and  Building  Trades  sections  now  contain  a 
number  of  very  good  students,  who,  being  well  grounded  in 
mathematics  and  geometry,  were,  well  able  for  advanced  work 
The  Commercial  Classes  have  not,  however,  been  as  large  as  is 
desirable,  and  the  instruction  has  been  of  a somewhat  elemen 
tary  character. 

In  the  School  of  Art  much  interest  has  been  taken  in  ele- 
mentary application  of  design  to  Arts  and  Crafts,  and  the 
progress  made  has  been  in  general  fairly  good. 

County  Borough  of  Waterford.— The  work  of  the  Com- 
mittee has  passed  through  the  initial  stages,  and  is  now  pro- 
ceeding upon  well  ordered  lines.  Good  courses  of  instruction 
have  been  held  in  different  sections  of  the  Evening  School, 
and,  while  experience  may  suggest  certain  modifications,  they 
have  fairly  met  local  requirements. 

Although  the  numbers  attending  the  school  cannot  be  re- 
garded as  large,  several  of  the  classes  were  well  filled  with 
earnest  students,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  manv  students 
of  previous  sessions  were  again  in  attendance,  pursuing  their 
studies  m more  advanced  work. 

The  Committee  wisely  recognised  the  assistance  that  the 
employers  of  labour  in  the  city  can  give  them  in  their  work, 

j.  £0™erre(*  wifli  them  on  several  occasions.  It  is  hoped 
that  by  mutual  co-operation  mnc.h  may  be  done  to  increase  the 
usefulness  of  the  school. 

The  organisation  of  the  Day  Trades  Preparatory  School  has 
been  fairly  completed.  Its  equipment  has  been  improved, 
and  is  now  sufficient  for  present  needs. 

The  work  of  the  School  of  Art  was  continued  on  satisfactory 
lines,  and  m addition  to  the  ordinary  elementary  subjects, 
some  studies  of  an  advanced  character  showed  considerable 
merit.

,,  , . opening  of  the  school.  The  regularity  of 

attendance  was  m all  cases  satisfactory,  and  in  several  of  these 
classes,  notably  Building  Construction,  Plumbing,  Practical 
Geometry,  Cookery,  and  Banking  and  Currency,  it  was  ex- 
ceuent.  A good  proportion  .of  last  year’s  Preparatory  Course 
students  proceeded  to  the  Specialised  Courses. 
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The  necessity  for  a new  building  specially  designed  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  district  lias  become  very  urgent,  and  unless 
it  can  soon  be  provided  it  will  be  impossible  to  carry  on  the 
work  of  the  school  efficiently. 

Athlone. — Except  for  tlio  Woodworking  and  Domestic 
Economy  Classes,  the  accommodation  provided  is  unsatisfac- 
tory. Preparatory  Course  classes  in  English,  Mathematics, 
and  Manual  Instruction  were  organised  and  pupils  of  the  right 
type  were  enrolled,  but,  owing  to  the  low  standard  of  their 
general  education  and  the  irregularity  of  their  attendance, 
slow  progress  was  made.  One  of  the  Department’s  Instruc- 
tors held  classes  in  Book-keeping  and  Business  Methods  ; they 
wore  satisfactorily  attended  and  efficiently  taught.  Instruc- 
tion in  Domestic  Economy  is  not  appreciated,  and  difficulty 
is  experienced  in  inducing  girls  to  attend  the  classes  in  this 
subject.  During  the  session  some  very  useful  work  was 
achieved  by  the  instructress,  who  visited  many  houses  in  the 
town  and  gave  demonstrations  in  Cookery. 

Bully  menu. — It  is  satisfactory  to  note  an  increase  in  the 
number  oc  students  together  with  an  increase  in  the  number 
taking  organised  courses. 

The  efficiency  of  instruction  has,  throughout,  been  main- 
tained at  a high  level.  In  the  Preparatory  Course  the  intro- 
duction of  Science  as  an  alternative  to  Drawing  has  led  to 
good  results,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  find  that  a larger  number 
of  Engineering  students  attended  the  classes  in  Practical 
Mathematics  than  heretofore. 

A Mechanical  Laboratory  has  been  equipped  during  the 
session,  and  much-needed  alterations  have  been  made  in  the 
kitchen. 

The  organisation  has  been  excellent,  and  the  continued  suc- 
cess of  the  school  is  most  creditable. 

Bally  money  Urban  and  Rural  Districts. — The  school,  con- 
tinues to  be  well  organised  and  to  attract  a very  creditable 
number  of  students,  while  the  proportion  of  those  who  are 
definitely  following  systematic  courses  of  instruction  is  very 
gratifying. 

The  standard  of  education  of  those  enrolled  is  good,,  and  the 
instruction  efficiently  imparted.  In  consequence  satisfactory 
progress  has  been  made. 

Special  Saturday  afternoon  classes  in  domestic  subjects  were 
arranged  for  students  from  the  rural  district,  and  were  largely 
availed  of. 

The  class-rooms  and  equipment  have  been  maintained  in 
very  good  order. 

Banbridge. — The  school  began  work  late  in  the.  session, 
owing  to  the  delay  in  appointing  a Principal.  Notwithstand- 
ing this,  the  number  of  students  enrolled,  was  satisfactory.

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The  attendance  was  in  all  cases  fairly  regular,  and  in  several 
of  the  classes  distinctly  good.  eral 

A very  interesting  experiment  in  the  training  of  factory 
operatives  in  Cookery  was  tried  during  the  winter.  The 
classes  were  warmly  supported  by  the  employers  concerned 
and  the  experiment  has  more  than  justified  itself. 

The  teaching  throughout  has  been  painstaking  and  efficient. 

Bangor.— The  number  of  students  attending  the.  school 
during  the  session  continued  to  he  satisfactory,  lint  the  small- 
ness ol'  the  Preparatory  Course  of  the  previous  year  militated 
against  the  formation  of  a strong  body  of  students  capable  of 
proceeding  to  higher  work. 

Suitable  plans  have  been  prepared  for  a new  building  to 
replace  the  present  one,  which  is  both  unsuitable  and  inade- 
quate for  the  needs  of  the  district.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
building  will  be  completed  without  delay. 

Blackroclc. — The  work  of  the  Technical  School  has  been 
extended  by  a second  successful  session  of  the  Trades  Pre- 
paratory School,  in  which  satisfactory  progress  has  been  made. 

In  the  evening  classes  useful  courses  of  work  have  been 
arranged  and  carried  out ; those  in  the  Preparatory  and  Com- 
mercial subjects  were  well  attended,  and  good  progress  was 
made.  The  attendance  at  the  Science  and  Domestic  Economy 
classes  was  but  small. 

]s  hoped  that  the  development  of  courses  in  Preparatory, 
Commercial,  and  Domestic  Economy  classes  will  receive  at- 
tention, as  being  likely  to  be  of  importance  to  the  district, 

. Bray.  As  in  the  three  previous  sessions,  assistance  was 
given  under  the  scheme  to  the  managers  of  the  Bray  Art 
Furniture  Industry.  Part  of  this  assistance  took  the  form  of 
five  ’Scholarships  or  premiums  to  the  industry  for  five  appren- 
tices.  Three  of  these  apprentices  completed  their  time  by 
the  close  of  the  session,  and  it  is  understood  that  they  are 
now  in  regular  employment ; but  it  is  doubtful  if  this  part  of 
the  scheme  will  be  continued,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  ob- 
taining suitable  boys. 

The  generous  aid  the.  Committee  has  given  to  tins  venture 
for  several  years  past,  with  a view  to  establishing  a permanent 
industry  m the  town , has  retarded  the  work  of  the  other  sec- 
tions of  the  scheme. 

At  the  Technical  School  evening  classes  were  held  in  the 
Preparatory  Course  subjects,  Freehand  and  Model  Drawing, 
^°™11Percla\  subjects,  Building  Construction,  Wood-carving, 
and  Domestic  Economy,  but  these  were  chiefly  of  an  elemen- 
tary character. 

Carrickfertjus. — The  work  of  the  session  compares  favour- 
ably with  that  of  last  year.  Although  it  was  expected  that 
the  numbers  m attendance  would  be  considerably  smaller,  it 
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is  satisfactory  to  state  that  there  was  no  diminution,  while 
the  numbers  of  entries  for  (.'lasses  showed  a substantial  in- 
crease. 

The  efficiency  of  the  instruction  given  was,  in  general,  good 
and  well  suited  to  the  needs  of  the  students. 

The  classrooms  and  equipment  have  been  kept  in  good  order, 
but  the  accommodation  for  Domestic  Classes  is  inadequate. 

Arrangements  are  now  in  progress  for  providing  for  a more 
suitable  building. 

Clonmel. — The  scheme  was  continued  as  in  the  previous 
session,  and  there  was  improved  attendance  in  several  classes 
in  science  and  handicraft  subjects. 

The  Coach-building  class  was  well  attended  by  suitable 
students  from  the  trade,  and  the  course  of  instruction  was 
carried  out  successfully. 

Much  good  is  being  done  by  the  Commercial  Course,  and 
those  engaged  in  business  appreciate  the  value  of  the  methods 
taught. 

Domestic  Economy  subjects  were  taught  under  the  disad- 
vantages of  unsuitable  accommodation,  but  it  is  gratifying  to 
know  that  steps  have  been  taken  to  make  better  provision  for 
these  classes. 

The  day  class  for  apprentices  in  Engineering  and  Building 
Trades  was  well  attended,  and  the  students  were  keenly  in- 
terested in  their  course  of  study.  Employers  are  now  recog- 
nising the  value  of  such  classes  as  a means  of  increasing  the 
knowledge  and  skill  of  their  apprentices. 

The  Art  classes  made  satisfactory  progress,  and  design,  as 
in  previous  years,  was  well  developed. 

Coleraine.- — During  the  session  there  has  been  a consider- 
able increase  in  the  number  of  students.  In  fact,  the  attend- 
ance has  been  larger  than  in  any  previous  year.  It  is  satis- 
factory to  note  that  a good  proportion  of  artisans  have  been 
in  attendance,  and  many  of  these  wisely  began  at  the  Pre- 
paratory Courses. 

The  accommodation  for  the  classes  has  been  much  improved 
by  enlarging  the  Physical  Laboratory  and  the  Kitchen. 

The  efficiency  of  the  instruction  has  been  satisfactory 
throughout. 

Enniscorthy . — The  classes  in  Domestic  Economy  and  Ele- 
mentary Commercial  subjects  were  fairly  successful,  and  the 
class  in  Woodwork,  in  which  the  instruction  was  excellent, 
was  well  attended  by  a good  type  of  pupil.  Recognising  the 
fact  that  the  lack  of  qualified  teachers  and  suitable  accommo- 
dation for  the  classes  has  impeded  the  work  in  the  past,  the 
Committee  have  approached  the  New  Ross  Technical  In- 
struction Committee  with  a view  to  the  joint  employment  of 
teachers,  and  are  making  arrangements  for  the  erection  of  a 
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suitable  building  for  their  (■lasses.  The  consummation  of 
these  designs  should  do  much  to  place  technical  instruction  on 
a satisfactory  basis  in  this  town. 

Galway.— Preparatory  classes  were  organised  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  session , and  were  well  attended ; but  mainly  by 
school  girls.  Of  the  pupils  attending  the  other  classes  at  the 
Institute  only  a few  were  qualified  by  general  education  to 
follow  specialised  courses  under  the  new  regulations.  The 
type  of  pupil  attending  the  Building  Construction  and  Car- 
pentry and  Joinery  classes  continues  satisfactory.  Domestic 
Economy  and  Commercial  classes  were  held  as  in  previous 
years,  but  the  latter  were  not  availed  of  by  the  type  of  pupil 
for  which  they  are.  primarily  intended.  Experimental  Science 
was  well  taught,  and  the  demonstration  lessons  were  suitably 
illustrated  with  interesting  experiments.  The  attendance  at 
the  Art  classes  was  satisfactory,  and  the  teaching  was  sound 
and  careful. 

_ Holywood. — The  scheme  was  continued  on  much  the  same 
lines  as  in  the  previous  session,  and  the  efforts  made  to  induce 
students  to  take  systematic  courses  of  subjects  have  met  with 
considerable  success. 

The  number  of  students  shows  an  increase  compared  with 
last  year,  chiefly  owing  to  the  greater  interest  taken  in  the 
Domestic  classes,  which  in  some  cases  were  so  large  that  it 
w'as  necessary  to  divide  them. 

Kingstown. — The  new  Technical  School  was  opened  at  the 
beginning  of  the  session,  and  the  accommodation  provided  has 
been  severely  taxed  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  large  number  of 
students  who  entered  for  different  courses.  Courses  of  study 
are  being  steadily  developed  suitable  to  the  needs  of  students. 

An  extension  of  the  work  in  Horticulture  has  been  made 
on  useful  lines.  The  services  of  an  expert  instructor,  supplied 
by  the  Department,  have  been  utilised  jointly  for  technical 
school  work  and  day  school  classes  in  the  neighbourhood. 

The  scheme  has  been  organised  and  conducted  throughout 
the  session  with  care  and  ability,  and  the  keen  interest  shown 
by  the  Committee  in  visiting  the  school  and  reporting  on  class 
attendance  and  accommodation  has  conduced  to  the  efficient 
working  of  the  school. 

Larne. — During  the  session  the  number  of  students  in- 
creased considerably,  and  courses  of  correlated  subjects  have 
been  very  generally  taken.  The  attendance,  except  in  the 
Building  Trades  classes,  was  well  maintained  throughout. 
The  instruction  has  been  generally  efficient. 

The  accommodation  for  the  classes  continues  to  be  unsatis- 
factory, but  measures  are  being  taken  to  erect  a suitable 
school.  It  is  hoped  that  these  will  be  completed  at  an  early 
date. 
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Lurgan;  Municipal  Scheme. — The  numbers  in  attendance 
at  the  school  remained  practically  the  same  as  last  year.  The 
regularity  of  attendance  was  good  throughout,  and  in  some 
classes  very  good. 

The  Science  and  Building  Trades  classes,  while  small,  did 
good  work,  and  students  of  a suitable  type  attended  them. 

A very  flourishing  Textile  Department  is  growing  up,  the 
successes  achieved  in  the  City  and  Guilds  examinations  last 
year  proving  a valuable  stimulus  to  the  classes.  Still  greater 
successes  have  been  obtained  during  the  past  session. 

The  other  classes  throughout  the  school  have  been  satis- 
factorily taught. 

The  class-rooms  and  equipment  have  been  maintained  in 
good  order. 

Lurgan;  Convent  Scheme. — There  has  been  a considerable 
diminution  in  the  number  of  students  attending.  This  was 
particularly  noticeable  in  the  Cookery  class ; but  the  attend- 
ance continued  satisfactory  in  point  of  regularity.  Satisfac- 
tory progress  has  been  made  in  the  Preparatory,  Commercial, 
and  Art  classes. 

New  Rosa. — The  Committee,  here  also  are  taking  steps  to 
provide  a new  building.  The  classes  met  this  session,  as 
hitherto,  in  two  separate  buildings,  neither  of  which  provided 
suitable  accommodation.  This  employment  of  two  buildings, 
besides  being  costly,  renders  the  supervision  and  organisation 
of  the  classes  very  difficult. 

The  classes  in  Cookery  were,  very  successful,  and  those  in 
Elementary  Art  and  Commercial  subjects  were  satisfactorily 
attended. 

Newry. — The  school  continues  to  provide  instruction  for  a 
satisfactory  number  of  students,  and  these  have  been  well 
classified.  The  proportion  taking  advanced  work,  however, 
remains  small. 

The  teaching  has  been  generally  efficient,  and  in  the  case  of 
Art  and  Domestic  Economy  it  has  been  very  good. 

Glasses  were  formed  for  higher  Commercial  subjects,  and 
a special  teacher  was  appointed  to  give  instruction  in  these, 
but  the  resulting  attendance  was  disappointing. 

Science  classes  for  the  training  of  teachers  were  organised 
for  the  first  time,  but  did  not  begin  work  till  very  late  in  the 
session. 

N ewtownards . — During  the  session  the  numbers  in  attend- 
ance showed  little  alteration  from  those  of  last  session.  The 
number  of  class  entries  was,  however,  small  in  comparison 
with  the  number  of  students,  indicating  that  organised  courses 
have  not  generally  been  taken.  The  attendance  throughout 
has  been  satisfactory  in  point  of  regularity.

the  Preparatory  Science  class  was  very  disappointing. 

A successful  effort  has  been  made  to  co-operate  with  Lurgan 
technical  School  by  sending  a number  of  students  to  that 
institution  tor  instruction  in  Textile  subjects. 

Rathmines  and  Rath-gar . — The  School  of  Commerce  has 
continued  to  provide  excellent  instruction  in  higher  commer- 
cial subjects  and  has  completed  a very  useful  session’s  work. 

mstruction  has  been  well  organised,  and  an  excellent 
stall  ot  teachers  has  been  employed. 

?Peclal  Courses  for  Accountants,  Bankers,  Insurance, 
^ ?,ffioials  have  been  wel1  supported,  and  the  de- 
velopment of  these  special  lines  of  work  is  a distinctly  credit- 
or e achievement,  the  importance  of  which  cannot  be  too 
p empbasised  as  a forward  step  in  technical  instruction. 
I*  ' lses  been  secured  for  the  teaching  of  Domestic 
Economy,  and  a beginning  will  be  made  in  the  Session  1908-9 
instruction  m the  permanent  centre  in  Rathmines  and 
at  temporary  centres  in  outlying  districts. 

5Ki/o.— -At  the  opening  of  the  session  all  the  classes  were 
oved  to  the  Quay-street  premises,  where  satisfactory  ac- 
commodation is  now  provided.  A Day  Trades  Preparatory 
C a°j.  Tf 8 °Pene<^’  a temporary  laboratory  was  equipped,  and 
an  Art  Master  was  added  to  the  staff.  The  usual  classes  in 
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Preparatory  Course,  Domestic  Economy,  Building  Trade, 
Art,  and  Commercial  subjects  were  continued,  and  special 
courses  of  Decorating,  and  Carpentry  and  Joinery  were  pro- 
vided. Except  in  tlic  latter  course,  in  which  the  attendance 
was  poor,  satisfactory  results  were  achieved.  An  organised 
effort  should,  however,  be  made  to  induce  the  young  artisans 
of  the  town  to  attend  instruction  in  Drawing  throughout  the 
session  and  thus  fit  themselves  to  derive  the.  maximum  advan- 
tage from  special  courses  by  experts. 


Tipperary  ( Urban  and  Rural  Districts). — The  Special 
Courses  were  similar  to  those  of  the  preceding  year. 

There  was  also  introduced  a Preparatory  Course  under  the 
conditions  of  the  Revised  Regulations  for  Technical  Schools. 
Its  object  was  to  give  a preliminary  year’s  training  to  back- 
ward students  before  they  enter  upon  the  Special  Courses  per- 
taining to  their  vocations. 

The  Spiecial  Courses  made  provision  for  Commercial  stu- 
dents and  those  of  the  Building  and  other  trades. 

Attendance  at  the  Commercial  classes  was  very  satisfactory, 
and  the  majority  of  the  students  made  very  good  progress. 

The  efficiency  of  the  instruction  in  the  Wood-working  sec- 
tion was  shown  in  the  high  standard  of  the  students’  work, 
but  the  number  of  students  attending  the  course  was  com- 
paratively small. 

Tralee. — The  scheme  was  similar  to  that  of  last  year,  and 
although  the  average  attendance  was  lower,  the  students  were, 
perhaps,  generally  of  a better  type  and  more  fitted  to  benefit 
by  the  instruction  given. 

The  most  marked  development  in  the  work  of  the  school 
was  the  steady  growth  during  the  last  three  years  of  the 
classes  in  Building  and  Engineering  subjects.  The  instruc- 
tion in  these  subjects  was  of  a thoroughly  sound  and  pains- 
taking nature.  The  students  were  keenly  interested,  and 
many  of  them  made  very  good  progress. 

Those  pupils  who  attended  the  course  of  training  in  Wood- 
work showed  a satisfactory  degree  of  proficiency,  and  several 
of  the  more  advanced  students  produced  excellent:  work. 

The  Committee  are  fully  aware  of  the  urgent  need  for  a 
new  Technical  School,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  steps  they  are 
now  taking  will  be  the  means  of  providing  this  important  in- 
dustrial centre  with  a building  suitable  in  every  respect  for 
the  technical  training  of  the  youth  of  the  town  and  district. 

Warrenpoint. — -While  the  efficiency  of  the  instruction  was 
well  maintained,  the  attendance  showed  but  slight  improve- 
ment on  that  of  last  session. 

Two  new  subjects,  Business  Methods  and  Dressmaking, 
were  successfully  .added  to  the  curriculum. 

. Wexford. — A Preparatory  Course  and  Specialised  Courses 
in  Art,  Commercial,  Engineering,  and  Building  Trades  sub- 
jects were  carried  on  throughout  the  session. 
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In  flic  Art  and  Commercial  classes  u good  attendance  was 
maintained,  but  the  classes  in  nearly  all  the  other  subjects 
were  small.  _ The  class  in  Woodwork  grows  in  popularity  ses- 
sion by  session.  Cookery  was  the  only  Domestic  Economy 
subject  which  found  a place  in  the  time-table.

Thread  Work  and  Sprigging  at  Cam- 
lough.  At  the  former  two  large  classes  were  enrolled,  one 
mainly  attended  by  farmers’  daughters  and  the  other  by  fac- 
tory operatives.  A good  room  was  secured,  the  instruction 
was  sound,  and  much  useful  work  was  done. 

An  eight  weeks’  course  in  Sprigging  and  Drawn  Thread 
Work  was  held  at  Carnlough,  the  cost  of  the  classes  being 
partially  borne  by  the  Committee.  Much  local  interest  was 
shown,  and  satisfactory  progress  was  made  in  Drawn  Thread 
Work. 

Manual  Instruction  Courses  were  held  at  four  centres.  All 
the  classes  for  men  were  well  filled.  The  teaching  was  en- 
thusiastic, and  good  work  was  done. 

Six  courses  of  Cookery  and  Laundry  Work  were.  held.  The 
teaching  was  keen  and  thorough.  The  students  generally 
were  of  a good  type,  and  greater  interest  was  taken  in  Laundry 
work  than  in  previous  sessions. 

Local  Committees  continue  to  take  a helpful  interest  in  the 
work  at  the  various  centres,  but  there  is  still  a difficulty  in 
securing  suitable  accommodation  for  the  classes. 

The  scheme,  as  at  present  arranged,  is  quite  inadequate  for 
the  needs  of  the  county. 

County  Armagh. — During  the  session  a small  scheme  of 
Technical  Instruction  was  put  into  operation  for  the  first  time. 

A Domestic  Economy  Instructress  was  appointed,  who  has 
successfully  conducted  classes  in  Cookery  and  Laundry-work 
at  six  centres. 

The  teaching  was  enthusiastic  and  thorough,  and,  without 
exception,  all  the  classes  were  well  attended. 

Eairly  suitable  rooms  were  secured  for  the  classes. 

The  success  of  the  classes  has  decided  the  Committee  to 
extend  the  scheme  so  as  to  include  Manual  Instruction  during 
the  coming  session. 

County  Carlow. — Good  progress  continues  to  be  made  in 
extending  the  benefits  of  the  scheme  to  the  rural  districts  of 
the  county  by  means  of  Itinerant  Instructors  and  by  Scholar- 
ship schemes  for  boys  and  girls. 

In  the  Urban  centre  the  subjects  taught  were  High-class 
Cookery,  Home-sewing,  Manual  Instruction,  English,  Arith- 
metic, and  Shorthand.  The  classes  were,  on  the  whole, 
moderately  successful. 
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County  Cavan.  --Sound  work  lias  been  done  during  the  ses- 
sion, and  the  classes  held  have  been  well  attended. 

Courses  in  Manual  Instruction  have  been  held  at  six  centres. 
The  farmers  and  labourers,  who  formed  the  majority  of  the 
students,  evinced  a keen  interest  in  the  work  and  learned  to 
make  many  useful  articles. 

Instruction  in  Cookery,  Laundry- work,  Dressmaking,  and 
Needlework  has  been  given  at  ten  centres.  The  Cookery  les- 
sons have  been  popular  throughout,  and  the  teaching  has 
generally  been  well  suited  to  the  needs  of  the  several  localities. 

Instruction  in  Lace-making  has  been  continued  at  four  of 
last  year’s  classes,  and  a new  class  has  been  opened  at 
Cranaghan.  The  industry  is  now  well  established  at  Bally- 
jamesdufl  and  Belturbet,  the  output  being  of  good  quality  arid 
the  business  management  sound. 

County  Clare. — Extended  courses  of  Manual  Instruction 
were  given  at  Ennis,  Tulla,  Cranny,  and  Tullabrack  with 
highly  satisfactory  results.  At  Ennis  the  attendance  was 
more  regular  and  the  pupils  were  of  a better  type  than  for- 
merly, but  the  accommodation  available  was  indifferent  and 
inconvenient. 

Instruction  in  Domestic  Economy  subjects  was  given  at 
fourteen  centres.  The  classes  were  well  attended  by  the 
daughters  of  farmers,  and  the.  instruction  was  suited  to  the 
home  life  of  the  pupils. 

The  interest  in  the  Home-sowing  classes  at  Kilrusli  Mercy 
Convent  was  well  maintained,  and  the.  type  and  quality  of  the 
work  done  was  excellent.  The  pupils  attending  these  classes 
received  instruction  in  Cookery  and  House  Management  ad- 
mirably calculated  to  materially  improve  the  standard  of  com- 
fort in  their  homes. 

County  Cork. — -The  session’s  work  was  marked  by  continued 
general  progress,  and  at  the  permanent  centres  there  was  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  students,  while  many  who  attended 
during  previous  sessions  returned  for  more  advanced  studies. 

An  unavoidable  difficulty  in  connection  with  instruction  in 
Building  Trades  subjects  is  the  irregularity  in  attendance,  due 
to  students  being  employed  occasionally  at  too  great  a distance 
from  the  class  centres  to  enable  them  to  attend  regularly.  It 
is  not  uncommon,  however,  to  find  that  students  come  from  a 
distance  of  several  miles  to  receive  instruction,  and,  quite 
apart  from  the  general  advantage  to  be  derived,  there  is  no 
doubt  that  many  have  improved  their  positions  thereby,  and 
several  good  posts  have  been  secured  by  students,  owing  to  the 
knowledge  and  skill  acquired  at  various  courses,  throughout 
the  county. 

The  itinerant  courses  in  Manual  Instruction  and  Building 
trades  subjects  were  continued  in  a satisfactory  manner,  and 
progress  was  made  by  a number  of  students. 

Glasses  in  Domestic  Economy  subjects  were  well  attended, 
and  much  useful  work  was  accomplished,  especially  in  Cookery 
and  Needlework, 
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A new  feature  of  the  scheme  was  the  introduction  of  Pre- 
paratory Courses  under  the  Revised  Regulations. 

Good  progress  was  made  in  most  of  the  Art  classes,  and 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  much  of  the  instruction  was 
necessarily  ol’  an  elementary  nature  owing  to  the  inadequate 
previous  training  of  the  majority  of  the  students,  yet  a serious 
attempt  was  made  at  design  as  applied  in  the  workshop,  and 
some  very  good  examples  of  clay-modelling  and  wood-carving 
were  to  be  found  in  various  classes  throughout  the  county. 

Attendance  was  again  very  satisfactory  at  the  Commercial 
classes  conducted  by  the  Committee’s  Instructor,  and  instruc- 
tion was  highly  efficient.  The  students  were  mostly  of  the 
right  type,  being  young  men  and  women  engaged  in  business. 
It  was  impossible  to  supply  instruction  to  all  the  centres  de- 
manding it,  but  the  provision  of  a second  specially  trained 
instructor  for  the  session,  1908-9,  will  tend  to  satisfy  the  most 
important  business  centres. 

The  day  class  for  apprentices  in  tlic  Building  Trades  at 
Fermoy  -was  regularly  attended,  and  very  fair  work  was  done 
by  the  students. 

The  Engineering  classes  at  Passage  West  and  Bingaskiddy 
continued  to  be  taught  satisfactorily. 

Progress  at  the  Queenstown  Technical  School  was  of  a 
highly  satisfactory  nature,  but  it  -was  difficult  for  the  small 
staff  to  make  the  best  provision  for  all  the  subjects,  especially 
in  advanced  stages,  required  by  engineering  students.  The 
development  of  this  school  is  very  praiseworthy,  and  the  per- 
manent staff  have  spared  no  pains  to  make  the  instruction  as 
efficient  as  possible.  The  Day  Trades  Preparatory  School  at 
Queenstown  also  continued  to  make  very  satisfactory  pro- 
gress. This  school  is  ably  fulfilling  its  function  of  preparing 
boys  for  suitable  occupations,  and  many  of  them  have  been 
successful  in  securing  good  posts  after  one  or  two  years’  train- 
ing. It  is  also  noteworthy  that  when  pupils  of  this  school 
continue  their  studies  afterwards  in  evening  classes  at  the 
Technical  School  they  prove  themselves  most  capable  students. 

Instruction  at  the  Residential  'School  of  Domestic  Training 
at  Dunmanway  continued  to  be  satisfactory,  and  the  students 
received  a sound  training  in  household  subjects  and  in  Garden- 
ing. 

Industrial  classes  for  the  instruction  of  girls  in  Crochet, 
Lace,  and  Needlework  were  held  at  four  permanent  and  seven 
occasional  centres,  and  the  skill  acquired  was  useful  in  foster- 
ing cottage  industries  in  various  parts  of  the  county. 

Many  of  the  Committee’s  classes  were  visited  by  members 
of  local  committees,  who  thereby  showed  their  interest  in  the 
work  and  encouraged  the  students  to  continued  effort. 

County  Donegal. — The  scheme  has  continued  to  work  suc- 
cessfully during  the  past  session. 

Courses  in  Manual  Instruction  have  been  given  at  five 
centres,  and  except  at  Lifford,  two  classes  were  held  at  each, 
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the  afternoon  classes  for  boys  being  very  successful.  The.  in- 
struction throughout  has  been  efficient  and  well  suited  to  the 
needs  of  the  district,  while  the  students  have  been  of  a very 
suitable  type. 

Dressmaking  has  been  taught  at  four  centres,  all  situated  in 
Inishowen.  The  classes  have  been  well  attended,  and  the 
teaching  energetic  and  thorough. 

Cookery  and  Laundry-work  have  been  taught  at  eight- 
centres.  The  courses  followed  have,  been  well  suited  to  the 
needs  of  the  various  localities,  and  satisfactory  numbers  of 
suitable  students  have  attended. 

Crochet  has  been  taught  at  six  centres.  The  industry  at 
Bundoran  has  been  well  managed,  and  is  in  a position  to  'sup- 
port itself.  At  Ballybofey,  Htranorlar,  and  Letterkenny  the 
receipts  arc  steadily  increasing.  At  Ealcarragh  steady  pro- 
gress continues  to  be  made,  and  the  workers  now  bleach  and 
finish  their  own  work. 

Sprigging  classes  have  been  held  at  five  centres,  three  of 
these  being  in  the  Lifford  district.  At  Drumbologue  and 
Rashedog  the  receipts  are  increasing  and  the.  progress  satis- 
factory. 

Throughout  the  county  local  committees  have  taken  a help- 
ful interest  in  the  work,  lmt  some  of  the  class-rooms  were  not 
as  suitable  as  could  be  desired. 

County  Down. — The  scheme  provided  for  courses  of  Mahual 
Instruction,  Domestic  Economy,  and  Sprigging,  as  in  the  pre- 
vious session,  but  the  want  of  success  which  attended  the 
Sprigging  classes  brought  about  their  discontinuance  early  in 
the  session. 

Large  classes  were  formed  at  each  of  the  seven  centres, 
where  Woodwork  was  taught,  and  much  useful  work  was  car- 
ried out  by  the  students,  the  work  done  by  the  boys’  class  at 
Moira  being  particularly  good.  The  teaching  has  been 
throughout  efficient  and  enthusiastic. 

Of  the  six  courses  given  in  Domestic  Economy,  four  were 
taught  by  a temporary  instructress.  The  instruction  was  of 
a promising  character,  and  the  work  neatly  carried  out. 

The  equipment  has  been  kept  in  good  order,  local  com- 
mittees have  taken  a keen  interest  in  the  work,  and,  as  a rule, 
suitable  rooms  have  been  secured. 

It  has  been  decided  to  considerably  increase  the  operations 
of  the  scheme  during  the  coming  session,  a decision  which  is 
well  justified  by  the  success  of  the.  classes. 

County  Dublin. — Domestic  Economy  courses  have  been 
conducted  in  different  centres  throughout  the  county  by  two 
instructresses,  who  have  accomplished  useful  work. 

The  only  instruction  in  Woodwoi'k  in  the  county  was  given 
at  Lusk,  but  the  accommodation  was  unsuitable,  and  the  class 
small,  and  has  since  ceased  to  exist. 
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Scholarships  for  training  domestic  servants  have  been  held 
at  St.  Kevin’s  Park,  Ivilmacud,  and  at  the  Domestic  Training 
Institute,  Charlemont-street,  Dublin. 

Instruction  in  Lace-making  has  been  continued  at  Howth. 

County  Fermanagh. — The.  scheme  again  comprised  a Tech- 
nical School  at  Enniskillen,  Itinerant  Classes  in  Woodwork 
and  Domestic  Economy,  and  instruction  in  Lace  and  Sprig- 
ging at  permanent  centres. 

The  work  of  the  Technical  School  has  met  with  but 
moderate  success  owing  to  defective  organisation.  It  is,  how- 
ever, satisfactory  to  note  that  arrangements  arc  being  made 
for  the  appointment  of  a Principal  who  will  devote  himself 
to  the  work  of  organisation.  The  rooms,  while  large  and 
well  lighted,  have  not  always  been  kept  in  good  order,  and 
the  heating  has  at  times  been  inadequate.  A special  building 
for  use  as  a Technical  School  should  be  provided  at  the  earliest 
opportunity.  The  instruction  has  been,  on  the  whole, 
efficient  and  well  imparted,  that  in  Commercial  subjects  being 
especially  good.  In  connection  with  the  Technical  School, 
day  classes  for  Lace  Teachers,  in  Book-keeping,  Business 
Methods,  and  Design  were  organised.  The  training  given  in 
Commercial  Methods  was  of  an  extremely  useful  and  valuable 
character,  and  has  improved  the  business  conduct  of  the  home 
industries  in  connection  with  the  scheme.  It  has  been  de- 
cided to  develop  this  most  necessary  work  in  the  coming  ses- 
sion by  establishing  a school  for  the  training  of  skilled  workers 
as  teachers. 

Six  courses  of  Manual  Instruction  have  been  given  in  rural 
districts,  and  there  is  no  sign  of  diminishing  interest.  The 
teaching  has  been  keen  and  thorough,  and  not  only  have  many 
useful  articles  been  made  in  the  classes  for  adults,  but  the 
methods  of  manufacture  have  been  well  taught. 

Four  courses  of  Domestic  Economy  have  been  given.  The 
teaching  has  been  systematic  and  carefully  considered,  but 
there  has  been  a regrettable  falling  off  towards  the  end  of  the 
courses,  and  the  classes  have  been  too  largely  composed  of 
young  children. 

The  efforts  made  to  place  the  Lace  classes,  which  have  been 
held  at  twelve  centres,  on  a sounder  commercial  basis  are  be- 
ginning to  prove  successful,  and  already  small  funds  have 
been  accumulated  for  paying  ready  cash  to  the  workers.  The 
classes  at  Brookeboro’,  Coonian,  Derrylin,  Enniskillen,  Letter- 
breen,  and  Moan’s  Cross  have  kept  up  well  despite  the.  de- 
pression in  trade,  while  those  at  Belcoo  and  Kinawley  have 
made  a good  beginning.  At  these  centres  the  teaching  has 
been  sound  and  careful,  greater  attention  has  been  paid  to 
Design,  and  much  of  the  work  is  excellent  in  technique. 

In  Sprigging  the  importance  of  cleanliness  and  of  continued 
instruction  lias  not  always  been  appreciated,  many  of  the 
workers  coming  to  the  classes  solely  for  the  purpose  of  return- 
ing finished  work  and  obtaining  material.  The  work  thus 
carried  out  without  supervision  has  not  been  as  well  executed 
as  is  desirable.  . 
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County  Galway. — The  scheme  was  continued  on  the  same 
lines  as  last  year,  and  itinerant  instruction  was  extended  to 
remoter  districts.  Improvement  was  effected  in  the  teaching 
of  Manual  Instruction,  and  the  subject  is  gaining  in  popu- 
larity. Cookery,  Laundry-work,  and  House  Management 
were  taught  at  twenty-one  centres ; the  attendance  at  the 
classes  was,  on  the  whole,  good,  the  instruction  was  sound 
and  useful,  and  the  pupils  derived  much  benefit  from  the 
courses.  The  teacher  of  Hygiene  gave  lessons  at  nine  centres, 
and,  frequently,  in  the  homes  of  the  pupils,  gave  valuable  in- 
struction on  the  prevention  of  consumption  and  the  care  of  the 
sick. 

Crochet  classes  wore  continued  at  (Jlarenbridgc,  Loughrea, 
Kuockbane,  and  Tullokyno ; but  at  Ballygar,  when  the  pupils 
had  just  become  wage  earners  and  before  the  industry  was 
established  on  a firm  basis,  the  class  was  closed. 

Thirty- two  boys  held  Scholarships  at  Secondary  Schools, 
and  the  majority  of  them  made  good  progress.  A sum  of  .-£200 
was  set  aside  to  provide  Scholarships  for  boys  desirous  of  learn- 
ing the  granite  and  marble  working  trade,  and  selected  boys 
were  admitted  as  probationary  scholars  at  Galway,  but  owing 
to  difficulties  raised  by  Trade  Organisation  none  of  them  were 
apprenticed. 

In  addition  to  classes  in  Domestic  Economy,  Drawing, 
Manual  Training,  Wood-carving,  Shorthand,  and  Typewrit- 
ing, Preparatory  Course  classes  in  English  and  Mathematics 
were  opened  at  the  Ballinasloc  Technical  School.  The  in- 
struction in  the  Preparatory  Course  classes  was  sound  and 
conscientious,  and  the  work  done  in  the  Manual  Training  and 
Wood-carving  classes  was  generally  satisfactory.  The  at- 
tendance at  the  school,  however,  can  scarcely  be  regarded  as 
satisfactory. 

County  Kerry. — The  scheme  was  continued  as  in  the  pre- 
vious year,  and  the  good  attendance  at  many  of  the  classes 
throughout  the  county,  as  'well  as  the  satisfactory  progress 
made  by  the  students,  show  that  there  is  still  a good  demand 
for,  and  appreciation  of,  the  instruction  provided. 

The  support  given  to  the  Domestic  Economy  classes  was 
highly  satisfactory,  and,  were  suitable  accommodation  always 
provided,  little  would  be  left  to  add  to  the  value  of  the  training 
to  be  derived.  Occasionally  there  were  small  classes.,  due  to 
various  loeal_  circumstances,  but  some  were  undoubtedly  duo 
to  the  _ repetition  of  the  course  within  a few  months  of  the 
preceding  course  at  the  same  place. 

— .®’00^  progress  was  made  in  Woodworking  subjects  at  the 
iullarney  and  Listowel  Technical  Schools,  and  it  was  satis- 
tactory  to  find  advanced  students  returning  for  further  study. 

The  Itinerant  Courses  in  Manual  Instruction  were  fairly 
veil  attended.  Instruction  continued  to  be  sound  in  the. 
south-eastern  group  of  classes,  and  it  was  gratifying  to  find  a 
decided  improvement  in  the  north-western  division. 
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The  industrial  classes  for  girls  made  good  progress  at  Cahir- 
civeen  Presentation  Convent,  and  an  attempt  was  made  here 
to  develop  Crochet,  which  is  an  important  local  cottage  in- 
dustry. 

County  Kildare. — The  event  of  the  session  was  the  opening 
of  a new  Technical  School  in  Athy  admirably  suited  to  the 
needs  of  the  town.  In  the  Naas  Technical  School  a satisfac- 
tory system  of  heating  was  installed  and  some  structural  im- 
provements carried  out,  whereby  a permanent  class-room  for 
the  teaching  of  Domestic  Economy  subjects  was  provided. 

In  Naas  a Specialised  Course  in  Commercial  subjects  was 
carried  on,  and  in  Athy  similar  courses  in  Building  Trades, 
Commercial,  and  Domestic  Economy  subjects.  The  classes 
were  not  large,  but  the  attendance  was  regular  in  both  towns. 

Short  courses  of  instruction  ware  given  in  sixteen  rural 
centres,  a large  proportion  of  which  had  not  previously  been 
visited  by  teachers  working  under  the  scheme. 

The  grant  made  in  previous  years  towards  the  salary  of  a 
teacher  of  Crochet-work  at  Maynootli  was  continued  through- 
out the  session.  By  careful  supervision  and  good  manage- 
ment the  Local  Committee  have  gone  far  towards  establishing 
a permanent  home  industry  in  this  centre. 

County  Kilkenny. — In  the  "Urban  district  some  progress  was 
made  in  organising  Specialised  Courses  of  instruction  in  Art, 
Commercial,  Building  Trades,  Engineering,  and  Domestic 
Economy  subjects,  but  the  number  of  students  who  satisfac- 
torily followed  such  courses  was  not  large. 

Tiie  Day  Trades  Preparatory  School  continues  to  develop 
satisfactorily,  and  while  the  number  of  pupils  in  attendance 
has  not  been  large  in  the  past,  it  is  evident  that  the  accommo- 
dation will  not  be  sufficient  for  all  the  qualified  candidates  for 
admission  in  the.  near  future. 

The  work  of  establishing  a small  Technical  School  in  Castle- 
comer  is  one  of  no  small  difficulty,  but  reasonable  success  at- 
tended the  efforts  made  this  session  to  set  it  going  on  right 
lines. 

The  operations  of  the  scheme  in  the  rural  districts  were 
well  organised.  The  persistent  efforts  made  to  secure  accom- 
modation for  classes  in  new  districts  were  attended  with  con- 
siderable success.  Short  courses  in  Woodwork  were  given  in 
six  temporary  centres,  and  in  Domestic  Economy  subjects  in 
fifteen  such  centres. 

King’s  County. — The  work  of  the  scheme  was  extended 
during  the  session  by  the  introduction  of  Commercial  Instruc- 
tion in  Birr,  Tullamore,  Clara,  and  Banaghei'j  the  services  of 
a specially  qualified  Commercial  teacher  having  been  given. by 
the  Department.  Otherwise,  the  lines  of  work  were  similar 
to  those  of  previous  sessions,  and  included  Manual  Instruc- 
tion and  Domestic  Economy  in  rural  districts,  with  classes  m 
Building  Trades,  Art,  and  Domestic  subjects  at  the  schools  in 
Birr  and  Tullamore. 
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The  Commercial  Instruction  has  been  well  taken  up,  and 
the  results  show  that  a number  of  students  were  anxious  for 
this  type  of  instruction  ; with  a more  thorough  understanding 
of  its  aims  very  successful  courses  should  be  possible.  The 
courses  included  Book-keeping,  Business  Methods,  and  Com- 
mercial Geography,  and  were  designed  as  far  as  possible  to 
meet  local  requirements. 

Very  good  results  were  secured  in  the  itinerant  Manual  In- 
struction courses,  attendance  was  well  maintained,  and  the 
pupils  showed  great  interest  in  the  classes. 

County  Leitrim. — Long  courses  of  Woodwork  and  Drawing 
have  been  given  at  five  centres,  and,  except  at  Drumshambo, 
where  highly  successful  classes  were  held  in  a previous  ses- 
sion, local  interest  continues  keen,  and  excellent  results  have 
been  achieved. 

The  organisation  of  the  Domestic  Economy  courses  left 
much  to  be  desired,  but  the  teaching  was  satisfactory  and  the 
instruction  was  suited  to  the  needs  of  the  pupils. 

The  class  in  Crochet-making  established  at  Manorhamilton 
continues  to  afford  remunerative  employment  to  the  workers, 
but  the  number  of  learners  has  diminished.  It  is  to  be  re- 
gretted thait  the  class  in  Glenfarne,  in  which  excellent  pro- 
gress had  been  made,  was  not  resumed  this  session. 

County  Limerick. — The  scheme  was  very  much  reduced  by 
the  withdrawal  of  all  Manual  Instruction,  and  by  continuing 
instruction  in  Domestic  Economy  subjects  with  two  instead  of 
three  instructresses,  as  formerly.  During  the  session,  how- 
ever, the  Committee  appointed  a third  instructress. 

The  discontinuance  of  instruction  in  Woodwork  is  unfortu- 
nate, as  the  young  men  of  the  county  are  handicapped  by 
being  debarred  from  the  vciry  useful  instruction  that  prevails 
throughout  the  rest  of  the  province. 

Instruction  in  Domestic  Economy  subjects  was  efficiently 
carried  out,  and  in  the  majority  of  centres  every  encourage- 
ment -was  given  by  members  of  Committees  and  others  in- 
terested in  the  courses.  Good  classes  and  regular  attend- 
ance were  secured,  and  the  students  made  satisfactory  pro- 
gress. In  a few  centres  the  accommodation  was  inadequate  for 
practical  work,  and  the  condition  of  some  of  the  rooms  selected 
rendered  almost  impossible  a proper  training  in  those  habits 
of  order  and  neatness  which  are  essential  to  all  branches  of 
household  work. 

The  industrial  classes  at  the  Convents  of  Abbeyfeale  and 
Newcastle  West  continued  to  make  satisfactory  progress,  and 
instruction  in  Crochet  was  added  to  the  subjects  taught  at 
-Newcastle  West.  _ The  training  at  the  latter  centre  has  been 
the  means  of  equipping  girls  for  entering  upon  remunerative 
woiic  m various  situations,  and  at  Abbeyfeale  the  instruction 
is  valued  as  a means  of  training  for  domestic  service. 

County  Longford.— Classes  in  Building  Trades  subjects  were 
opened  at  Longford  in  the  beginning  of  the  session,  but  -the 
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attendance  did  not  justify  their  continuance.  Good  progress 
was,  however,  made  at  courses  in  Woodwork  and  Drawing 
held  at  Drumlish,  Granard,  Longford,  and  Anglin acliffe.  B 

Instruction  in  Domestic  Economy  subjects  was  given  at 
eight  centres ; improvement  was  effected  in  the  teaching,  and 
the  attendance  at  the  classes  increased. 

Classes  m Crochet  at  Granard  and  classes  m Hosiery  and 
Crochet  at  Longford  were  aided  by  capitation  grants  paid  to 
the  managers. 

Eleven  boys  held  Scholarships  tenable  at  Secondary  Schools  • 
five  of  these  Scholarships  were  renewed  for  another  session! 

County  Louth.— The  scheme  has  again  included  itinerant 
instruction  in  Domestic  Economy,  Technical  Schools  at 
Drogheda  and  Dundalk,  and  Lace-making  classes  at  Drogheda 
and  Philipstown. 

. Excellent  itinerant  courses  of  Domestic  Economy  have  been 
given  in  the  county,  and  very  satisfactory  results  have  been 
obtained. 

The  Technical  Schools  at  Drogheda  and  Dundalk  have  re- 
ceived only  fair  support  from  students,  and  a movement  has 
been  made  to  separate  Drogheda,  from  the  joint  scheme,  and 
to  employ  a separate  staff  of  teachers.  In  Drogheda  the  at- 
tendances have  been  satisfactory  in  Domestic  Economy,  Art, 
and  Commercial  subjects ; the  interest  in  the  other  classes  has 
been  small.  In  Dundalk,  improvement  has  been  made  in  the 
Carpentry  Workshop.  The  classes  which  have  been  con- 
ducted are  similar  to  those  of  the  previous  session,  but  the 
school  has  not  yet  been  fully  taken  advantage  of  bv  the  in- 
habitants of  Dundalk. 

Satisfactory  progress  has  been  made,  generally,  in  the  Lace 
masses  at  Drogheda  and  Philipstown,  which  were  conducted 
by  a county  lace  teacher. 

County  Mayo. — Instruction  in  Manual  Work  and  Drawing 
was  given,  at  four  centres.  The  attendance  at  the  classes  was 
not  as  satisfactory  as  in  previous  years,  but  the  pupils  were  of 
a-  desirable  type,  and  made  good  progress. 

Classes  in  Domestic  Economy  were  held  at  ten  centres. 
The  teaching  was  efficient,  and  the  attendance  was,  on  the 
whole,  well  maintained. 

The  classes  in  Crochet  at  Newport  and  Westport  are  satis- 
factorily managed,  and  the  number  of  learners  at  Newport  is 
increasing.  A county  teacher  of  Crochet  was  appointed  to 
Cushlough,  and  there  is  reason  to  hope  that  if  local  co-opera- 
tion is  forthcoming  the  foundation  of  an  industry  will  be  laid 
at  this  centre. 

Twenty-one  boys  held  Scholarships  tenable  at  Secondary 
Schools  and  derived  much  benefit  from  the  training  received. 
Eifteen  of  these  Scholarships  were  renewed  for  another  ses- 
sion. 

County  Meath. — The  operations  of  the  scheme  in  the  county 
have  been  extended  by  the  inclusion  of  Navan  as  a contribu- 
tory to  the  joint  scheme  already  in  operation.  The  county 
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work,  as  formerly , comprised  classes  in  Manual  Instruction 
and  Domestic  Economy  at  various  itinerant  centres,  and  Lace 
classes  in  three  different  centres  have  commenced  operations 
under  the  regulations  of  the  Committee.  In  Navan  premises 
have  been  secured  and  equipped  for  a Technical  School. 

Throughout  the  county  the  classes  have  been  well  organised 
and  successfully  taught ; there  has  been  no  falling  off  in  the 
interest  displayed  in  both  Manual  Instruction  and  Domestic 
Economy  classes,  and  in  the  evident  desire  for  this  instruc- 
tion. 

The  Lace  classes  in  Kells,  Navan,  and  Summerhill,  which 
were  under  qualified  teachers,  have  brought  into  definite 
groups  workers  who  were  previously  employed  in  Lace- 
making,  and  beginners.  The  classes,'  with  the  exception  of 
Summerhill,  have  made  decided  progress.  In  Navan  the 
technical  classes  have  been  successfully  initiated,  and  the  pre- 
mises provided  are  very  suitable.  The  courses  arranged  in 
Domestic  Economy,  Building  Trades  subjects,  and  Commer- 
cial subjects  have  been  well  attended. 

The  introduction  of  Commercial  Instruction  has  been  made 
possible  by  the  services  of  a specially  qualified  instructor  being 
given  by  the  Department.  The  classes  were  held  in  Navan 
throughout  the  winter,  and  during  May  and  June  in  Kells. 
The  interest  in  these  classes  was  steadily  maintained,  and  an 
effort  was  made  to  give,  courses  of  instruction  of  a nature  suited 
to  those  engaged  in  business.  So  far  the  work  can  only  be 
said  to  be  in  a preparatory  stage  and  further  developments 
are  expected. 

The  working  of  the  scheme  has  been  very  carefully  organised 
by  the  Secretary,  and  the  teaching  given  in  the.  different 
classes  has,  on  the  whole,  been  useful  and  efficient. 

County  Monaghan.— Thu  scheme  of  Technical  Instruction 
has  been  well  worked  during  the  session . 

Woodwork  has  been  taught  at  twelve  centres.  The  evening 
Rural  Classes  have  been  well  attended  by  farmers  and 
labourers,  and  a large  amount  of  useful  work  has  been  done. 
The  afternoon  classes  for  boys  have  been  generally  successful. 

Courses  in  Domestic  Economy  were  held  at  eight  centres. 
With  the  exception  of  those  conducted  during  harvest  time, 
the  classes  were  well  attended  by  students  of  suitable  type, 
that  at  Clones  being  particularly  successful . It  is  pleasing  to 
note  that  more  interest  has  been  taken  in  Laundry-work  than 
heretofore. 

Local  Committees  have  taken  great  interest  in  the  Itinerant 
Courses,  and  satisfactory  accommodation  has  generally  been 
obtained. 

Classes  for  instruction  in  Crochet-work  have  been  held  at 
seven  centres.  In  the  south  of  the  county  the  teaching  has 
been  sound,  and  the  teacher  deserves  credit  for  her  efforts  to 
secure  a good  market  for  the  work.  At-  Newbliss  and 
Bloomfield  the  industry  has  made  fair  progress.  At  the 
four  northern  centres  the  instruction  has  been  fair  and 
the  books  neatly  kept,  but  the  management  is  lacking  in 
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energy  and  the  progress  slow.  The  work,  which,  though  not 
excellent,  is  of  fair  quality,  is  still  sold  unlaundered.  Arrange- 
ments have  been  made  for  the  further  training  of  the  teachers 
in  Business  Methods  during  the  coming  winter  at  Enniskillen. 

Queen’s  County. — The  operations  of  the  scheme  have  been 
extended  by  the  opening  of  a Technical  School  in  Mary- 
boro’,  in  which  courses  in  Handicraft,  Domestic  Economy, 
and  Commercial  subjects  were  provided.  A satisfactory  at- 
tendance was  maintained  throughout  the  session  by  a number 
of  earnest  students,  and  the  keenness  shown  and  progress 
made  have  been  distinctly  gratifying.  A continuation  of  this 
work  on  similar  lines  will  be  made. 

Itinerant  courses  in  Manual  Instruction  and  Domestic 
Economy  have  been  very  satisfactorily  conducted  and  well 
attended. 

Scholarships  for  domestic  training  have  been  held  at  Strad- 
bally  Residential  School  of  Domestic  Economy,  and  useful 
instruction  has  been  given,  although  the  progress  has  been  re- 
tarded by  the  poor  education  of  the  girls  selected  to  hold 
Scholarships. 

Scholarships  for  boys  were  held  at  different  Secondary 
Schools,  and  their  work  reached  a satisfactory  standard. 

The  Wood-carving  class  at  Stradbally  was  continued  and 
received  a short  course  from  the  Department’s  Expert  In- 
structor. 

The  services  of  an  expert  instructor  in  Commercial  subjects 
were  given  by  the  Department,  and  he  conducted  the  classes 
in  Maryborough  during  the  winter,  and  also  a short  course  in 
the  early  summer  at  Mountmellick.  This  work  has  been 
well  taken  up,  and  increased  interest  and  usefulness  is  ex- 
pected from  it. 

The  general  organisation  of  the  scheme  has  been  most 
satisfactory. 

County  Roscommon. — The  increased  demand  for  instruction 
in  Woodwork  was  met  by  the  appointment  of  a third  teacher. 
The  classes  were  very  well  attended  by  young  farmers,  who 
were  particularly  keen  on  their  work,  and,  though  the  accom- 
modation provided  was  not  always  satisfactory,  the  most  was 
made  of  existing  conditions  and  praiseworthy  results  were 
achieved. 

Instruction  in  Needlework  and  Hygiene  was  given  at  seven 
centres,  and  in  Cookery  at  six.  The  teaching  was  well  cal- 
culated to  raise  the  standard  of  comfort,  without  increasing 
the  expenditure,  in  the  homes  of  those  who  attended,  and, 
except  when  the  classes  were  held  in  sparsely  populated  dis- 
tricts, the  attendance  was  satisfactory.  At  Boyle  and  dis- 
common Mercy  Convents  useful  and  successful  classes  in 
Cookery  and  Home-sewing  were  held. 

Two  county  teachers  of  Crochet  were  employed  during  the 
session,  but  their  classes  led  to  no  permanent  results. 

Eleven  boys  held  Scholarships  tenable  at  Secondary  Schools, 
and  the  majority  of  them  made  very  satisfactory  progress. 
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County  Sligo—  The  scheme  provided  for  instruction  in 
Lace-making  and  Domestic  Economy  by  itinerant  teachers, 
and  for  the  award  of  Boy  Scholarships  to  the  pupils  of  Primary 
Schools. 

Instruction  in  Cookery  and  Laundry-work  was  given  at  four- 
teen centres,  and,  with  few  exceptions,  the  classes  were  well 
attended  and  fully  appreciated  by  pupils  of  the  right  type. 
The  instruction  was  sound  and  useful,  and  the  dishes  cooked 
were  plain,  economical,  and  adapted  to  the  home  needs  of  the 
girls  who  attended. 

Although  three  county  teachers  of  Lace-making  were  em- 
ployed and  classes  held  at  four  centres,  except  at  Mullina- 
breena  little  progress  has  been  made. 

County  Tipperary  (North  Riding)  .—The  scheme  of  tech- 
nical instruction  was  similar  to  that  of  the  preceding  year, 
with  the  addition  of  a permanent  centre  for  instruction  in 
Cookery  at  the  Thurles  Presentation  Convent. 

Instruction  was  very  efficient  at  Roscrea  Technical  School, 
the  classes  were  well  attended,  and  the  students  made  very 
good  progress. 

The  Woodworking  classes  throughout  the  county  were  well 
supported,  and  there  was  general  improvement  in  the  work  of 
the  students. 

Instruction  in  Crochet  at  Roscrea  and  Corville  was  very 
careful  and  painstaking,  and  satisfactory  progress  was  made  by 
the  senior  pupils. 

^ The  accommodation  provided  for  the  courses  in  Domestic 
Economy  was  at  times  inadequate  and  unfavourable  for  the 
comfort  or  success  of  the  classes. 

County  Tipperary  (South  Riding).— The  scheme  differed 
from  that  of  the  preceding  year  by  the  omission  of  Commer- 
cial Instruction,  which  was  inadequately  supported.  The 
funds  thus  set  free  were  utilised  for  itinerant  courses  of 
.Needlework  for  the  northern  portion  of  the  Riding. 

The  itinerant  courses  in  Cookery,  Laundry-work,  and  Wood- 
work were  efficiently  conducted,  good  attendances  were 
secured,  and  the  students  made  very  satisfactory  progress. 

Special  praise  is  due  to  the  courses  in  Manual  Instruction 
and  Building  Construction  in  the  southern  portion  of  the 
Riding,  and  it  was  gratifying  to  find  that  some  employers  of 
labour  gave  special  encouragement  to  their  employees  to  at- 
tend these  courses. 

Classes  for  Needlework,  Crochet,  and  Hand-knitting  were 
continued  at  Cashel  Presentation  Convent,  the  work  being  of 
a simple  educational  type,  rather  than  of  an  industrial 
character.  The  training  aims  at  equipping  girls  for  domestic 
employment,  rather  than  to  establish  an  industry  in  the  dis- 
pnct,  and  the  training  is  supplemened  by  a sound  course  of 
instruction  in  Cookery. 

. ®le  Carrick-on-Suir  Residential  School  of  Domestic  Train- 
ing was  continued  as  formerly,  and  the  students  made  satis- 
factory  progress. 
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_ County  Tyrone.—  The  operations  oi'  the  scheme  may  be  con- 
sidered under  two  headings  : — The  work  done  at  the  Technical 
Schools  in  the  four  Urban  Districts  and  the  work  done  in  the 
Rural  Districts. 

In  the  Technical  Schools  there  was  a reduction  in  the  total 
number  of  students,  chiefly  due  to  a falling  off  in  the  number 
taking  domestic  subjects.  At  the  beginning  of  the  session 
too  much  time  was  lost  before  the  classes  got  into  thorough 
working  order.  The  introduction  of  a uniform  system  of 
Home  Work  has  led  to  a considerable  improvement  in  the  style 
of  the  work,  and  lias  increased  the  amount  done.  The  teach- 
ing has  been,  on  the  whole,  of  a satisfactory  standard,  and  in 
the  case  of  the  Commercial  classes  throughout  the  county,  the 
Preparatory  Course  at  Omagh,  the  Science  classes  at  Dun- 
gannon, the  Art  classes  at  Cookstown,  and  the  Preparatory 
Drawing  classes  at  all  four  schools  it  has  been  of  conspicuous 
merit.  On  the  other  hand,  the  teaching  of  Domestic  Science 
at  Omagh  and  Strabane,  though  showing  improvement  in  the 
latter  portion  of  the  session,  has  been  uneducational  and  un- 
satisfactory. The  arrangements  made  for  courses  of  corre- 
lated subjects  have  worked  well,  and  students  have  shown  a 
creditable  disposition  to  profit  by  them.  The  accommodation 
for  the  classes  is  now  generally  satisfactory,  except  at  Stra- 
bane, where  great  difficulties  have  been  experienced  owing  to 
the  smallness  of  the  rooms.  The  new  building  for  this  centre 
should  be  pushed  on  without  further  delay. 

The  needs  of  the  rural  districts  have  been  met,  partly  by 
classes  meeting  once  a week  during  the  winter  and  partly  by 
Itinerant  Summer  Courses.  In  all,  ten  courses  in  Manual 
Instruction,  Domestic  Economy,  and  Drawing  have  been 
given.  ^ A successful  effort  has  been  made  to  train  factory 
operatives  in  Cookery  at  Coalisland,  and  useful  instruction  has 
been  given  in  other  centres. 

County  Waterford. — The  scheme  was  continued  as  in  the 
preceding  session,  with  the  addition  of  a course  in  Crochet  and 
.Lace-making  at  Lismore. 

The  itinerant  courses  in  Manual  Instruction  were  carried 
out  with  varying  success.  At  many  centres  good  attendances 
were  secured  and  satisfactory  progress  made,  but  at  a few 
others  the  pupils  were  apathetic,  and,  in  the  absence  of  en- 
couragement from  members  of  local  committees,  classes  were 
small. 

The  itinerant  courses  in  Domestic  Economy  did  not  show 
that  progress  which  might  have  been  expected  from  the  large 
numbers  who  enrolled  themselves  for  instruction.  The  in- 
terest  of  the  pupils  was  not  maintained,  and  the  attendance 
rapidly  fell  away. 

Instruction  in  Art  was  continued  at  Dungarvan,  Lismore, 
and  Iramore.  The  Dungarvan  class  was  well  attended,  and 
good  progress  made.  At  Lismore  and  Tramore  attendance 
and  progress  were  fairly  satisfactory. 
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A large  number  of  studonta  enrolled  for  initruation  in 

Crochet  and  Limerick  Lace  at  Lismore , but  only  one-fourth  of 
these  were  of  the  industrial  type.  The  latter  were  taught  to 
make  Crochet,  and  the  work  was  of  a promising  nature,  but 
the  support  given  to  'this  branch  does  not  augur  well  for  the 
development,  of  a permanent  industry. 

County  Westmeath. — In  the.  disused  gaol  at  Mullingar 
rooms  were  equipped,  and  Preparatory  Course,  Drawing, 
Commercial,  and  Domestic  Economy  classes  were  held.  A 
good  beginning  was  made,  and  though  the  number  of  pupils 
who  attended  was  small,  they  were  of  a suitable  type  and 
made  satisfactory  progress.  The  Department’s  Commercial 
Teacher,  who  conducted  classes  at  Mullingar,  gave  short 
courses  in  Business  Methods  at  Moate  and  Kilbeggan.  The 
instruction  v/as  sound  and  practical,  and  at,  the  latter  centre 
the  attendance  was  excellent. 

Lessons  in  Cookery  were  given  at  five  rural  centres,  and  in 
Needlework  at  eight.  The  Residential  School  of  Domestic 
Economy  at  Moate  was  continued,  and  the  Scholarship 
holders  who  attended  it  received  a very  good  training  in  the 
efficient  discharge  of  household  duties. 

Excellent  courses  in  Drawing  and  Woodwork  were  given  at 
Ballinalack,  .Toanstown,  Kilbeggan,  Kinnegad,  Moate,  and 
Terrel's  Pass. 

Instruction  in  Hosiery  and  Carrickniacross  Lace-making  at, 
Kilbeggan  was  aided  by  capitation  grants  paid  to  the  managers. 
The  Crochet  class  at  Moate  produces  work  of  high  quality,  but 
the  financial  depression  in  America  materially  affected  its  re- 
ceipts. 

County  Wexford. — Progress  in  extending  the  benefits  of  the 
scheme  to  the  rural  districts  has  been  slow  in  this  county  in 
the  past.  It  is,  therefore,  pleasing  to  note  that  although  only 
nine  centres  were  visited  by  the  county  teachers  (a  Manual  In- 
structor and  two  Domestic  Economy  Instructresses)  during  the. 
session  under  review,  fresh  ground  was  broken  by  five,  of  the 
courses  of  instruction. 

No  new  Scholarships  were  awarded  this  year,  but  provision 
was  made  for  continuing  maintenance  allowances  to  the 
holders  of  two  third  year  and  three  second  year  Boys’  Scholar- 
ships. Otherwise  there  were  no  changes  in  the  scheme  or  its 
working  from  that  of  last  session. 

County  Wicklow. — Small  Technical  Schools  were  at  work 
in  Wicklow  and  Arklow.  The  curriculum  of  the  Wicklow 
school  was  extended  by  the  addition  of  Commercial  Corres- 
pondence and  Arithmetic  to  the  subjects  taught  in  the  pre- 
ceding session. 

In  Arklow,  the  effects  of  changes  in  the  staff  and  of  the  in- 
conveniences arising  from  the  want  of  suitable  premises  were 
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severely  felt.  A Technical  School  suited  to  the  needs  of  the 
town  is,  under  the  new  programme,  more  than  ever  essential 
to  the  further  success  of  the  work  of  the  Committee  in  this 
centre . 

The  progress  in  extending  the.  benelits  of  the  scheme  to  the 
rural  districts  of  the  county  has  been  slow  in  the  past,  but 
efforts  were  made  to  open  up  a number  of  new  centres  during 
this  session.

The  summer  courses  of  instruction  to  teachers  held  in  July 
and  August,  provided  for  instruction  in 

Summer  courses,  experimental  science  (physics,  chemistry, 

1908.  mechanical  science,  botany,  and  physi- 

ology and  hygiene),  laboratory  arts,  draw- 
ing and  modelling,  domestic  economy,  manual  instruction 
(woodwork  and  metal  work),  building  construction,  wood- 
carving,  rural  economy,  hygiene  and  sick  nursing,  and  high- 
class  cookery.  A special  course  of  instruction  for  teachers  of 
crochet-work,  embroidery,  sprigging,  and  drawn  thread  work 
was  also  held. 

The  institutions  at  which  the  courses  were  conducted 
were : — The  Boyal  College  of  Science,  Dublin ; the  Metro- 
politan School  of  Art,  Dublin;  the  Irish  Training  School  of 
Domestic  Economy,  Kildare-street,  Dublin  ; the  Department’s 
new  building  on  the  Grand  Canal  Bank,  Dublin ; the  City  of 
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Dublin  Technical  Schools  ; the  Christian  Brothers’  Schools 
Marino,  Dublin;  and  the  Crawford  Municipal  Technical  Ini 
stitute,  Cork.  Special  centres  were  arranged  for  members  of 
enclosed  religious  orders,  for  whom  courses  of  instruction  in 
experimental  science,  drawing  and  modelling,  and  domestic 
economy  were  provided. 

The  courses  were,  attended  by  689  teacher-students  the 
numbers  attending  for  instruction  in  the  various  subjects 
being  Experimental  science,  300;  laboratory  arts,  33-  rural 
economy,  20;  drawing  and  modelling,  136  ; manual  instruction 
(woodwork),  20:  manual  instruction  (metal  work),  10- 
domestic  economy,  58;  hygiene  and  sick  nursing,  19 /high- 
class  cookery,  20  : building  construction , 29  ; woodcarving  5 • 
crochet  work,  etc.,  39.

Provision  is  made  at,  tile  Royal  College  of  Science  for  the 
training  of  teachers  of  Experimental 
raining  of  Teachers  Science,  a special  group  of  subjects  being 
of  Science  and  Art.  arranged  for  those  who  wish  to  take  up 
this  branch  of  the  teaching  profession. 
Teacherships-in-training,  tenable  at  the  Royal  College  of 
Science  and  at  the  Metropolitan  School  of  Art  are  offered  for 
competition  amongst  science  and  art  students.  Particulars 
of  the  competition  will  be  found  at  pages  297  and  299. 

The  Department  have  made  provision  for  a supply  of 
teachers  of  commercial  subjects  who  will 
Training  of  Teachers  ]3e  capable  of  giving  instruction  in  some 
of  Commercial  Subjects.  0f  the  higher  branches.  Four  Scholar- 
ships were  awarded  in  1904,  two  in  1905, 
six  in  1906,  and  three  in  1907.  Twelve  of  the  fifteen  scholars 
have  now  completed  a two  years’  course  of  training  at  the 
London  School  of  Economics  (University  of  London),  and 
are  engaged  in  teaching,  or  are  available  for  teaching,  in  the 
country ; the  other  three  scholars  are  now  undergoing  their 
second  year  of  training. 

In  order  to  provide  for  the  further  training  of  Manual  In- 
structors, otherwise  than  by  means  of 
Training  of  Manual  Summer  Courses,  the  Department  have 
Instructors.  offered  facilities  to  enable  Instructors  to 
attend  special  Saturday  Classes  at  con- 
venient centres.  Two  such  classes  were  held  during  the  ses- 
sion at  Belfast  and  Cork.  These  classes  were  attended  by 
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seventeen  Instructors.  The  subjects  of  instruction  included 
Practical  Plane  and  Solid  Geometry,  Machine  Construction 
and  Drawing,  and  Mechanics. 


During  the  session  the  re-organisation  of  the  Irish  Training 
School  of  Domestic  Economy  has  been 
Training  of  Domestic  under  consideration.  The  work  of  the 
Economy  Instructresses.  School  will  in  future  be  divided  into  two 
main  branches.  The  first  branch  will 
consist  of  a course  in  Household  Management  extending  over 
one  School  term  (about  twenty  weeks),  and  the  second,  a, 
course  of  training,  extending  over  two  years,  for  teachers  of 
Domestic  Economy.  Admission  to  the  latter  course  will  be 
granted  only  to  a limited  number  of  students,  who  have  most 
satisfactorily  followed  the  course  in  Household  Management. 

A report  on  the  School  for  the  session  is  printed  at  page 
112,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that,  during  the  session,  four- 
teen students  secured  the  School  Diploma  as  Domestic 
Economy  Instructresses. 

Classes  for  the  training  of  National  School  Teachers  in 
Elementary  Experimental  Science  were 
Training  of  National  conducted  in  the  Technical  Schools  at 
school  Teachers.  Ballymena,  Banbridge,  Bangor,  Belfast, 
Coleraine,  Dundalk,  Kilkenny,  Kings- 
town, Larne,  Limerick,  Newry,  Portadown,  and  Waterford.

The  Department  have  now  arranged  for  the  extension  of  the 
science  Coarse  to  a Three  Years’  Course,  the  subject  of  in- 
struction in  the  third  year  being  Bural  Economy.  They  have 
also  arranged  for  a special  course  of  training  in  Domestic 
economy,  a three  years’  course  of  instruction  being  also  pro- 
vided in  this  subject. 
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A special  Summer  Course  in  Rural  Economy  was  held  bv 
the  Department  during  the  month  of  August  to  which  five 
Technical  School  Teachers  and  fifteen  National  School 
Teachers  were  admitted.  Of  the  latter,  ten  received  certifi- 
cates of  satisfactory  attendance  and  progress. 

Special  Drawing  Classes  for  National  School  Teachers  were 
conducted  in  the  Technical  Schools  in  .Coleraine  and  Porta- 
down.  These  were  attended  by  twenty-five  teacher-students.

On  the  re-opening  of  the  School  on  the  4tli  September, 
1907,  thirty  students  re-joined.  Twenty 

Irish  Training  School  new  students  were  admitted  to  the  School 
of  Domestic  Economy.  in  February,  1908,  but  of  these  six  did 
not  make  satisfactory  progress  during  the 
probationary  period,  and  were  required  to  withdraw’.  Four- 
teen students  completed  their  training  during  the  session  and 
secured  the  Department’s  Diploma.  The  names  of  thirty 
students  remained  on  the  School  rolls  at  the  close  of  the  ses- 
sion. Two  teachers,  already  certificated  for  Cookery  and 
Laundry-work,  were  specially  admitted  to  the  class  in  Dress- 
making and  Home-sewing,  passed  their  examinations,  and  re- 
ceived Certificates  in  the  subject  of  the  course. 

No  change  was  made  during  the  session  in  the  Teaching 
Staff,  which  consisted,  as  in  the  previous  session,  of  a head 
teacher,  three  heads  of  departments,  two  assistant  teachers  of 
Domestic  Economy,  and  a teacher  of  Blackboard  Drawing. 

Day  classes  in  Cookery  and  Laundry-work  for  children  were 
held  in  the  Training  School ; twenty-four  children  joined  the 
Cookery  class,  and  twenty-seven  the  Laundry-work  class. 
Arrangements  were  also  made  for  the  students  conducting 
Cookery  classes  for  children  at  the  Kildare-place  Girls’  Na- 
tional School,  where  sixty-eight  pupils  were  enrolled. 

Day  classes  in  Cookery  and  Housewifery  and  evening 
classes  in  Cookery,  Laundry- work,  and  Dressmaking  _ and 
Home-sewing,  for  adults,  were  conducted  at  the  Training 
School,  the  numbers  attending  these  classes  being  : —

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Thirty-one  students  attended  the  School  of  Housewifery 
during  the  session  1907-8.  These  in- 

Killarney  School  of  eluded  the  four  students  whose  names  ro- 
Housewifery.  mained  on  the  School  books  at  the  close 
of  the  previous  session.  One  student 
withdrew,  three  left  owing  to  illness,  but  will  probably  re- 
turn to  complete  their  training,  and  two  were  dismissed.  The 
other  twenty-five  students  all  completed  their  training,  and, 
with  two  exceptions,  secured  situations,  with  wages  from 
£12  to  £20  per  annum.  The  two  students  who  did  not  secure 
situations  were  required  at  their  homes. 

The  accommodation  of  the  School  having'  always  been 
severely  taxed,  the  Department  arranged  for  the  extension  of 
the  original  buildings  by  the  addition  of  a new  kitchen,  re- 
fectory, store,  and  pantry.  These  additions  left  available 
space  in  the  original  building  which  could  be  utilised  for  ad- 
ditional dormitory  accommodation  and  for  dressing  room, 
scullery,  and  bathroom.  The  work  of  reconstruction  was  put 
in  hands  immediately  the  school  closed  for  the  summer  vaca- 
tion, and  the  accommodation  of  the  school  has  thereby  been 
increased  from  fourteen  to  twenty-two  students.

or  fourth  year  on  a satisfactory  report  from  the  Department’s 
Inspector  on  the  conduct  and  progress  of  the  pupil.

These  Scholarships,  of  which  222  were  granted  in  1908  as 
a rule,  cover  only  tuition,  and  the  necJs- 
sary  books  and  instruments,  hut  fifty 
scholars  received,  in  addition,  sums  vary- 
ing from  £1  to  £15  as  maintenance  allow- 
ance or  as  grants  towards  the  cost  of  tra- 
velling. 

The  first  year  Scholarships  are  awarded  upon  the  results  of 
the.  Department’s  examination  for  entrance  to  the  Dav  Trades 
Preparatory  Schools,  which  is  held  in  June.  In  some  cases 
these  Scholarships  are  renewed  for  a second  and  for  a third 
year  if  the  progress  made  by  the  scholar  is  satisfactory.  In 
other  cases  second  and  third  year  ‘Scholarships  are  awarded  to 
the  pupils  generally  upon  the  results  of  the  work  of  the  pre- 
vious session.

Scholarships  at  Eesidential  Schools  of  Domestic  Training, 
of  the  value  of  £15  each,  are  awarded  to 
Scholarships  at  a limited  number  of  girls  to  enable  them 
Residential  Schools  of  to  attend  for  one  year  a regular  course  of 
Domestic  Training,  instruction  and  , training  in  Domestic 
Economy,  such  as  will  cultivate  their  in- 
telligence and  resourcefulness  and  render  them  more  practical 
in  the  performance’ of  home  duties.  The  Scholarship,  together 
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with  a payment  of  a fee  of  £2  on  the  part  of  the  scholar,  en- 
titles the  "holder  to  board,  residence,  and  instruction  during 
the  term  of  the  Scholarship.  (Under  the  County  Cork 
scheme  the  value  of  the  'Scholarship  is  only  £10,  the  scholar 
being  required  to  pay  a fee  of  £8.)  Further  particulars  of  the 
conditions  under  which  the  Scholarships  are  awarded  and  the 
course  of  instruction  which  the  scholars  undergo  are  set  forth 
in  the  County  Cork  Scholarship  Scheme  at  page  384  of  the 
Appendices. 

The  number  of  Scholarships  awarded  by  each  Committee 
adopting  the  scheme  was  as  follows

Queen's  County,  12;  County  Tipperary  (South  Hiding), 
6;  County  Waterford,  3;  County  Westmeath,  13;  County 
Wexford,  1.

Where  Technical  Instruction  Committees  establish,  in  con- 
nection with  Technical  Schools  in  County 

Local  Exhibitions.  Boroughs  or  Urban  Districts,  for  students 
of  proved  ability  and  ascertained  need, 
and  under  the  terms  of  a scheme  approved  by  the  Department, 
one  or  more  Exhibitions  of  the.  annual  value  of  £50,  tenable 
at  the  Eoyal  College  of  Science,  the  Metropolitan  School  of 
Art,  or  other  approved  Technical,  Commercial,  or  Art  School, 
the  Department  may  make,  a grant  in  aid  of  the  Exhibitions 
awarded,  not  exceeding  half  their  value,  provided  that  the 
Department’s  total  contribution  in  this  respect  does  not  ex- 
ceed £50  in  respect  of  any  one  Urban  District,  other  than  a 
County  Borough,  in  any  one  year.  Candidates  for  these 
Exhibitions  must  be  eighteen  years  of  age:  they  must  have 
been  in  regular  employment  under  normal  conditions  in  a 
hade,  business,  or  industry  for  at  least  a year  ; they  must 
have  been  in  attendance  at  a Technical  School  within  the  ad- 
ministrative area  of  the  nominating  Committee  for  at  least 
two  complete  and  consecutive  sessions ; and  they  must  satisfy 
the  Department  that  their  general  education  is  of  such  a 
nature  as  to  enable  them  to  take  full  advantage  of  the  course 
of  instruction  selected  at  the  approved  day  school  of  higher 
education.  Successful  candidates  must  devote  their  whole 
time  during  the  period  for  which  the  Exhibition  is  granted  to 
the  advancement  of  then-  studies. 

Four  such  Exhibitions  were  granted  on  the  results  of  the 
examinations  held  in  1908.  One.  Art  Exhibition  and  ope 
Engineering  Exhibition  being  granted  to  students  of  the 
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Municipal  Technical  Institute,  Belfast,  and  two  Art  Exhibi 
toons  to  students  of  the  Crawford  Municipal  School  of  \rt~ 
Cork.  An  Engineering  Exhibition  awarded  to  a student  of 
the  Municipal  Technical  Institute,  Belfast,  in  1907  was  re 
newed  for  a second  year,  and  a Building  Trades  Exhibition 
awarded  to  a student  of  the  same  institution  in  1906  was  re 
newed  for  a third  session. 


At  the  examination  for  Science  and  Technological  Scholar- 
. . „ . ships  and  Teacherships-in-Training  held 

Senior  Science  jn  July,  sixty-one  candidates  competed 
Scholarships.  for  the  five  Scholarships  and  five  Teacher- 
ships-in-Training offered  for  competition 
by  the  Department,  and  tenable  at  the  Boyal  College  of 
Science.  The  conditions  attached  to  these  Scholarships  and 
Teacherships-in-Training  are  given  in  Form  S.  33.  (See  Ap- 
pendices, page  299). 


The  Teacherships-in-Training  at  the.  Metropolitan  School 
of  Art  awarded  in  1907  were  renewed  for 
Senior  Art  Scholarships.  a second  year,  and  consequently,  as  there 
were  no  vacancies  to  fill  up,  a competition 
was  not  held  in  190S. 

The  conditions  under  which  the  Teacherships-in-Training 
are  to  be  offered  for  competition  in  1909  are  given  in  Form 
S,  2.  (See  Appendices,  page  297). 

As  the  existing  demand  for  teachers  of  higher  Commercial 
subjects  has  now  been  met,  no  new  Com- 
Commercial  Scholarships,  mercial  Scholarships  were  awarded  in 
1908.  Three  Scholarships  awarded  in 
1907  have,  how'ever,  been  renewed  for  a second  year,  in  order 
that  the  holders  may  complete  their  training. 

Industrial  Scholarships  are  of  the  value  of  .£80  each,  and 
are  renewable  for  a second  and  third  year 
Industrial  Scholarships.  the  discretion  of  the  Department.  The 
object  of  these  Scholarships  is  to  enable 
selected  persons  (who  must  already  have  been  engaged  in  one 
of  the  branches  of  an  industry)  to  take  such  a course  of  in- 
struction in  that  industry,  in  an  institution  providing  special 
advanced  courses,  as  will  enable  them  to  undertake  the  man- 
agement of  an  industry  in  Ireland  at  the  termination  of  their 
instruction. 

Six  industrial  Scholarships,  four  in  Woollen  Manufacture 
and  two  in  Linen  Manufacture,  were  awarded  in  1908.  One 
Scholarship  in  Woollen  Manufacture,  first  awarded  in  1906, 
was  renewed  for  a third  year,  and  the  three  Scholarships  in 
Woollen  Manufacture  awarded  in  1907  were  renewed  for  a 
second  year.  The  Special  Scholarship  in  Damask  Designing, 
awarded  in  1907,  was  also  renewed  for  a second  year. 

The  eight  Scholarships  in  Woollen  Manufacture  are  being 
held  at  the  University  of  Leeds,  and  the  two  Scholarships  in 
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Linen  Manufacture  and  the  Special  Scholarship  in  Damask 
Designing,  at  the  Municipal  Technical  Institute,  Belfast. 

The  conditions  under  which  these  Scholarships  are  awarded 
mv  given  in  Form  S.  100.  (Sec  Appendices,  page  8111.

(6.) — Drawing  and  Manual  Instruction  in  Putm  aha 
Schools. 

The  work  in  Drawing  in  these  schools  is  generally  satis- 
factory, and,  considering  the  difficulties  under  which  the 
majority  of  teachers  have  to  work , the  progress  made  is  very 
creditable,  and  compares  favourably  with  much  of  the  work 
in  Secondary  Schools.  Little  further  improvement  can  be 
expected  until  the  size  of  the  classes  in  many  schools  is  re- 
duced and  single  desks  provided  for  the  teaching  of  Model' 
Drawing. 

Instruction  in  Manual  Work  continues  to  be  satisfactory  in 
character  in  the  few  schools  which  make  provision  for  it. 

3.-F  ISHERIES. 

Part  1.  of  the  Report  of  the  Fisheries  Branch,  for  the  year 
1007,  and  Part  II.  for  the  year  1900,  were  issued  since  the  date 
of  the  Department’s  last  General  Report. 

Sea  Fisheries. 

In  the  Seventh  Annual  General  Report  certain  influences  and 
changes  affecting  the  Irish  Sea  Fisheries  were  considered  some- 
what in  detail.  The  decline  in  the  general  capture,  which  was 
noted  in  1906,  unfortunately  continued  in  1907.  The  immediate 
cause  was,  however,  special  in  character,  and  bearing  in  mind 
the  wintry  weather  and  the  continuous  storms  which  prevailed 
at  the  end  of  May,  for  the  -whole  of  June,  and  again  in  the 
autumn,  one  can  well  understand  that  fishing  at  sea  during 
that  period  was  well-nigh  impossible.  It  is  then  that  the  spring- 
mackerel  and  herring  fisheries  are  usually  at  their  best,  and.  the 
failure  in  these  accounts  for  a large  portion  of  the  total  decline,  of 
1907.  A more  serious  failure,  because  of  its  not  being  directly 
due  to  weather  conditions,  was  that  experienced  in  the  autumn  at 
Downing’s  Bay.  Boats  assembled  there,  and  for  months  waited 
in  vain  for  the  herring,  which,  however,  did  not  show  up  in 
paying  quantity  until  the  greater  part  of  the  fleet  had  dispersed. 
The  consequent  loss  was  felt  not  only  by  the  fishermen,  but  by 
the  curing  firms  and  by  the  numerous  hands  which  in  good 
seasons  obtain  employment  at  the  stations. 

In  view  of  the  difficulty  which  sailing  boats  now  experience 
in  competing  with  steamers  in  all  branches  of  the  fishing 
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industry,  and  of  the  financial  risks  involved  in  investment  in 
steam  drifters  by  fishermen  who  work  from  home  ports  tiv 
Department  thought  it  desirable  to  experiment  with  a 
motor.  4111 

They  accordingly  issued  a loan  to  a carefully  selected  crew  and 
placed  an  order  tor  a 25-ton  motor  fishing  boat  with  Mess™ 
Tyrrell  and  Sons,  of  Arklow.  The  dimensions  of  the  vessel 
(named  " Ovoca")  which  is  fully  rigged  for  sailing,  are  as 
follow Length,  4ST'fffeet;  beam,  14  i feet;  depth, 7d- feet.  The 
engine  is  a 23  horse  power,  of  the  type  known  as  the  “Dan” 
and  is  of  Danish  make.  It  drives  the  winch  for  hauling  nets  as 
well  as  tlie  propeller  and  the  pump.  The  “ Ovoca  ” on  her  trials 
did  over  six  knots  an  hour  without  the  aid  of  sails  L, 
selecting  the  engine  and  deciding  on  the  design  of  the  vessel 
the  Department  studied  the  experience  that  had  been  o-ained  in 
Scotland  and  elsewhere  in  motor-driven  fishing  boats  • and  sn  fm- 
the  “Ovoca”  has  proved  successful.  ’ ’ 

A loan  was  also  issued  to  another  crew  of  fishermen  on  the 
north  coast  to  put  a paraffin  motor  into  the  25-ton  boat 
“ Monica.” 

. There  were  6,097  vessels  actually  engaged  in  the  sea  fisheries 
m 1107,  as  compared  with  6,161  in  1906,  showing  a decrease  of 
64. 


There  were  23,045  men  and  498  boys  employed,  being  321 
men  and  68  boys  less  than  in  the  previous  year. 

llie  change  in  the  class  of  boats  taking  part  in  the  fishing 
which  the  Department  referred  to  in  last  report,  continues.  In 
1907  there  was  a decrease  of  188  in  the  third  and  unclassed 
boats,  but  increases  of  29  in  tlm  first  and  95  in  the  second  classes. 


lhe  number  of  fishermen  who  lost  tlieir  lives  in  the  year 
ended  30th  September,  1907, while  actually 
Casualties.  in  pursuit  of  their  calling,  was  twenty- 

two.  In  the  previous  yearly  period  the 
number  was  eight.  Four  were  drowned  while  engaged  in  work 
not  immediately  connected  with  fishing.  One  first,  eight  second 
three  third-class,  and  one  unclassed  boats  were  lost  during  the 
year  under  review,  while  engaged  in  fishing,  as  compared 
with  two  first,  four  second,  and  four  third-class  boats  in  the 
previous  year.  Five  boats  of  the  first-class  and  one  of  the 
second-class  were  seriously  damaged. 

during  the  year  the  Department  received  an  advantageous 
offer  for  the  purchase  of  their  steam  cruiser  Helga.  After  full 
consideration,  they  decided  to  accept  it,  and  to  replace  her  by  a 
vessel  of  greater  speed  a nd  more  modem  equipment  for  the  work 
of  fishery  protection  and  research. 

The  new  cruiser  was  built  by  the  Dublin  Dockyard  Company. 
/i?aS  e?Sines  of  1,000  horse-power,  by  Messrs.  D.  Bowan 
and  Co.,  of  Glasgow.  Her  dimensions  are  : — Length  between 
perpendiculars,  155  feet;  breadth  moulded,  24  feet  G inches; 
depth  moulded,  13  feet  6 inches. 
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The  Department  arranged  to  retain  the  s.  s.  Helga  until  within 
a few  months  of  the  completion  of  the  new  cruiser,  and  in  the 
interval  between  the  date  of  delivery  and  that  on  which  the 
new  Helga  was  available  a steamer  was  chartei-ed  for  marine 
police  duties. 

The  difficulties  of  protecting  our  fishing  grounds  are  steadily 
increasing  owing  to  fresh  demands  for  the  prohibition  of 
steam  trawling  in  inshore  waters  all  around  the  coast,  and, 
iilthouvh  the  new  cruiser  is  much  faster  than  the  old,  it  seems 
possible  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  a second  vessel  will 
be  necessary.  Even  with  the  additional  assistance  obtained  by 
the  occasional  employment  of  the  Congested  Districts  Board’s 
steamer  Granuaile  it  is  hardly  possible  to  give  the  simultaneous 
protection  along  the  different  coasts  of  the  country  which  is 
found  to  be  desirable. 

A large  number  of  the  bays  and  inshore  waters  around  Ireland 
are  closed  to  steam  trawling.  During  the  year  it  was  found 
necessary  to  propose  further  restrictions  of  a similar  kind. 

It  was  also  found  necessary  to  close  up  part  of  the  Public 
Oyster  Beds  at  Tralee  between  11th  March  in  each  year,  and  the 
.9th  February  following. 

A licence  to  plant  a mussel  bed  below  low  water  mark  in 
the  River  Nanny  was  granted  during  the  year. 

The  amount  of  fish,  excluding  herrings,  mackerel,  shellfish  and 
salmon,  which  passed  through  the  Dublin  market  during  1907 
was  4,337  tons,  being  a decrease  of  308  tons  on  that  of  the 
previous  year. 

The  number  of  steam  trawlers  which  worked  regularly  out  of 
Dublin  was  8 during  nine  months,  and  7 during  the  rest  of  the 
year. 

Besides  the  local  fleet,  steam  trawlers  owned  elsewhere  sold 
their  fish  (amounting  to  11  tons)  in  the  Dublin  market  on  four 
occasions. 

The  supplies  to  this  market  from  Howth  reached  515  tons,  and 
from  Galway  three  hundred  and  twenty-five  tons ; the  sailing 
vessels  of  Dublin  Bay  accounted  for  197  tons;  the  Dingle  fleet 
of  sailing  trawlers  for  194  tons,  and  the  Balbriggan  trawlers  for 
142  tons. 

Three  hundred  and  thirty-nine  tons,  composed  principally  of 
haddock,  plaice,  cod  and  whiting,  reached  the  market  from 
various  other  centres. 

Imported  fresh  fish  outside  that  mentioned  in  the  following 
paragraph  amounted  to  56  tons. 

Besides  this  there  passed  through  the  market  in  190.7 
about  6,933  barrels,  and  15,965  boxes  of  Irish  fresh  herrings, 
12  barrels  of  Irish  cured  herrings,  5,963  barrels  and  731  boxes 
of  imported  fresh  herrings,  and  405  barrels  of  imported  cured 
herrings.  The  mackerel  amounted  to  8,661  boxes  of  Irish  fish. 

Salmon,  trout,  eels  and  shellfish  were  also  dealt  with  in  varying 
quantities. 

As  usual,  telegraphic  information  of  the  progress  of  the  mackerel 
and  herring  fisheries  was  collected  and  distributed  by  the 
Department. 
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In  regard  to  the  Spring  Mackerel  Fishing  of  1907  it  is  to  he 
noted  that  the  late  arrival  of  mackerel  in  the  autumn  of  190(1 
was  to  some  extent  compensated  for  by  the  continued  presence  of 
the  shoals  on  many  parts  of  the  coast  in  the  following  January  and 
February,  long  alter  the  period  of  their  usual  staw  In  Januarv 
great  takes  were  made  by  “nobbies”  and  by' row  boats'otf 
Valentia.  The  temptation  to  overload  the  row  boats  was  verv 
great  and  two  boats  were  swamped,  with  the  loss  of  eioht  lives 
while  other  crews  narrowly . escaped.  Great  hopes  were  enter- 
tained that  there  might  be  a prosperous  spring  fishing,  particularly 
as  April  opened  with  a week  of  summer-like  weather  The 
balance  of  that  month,  as  well  as  May  and  June,  was,  however 
characterised  by  storms  which  made  fishing  on  the  Atlantic 
coast  often  impossible.  The  record  for  the"  year  up  to  30th 
ot  June^  when,  according  to  custom,  our  statistical  returns 
tor  the  opring  season  close,  is  consequently  bad.  The  decline 
was  felt  more  or  less  at  all  the  ports,  except  at  Valentia 
Harbour. 


It  has  been  noted  that  the  Spring  Mackerel  of  the  past  few 
seasons  have  been  of  smaller  size  than  formerly. 

In  treating  of  the  general  decline  in  the  catch  as  recorded  in 
the  statistics  above  referred  to,  one  most  important  fact  must  be 
mentioned.  The  prolongation  of  wintry  weather  into  the  earlv 
summer  months  delayed  the  departure  of  the  fish,  so  that  when 
the  weather  improved  in  July  there  was  what  may  be  looked  on 
as  a most  successful  extension  of  the  spring  fishery  for  a couple 
oi  weeks.  During  late  years  a considerable  portion  of  the 
spring  catch  is  cured  for  the  American  market,  particularly 
during  the  month  of  June.  Two  Norwegian  schooners  came  to 
Gleggan  County  Galway,  where  they  bought  mackerel,  and  in 
dune  and  July  gave  considerable  employment  to  the  local  people. 
Jn  July  many  fishermen  gave  up  mackerel  fishing  owing  to  the 
vfX.  * m s°me  Places  the  catching-  of  lobsters,  and  in  others 
clniting  tor  salmon,  offered  greater  chances  of  profit. 

^he  quantity  of  mackerel  landed  between  the  1st  July  and 
the  .list  December,  1907,  was  less  by  some  3,000  ewts.  than  that 
or  the  previous  similar  period.  The  real  autumn  season  does  not 
usually  commence  until  about  the  mouth  of  September,  hut  all 
along  those  parts  of  the  Irish  coast  which  are  mainly  looked  to  to 
meet  the  demand  of  the  American  market,  it  was  most  disappoint- 
ing. The  shortage  occurred,  with  small  exceptions,  at  the  regular 
curing  centres  around  the  West  Cork  and  Kerry  Coasts.  It  was 
due  almost  entirely  to  the  wild  and  stormy  weather  which  pre- 
vailed. in  some  places  the  boats  could  fish  but  one  night  a week. 
Around  iJunm  anus  Bay  and  vicinity  on  nine  nights  only  during 
the  entire  season  were  fish  caught  to  any  extent — the  Seine  nets 
doing  best.  The  complaint  of  inability  to  get  to  sea  was  quite 
general,  and  in  the  Ballinskelligs  district,  owing  to  this  cause,  no 
mackerel  were  landed. 

explain  in  a great  measure  the  decrease  of 
nearly  -,000  in  the  number  of  barrels  of  mackerel  cured  for 
export,  n hen  it  became  evident  that  the  autumn  season  would 
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wsult  in  ii  shortage  of  fish,  the  prices  in  America  which,  about  the 
middle  of  the  year  were  quoted  at  from  thirteen  to  fourteen 
dollars  a barrel,  rose  gradually,  and  eventually  reached  nineteen 
and  twenty  dollars  a barrel.  At  the  same  time  it  is  probable 
that  the  standard  of  cure  during  the  season  was  higher  than  for- 
merly, owing  to  the  fact  that  a great  deal  of  information  as  to 
the  pronounced  effect  in  America  of  good  or  indifferent  or  bad 
curing,  as  the  case  might  be,  was  disseminated  in  the  curing  dis- 
tricts at  public  inquiries  which  were  held  by  the  Department  in 
January  and  February  of  1 907  into  the  question  of  the  advisa- 
bility of  instituting  a Government  brand  for  Irish-cured  fish. 

The  mackerel  landed  in  July — a very  substantial  quantity — 
was  somewhat  low-priced,  and  that  caught  off'  the  east  coast  in 
herring  nets  was  of  small  value  and  only  sold  locally.  These 
facts  helped  to  lower  the  average  price  for  the  six  months ; but 
in  many  parts  of  the  curing  districts  from  10.s.  to  13s.  per  hundred 
iish  was  paid  to  the  fishermen  during  November  and  December. 

A trial  for  autumn  mackerel  was  made,  with  the  assistance  of 
the  Department,  by  a crew  of  fishermen  from  Ring,  Co.  Waterford, 
but  did  not  produce  any  satisfactory  result.  The  fish  caught 
eastwards  from  Kinsale  are  usually  of  too  small  a class  for  the 
carers. 

The  summer  herring  fishing  shared  with  the  spring  mackerel 
fishing  the  decline  on  the  season’s  returns.  This  decline  seems 
to  have  no  other  general  cause  than  the  tempestuous  weather 
which  prevailed  in  the  early  months. 

In  Downing’s  Bay  (Co.  Donegal)  curing  went  on  as  usual,  and 
10,897  barrels  of  herrings  were  despatched  thence  to  markets  in 
Russia  and  Germany,  &c.,  where  they  fetched  the  highest  prices 
paid  there. 

The  Department  found  it  necessary  to  publish  a warning  to 
curers  in  connection  with  the  irregularity  of  the  practice  of 
branding  tho  words  “ Downing’s  Bay  ” on  barrels  containing 
herrings  which  were  not  landed  or  cured  at  Downing’s  Bay. 

The  total  catch  of  herrings  during  the  autumn  and  winter 
season  of  1907-S,  was  greater  than  in  the  previous  corresponding 
season  There  was,  however,  a decrease  in  the  money  realized, 
and  this  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  there  was  a serious 
falling  off'  in  the  quantity  landed  on  tho  north-west  coast  of 
Donegal  between  Burtouport  and  Downing’s  Bay,  in  which 
district  the  herrings  are  of  very  good  quality,  and  the  prices  are 
always  much  higher  than  on  other  parts  of  the  Irish  coast.  It 
was  also  due  in  part  to  the  fact  that  the  ease  coast  captures 
were  2o  per  cent.,  more  than  in  the  autumn  season  of  1906—7, 
while  the  amount  realized  for  them  remained  practically  the 
same 

At  Ballycrovane  herrings  showed  in  great  numbers  for  a 
short  time,  two  row-boats  landing  fifteen  thousand  in  two  nights, 
but  as  most  of  the  vessels  were  then  engaged  in  mackerel  fishing 
the  herrings  were  not  followed  when  they  shifted  ground. 

Fourteen  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty -four  barrels 
were  cured  for  exportation. 
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The  weather  was  exceedingly  stormy  in  the  autumn,  and  at  the 
time  when  the  best  fishing  might  have  been  expected,  very  few 
nights  proved  suitable,  and  on  the  Donegal  coast  a number  of 
fine  luggers  were  driven  from  their  anchorages  and  totally  lost 
The  quantity  cf  mussels  exported  in  1907  was  about  1 950 
tons,  and  the  annual  export  since  1901  has  averaged  about  1 93o 
tons,  the  highest  and  lowest  figures  being  respectively  3,036  tons 
in  1905,  and  803  tons  in  1904."  The  principal  sources  of  supply 
are  Castlemaine  Harbour  In  Kerry,  Dundalk  and  district,  Belfast 
Lougli,  Sligo,  and  South  Donegal.  While  the  Belfast  mussels 
go  chiefly  to  Scotland,  the  manufacturing  towns  in  the  northern 
and  midland  counties  of  England  take  most  of  the  rest  and 
appear  to  offer  a demand  for  large  well-fished  mussels  which  is 
greater  than  the  supplies  which  have  hitherto  been  brought 
under  contribution.  There  are  on  various  parts  of  the  Insli 
coast  prolific  beds  of  good  mussels  which,  probably  on  account 
of  the  cost  of  marketing,  have  never  been  seriously  exploited 
for  the  English  markets. 

During  the  winter  of  1907-8  the  Department  caused  samples 
of  mussels  to  be  sent  to  various  English  markets  from  Oranmore 
and  Clarenbridge  in  Galway  Bay,  and  from  the  Kenmare  River 
and  Glengariffe  Harbour.  The  Galway  consignments  gave  rise 
to  an  immediate  large  demand,  especially  from  Manchester,  and 
the  railway  companies  concerned  made  no  difficulty  in  reducing 
the  existing  rates  to  a figure  which  made  it  possible  for  the 
local  people  to  carry  on  a vigorous  trade  until  the  close  of  the 
season,  which,  although  not  defined  by  any  general  legal  defini- 
tion, may  be  said  to  extend  from  October  to  about  the  middle 
of  March.  The  Glengariffe  operations  were  conducted  on  a 
more  modest  scale,  but  gave  promise  of  remunerative  work  in  so 
far  as  the  productiveness  of  the  beds,  which  are  of  limited 
extent,  may  allow. 

The  Kenmare  experiment  was  less  successful,  because  it  was 
found  that  mussels,  though  abundant  and  of  good  quality,  could 
not  be  raised  cheaply  enough  to  afford  a fair  margin  of  profit. 
It  is  hoped  to  overcome  this  difficulty  by  the  introduction  of 
bag-rakes,  as  used  in  the  estuaries  of  the  Exe  and  Tees,  but 
these  eoidd  not  be  obtained  before  the  close  of  the  season.  It  is 
our  pleasant  duty  to  acknowledge  the  courtesy  with  which  our 
inquiries  as  to  quality  of  mussels  required,  method  of  packing, 
&e.,  &c.,  were  met  by  the  dealers  to  whom  consignments  were 
made. 

In  addition  to  testing  the  market,  the  Department  have  under- 
taken,  in  Galway  Bay  and  Glengariffe  Harbour,  demonstration 
of  the  method  of  mussel  culture  by  relaying  operations,  such  as 
have  met  with  so  much  success  in  the  Liverpool  district  and 
elsewhere. 

It  is  matter  for  regret  that  the  condition  of  the  Castlemaine 
Harbour  fishery  cannot  be  said  to  be  satisfactory.  Observance 
of  the  by-laws  dealing  with  this  region  has  been  rigidly  enforced 
by  the  Department’s  bailiff,  but  it  appears  that  the  beds  which 
produce  the  best  quality  of  mussels  have  been  rather  seriously 
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depleted,  while  the  market  reputation  has  been  subjected  to  con- 
siderable risk  by  the  consignment  of  inferior  products.  So  tar  it 
has  not  proved  possible  to  induce  the  local  dredgers  to  co-operate 
in  the  replenishment  of  the  deep-water  beds  by  relaying  thereon 
young  stock  derived  from  the  tidal  area,  although,  for  purposes 
of  demonstration,  the  Department  have  offered  to  pay  all  the 
expenses  of  such  operations. 


The  administration  of  the  part  of  the  Sea  and  Coast  Fisheries 
Fund  at  the  disposal  of  the  Department 
Loans-  has  been  assigned  to  the  Fisheries  Branch, 

whose  transactions  in  connection  there- 
with are  referred  to  at  page  I I of  this  Report. 


The  operations  of  the  Department  during  1907,  in  connection 
with  the  construction  and  improvement 
Piers  and  Harbours.  0f  pjers  and  harbours,  were  as  follows  : — 

Arkloiu. — This  harbour,  which  formerly  was  frequently  during 
every  year  blocked  by  sand  and  which,  when  the  Department 
took  charge  of  it,  had  been  inaccessible  for  lengthened  periods  to 
anything  but  small  boats,  has  been  kept  open  by  the  Department’s 
dredger,  under  an  arrangement  with  the  Harbour  Board,  and 
the  depth  on  both  the  inner  and  outer  bars  has  been  steadily 
improved.  There  are  now  some  nine  feet  at  low  water 
of  spring  tides  across  the  former  and  up  to  the  berths  in  the 
river,  while  the  latter  may  be  said  no  longer  to  exist,  the  depth 
there  (some  13  feet)  being  that  of  the  surrounding  area. 

As  a result,  there  has  been  an  increase  of  traffic  generally  and 
considerably  so  in  connection  with  Messrs.  Kynoch’s  factory. 
The  Harbour  has  been  crowded  with  shipping  almost  con- 
tinuously. 

The  Department  expended  a sum  of  £30  on  the  improvement 
of  a slip,  which  was  mainly  used  for  the  launching  of  vessels 
turned  out  from  Messrs.  Tyrrell’s  boatyard  at  Arklow.  The  im- 
provement was  found  to  be  specialty  necessary  in  connection 
with  the  launching  of  a large  motor  fishing  boat  which  was  being 
built  there  to  the  order  of  the  Department. 

The  scheme  for  the  construction  of  a floating  basin  and  the 
further  improvement  of  tire  channel  by  means  of  dredging  is 
in  process  of  execution  by  the  Department  with  funds  allocated 
from  the  Irish  Development  Grant. 

Poulcluff. — The  extension,  of  this  pier  has  been  completed 
and  the  works  have  been  taken  over  by  the  county.  It  has  been 
reported  that  the  pier  is  giving  much  satisfaction  locally. 

Passage  East. — The  Department  paid  their  promised  contri- 
bution of  £2,000  towards  the  expenses  of  this  undertaking, 
which  was  carried  out  by  the  Board  of  Works.  The  Department 
also  contributed  £200  to  meet  an  excess  of  expenditure  on  this 
pier. 
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f ramore. — The  Department  have  completed  the  reconstruction 
of'  this  pier  and,  the  conditions  having  proved  favourable  were 
able  to  improve  considerably  on  the  original  scheme.  ’Much 
local  satisfaction  is  expressed  with  the  work. 

Helvicl;  Head.— The  question  of  the  repair  and  improvement 
of  the  boat  dock  at  Helvick  Hoad  for  the  benefit  of  the  local 
fishermen  has  been  and  is  still  under  the  consideration  of  the 
Department,  who  may  possibly  render  financial  aid  in  carry  kn- 
out any  scheme  approved  of.  J ° 

Newtown  Greek.— The  Department  offered  to  pay  half  the  cost 
of  constructing  a landing  place  at  Newtown  Creeli  provided  the 
Waterford  County  Council  voted  the  other  half.  The  work 
has  been  carried  out  by  the  Department. 

Garrarus  Strand. — The  Department  provided  a winch  for  the 
use  of  the  fishermen  at  this  place. 

Baltimore.  — Negotiations  are  proceeding  with  the  local 
authorities  at  Baltimore  in  connection  with  a proposal  to  erect, 
jointly  with  the  Congested  Districts  Board,  a slip  at  this  place, 

Glandore. — The  Department  paid  their  contribution  ot'  £5 
for  this  year  towards  the  cost  of  maintaining  a harbour  light. 

Aclrigole.-— The  work  at  this  pier,  to  which  the  Department 
contributed  ±1,000,  has  been  finished  under  the  management  of 
the  Congested  Districts  Board,  and  it  is  understood  that  a 
satisfactory  traffic  is  being  developed. 

Ringmoylan. — The  Department  gave  a contribution  of  £300 
towards  the  completion  of  the  pier,  mainly  on  the  ground  of  its 
facilities  for  transit  of  goods.  The  pier  is  only  very  slightly 
used  for  fishing,  and,  therefore,  the  contribution  did  not  come 
froin  that  part  of  the  Department’s  Endowment  Fund  which  is 
specially  applicable  to  the  purposes  of  sea  fisheries.  The  work 
was  carried  out  by  the  County  Council. 

Hoobawns. — The  Department  informed  the  Clare  County 
Council  that  they  were  prepared  to  carry  out  a small  work  at 
Hoobawns  at  a cost  of  about  £350  if  the  Council  provided  £50. 
The  necessary  funds  being  promised,  the  work  has  been 
undertaken  and  is  now  well  in  hands. 

Kilciimmin. — The  Department  had  an  inspection  made  of 
the  boat-slip  at  Kilcnmmin,  and  consider  that  an  expenditure  ol 
about  £100  would  enable  the  necessary  repair  and  improvement 
to  be  effected.  They  informed  the  Mayo  County  Council  that  if 
a local  contribution  equal  to  one-third  that  amount  were  forth- 
coming the  Department  would  provide  the  balance  and  carry  out 
the  work. 

Inniserone.  The  provision  of  storage  accommodation  during 
winter  for  the  boats  of  the  Inniserone  fishermen  is  desirable,  and 
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the  Department  informed  the  Sligo  County  Council  that  they 
were  prepared  to  co-operato  in  enabling  the  Council  to  secure  a 
plot  of  ground  which  appeared  suitable  for  the  purpose. 

Eathmidlan  Pier. — Traffic  at  Rathmullan  was  seriously  im- 
peded owing  to  the  silting  which  had  taken  place  at  the  Pier. 
The  Department  made  a contribution  of  £200  to  the  County 
Council  to  enable  the  necessary  dredging  to  be  carried  out.  The 
work  was  effective. 

Portrudi. — The  Department’s  dredger  was  hired  by  the  Port- 
rush  Harbour  Company  and  succeeded  in  clearing  and  improving 
the  berthage  to  the  extent  required,  although  the  material  to  he 
dealt  with  was  by  no  moans  suitable  for  operation  by  suction 
dredging. 

Port  Ballintoy. — The  works  of  improvement  at  this  Harbour 
have  been  begun. 

Lough  Neagh. — The  Department  offered  to  contribute — 
within  a limit  of  £100 — one  half  the  cost  of  carrying  out  a 
scheme  for  the  improvement  of  the  landing  accommodation  at 
Cranfield. 

Wrackfort,  Go.  Down. — The  Department  expended  over  £30 
in  erecting  a winch  for  the  use  of  the  fishermen  at  this  place. 

The  Department  repaired  the  barking  pan  which  they  had 
established  some  years  ago  at  Giles’  Quay  for  the  benefit  of  the 
fishermen. 

Correspondence  has  taken  place  and  inspections  have  been 
made  by  the  Department’s  officers  in  connection  with  require- 
ments at  other  places,  where  schemes  did  not  assume  definite 
form  during  the  year. 


A bailiff  was  again  employed  by  the  Department  for  the  oyster 
fishery  in  Tralee  Bay  Under  his  super- 
Initructors  and  Bailiffs,  vision  the  bed  has  improved,  and  the 
regulations  have  been  more  consistently 
observed  by  the  fishermen. 

He  devoted  part  of  his  time  to  the  Castlomaine  Mussel  Fisheries, 
where  he  had  the  assistance  of  a local  watcher,  who  was  also 
appointed  by  the  Department. 

He  was  also  employed,  during  the  early  part  of  December,  in 
supervising  the  dredging  of  the  public  oyster  beds  at  Clarenhridge, 
with  the  assistance  of  a boat’s  crew  engaged  by  the  Department, 
and  of  the  bailiffs  appointed  by  the  local  fishing  community. 
The  open  season  is  the  month  of  December-,  but  actual  dredging 
was,  as  usual,  restricted  by  local  agreement  to  the  first  half  of  the 
month.  Restocking  by  the  Department  is  taking  place  here. 

The  Department  have  been  taking  steps  to  increase  the  stock 
of  oysters  on  the  Westport  beds,  and  employed  a bailiff  to  protect 
the  young  oysters  and  to  supervise  generally  the  fishing  operations, 
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, lhe  Department  continued  their  assistance  to  the  Kinsale 
technical  Committee  m connection  with  the  net-mendine  class 
They  paid  the  salaries  of  an  instructor  and  other  officials  as  well 
as  the  rent,  lighting,  and  care  of  the  class-room,  and  for ’fixtures 
aud  materials.  The  following  is  an  extract  from  a report  of  the 
experiment  received  from  the  Secretary  to  the  Kinsale  Technical 
Instruction  Committee  : — 

“A  four  months’  course  of  instruction  was  conducted  in 
Kinsale  during-  the  past  winter,  commencing  on  the  4th  Novem- 
ber last,  m response  to  an  application  of  the  Kinsale  Technical 
Committee  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Technical  In- 
struction for  Ireland. 

“The  subject  was,  as  one  would  expect,  taken  up  with  »re-it 
earnestness,  and  the  classes,  which  were  in  charge  of  a local  man 
were  not  long  formed  when  it  was  found  impossible  to  provide 
instruction  for  all  the  applicants,  and  in  making  a selection 
amongst  them  preference  was  given  to  the  sons  and  daughters 
of  the  fishermen,  as  the  instruction  was  mainly  intended  for  them 
By  this  means  a very  good  class  of  student  was  got  together  who 
attended  the  instruction  night  after  night,  and  showed  a o-enuine 
desire  to  obtain  a practical  knowledge  of  the  subject.  * 

The  class  was  composed  of  about  twenty  boys  and  ten  ofi-ls  ” 

, Jhe  Department  afforded  skilled  instruction  to  the  crews  of 
fishing  boats  who  desired  to  follow  the  herring  fishery,  and  also 
to  a fisherman  in  the  curing  and  mounting  of  nets.  In  two  cases, 
as  similar  instruction  had  previously  been  given  free  by  the  De- 
partment, the  crews  contributed  part  of  the  instructors’  salaries. 
During  the  year  1907  the  Department’s  steam  cruiser  Helga 
„ . . made  seven  captures  of  vessels  which 

Marine  Superintendence,  were  considered  to  be  working  in  areas 
closed  to  steam  trawling.  A fine  of  £85, 
one  of  £82,  one  of  £60,  two  of  £50,  and  one  of  £25,  with  costs, 
were  imposed.  The  nets  of  four  of  the  vessels  detected  were 
ordered  to  be  forfeited. 

A summons  was  issued  against  the  master  of  a steam  trawler 
which  was  observed  inside  the  limits  by  H.M.S.  Skipjack,  but  the 
ease  was  dismissed. 

Inland  Fisheries. 

Having  regard  to  the  quantity  (1,183  tons)  of  salmon  and 
. trout  carried  over  the  Irish  railways  in 

mon  is  cries.  1907,  the  year  cannot  be  looked  upon  as  a 
. satisfactory  one.  This  traffic  showed  a 

decline  on  all  these  railways  save  one.  For  the  previous  five 
years  the  amounts  so  carried  were,  respectively,  1,778,  1,881, 
1,380, 1,381,  and  1,649  tons.  The  shortage  in  1907  appears  to  be 
largely  due  to  the  failure  of  grilse,  which,  so  far  as  can  be  ascer- 
tained, were  universally  scarce,  late,  and  of  poor  average  size. 

Out  of  22,922  boxes  of  salmon  received  in  Billingsgate  market, 
London,  5,543  were  from  Ireland.  In  the  previous  year  out  of  a 
total  of  24,994  boxes  7,100  were  from  Ireland.  In  1905  the 
figures  were  25,607  and  5,979. 
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No  sign  of  disease  was  observed  in  any  of  the  districts,  and, 
speaking  generally,  offences  against  the  fishery  laws  have 
diminished. 

River  poisoning  has  decreased. 

Elections  of  Conservators  for  the  Drogheda,  Dundalk,  and 
Waterville  Districts  took  place  during  the  year. 

Drift  netting  for  salmon  continued  on  a large  scale  in  the  sea 
off  the  coast  from  Connemara  to  Londonderry.  It  does  not 
appear  to  have  been  so  productive  as  in  1906,  the  total  estimated 
capture  for  the  three  months  of  June,  July  and  August  in  each 
year  having  been,  respectively,  3,313  cwts.  and  2,367  cwts.  As 
this  fishery  depends  for  its  success  almost  entirely  upon  the 
capture  of  large  grilse,  the  condition  of  the  grilse  supply  before 
referred  to  would  seem  to  furnish  a sufficient  explanation  of 
the  difference. 

The  Department  made  a grant  of  £13  17«.  to  the  funds  of  the 
Dublin  Board  of  Conservators,  being  the  equivalent  of  the 
amount  locally  subscribed. 

During  the  years  1905  and  1906  the  Department  contributed 
£500  to  the  funds  of  the  Conservators  of  the  Cork  district.  Iu 
view  of  the  large  public  rights  of  fishing  exercised  therein,  and 
of  the  efforts  made  by  the  fishermen  and  proprietors  to  provide 
locally  the  funds  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  protection,  the 
Department  made  a further  grant  of  £250  to  the  Board  in 
1907. 

Although  the  Department  contributed  sums  of  £30  and  £16 
in  previous  years  to  the  funds  of  the  Bandon  division  of  the 
Cork  District,  the  financial  position  of  the  Conservators  remained 
still  unsatisfactory,  and  did  not  enable  them  to  keep  sufficient 
watch  over  the  large  extent  of  spawning  rivers  and  tideway 
under  their  control.  The  Department  therefore  offered  to  con- 
tribute (within  a limit  of  £30)  the  sum  of  £2  for  every  £1 
subscribed  locally.  This  offer  was  availed  of  to  the  full  extent. 

The  Department  offered  to  contribute  a sum  of  £30  towards 
the  funds  of  the  Bantry  district,  on  condition  that  £1  should 
be  subscribed  locally  for  every  £2  provided  by  the  Department. 
The  offer  was  availed  of  to  the  extent  of  £8. 

The  Department  made  a grant  of  £60  towards  the  funds  of 
the  Conservators  of  the  Kenmare  district,  being  at  the  rate  of  £3 
for  every  £1  raised  by  local  subscription. 

The  Department  contributed  towards  the  funds  of  the  Limerick 
Board  a sum  of  £960  in  view  of  the  fact  that  a sum  of  £240  had 
been  raised  by  local  subscription. 

A grant  of  £20  was  made  by  the  Department  to  the  Trout 
Protection  Association  which  looks  after  the  fisheries  of  Lough 
Sheelin. 

The  Department  reconsidered  ■ the  question  of  the  financial 
assistance  which  was  promised  towards  the  funds  of  the  Local 
bominittee  having  charge  of  the  fisheries  of  the  Rivers  Feale  and 
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Cashen.  About  two-thirds  only  of  the  Department’s  offer  ot 
£120  had  been  availed  of,  and  it  was  arranged  that  the  unpaid 
balance  should  not  be  issued,  but  that  a new  grant  of  £150  would 
be  made  on  the  following  conditions : — 

(a.)  That  the  Limerick  Board  of  Conservators  would  five 
to  this  portion  of  their  District  the  normal  amount 
of  protection  which  they  would  have  given  had  no 
assistance  been  rendered  by  the  Department. 

(b.)  That  besides  this,  the  Limerick  Board  of  Conservators 
would  allocate  a sum  of  £30  to  the  funds  of  the 
Committee. 

(c.)  That  the  Department’s  grant  would  he  issued  in  the 
proportion  of  £3  to  every  £l  raised  localty. 

( d .)  That  one-half  of  the  sum  mentioned  in  condition  (b) 
might  be  considered  as  a local  subscription  for  the 
purposes  of  the  grant. 

(e.)  That  the  scheme  of  expenditure  by  the  Committee 
should  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  Department 

In  the  year  1906  the  Department  afforded  financial  and 
engineering  assistance  in  the  erection  of  a fish  pass  in  the  Lis- 
towel  Weir.  The  pass  has  proved  a great  success,  as  may  be 
gathered  from  a letter,  of  which  the  following  is  a copy : — 

“ 23rd  August,  1907- 

“ The  pass  is  a great  success.  During  the  early  part  of 
the  season,  when  water  was  very  low,  great  numbers  of  fish 
were  seen  making  for  it  with  unerring  instinct.  We  have 
had  excellent  fishing  and  plenty  of  it.” 

The  Department  offered  to  the  Westmeath  Lakes  Fish  Preser- 
vation Society  a contribution,  within  a limit  of  £20,  of  7s-  6 d. 
for  every  £1  subscribed  locally.  The  offer  was  availed  of  to  the 
extent  of  £15.  The  Society  has  been  doing  good  work. 

In  view  of  the  large  number  of  persons  who  come  to  Lough 
Derg  annually  for  the  fishing,  and  of  the  resulting  employment 
of  boatmen  and  others  around  the  lake,  and  also  having  regard 
to  the  fact  that  local  subscriptions  to  the  amount  of  about 
£85  were  collected,  the  Department  contributed  a sum  of  £42 
to  the  funds  of  the  Lough  Derg  Fishery  Society  to  enable 
that  body  to  afford  increased  protection  to  the  fisheries. 

A grant  of  £25  was  made  by  the  Department  to  the  Lough 
Corrib  Fisheries  Association  to  enable  it  to  carry  on  its  work. 
Through  the  efforts  of  this  body  a great  improvement  has  been 
effected  in  the  fisheries,  and  increasing  numbers  of  anglers  have 
been  attracted  to  the  locality. 

The  Lough  Mask  and  Carra  Fishery  Association  applied  for  a 
renewal  of  the  grant  of  £15  which,  in  a previous  year,  the 
Department  made  towards  the  expenses  of  protection.  The 
work  of  the  Association  is  of  public  utility,  and  about  £100 
was  subscribed  during  the  season  1906-7.  The  Department  con- 
sequently renewed  thoir  grant  of  £15* 
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It  appeared  to  the  Department  that  the  Ballina  Board  of  Con- 
servators were  not  in  a position,  from  want  of  funds,  to  afford  the 
necessary  protection  to  the  spawning  fish  in  their  district,  in 
which  a very  considerable  public  fishing  is  carried  on.  An 
application  was  made  to  the  Department  for  a grant  of  £350  ; 
and,  on  consideration,  it  was  decided  that  a contribution  of 
£250  for  one  year  might  be  offered,  provided  that  the 
Conservators  obtained  another  £100  from  local  sources,  that 
additional  bailiffs  were  employed  to  watch  the  spawning  streams, 
nnd  that  the  Moy  Fishery  Company  contributed  at  least  £700 
to  the  funds  of  the  Conservators.  This  offer  was  availed  of. 

The  Department  made  a grant  of  £44  to  the  Ballyshannon 
Board  of  Conservators  towards  the  cost  of  protecting  the  fisheries 
of  the  Bundrowes  B,iver. 

A sum.  of  £100  was  contributed  by  the  Department  this  year 
towards  the  protection  of  the  fisheries  of  Lough  Neagh,  on  which 
Lough  a very  large  number  of  the  public  are  engaged  in  fishing 
for  salmon,  trout,  eels  and  pollen.  A condition  attached  to 
the  grant  was  that  the  amount  allocated  for  the  like  purpose 
from  the  ordinary  funds  of  the  Board  of  Conservators  should  not 
be  decreased. 

The  sum  of  £100  which  was  promised  in  a previous  year  with 
the  like  object  was  paid  during  the  early  part  of  this  year. 

The  Department  contributed  a sum  of  £20  towards  the  purchase 
of  good  healthy  trout  fry  for  distribution  in  the  rivers  of  the 
Coleraine  district,  on  condition  that  a like  amount  was  contributed 
locally,  and  that  the  selection  of  the  places  for  the  liberation  of 
the  fry  would  be  made  with  a view  to  the  benefit  of  those  parts 
of  the  waters  of  the  district  in  which  private  rights  of  trout  fish- 
ing were  not  enforced.  This  enabled  the  Consei-vators  to  place, 
over  100,000  fry  in  the  lower  reaches  of  the  Elvers  Maine,  Moyola, 
Ballinderry  and  Blackwater,  and  in  Lough  Neagh.  Similar- 
operations  in  former  years,  aided  by  contributions  from  the 
Department,  are  reported  to  have  resulted  in  the  appearance  in 
Lough  Neagh  of  a considerable  number  of  trout  which  are  re- 
garded by  the  fishermen  as  dei-ived  from  imported  ova  of  the 
Loch  Leven  variety. 

The  Department  continued  their  policy  of  assisting  in  the 
artificial  propagation  of  salmon  and  trout.  During  the  season 
1907-8  the  output  from  the  different  hatcheries  was  5,244,500,  as 
against  0,143,000  in  the  previous  season. 

In  addition  the  output  of  white  trout  was  195,000,  and  of 
brown  trout  358,500. 

Full  details  of  hatchery  operations  are  contained  in  Parts  II. 
of  the  animal  reports  of  the  Fisheries  Branch. 

Further  applications  for  change  of  close  seasons  were  received 
during  the  year  under  review,  which,  however,  are  held  over 
pending  legislation  which  will  enable  the  Department  to  deal 
with  them  in  a satisfactory  manner.

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Scientific  Research. 

The  scientific  portion  (Part  II.)  of  the  Report  of  the  Fisheries 
Branch  for  1900,  which  was  published  during  the  year,  deals  as 
usual  with  matters  of  pisciculture  and  shell  fisheries  development 
as  well  as  with  the  results  of  more  technical  scientific  investiga- 
tion. Considerable  progress  is  made  towards  the  completion  of 
the  series  of  reports  on  the  fauna  of  the  deep  sea  grounds  of  the 
western  coast.  In  addition  to  the  usual  report  on  the  artificial 
propagation  of  Salmuniclae,  the  part  relating  to  inland  fisheries 
contains  the  summary  of  returns  furnished  by  clerks  of  Conser- 
vators and  others  on  the  periods  of  ascent  of  eel-fry  in  the 
different  districts.  A notable  feature  of  Part  II.  is  an  index  to 
all  the  scientific  publications  of  the  Fisheries  Branch  from  1901 
to  1905. 

4-STATISTICS  AND  INTELLIGENCE. 

The  work  of  this  Branch  falls  under  four  main  heads  : — 
First,  the  collection  and  publication  of  statistics  relating  to 
agricultural  and  other  economic  interests  in  Ireland.  Second, 
the  editing  of  the  Quarterly  Journal  of  the  Department,  and 
the  press-editing  of  all  publications  issued  by  the  Department. 
Third,  the  collection  of  information  on  subjects  bearing  on  the 
work  of  the  Department  and  on  inquiries  addressed  to  the 
Department.  Fourth,  the  distribution  and  despatch  of  the 
several  reports,  leaflets,  and  other  publications  of  the  Depart- 
ment. 

The  following  Reports  and  Returns  were  compiled  by  this 
Branch  and  issued  during  the  year  1907-8  : — 

Statistical  R e-ports . 

(1.)  The  Detailed  Annual  Report  on  the  Agricultural  Sta- 
tistics of  Ireland  for  the  calendar  year  1907.  Previous  to  the 
publication  of  . the  Detailed  Report  there  were  issued,  as  in 
former  years,  first,  an  Abstract  showing  the  unrevised  figures 
of  the  acreage  under  crops  and  of  the  numbers  of  live  stock, 
and,  second,  a Return  of  the  Estimated  Yield  and  Produce  of 
Crops  in  the  year  1907 . 

(2.)  The  Annual  Report  for  1907  of  the  Prices  of  Cattle, 
Sheep,  Swine,  and  Agricultural  Produce.  In  the  course  of 
the  year  Reports  also  of  the  transactions  at  309  Fairs  were 
sent  to  the  daily  press  and  to  the  weekly  Agricultural  Journals 
published  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland.  The  Annual  Report 
of  Prices  issued  by  the  Department  summarises  the  informa- 
tion received  during  the  year. 

(3.)  Returns,  weekly,  monthly,  quarterly,  and  annual,  of 
the  Exports  and  Imports  of  Animals  from  and  to  Ireland. 
The  information  from  which  these  Returns  are  compiled  is 
obtained  from  the  Portal  Inspectors  of  Live  Stock. 

(4.)  A Report  on  Irish  Migratorv  Labourers  in  the  year 
1907.  b

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(5.)  Two  half-yearly  Reports  on  Banking  and  Railway 
Statistics. 

(6.)  A Report  on  the  Trade  in  Imports  and  Exports  at  Irish 
Ports  during  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1906.  This  is 
the  third  Report  in  the  series,  and  was  issued  in  June,  1908, 
the  first  Report  having  been  issued  in  November,  1906,  and 
the  second  in  August,  1907.  The  work  of  collecting  and  pre- 
paring the  information  embodied  in  these  Reports— which  pre- 
sent, for  the  first  time  since  1825,  a comprehensive  statement 
regarding  imports  and  exports  at  Irish  Ports— has  been  at- 
tended with  very  considerable  difficulties.  The  Department 
have  no  statutory  powers  enabling  them  to  require  returns  o£ 
imports  and  exports,  and  it  lias  been  necessary  to  obtain  all 
information  by  voluntary  arrangement.  The”  available  Re- 
turns, therefore,  present  many  limitations,  and  especially  in 
the  case  of  manufactured  goods  it  is  difficult  to  obtain  ade- 
quately differentiated  information.  These  defects  can  only  be 
removed  when  there  is  authority  to  require  Returns  in  which 
the  description,  weight  or  measure,  and  the  value  of  goods, 
whether  imported  into  or  exported  from  Ireland,  are  clearlv 
stated. 

Crop  Reports. 

During  the  year  systematic  information  as  to  the  condition 
and  progress  of  the  crops  was  obtained  from  time  to  time  from 
correspondents  in  the  several  counties,  and  five  crop  reports 
based  on  the  information  obtained  were  issued  during  the 
course  of  the  summer  and  autumn.  A fruit  crop  report  was 
issued  in  the  month  of  July.  Special  weekly  reports  also  were 
received  during  July  and  August  from  each  Constabulary  dis- 
trict as  to  the  nature  and  progress  of  the  potato  blight,  and  as 
to  the  extent  of  spraying  operations. 

•Journal,  Leaflets,  etc. 

The  publication  of  the  Quarterly  Journal  lias  been  continued 
as  heretofore.  Several  contributions  of  special  practical  im- 
portance have  been  re-issued  in  the  form  of  leaflets,  etc.,  in

In  addition  to  the  above,  two  leaflets,  not  belonging  to  the 
regular  series,  viz.  : — “ Irish  Seed  Potatoes  in  England,”  and 
“Potato  Blight— Digging  the  Crop,”  were  issued  during  the 
period  under  review. 
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The  special  issue  of  leaflet  No.  14  (Prevention  of’  Potato 

Blight)  to  National  Schools,  etc.,  in  Ireland  was  repeated. 

The  total  number  of  separate  leaflets  issued  during  the  year 
amounted  to,  approximately,  1,400,000.

A large,  number  of  inquiries  relating  to  agricultural  and  in- 
dustrial developments  were  received  and  dealt  with  during  the 
course  of  the  year.  This  side  of  the  work  of  the  Branch  is 
steadily  growing  in  importance,  and  has  been  considerably 
facilitated  by  the  greater  readiness  of  public  and  private 
authorities  both  at  home  and  abroad  to  supply  information. 

In  connection  with  the  inquiries,  statistical  and  other,  car- 
ried on  by  this  Branch,  the  Department  have  to  acknowledge 
the  great  assistance  received  from  the  Inspector-General  of  the 
Royal  Irish  Constabulary,  the  'Chief  Commissioner  of  the 
Dublin  Metropolitan  Poiice,  the  Registrar-General  for  Ire- 
land, the  Managers  of  the  Irish  Banks,  the  Irish  Railway 
Companies,  the  Irish  Port  and  Harbour  Authorities,  and  also 
from  a large  number  of  correspondents  who  have  furnished 
information  on  agricultural  and  other  questions. 

5. -VETERINARY. 

The  Veterinary  Branch  deals  with  the  work  connected  with 
the  Department’s  functions  as  the  Central  Authority  in  Ire- 
land under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts.  A separate  and 
detailed  report  in  relation  to  the  proceedings  under  these  Acts 
is  issued  for  each  calendar  year.  Consequently  it  is  unneces- 
sary to  do  more  in  this  present  report  than  to  touch  briefly  on 
some  of  the  principal  points  in  respect  to  the  business  of  the 
Branch  during  the  twelve  months  ended  30th  June,  1908. 

In  March,  1908,  an  Order  was  passed  restricting  the  im- 
portation into  Ireland  of  hay  and  straw 
Special  precautions  from  foreign  countries  where  Boot  and 
against  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  exists.  This  step  was 

Mouth  Disease.  taken  in  consequence  of  the  occurrence 
of  an  outbreak  of  that  disease  among 
some  dairy  cattle  in  Edinburgh.  Careful  inquiry  into  the 
cause  of  the  outbreak  led  to  the  conclusion  that  the  cattle 
must  have  been  infected  through  the  medium  of  hay  used  for 
bedding  purposes,  which  had  been  imported  from  the  Con- 
tinent. Owing  to  the  vigorous  action  of  the  Board  of  Agri- 
culture and  Fisheries  the  outbreak  did  not  spread  beyond 
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Edinburgh,  and  was  soon  suppressed.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
restrictions  on  the  importation  for  use  as  fodder  or  litter  of 
hay  and  straw  from  infected  foreign  countries,  which  are  main- 
tained both  in  Great  Britain  and  in  Ireland,  will  be  a safe- 
guard against  any  further  outbreak  occurring  in  these  islands 
from  a like  cause. 

While  the  disease  was  existent  in  Scotland  restrictions  were 
also  imposed  temporarily  on  the  importation  of  hay  and  straw 
into  Ireland  from  Great  Britain.  Importations  of  ruminant 
animals  and  swine  into  Ireland  from  Great  Britain  were  at 
the  same  time  suspended,  but  were  allowed  to  be  resumed  on 
the  usual  conditions  when  the  danger  was  deemed  to  have 
passed.  It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  there  was  no  exten- 
sion of  the  infection  to  this  country,  which  for  nearly  twenty- 
five  years  has  enjoyed  complete  immunity  from  Foot  and 
Mouth  Disease. 

The  only  scheduled  disease  affecting  cattle  that  appeared  in 
Ireland  in  the  year  under  review'  was 
Anthrax.  Anthrax,  of  which  there  were  six  out- 
breaks. Nine  animals  died  as  a result 

of  the  outbreaks. 

The  aggregate  number  of  Swine  Fever  outbreaks  confirmed 
in  the  year  ended  30th  June,  1908,  was 
Swine  Fever.  208,  an  increase,  as  compared  with  the 
preceding  year  (one  of  exceptionally  low 
prevalence  of  the  disease),  in  which  117  outbreaks  were  "regis- 
tered. In  the  three  years  ended  30th  June,  1906,  1905,  and 
1904,  respectively,  the  outbreaks  were  146,  219,  and  301. 

It  was  specially  in  Dublin  and  its  neighbourhood  that  Swine 
Fever  manifested  itself  in  the  twelve  months  at  present  under 
review.  In  order  to  combat  the  spread  of  the  disease  in  the 
district  the  precautionary  regulations  applying  to  swine  moved 
to  and  from  the  Dublin  Market,  which  had  been  relaxed  in 
part,  have  been  placed  again  on  a more  stringent  footing. 

There  were  414  outbreaks  of  Sheep  Scab  recorded  iu  the 
twelve  months  ended  30th  June,  1908. 
Sheep  Scab.  This  figure  is  not,  on  the  whole,  above  the 
average  of  recent  years,  but  it  exceeds 
that  for  the  twelve  months  immediately  preceding  by  127  out- 
breaks. 

The  compulsory  dipping  of  sheep  throughout  Ireland  made 
considerable  progress.  1,783,489  head  were  returned  as 
dipped  in  the  first  dipping  period  following  the  passing  of  the 
Sheep  Dipping  (Ireland)  Order  of  1907.  There  was  also  a 
substantial  number  of  dipped  animals  respecting  which  owners 
omitted  to  make  any  declaration,  and  which  consequently  did 
not  come  into  the  Beturns.  It  may  further  be  mentioned 
that,  in  pursuance  of  Begulations  made  by  the  Local  Authori- 
ties, the  sheep  in  seven  counties  underwent  an  autumn  or 
winter  dipping  in  addition  to  the  summer  dipping  required 
under  the  Sheep  Dipping  (Ireland)  Order  of  1907. 
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Parasitic  mange  lias  shown  a steady  decrease  in  Ireland  for 
some,  years  past.  Only  51  outbreaks  were 
Parasitic  Mange.  recorded  in  the  year  ended  30th  June, 
1908,  as  against  82  in  the  previous  twelve 
months.  Though  the  disease  is  one  rarely  attended  by  serious 
consequences  it  is  of  a disagreeable  and  troublesome  character, 
and  it  would  be  of  great  advantage  if  its  extinction  could  be 
effected. 


The  position  respecting  Glanders  in  Ireland  is  at  present 
very  hopeful.  Only  three  outbreaks 
Glanders.  occurred  in  the  year  ended  30tli  June, 
1908,  as  compared  with  seven  in  the  pre- 
ceding twelve  months,  and  22  in  the  year  ended  30th  June, 
1906.  This  improvement  has  followed  the  adoption  of  the 
policy  initiated  in  1906  of  regulating  the  admission-  of  horses 
into  Ireland  from  Great  Britain,  where  Glanders  has  largely 
prevailed.  A permit  is  at  present  required  for  each  importa- 
tion, and,  in  all  ordinary  instances,  inquiry  is  made  into  the 
circumstances  of  the  case  before  a decision  is  arrived  at  on  the 
question  whether  the  importation  should  he  allowed. 


6. — TRANSIT  AND  MARKETS.

The  Markets  and  Fairs  (Weighing  of  Cattle)  Acts,  1887 
and  1891. 


Transit  of  Animals. 

, Much  attention  was  given  by  the  Transit  Inspectors  to  ques- 
tions affecting  the  transit  of  animals  in  Ireland  and  their 
shipment  to  Great  Britain.  Detailed  statements  relative  to 
this  work  will  be  found  in  the  separate  Reports  of  the  Depart- 
ment under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts. 

The  conditions  under  which  live  stock  is  carried  on  the  rail- 
ways were  brought  prominently  before  the  Viceregal  Commis- 
sion on  Irish  Railways. 
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The  railway  companies  have  made  improved  arrangements 
for  cattle  transit  at  a number  of  their  stations. 

The  older  vessels  for  the  conveyance  of  cattle  between  Ire- 
land and  Great  Britain  continue  ‘to  he  replaced  by  new  and 
improved  steamships. 

Comparing  the  half-year  ended  30th  June,  1907,  with  the 
first  half-year  of  1908,  a considerable  increase  took  place  in  the 
latter  period  in  the  numbers  of  cattle  and  sheep  inspected  at 
the  ports  and  shipped  to  Great  Britain.  There  was,  how- 
ever, a distinct  falling  off  in  the  shipments  of  swine. 

Transit  of  Produce. 

The  Transit  Inspection  Staff — one  Superintending  Inspector 
and  four  Inspectors— continue  to  give  much  attention  to  the 
manner  of  dealing  with  consignments  of  agricultural  produce 
m transit.  Railway  stations  and  ports  are  visited,  and  re- 
ports are  made  regarding  the  condition  of  the  consignments 
a.iul  the  methods  of  handling.  During  the  period  under  review 
upwards  of  700  visits  were  made  to  stations  and  ports.  In 
about  150  cases  in  connection  with  the  transit  of  produce 
special  inquiries  were  made,  and  the  Inspectors  had  many 
interviews  with  consignors  as  to  the  conveyance  of  their 
consignments.  The  Inspectors  also  interviewed  a large 
number  of  consignees  in  the  principal  centres  in  Great 
Britain  as  to  tho  condition  in  which  Irish  produce  arrives  at 
the  markets. 


(a.)  Butter. 


The  Inspectors  report  that  the  arrangements  for  the  convey- 
ance  of  butter  by  rail  show'  a steady 
Conveyance  by  Rail,  improvement.  Greater  care  is  taken  to 
secure  that  the  waggons  are  in  a cleanly 
condition,  and  shelters  have  been  provided  at  some  stations 
aF  which  consignments  were  likely  to  be  damaged  owing  to 
e absence  of  such  protection.  The  consignments  were  on 
Tde  whole  carefully  handled  by  the  servants  of  the  companies. 

Some  cases,  however,  came  under  notice  of  the  conveyance 
o,  Packages  of  butter  in  trucks  which  had  not  been  properly 
cleansed,  or  in  trucks  with  articles  likely  to  taint  the  butter, 
buch  occurrences  are  brought  by  the  ^department  under  the 
notice  ot  the  carrying  companies  concerned. 


No  increase  appears  to  have  taken  place  in  the  number  of 
_ , . „ refrigerator  vans  for  the  conveyance  of 

rifiera  or  Vans.  butter  over  Irish  lines  of  railway— the 

Special  Vans.  number  being  30.  These  vans  are  not 

largely  used — consignors  being  apparently 
unwilling  to  meet  the  charge  made  for  icing.  The  number 
oi  special  vans  used  for  the  traffic  remains  at  about  the  figure — 
70 — given  in  the  previous  Report. 
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Generally  the  boxes  used  for  the  conveyance  of  butter  were 
firmly  and  neatly  constructed.  A marked 
Boxes.  improvement  was  observed  in  the  pyramid 

boxes.  Some  cases,  however,  in  which 
the  lids  of  the  boxes  projected  over  the  sides  or  in  which  the 
wood  used  in  the.  construction  of  the  boxes  was  knotty,  too 
light,  or  otherwise  unsuitable  came  under  notice.  In  such  in- 
stances communications  are  sent  to  the  consignors  concerned. 

It  is  obvious  that  boxes  of  defective  or  flimsy  construction 
much  increase  the  risk  of  damage  in  transit,  and  consignors 
would  be  well  advised  in  using  for  the  conveyance  of  butter 
only  firm  and  neatly  finished  boxes. 


(b)  Eggs. 

The  Inspectors  report  an  improvement  in  the  manner  of 
handling  the  egg  traffic  by  the  servants  of 

Handling;  of  Traffic,  the  carrying  companies.  The  companies 
have  instructed  their  servants  as  to  the 
proper  method  of  dealing  with  the  traffic,  and  take  a severe 
view  of  infringement  of  the  instructions. 

Some  instances  of  carelessness  in  dealing  with  the  traffic — 
turning  cases  on  end,  exposure  of  cases  to  rain,  &c. — came 
under  observation.  The  attention  of  the  companies  con- 
cerned was  drawn  to  the  occurrences. 

Some  instances  of  the  absence  of  due  care  in  dealing  with 
cases  of  eggs  by  consignors  or  their  servants  also  came  under 
observation.  Sometimes  cases  were  “upended”  when  being 
delivered  at  the  premises  of  carrying  companies,  and  occa- 
sionally cases  were  totally  or  partially  unprotected  from  rain 
during  conveyance  to  the  premises.  Communications  were 
sent  to  the  consignors  concerned. 

A larger  number  of  cases  of  an  improved  type  have  been 
Cases  observed  in  transit,  and  greater  attention 

Pack'ne  is  Siven  to  packing  and  the  use  of  suitable 

1 e‘  packing  material.  Still  room  for  con- 
siderable improvement  exists.  Damp  or  dirty  straw  is  not  in- 
frequently used  for  packing,  and  the  cases  are  sometimes 
made  from  unsuitable  material , or  so  constructed  as  to  permit 
of  eggs  being  removed  from  them  in  transit. 

Many  complaints  have  been  made  as  to  the  arrival  of  eggs 
from  certain  districts  at  the  markets  in  an  unsatisfactory  con- 
dition—the  packing  material  being  wet.  This  condition 
appears  to  be  due  to  the  practice  which  obtains'  in  several 
places  of  packing  eggs  in  the  open.  At  some  markets  the 
packing  takes  place  under  the  shafts  of  upturned  carts  over 
which  a tarpaulin  is  spread.  A partial  shelter  is  in  this 
manner  obtained,  but  the  arrangement  cannot  be  regarded  as 
at  all  satisfactory.  Wherever  practicable, 

Covered  Markets.  a covered  market  should  be  provided,  but 
in  those  cases  in  which  the  trade  is  not 
sufficiently  large  to  warrant  the  expenditure  involved  in  pro- 
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viding  such  a market,  sheds  for  packing  should  be  made  avail- 
able. The  cost  would  be;  comparatively  small,  and  much 
benefit  would  result  to  the  egg  trade.  Action  is,  it  is  under- 
stood, being  taken  by  certain  urban  authorities  to  provide 
covei'ed  markets. 

Breakages  during  transit  still  remain  a rather  frequent 
source  of  complaint — no  small  proportion 
Breakages.  being,  it  appears,  due  to  defective  packing 

or  to  the  use  of  insufficiently  strong- 
material  iu  the  construction  of  the  cases. 


(c)  Live  Fowl. 

Much  evidence  has  been  obtained  by  the  Department  as  to 
the  conditions  relating  to  the  transit  of 
Marketing.  live  fowl.  The  system  of  marketing  in 
different  districts  has  been  looked  into  as 
well  as  the  arrangements  for  transit.  Bowl  have  been  inspected 
on  arrival  at  the  ports,  the  loading  on  the  steamers  has  been 
witnessed,  and  -the.  condition  of  consignments  on  arrival  in 
Great  Britain  has  been  observed.  In  several  instances  the 
marketing  is  unsatisfactory,  and  results  in  cruelty  and  injury 
to  the  birds.  Sometimes  fowl  are  carried  by  the  legs,  are 
thrown  on  the  ground,  and  allowed  to  remain  there  under 
rain,  and  are.  packed  in  crates  in  a drenched  condition.  There 
can  be  no  excuse  for  cruelty  of  this  kind.  Moreover,  when 
fowl  treated  in  this  manner  are  exposed  for  sale,  in  Great 
Britain,  the  flesh  frequently  presents  a bruised  appearance, 
with  the  result  that  the  birds  are  depreciated  in  value. 

The  crates  used  for  the  conveyance  of  live  fowl  to  the  markets 
are  frequently  unsuitable.  Crates  faulty 
Crates.  in  construction  are  used  and  sufficient 

ventilation  is  not  afforded.  Overcrowding 
takes  place  and  injury  is  also  done  to  the  fowl  through  then- 
being  sometimes  without  food  for  a considerable  time  in  tran- 
sit.

y which  no  small  part  of  the  traffic  is  con- 

eguiations.  ducted,  and  it  would  be  of  much  advantage 
if  the  entire  system  of  marketing  and  transit  were  subject 
to  regulations.  Legislation  would  be  required  for  the  making 
and  enforcing  of  regulations. 

The  Department  have  taken  action  with  a view  to  prevent 
ill-treatment  of  fowl  at  certain  markets. 


(d)  Fruit. 

Improved  accommodation  for  dealing  with  the  fruit  traffic 
was  provided  at  Annaghmore,  the  principal  station  for  this 
traffic,  in  the  Armagh  fruit-growing  area.  Special  vans  are 
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available  for  the  carriage  of  fruit.  The  more  perishable  kinds 
of  fruit,  such  as  strawberries  and  raspberries,  sent  to  the  mar- 
kets, are  packed  in  chip  baskets  (to  contain  1 lb.  fruit)  which 
are  enclosed  in  crates— the  crates  containing  from  thirty-two 
to  forty-eight  of  these,  baskets.  The  traffic  in  home-grown 
fruit  has  continued  to  increase. 

(e)  Fish. 

The  Inspectors  made,  a number  of  visits  to  stations  from 
which  fish  is  despatched,  and  also  witnessed  the  handling  of 
consignments  at  stations  on  the  route,  to  the  markets.  The 
fish  traffic  by  rail  is  conveyed  by  passenger  train  service  or 
when  large  quantities  are  available,  by  special  trains.  Special 
vehicles  are  used  for  the  traffic. 

A large  quantity  of  fish  captured  in  Irish  waters  is  carried 
direct  to  G-reat  Britain  by  steamers. 

Prequent  visits  were  made  to  Irish  ports,  but  few  instances 
of  carelessness  in  the  handling  or  stowage 
Ports-  of  produce  came  under  notice.  The 

. . knowledge  that  the  Inspectors  may  at  any 

time  visit  the  port,  and  that  reports  will  be  made  to  the  com- 
panies as  to  any  irregularities  observed  has,  no  doubt,  caused 
the  employes  to  be  more  careful  in  handling  the  produce. 
Several  ports  in  Great  Britain  were  also  visited  by  the  In- 
spectors. 

The  consignments  were,  on  the.  whole,  carefully  placed  in 
the  vessels.  The  system  of  loading  packages  of  butter  in 
crates  which  are  hoisted  on  board  at  the  Irish  port  and  un- 
shipped at  the  British  port  has  been  adopted  bv  some  cross- 
Channel  companies,  and  considerably  reduces"  the  risk  of 
damage  to  the  consignments  in  transit.  Scale  boards  or  trays 
lor  unloading  produce  are  more  frequently  used— an  arrange- 
ment which  has  been  found  not  only  to  expedite  unloading, 
Imt  also  to  lessen  the  chances  of  injury  to  consignments. 

The  route  via  the  ports  of  Bosslare  and  Bishguard  to  centres 
in  Great.Britain  has  been  much  utilised  for

°ng  distances  came  under  notice.  This  arrangement 
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should  conduce  to  the  safe  transit  of  perishable  produce  as 
it  must  lessen  considerably  the  jolting  in  the  shunting  and 
running  of  chain-coupled  goods  trains,  which  must  be  a factor 
in  breakages  in  transit. 

Comparatively  few  instances  of  rough  or  careless  handling 
of  produce  came  under  the  notice  of  the  Inspectors  either  at 
the  ports  or  at  railway  stations  in  Great  Britain. 

The  Transit  Inspectors  interviewed  a large  number  of 
merchants— upwards  of  300— in  various 
Interviews  with  centres  in  Great  Britain  with  regard  to 

Merchants  in  Great  the  condition  in  which  Irish  produce 
Britain.  reaches  the  markets.  The  merchants 
considered  that  a general  improvement 
had  taken  place  in  the  butter  packages , and  that  the  transit 
was  more  satisfactory.  A few  complaints  were  made  of  delay 
in  delivery  and  damage  to  consignments  during  transit.  As 
on  former  occasions,  complaint  was  made  as  to  the  use  of 
damp,  dirty  or  musty  straw  in  the  packing  of  eggs  by  some 
Irish  consignors.  The  frequent  absence  of  grading  was  men- 
tioned, and  also  the  tendency  to  hold  back  eggs  from  market 
when  the  price  was  falling. 

During  the  period  1st  July,  1907,  to  30th  June,  1908,  fifty- 
nine  complaints  were  received  as  to 

Delays  in  Transit.  delays  in  the  conveyance  of  goods  or 
damage  to  consignments  during  transit. 
Inquiries  were  made  in  each  case. 

Eighteen  of  the  complaints  had  reference  to  butter,  the  other 
complaints  relating  to  eggs,  poultry,  rabbits,  rabbit  hampers, 
fish,  fruit,  fruit  tubs,  seed  oats,  spraying  machines,  wool,  etc. 

A summary  of  the  complaints  and  of  the  results  of  the 
inquiries  will  be  found  at  pages  542-550  in  the  Appendices. 

A complaint  was  also  received  as  to  the  refusal  of  the 
Great  Southern  and  Western  Bailway  Company  to  afford 
facilities  for  travelling  by  rail  on  Sundays  between  Limerick 
and  Ballybrophy.  In  this  case  the  Company  considered  that 
the  probable  number  of  passengers  would  not  warrant  the 
expense  of  the  train  service. 

The  closing  of  the  Longford  station  to  goods  traffic  as 
early  as  6 p.m.  was  brought  under  the  notice  of  the  Depart- 
ment—it  being  represented  that  the  arrangement  caused  in- 
convenience and  loss  to  consignors  of  produce  from  the  station. 
The  Midland  Bail  way  Company  decided  to  extend  up  to 
6.30  p.m.  the  time  for  receiving  goods  at  the  station.

No  occasion  arose  during  the  period  for  the  exercise  of  the 
powers  vested  in  the  Department  under  Section  17  (1)  of  the 
Agriculture  and  Technical  Instruction  (Ireland)  Act,  1899,  of 
appearing  as  complainant  on  behalf  of  aggrieved  persons  be- 
fore the  Bail  way  and  Canal  Commissioners. 
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From  the  1st  July, 1907,  to  the  30th  June,  1908,  forty  com- 
plaints were  received  as  to  rates  charged 
Complaints.  by  carrying  companies  for  the  conveyance 
of  merchandise.  A summary  of  the  De- 
partment’s action  in  connection  with  the  complaints  will  be 
found  at  pages  551-557  in  the  Appendices.  The  complaints 
related  to  butter,  eggs,  separated  milk,  fish,  cream,  coal, 
poultry  (live  and  dead),  cattle, potatoes,  bacon,  maize,  earthen- 
ware, &c. 

Three  of  the  complaints  had  reference  to  the  non-existence 
of  through  rates.  In  two  of  these  cases  through  rates  were 
fixed.  One  case  is  pending. 

Nineteen  of  the  complaints  were  to  the  effect  that  through 
rates  already  in  operation  were  excessive.  Deduced  rates 
were  fixed  in  four  instances ; and  in  seven  other  cases  the 
companies  concerned  agreed  to  make  refunds.  One  case  is 
pending. 

Fifteen  of  the  complaints  referred  to  local  rates.  Deduced 
rates  were  fixed  in  five  cases.  In  three  other  cases  refunds 
were  made. 

Three  complaints  related  to  both  local  and  through  rates. 
A reduced  through  rate  was  fixed  in  one  case,  and  in  another 
case  a refund  on  a local  rate  was  made. 


Previous  to  the  issue  of  the  Seventh  Annual  General  Deport, 
seven  officers  of  the  Department  had  given 
Vice-Regal  evidence  before  the  Viceregal  Commission 
Commission  on  on  Irish  Railways.  Since  then  further 

Irish  Railways.  evidence  has  been  given  by  one  of  these 

officers. 


Certain  amendments  were,  at  the  instance  of  the  Depart- 
ment, inserted  in  the  Sligo  and  Arigna 
Railway  Bills.  Railway  Bill.  The  amendments  were  in- 
tended to  provide  that  information  be 
supplied  to  the  Department  as  to  rates  and  tolls ; that-  notice 
be  given  to  the  Department  in  regard  to  proposed  increases  in 
charges;  and  that  agricultural  anil  market  garden  produce  be 
conveyed  by  passenger  trains  at  rates  not  exceeding  one-half 
the  maximum  rates  for  the  carriage  of  small  parcels. 

The  Bill  received  the  Royal  Assent  on  the  1st  August,  1908. 

Similar  provisions  are  found  in  the  Ards  Railway  Bill,  which 
also  received  the  Royal  Assent  last  session.  The  provisions 
were  included  in  the  measure  by  the  promoters  themselves.

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Acts  are  performed  by  members  of  the  Loyal  Irish  Con 
stabulary.  In  the  remaining  county  members  of  the  Koval 
Insh  Constabulary,  together  with  an  officer  not  in  the  Polio 
Force,  act  as  Inspectors.  tc 

In  the  Boroughs  of  Dublin,  Belfast,  Clonmel,  Drogheda 
and  Kilkenny  the  Inspectors  are  not  connected  with  the  Polii 
Forces.  In  the  Boroughs  of  Cork,  Sligo,  and  Wexford  the 
work  is  performed  by  members  of  tlie  Eoyal  Irish  Con 
stabulary , and  m the  Boroughs  of  Limerick,  Londonderry 
and  Waterford  members  of  the  Eoyal  Irish  Constabulary  act  as 
Inspectors,  together  with  local  officers.

The  work  of  obtaining,  for  analysis  on  behalf  of  the  De- 
partment, samples  of  butter  and  mar- 
Samples  taken  by  garble  was  continued  as  previously,  two 
Department’s  Officers,  officers  being  employed  on  the  duty. 

Samples  were  obtained  in  each  adminis- 
trative county,  and  in  seven  of  the  boroughs— the  total 
number  of  samples  being  963  (959  butter,  and  4 margarine). 
The  results  of  the  analysis  of  the  samples  were  communicated 
to  the  local  authorities,  who  took  proceedings  in  respect  of  49 
samples  of  butter.  Convictions  were  obtained  in  45  cases 
and  penalties  amounting  to  ±’37  13s.  6d.  were  imposed.  Of 
the  fom  remaining  cases,  two  failed  owing  to  informalities 
in  connection  with  the  summonses.  In  the  third  case  the 
defendant  was  cautioned  and  required  to  pay  the  analyst’s 
fee,  and  the  fourth  case  was  dismissed — the  magistrates  hold- 
ing that  the  butter  was  genuine. 

In  fourteen  cases  in  which  samples  of  butter  were  found 
to  contain  more  than  16  per  cent,  of  water  no  proceedings 
iveie  instituted.  In  eleven  of  the  cases  the  excessive  pro- 
portion of  water  was  regarded  as  too  small  t-o  warrant  pro- 
ceedings; m one  case  it  was  not  found  practicable  to  have 
proceedings  instituted  within  the  prescribed  time ; in  one 
case  the  summons  could  not  be  served,  the  vendor  having 
leti  the  district,  and  in  the  remaining  case  a question  as  to  the 
accuracy  of  the  address  of  the  vendor  arose. 

Forty-four  of  the  samples  (959)  were  sold  as  salt  firkin  butter, 
and  of  these  only  4 were  found  to  contain  more  than  16  per 
cent,  of  water.  1 


During  the  half-year  ended  the  30th  June,  1908,  the  De- 
partments officers  obtained  531  samples  of  butter,  and  1 
sample  of  margarine  for  analysis.  In  cloven  cases  proceedings 
were  instituted  by  the,  local  authorities.  Convictions  were 
obtained  m ten  of  the  cases,  and  penalties  amounting  to 
±9  12s.  9 d.  were  imposed.

Occupiers  of  manufactories  of  margarine  or  margarine- 
cheese  and  wholesale  dealers  in  such  sub- 
stances are.  required  to  keep  registers 
inspection  of  Registers.  si10Wjng  the  quantity  and  destination  of 
each  consignment  sent  out  by  them  from 
their  manufactories  or  places  of  business ; and  these  registers 
must  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  officers  of  the  Department. 
Several  such  inspections  were  made  during  the  period. 

The  Butter  and  Margarine  Act  came  into  operation  on  the 
1st  January,  1908.  Particulars  as  to  the 
Butter  and  Margarine  principal  provisions  of  the  Act  were  given 
Act:  Circulars.  in  the  Seventh  Annual  General  Eeport. 

In  December,  1907,  a circular  in  which 
attention  was  drawn  to  certain  provisions  of  the  Act,  was  sent 
to  each  County  and  Borough  Council.  A copy  of  the  circular 
will  be  found  in  the  Appendices,  page  566.  Subsequently 
a memorandum  was  prepared  setting  forth  the  requirements 
as  to  the  registration  of  butter  factories — that  is,  premises  on 
which,  by  way  of  trade  butter  is  blended,  re-worked,  or  sub- 
jected to  any  other  treatment,  but  not  so  as  to  cease  to  be 
butter.  Copies  of  the  memorandum  were  sent  to  the  several 
local  authorities— the  county  and  borough  councils — to  the 
proprietors  of  premises  believed  to  be  used  as  butter  factories, 
and  to  the  managers  of  creameries.  A copy  of  the  memoran- 
dum is  printed  at  page  568  in  the  Appendices. 

Up  to  the  30th  June  last  fifty-two  butter  factories,  had  been 
registered  in  thirteen  administrative  areas 
Registration  of  Butter  — "ten  counties  and  three  boroughs.  A 
Factories.  table  showing  the  distribution  of  the 

factories  will  be  found  in  the  Appendices, 
page  569.  Notification  of  several  registrations  effected  since 
the  date  mentioned  has  been  received.  Some  registrations  are 
still  outstanding. 
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Under  section  1 (3)  ol  the  Butter  and  Margarine  Act 
premises  shall  not  be  used  as  a butter  factory  if  they  form  part 
of  or  communicate,  otherwise  than  by  a public  street  or  road, 
with  premises  where  margarine,  margarine-cheese,  or  mixtures 
of  butter  with  milk  or  cream  are  manufactured  or  dealt  in 
wholesale.  The  Department,  however,  have  power  to  direct 
that  the  provisions  shall  not  apply  to  premises  which  on  the 
1st  of  January,  1907,  were  being  used  as  a butter  factory, 
and  formed  part  of,  or  communicated  with,  premises  which 
were  then  registered  under  the  Sale  of  Pood  and  Drugs  Acts 
(i.c.,  manufactories  of  margarine  or  margarine-cheese,  ox- 
premises  of  wholesale  dealers  in  these  articles). 

Six  cases  in  which  the  business  of  butter-blending  had,  on 
the  1st  January,  1907,  been  conducted  in  places  then  registered 
lor  the  manufacture  of,  or  wholesale  dealings  in,  margarine 
were  reported  to  the  Department.  In  two  cases  certain 
structural  alterations  were  earned  out,  and  authority  was  given 
for  the  registration  of  portions  of  each  of  the  premises  as  a 
butter  factory— the  registration  to  remain  in  force  for  a period 
of  twelve  months.  rlhe  premises  were  accordingly  registered 
portions  as  butter  factories,  and  portions,  respectively,  for  the 
manufacture  of  margarine  and  for  wholesale  dealings  in  mar- 
garine. Alterations  preventing  internal  communication  were 
earned  out  in  another  case,  and  the  separate  premises  were 
registered  respectively  as  a butter  factory  and  as  a margarine 
factory.  In  one  ease  no  structural  alterations  were  required, 
and  portions  of  the  premises  were  registered  respectively  as 
a butter  factory  and  a margarine  factory.  In  one  of  the  re- 
maining two  cases  the  registration  as  a margarine  factory  was 
cancelled  and  the  premises  registered  as  a butter  factory,  and 
m tlie  other  case  the  question  of  registration  is  pending,  as  the 
premises  will,  it  is  understood,  be  soon  vacated  bv  the  present 
occupiers.

Under  the  Butter  and  Margarine  Act  milk-blended  butter 
may  he  imported  into  Ireland  only  under 
Milk-Blended  Butter.  name  approved  by  the  Department  and 
dealt  with  in  Ireland  only  under  a name 
and  under  a description  approved  by  the  Department.  The 
Department  have  approved  one  name,  " Bondone,”  anil 
description.  The  description  was  as  follows  : — 

This  substance,  which  is  not  gemiinc  butter,  is  a mix- 
ture of  butter  and  milk  and  contains  nearly  24  per  cent,  of 
water  (about  3|  ozs.  in  every  pound)  which  is  8 per  cent, 
of  water  (about  1^-  oz.)  more  than  is  allowed  in  genuine 
butter.

During  the 
year  1907  one  , sample  of  condensed  milk  and  one  sample  of 
cheese,  were,  the  Department  are  informed,  taken  at  the  port 
of  Belfast  bv  the  Commissioners.  Under  sections  5 and  It 


of  the  Butter  and  Margarine  Act,  1907,  the  importation  of  the 
following  articles  into  Ireland  is  made  an  offence  under  section 
1 of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1899  : — - 


Butter  containing  more  than  16  per  cent,  of  water; 

Margarine  containing  more  than  16  per  cent,  of  water, 
or  more  than  10  per  cent,  of  butter-fat ; 

Milk-blended  butter  containing  more  than  24  per  cent,  of 
water ; 

Milk-blended  butter,  except  in  packages  conspicuously 
marked  with  such  name  as  may  be  approved  by  the 
Department  for  the  purpose. 


During  the  half-year  ended  the  30th  June,  1908,  the  Com- 
missioners of  Customs  took  twelve  samples  at  Irish  ports 
three  samples  of  margarine  at  Dublin,  five  samples  of  mar- 
garine and  one  sample  of  condensed  milk  at  Belfast,  and  two 
samples  of  margarine  and  one  sample  of  butter  at  Cork.

Merchandise  Marks  Act,  1887. 

During  the  period  several  cases  as  to  the  application  of  cer- 
tain marks  to  Irish  or  imported  products  were  brought  under 
the  notice  of  the  Department.  In  one  case  proceedings  were, 
at  the  instance  of  the  Department,  instituted  under  the  Mer- 
chandise Marks  Act.  In  the  early  part  of  1908  the  Depart- 
ment learned  that  a firm  in  Dublin  was 

Sale  of  Margarine  supplying  “finest  fresh  butter”  at  lOd. 
as  Butter.  or  10|d.  a pound  at  a time  when  the  price 
of  good  butter  was  1a-.  3d.  or  Is.  4 d.  per 
pound.  A small  quantity  of  the  butter  was  purchased  by  direc- 
tion of  the  Department,  and  was  found  on  analysis  to  be  com- 
posed almost  entirely  of  fats  foreign  to  butter.  The  following 
printed  matter  appeared  on  the.  box  in  which  the  article  was 
supplied  “ This  butter  is  guaranteed  to  be  absolutely  pure.” 
'■  The  Premier  Creamery.”  “ Finest  Fresh  Butter.”  “ First 
Prize  Dairy  Butter.”  The  Department  brought  the  matter 
under  the  notice  of  the  Irish  Government,  who  instructed  the 
Police  to  prosecute.  A conviction  was  obtained,  and  a fine  of 
£5  with  £5  costs  was  imposed. 

The  following  cases,  inter  alia,  were  looked  into  : 

(1.)  The  use  of  the  brands  “ Ballina,”  “Mary- 
borough,” and  “ Longford  ” for  Colonial  butter. 

(1.)  Importation  of  unbranded  butter  boxes. 

(3.)  Advertisement  of  creamery  butter  at  a figure  below 
the  market  price  at  the  time. 

(4.)  Disposal  of  German  and  Tlussian  oats  imported  into 
1 reland. 

(5.)  Alleged  sale  of  foreign  or  Colonial  fowl  as  Irish. 


Agricultural  Produce. 
Appointment  of  Officer 
for  detection  of  frauds. 


In  August,  1908,  the  Department  appointed  an  officer  for  the 
detection  of  frauds,  in  Ireland,  affecting 
Irish  products.  Two  officers  had  already 
been  employed  on  the  work  of  obtaining 
samples  of  butter  and  margarine  for 
analysis  and  had  been  instrumental  in 
having  prosecutions  instituted  for  offences  in  connection  with 
the  sale  of  these  articles.  The  more  serious  fraud,  however, 
affecting  the  butter  industry — sales  of  margarine  as  butter 
was  but  seldom  detected  by  the  ordinary  methods  of 
sampling,  and  it  was  accordingly  felt  that  detective  methods 
should  be  employed.  So  far  the  work  of  this  officer  has  met 
with  no  small  measure  of  success. 


Inspector  for  Irish  Agrictjlturab  Interests  in  Great 
Britain. 

The  work  in  connection  with  the  prevention  of  frauds 
affecting  Irish  products  in  Great  Britain  was  carried  On  ener- 
getically. In  June,  1908,  two  additional  assistants  were 
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appointed ; subsequently  another  assistant  was  appointed 
principally  with  a view  to  increased  attention  being  given  to 
the  prevention  of  frauds  affecting  the  sale  of  Irish0  linens  in 
Great  Britain.  The  Inspector  lias  now  a staff  of  five  as- 
sistants. 


Further  experience  furnishes  confirmatory  evidence  of  the 
extent  to  which  margarine,  is  sold  as  Irish 
Sale  of  Margarine  as  butter  in  Great  Britain.  Such  fraud 
Irish  Butter.  seems  to  be  extensively  carried  on,  espe- 
cially in  places  in  which  there  arc  con- 
siderable Irish  populations  and  in  large  mining  centres. 
Special  methods  involving  a good  deal  of  time  and  circum- 
spection have  to  be  adopted  in  the  detection  of  frauds  of  this 
kind— the  ordinary  methods  of  sampling  not  meeting  the  needs 
of  the  case.  Informal  samples  have  been  taken  in  a law 
number  of  places,  and  the  Local  Authorities  in  certain  areas 
have  been  approached  with  a view  to  secure  their  co-operation 
in  the  work  of  preventing  sales  of  margarine  as  Irish  butter. 


The  question  of  the  sale  of  factory  butter  as  Irish  creamery 
butter  received  a good  deal  of  attention. 
Sale  of  Factory  Proceedings  were  in  two  cases  instituted 
Butter  as  Irish  under  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act.  In  one 
creamery  Butter.  of  the  cases  three  boxes  of  butter  had 
been  purchased  by  one  of  ttie  Inspector’s 
assistants  from  a firm  in  Liverpool.  The  butter  was  invoiced 
as  Irish  creamery  butter.  In  the  opinion  of  experts,  the 
butter  was  factory  butter.  The  prosecution  was  undertaken  by 
the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  It  was  admitted  by 
the  defence  that  the  butter  was  factory.  A fine  of  £5,  with 
costs  amounting  to  £10  10s.,  was  imposed. 

In  the  other  case  a 28  lb.  box  of  butter  was  purchased  by 
one  of  the  assistants  from  a firm  in  Norwich.  The  butter  was 
submitted  to  experts,  who  expressed  the  opinion  that  it  was 
not  creamery  but  factory  butter.  The  Board  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  also  prosecuted  in  this  case.  The.  defence  ad- 
mitted that  the  butter  was  factory  butter.  A fine  of  £2,  with 
costs  amounting  to  £26  12s.,  was 'imposed. 

Proceedings  in  respect  of  sales  of  bacon  were,  at  the  in- 
stance of  the  Department’s  Inspector, 
Sale  of  Foreign  instituted  in  two  cases.  In  one  of 

Bacon  as  Irish.  the  cases  bacon  was  offered  in  a district  in 

Cheshire  at  a comparatively  low  price.  A 
purchase  was  effected,  and  the  bacon,  which  was  described  as 
Irish  by  the  vendors,  was  American.  The  Board  of  Agricul- 
ture and  Fisheries  prosecuted  under  the  Merchandise  Marks 
Act.  After  a lengthy  hearing  a conviction  was  obtained  and 
a fine  of  £10,  with  £21  costs,  imposed.  An  officer  of  the  Meat 
Inspection  Board  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture attended  the  hearing  of  the  case  for  the  purpose  of 
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proving  that  the  bacon  was  American.  This  evidence  was 
not,  however,  necessary,  the.  defence  admitting  that  the  bacon 
was  of  American  origin. 

In  the  other  case  bacon  described  as  that  of  a well-known 
linn  of  Irish  enters  was  purchased  by  two  of  the  Inspector’s 
assistants  from  a stall-holder  in  the  Bedford  Market.  The 
bacon  was  not  in  accordance  with  the  description,  and  pro- 
ceeding's in  respect  of  three,  sales  were  instituted  in  the  name 
of  one  of  the  Inspector’s  assistants  under  Section  6 of  the 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1875,  i.e.,  supplying  an  article 
not  of  the  nature,  substance,  and  quality  demanded  by  the 
purchaser.  A conviction  was  obtained,  and  fines  amounting 
to  .£11,  with  £11  costs,  imposed. 


Proceedings  wore  in  one  case  instituted  for  the  placing  of  a 
certain  label  on  tins  of  condensed  milk 
Condensed  Milk.  imported  from  Holland— the  label,  in 
the  view  of  the  Department,  being 
such  as  might  lead  purchasers  to  believe 
that  the  milk  was  manufactured  in  Ireland.  The  particulars 
were  communicated  to  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries, 
who  placed  the  case  before  the  Treasury,  with  the  result  that 
proceedings  for  the  application  of  a false  trade  description  were 
instituted  by  the  Public  Prosecutor.  The.  case  was  heard  at 
Liverpool  and  was  dismissed. 


A decrease  has  been  observed  in  the  number  of  instances  in 
which  eggs  described  as  Irish  are  offered 
Eggs.  for  sale  at  prices  below  the  current  market 

rates.  There  is,  however,  very  little  room 
to  doubt  that  large  quantities  of  foreign  eggs  are  sold  as  Irish. 
Considerable  difficulty,  however,  exists  in  obtaining  evidence 
sufficient  to  sustain  prosecutions. 

The  re-packing  of  foreign  eggs  into  cases  of  the  Irish  type 
has  come  under  notice  in  several  localities,  but  in  no  instance 
were  there  any  marks  on  the  cases  sufficient  to  constitute  a 
breach  of  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act. 


Several  samples  of  articles  described  as  Irish  linen  have  been 
purchased  for  test  purposes.  Many  of  the 
*-inen-  samples  were  found  to  be  composed  of 

cotton  or  a mixture  of  cotton  and  linen. 
The  Department  communicated  with  the  Board  of  Trade  as 
to  the  institution  of  proceedings  in  cases  of  such  a kind.

New  weighing  machines  were  provided  at  the  Birr,  Rath- 
keale,  and  Tliomastown  Fairs,  and  various  improvements  were 
effected  in  the  accommodation  for  weighing  cattle  at  the  Cork 
Cattle  Market  and  the  following  fairs  Athenrv  Baliiurobe 
Ballyliaunis,  Boyle,  Castlerea,  Claremorris,  Clbnroad  Kan’ 
turk,  Kilkenny,  Iiillucan,  Iviltimagli,  Mallow,  Millstreet  Mil 
townmalbay,  Moliill,  and  Tipperary.  '

PREFATORY  NOTE. 


Attention  is  directed  to  tile  following  important  modifications  in  the 
Live  Stock  Schemes  for  1908  : — 

Horses.  Clause  13.  Applications  for-  registration  in  respect  of 
stallions  already  at  stud  in  Ireland  will  not  he  accepted  after  30th 
November,  1907. 

Clause  14.  Applications  in  respect  of  other  stallions  will  not  be 
accepted  after  28th  February,  1908. 

Cattle.  Clause  16.  Only  those  bulls  will  be  inspected  for  premiums 
the  owners  of  which  have  given  a written  undertaking  to  the  effect  that 
when  so  requii-ed  by  the  Department  they  will  have  their  provisionally 
selected  bulls  duly  entered  in  the  herd-books  of  their  respective  breeds. 

Further,  County  Committees  may  make  such  regulations  as  they  think 
fit  (a)  with  regard  to  requiring  the  owner  of  a premium  bull  not  to  keep 
any  other  ball  on  the  farm  on  which  such  premium  bull  is  located 
(Clause  21  (5) ),  and  (b)  in  order  to  secure  that  selected  applicants  shall 
purchase  such  premium  bulls  only  as  are  certified  to  have  passed  the 
tuberculin  test. 

Swine.  Clause  10.  Boars  entered  in  the  Royal  Ulster  Agricultural 
Society’s  Register  for  Ulster  Swine  shall  be  eligible  for  premiums. 

Clause  13.  The  value  of  a premium  in  the  case  of  such  boars  shall 
lie  £3  for  each  year.

(3.)  The  Department  will,  as  far  as  practicable,  supply  th©  services  of 
their  Inspectors  free  of  charge  to  persons  in  Ireland  intending  to  pur- 
chase and  import  suitable  stallions  for  districts  in  which  there  is  not 
a sufficient  number  of  approved  stallions  for  the  purposes  of  this  scheme  • 
and  the  stallion  must  have  been  seen  and  provisionally  approved  by  the 
intending  purchaser. 

(4.)  The  vendor  of  a Pure- bred  sire  must,  if  required,  submit  a cer- 
tificate from  the  Secretary  of  the  stud  book  to  the  effect  that  the  animal 
is  entered  in  the  stud  book,  or  will  duly  appear  in  the  next  volume. 

15.  Stallions  may  be  inspected  for  their  general  merit  and  fitness  for 
the  purposes  of  the  scheme.  Such  inspection  shall  be  carried  out.  by  one 
or  more  Inspectors  appointed  by  the  Department.  If  the  stallion  has 
been  to  stud,  evidence  of  his  fruitfulness,  and,  where  practicable,  of 
the  character  of  his  stock,  must  be  produced,  if  required.  Inspection  for 
general  fitness,  when  deemed  necessary,  shall,  as  far  as  possible,  precede 
veterinary  examination. 

16.  (1.)  The  veterinary  examination  shall  be  carried  out  by  one  or 
more  qualified  Veterinary  Surgeons,  appointed  by  the  Department. 

(2.)  No  stallion  shall  be  rejected  as  unsound  unless  suffering  from 
one  of  the  following  diseases  : — Cataract,  Roaring,  Whistling,  Ring- 
bone, Sidebone,  Unsound  Feet,  Spavin,  Curb. 

17.  The  inspection  for  general  merit  and  fitness  and  the  veterinary 
examination  of  stallions  may  ibe  dispensed  with  in  cases  where  evidence 
of  suitability  and  soundness  have  been  sufficiently  established  to  satisfy 
the  Department. 

The  Department,  however,  shall  have  the  right  to  inspect  an  accepted 
stallion  at  any  time. 

18.  The  Department  cannot  undertake  to  disclose  their  reasons  for 
the  non-acceptance  of  any  animal,  but  with  the  exceptions  hereinafter 
mentioned  the  owner  of  any  stallion  ill  Ireland  not  accepted  may  have 
his  case  reconsidered  by  one  or  more  referees  appointed  by  the  Depart- 
ment. Every  notice  of  appeal  must  be  accompanied  by  a fee  of  £5, 
which  will  be  returned  in  the  event  of  the  appeal  being  upheld.  Notice 
of  appeal  must  be  given  in  writing  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of 
the  letter  of  rejection. 

This  privilege  shall  not  extend  to  cases  in  which  stallions  have  been 
rejected  on  appeal  in  a previous  year  or  to  cases  in  which  stallions  are 
offered  under  Clause  14  (1  and  2). 

19.  The  Department  reserve  to  themselves  the  right,  without  assigning 
any  reason,  or  without  inspection  or  veterinary  examination,  to  decline 
to  place  or  retain  on  the  Register  any  stallion  for  the  purpose  of  this 
scheme.

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Provision  of  2.  Tile  sum  to  be  provided  by  the  Department  under  this  scheme  for 
Tunas.  encouraging  improvement  in  the  breeds  of  cattle  in  a county  will  depend 

on — (1)  the  amount  of  money  provided  in  aid  of  the  scheme  by  local 
authorities,  (2)  the.  special  needs  of  the  locality,  and  (3)  the  proportion 
which  the  amount  of  the  local  contribution  bears  to  the  genuine  capacity 
of  the  locality  to  contribute. 

In  accordance  with  Section  16  (6)  of  the  Agriculture  and  Technical 
Instruction  (Ireland)  Act,  1899,  the  Department  will  not,  in  the  absence 
of  special  considerations,  apply,  or  approve  of  the  application  of  money 
under  this  scheme  in  a locality  out  of  which  aid  is  not  given  cither  by 
local  authorities  or  from  other  local  sources. 

Administration  3.  The  joint  fund  available  under  this  and  other  live  stock  schemes, 
ol  funds.  comprising  tile  grant  from  the  Department  and  the  money  provided 
locally,  will,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Department,  be  administered 
in  a county  by  the  County  Committee  of  Agriculture  and  Technical 
Instruction,  or  County  Committee  of  Agriculture  as  the  case  may  be, 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  County  Committee,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Clauses  6 and  7.

19.  The  Secretary  shall  supply  the  owner  of  each  premium  bull  under 
this  scheme  with  posters,  which  such  owner  must  undertake  to  distribute 
in  the  district  in  which  the  bull  is  to  serve. 

20.  Each  premium  yearling  bull  shall  serve  not  less  than  thirty  cows, 
and  all  other  premium  bulls  not  less  than  forty  cows  each,  other  than 
those  that  are  the  property  of  the  owner  of  the  bull.  Tire  service  fee  for 
the  number  of  cows  stated  shall  in  all  cavses  be  Is.  each,  inclusive  of  all 
charges.  After  the  minimum  number  of  cows  have  been  served  the  owner 
may  fix  such  fee  as  lie  may  desire. 

21.  The  County  Committee  may  make  such  regulations  as  they  think 
necessary  with  regard — 

(1)  to  the  inclusion  or  otherwise  of  four-year-old  bulls. 

(2)  to  requiring  applicants  for  premiums  to  deposit  with  their  ap- 
plication a sum  not  exceeding  £2  in  respect  of  each  bull — such  deposit 
to  be  refunded  in  case  the  applicant  is  not  selected  by  the  County  Com- 
mittee or  if  he  procured  a premium  bull.  The  deposit  to  be  forfeited  to 
the  County  Committee  in  the  event  of  the  applicant  omitting  to  procure 
a premium  bull, 

(3)  to  tlie  number  of  premium  bulls  which  any  one  person  may  keep, 
provided  that  no  person  shall  possess  two  premium  bulls  of  the  same 
breed  unless  located  at  least  three  miles  from  each  other, 

(4)  to  the  place  in  which  a premium  bull  shall  remain  during  the 
season  for  service, 

(5)  to  requiring  the  owner  of  a premium  bull  not  to  keep  any  other 
bull  on  the  farm  on  which  such  premium  bull  is  located, 

(6)  to  the  penalties  to  be  imposed  upon  the  owner  of  a premium  bull 
who  fails  to  take  proper  care  of  the  animal, 

(7)  to  tlie  number  of  cows  which  any  one  farmer  may  send  to  a 
premium  bull, 

(8)  to  requiring  owners  of  premium  bulls  to  exhibit  their  animals  at 
some  one  of  the  shows  subsidised  by  the  County  Committee, 
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(g)  to  requiring  owners  of  premium  bulls  to  retain  their  animals  in 
the  district  until  1st  September,  1908, 

(10)  to  cancelling  the  award  of  a premium  to  a bull  which  is  sold  out 
of  the  country  before  it  has  served  the  prescribed  number  of  cows,  and 

(11)  to  the  exclusion  of  pedigree  cows  from  this  scheme. 

22.  Each  cow  shall,  be  the  property  of  a farmer  'resident  in  the  county,  Cows  to  be 
the  aggregate  tenement  valuation  of  whose  holding  or  holdings  wherever  property  of 
situated  and  for  which  ho  is  rated,  does  not  exceed  the  limit  fixed  by  &<£mers’  er  s* 
the  County  Committee. 

Herds,  artisans  and  bona-fide  agricultural  labourers  may  obtain  ser- 
vice for  their  cows  on  the  same  terms  as  farmers.

Not  earlier  than  1st  September,  1908,  and  not  later  than  15th  Payment  of 
January,  1909,  the  owner  of  a premium  bull  shall  forward  to  the  Secre-  Premlum- 
tary  on  the  prescribed  form  a return  of  the  names,  addresses,  and  valua- 
tions of  the  persons  whose  cows  have  been  served  by  the  bull,  at  the  fee 

named  in  Clause  20,  together  with  dates  of  such  services. 

(2.)  The  Secretary  shall  examine  and  check  all  such  forms,  and  when 
certified  by  him  as  correct  shall  forward  them  to  the  Department. 

(3  ) As  soon  thereafter  as  the  Department  are  satisfied  as  to  the  fulfil- 
ment of  the  conditions  of  this  scheme  the  Secretary  will  be  notified  that 
payment  of  the  premiums  or  part  of  the  premiums  payable  under  this 
scheme  may  he  made  to  the  owners  of  the  bulls.

S.  Tile  system  to  be  adopted  in  connection  with  this  scheme  for  en- 
couraging improvement  in  the  breeds  of  swine  shall  be  the  provision  of 
premiums  for  selected  boars. 

9.  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Department  premiums  may  be 
restricted  to  any  one  or  more  breeds  of  swine.

13.  The  value  of  a premium  shall  be  £5  for  the  first  year,  and  £3  for 
the  second  year,  provided,  however,  that  in  the  case  of  boars  entered  in 
the  Register  of  Ulster  Swine  the  value  of  the  premium  shall  be  £3  in 
the  first  year.

No  loans  in 
certain  cases. 


1.  Applications  for  loans  for  the  purchase  of  Stallions  must  be  made 
on  the  prescribed  form  (A.  37) — direct  to  the  Department. 

2.  _No  application  for  a loan  for  the  purchase  of  a Stallion  will  be 
considered  if  coming  from  a locality  in  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Department,  there  is  already  a sufficient  number  of  approved  Stallions 
for  the  purpose  of  their  scheme. 
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No  loans  will  be  made  save  for  the  purchase  of  Stallions  accepted  by 
the  Department  under  the  Horse-breeding  scheme  for  1908. 

The  Department  reserve  the  right  to  refuse  any  applicatino  for'  a loan 
without  assigning  any  reason  for  such  refusal. 

3.  The  individual  or  association  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  ap- 
plicant) applying  for  a loan  must  be  approved  by  tho  Department. 

4.  The  purchase  price  of  the  Stallion  must  be  approved  by  the  Depart- 
ment. 

5.  The  applicant  must  pay  to  the  Department  (1)  one-tliird  of  the 
approved  purchase  price,  (2)  the  amount  of  the  stamp  duty,  and  (3) 
the  premium  for  the  insurance  of  tho  Stallion  at  the  full  amount  of 
the  approved  purchase  price — the  payment  to  the  Department  of  this 
premium  must  be  secured  under  conditions  similar  to  those  provided  for 
the  repayment  of  principal  and  interest.  (See  7 and  8.) 

6.  On  receipt  by  the  Department  of  (1)  one-tliird  of  the  agreed  on 
purchase  money,  (2)  the  necessary  stamp  duty,  (3)  the  premium  for 
insurance,  and  (4)  a form  of  undertaking  to  have  the  necessary  bond 
duly  completed  without  delay,  the  Department  will  pay  to  the  vendor 
the  full  amount  of  the  agreed  on  purchase  price,  and  will  intimate  to 
him  that  possession  of  the  Stallion  may  be  given  up  to  the  applicant. 

If  the  vendor,  before  being  paid  by  the  Department,  gives  np  pos- 
session of  the  Stallion,  the  Department  will  hold  themselves  free  of  any 
liability  to  the  vendor. 

7.  As  soon  therafter  as  possible  the  applicant,  with  two  or  more 
approved  solvent  sureties,  shall  enter  into  a bond  to  repay  the  Depart- 
ment the  amount  which  will  be  advanced  by  them,  viz.,  two-thirds  of 
the  purchase  money — in  five  equal  annual  instalments,  payable  on  the 
1st  November  in  each  year,  together  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  2|  per 
cent,  on  the  outstanding  balance.  The  first  instalment  shall  be  payable 
on  the  1st  November  next  succeeding  the  date  of  payment  by  the  De- 
partment of  the  full  purchase  price  to  the  vendor. 

8.  In  the  case  of  an  association  repayment  must  be  guaranteed  by  the 
Committee  of  the  association,  or  in  such  other  manner  as  the  Depart- 
ment may  require. 

9.  The  Stallion  shall  remain  the  property  of  the  Department  until 
all  instalments  or  arrears  of  principal  and  interest  are  paid  off,  and 
shall  not  be  disposed  of,  without  the  consent,  in  writing,  of  the  Depart- 
ment, for  five  years. 

10.  The  applicant  must  offer  the  Stallion  each  year  for  registration, 
must  undertake  to  conform  at  all  times  to  the  regulations  of  the  Depart- 
ment’s scheme  for  the  time  being  for  encouraging  improvement  in  the 
breeds  of  horses,  and,  during  the  continuance  of  the  loan,  must  allow 
the  Stallion  to  serve  nominated  Mares  at  a fee  to  be  fixed  by  the  Depart- 
ment. 

Such  fee,  however,  shall  in  no  case  exceed  £3  per  mare. 

11.  Nominated  Mares  the  property  of  the  members  of  an  association 
purchasing  a Stallion  under  this  scheme  shall  not  take  priority  of  ser- 
vice over  nominated  Mares  owned  by  non-members. 

As  soon,  however,  as  the  number  of  nominated  Mares  required  by  the 
scheme  may  have  been  served,  the  service  of  the  Stallion  may  be  retained 
exclusively  for  the  use  of  the  members  of  such  association. 

12.  The  applicant  must  observe  the  following  conditions  : — 

(1)  In  the  event  of  the  horse  becoming  ill  ox  lame,  he  must,  with- 
out delay,  give  notice  in  writing  or  by  telegram  to  the  Department. 

Like  notice  must  be  given — 

(a)  If  the  horse  meets  with  any  accident  or  injury,  and 

(b)  If  the  horse  dies.  In  the  latter  event  he  must  furnish  at  his 
own  expense  a certificate  from  a Veterinary  Surgeon. 
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(2)  He  must  provide  proper  accommodation  for  the  Stallion  and 
care  him  in  a proper  manner  to  the  satisafctioni  of  the  Department. 

(3)  He  must  procure  at  his  own  expense  the  services  of  a 
Veterinary  Surgeon  when  necessary. 

13.  The  Department  shall  have  the  right  to  inspect  the  Stallion  at 
any  time,  and  to  remove  him  at  any  time,  if  it  is  found,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Department,  that  he  is  not  being  properly  cared,  or  if  an  instal- 
ment of  the  principal  and  interest  is  in  arrear  for  more  than  four 
weeks. 

14.  Should  the  Department  grant  a special  subsidy  in  respect  of  the 
Stallion  such  subsidy  shall  not  be  paid  to  the  individual  or  association 
in  possession  of  the  Stallion,  but  shall  be  credited,  after  the  close  of  the 
season,  towards  the  repayment  of  the  loan. 

15.  The  decision  of  the  Department  in  all  matters  relating  to  these 
loans  shall  be  final.

2.  No  application  for  a loan  for  the  purchase  of  a Bull  will  be  con- 
sidered if  coming  from  a locality  in  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  De- 
partment, there  is  already  a sufficient  number  of  pure-bred  Bulls  for 
the  purpose  of  their  scheme.  No  loan  will  be  granted  save  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a pure-bred  Bull,  passed  by  the  Department  as  suitable  for  a 
premium.  The  Bull  must  be  of  a breed  approved  by  the  County  Com- 
mittee. The  Department  reserve  the  right  to  refuse  any  application 
for  a loan  without  assigning  any  reason  for  such  refusal. 

3.  The  purchase  price  of  the  Bull  must  be  approved  by  the  Depart- 
ment. 

4.  The  person  applying  for  a loan  under  this  scheme — hereinafter 
referred  to  as  “the  applicant” — must  purchase  through  the  Depart- 
ment, who  cannot  undertake  to  consider  applications  for  loans  in 
respect  of  animals  purchased  without  their  knowledge  at  shows,  sales, 
or  from  private  individuals.  The  Department  will,  as  far  as  possible, 
endeavour  to  procure  a suitable  animal  for  the  applicant,  but  they 
cannot  undertake  to  supply  a Bull  at  a price  fixed  by  him. 

5.  Before  taking  possession  of  the  Bull  the  applicant  will  be  required 
to  pay  to  the  Department’s  representative — (1)  one-third  of  the  ap- 
proved purchase  price,  (2)  the  stamp  duty,  and  (3)  the  charge  for  in- 
surance (see  Clause  9).  Further,  he  must  sign  a form  of  undertaking 
to  have  the  necessary  form  of  guarantee  for  repayment  duly  signed  an 
completed. 
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6 As  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  the  applicant  and  two  approved  Security  to  be 
solvent  sureties  shall  sign  a form  of  guarantee  to  repay  to  the  Depart-  £iv0Q* 
ment  the  amount  which  will  be  advanced  by  them  in  two  equal  annual 
instalments,  payable  on  the  1st  day  of  April  in  each  year,  the  first  in- 
stalment to  be  payable  on  the  1st  day  of  April  in  the  year  following 
that  in  which  the  bull  was  purchased,  together  with  interest  at  the 
rate  of  21  per  cent,  on  the  outstanding  balance. 

7.  In  the  case  of  an  association  the  person  in  whose  charge  the  Bull  Lorma  to

SCHEME  EOR  ENCOURAGING  IMPROVEMENT  IN  THE  FLAX- 
GROWING  INDUSTRY, 

1907-8. 


The  following  programme  has  been  aodpted  by  the  Department  for 
encouraging  improvement  in  the  flax -growing  industry  during  the  sea- 
son 1907-8.  & * 

I. — Field  Experiments. 

Variety  tests  and  manurial  experiments  will  be  continued.  The 
object  of  these  experiments  is  to  ascertain  the  relative  value  of  various 
varieties  of  flax  seed  and  the  influence  of  certain  manures  on  the  yield 
and  quality  of  the  flax  crop.  Experiments  on  seed  selection  may  also 
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be  undertaken.  A report  on  the  experiments  carried  out  in  1906  will 
be  published  in  the  Department’s  Journal , and  will  be  distributed  in 
•leaflet  form. 


II. — Collection  of  Statistics. 

Statistics  with  reference  to  the  flax  crop  will  be  again  collected 
through  the  managers  of  co-operative  flax  societies. 


III. — Visit  to  the  Continent. 

Arrangements  will  be  made  for  the  visit  of  a limited  number  of  Irish 
flax  growers  to  certain  flax -growing  districts  on  the  Continent. 

Only  those'  persons  will  be  sent  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Depart- 
ment/are  likely  to  provide  a useful  report  for  the  benefit  of  those  inte- 
rested in  the  cultivation  of  flax  in  Ireland. 


IV. — Formation  of  Flax  Societies. 

The  Department,  subject  to  conditions  to  be  prescribed  by  them,  are 
prepared  in  a limited  number  of  cases  to  assist  farmers  in  establishing 
co-operative  flax  societies  by  paying  a portion  of  the  salary  of  an  ap- 
proved manager  for  a period  not  exceeding  three  years. 

Applications  for  assistance  of  this  nature  should  be  made  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Department.  As  soon  as  the  Department  are  satisfied 
that  the  conditions  are  favourable  for  the  formation  of  a society,  an 
organiser  will  be  sent  to  the  district. 


V. — Prizes  for  Growers,  &c.,  of  Flax. 

County  Committees  of  Agriculture  in  the  flax-growing  counties  may.

SCHEME  OF  INSTRUCTION  IN  HORTICULTURE  AND  THE 
MANAGEMENT  OF  BEES, 

1907-8. 


1.  The  Department  are  prepared,  provided'  a suitable  Instructor  in 
Horticulture  and  Bee-keeping  can  be  obtained,  to  approve  of  the  ap- 
pointment of  at  least  one  such  person  for  each  County  in  Ireland.  In 
the  case  of  new  appointments  no  person  shall  be  eligible  for  the  position 
of  Instructor  in  the  county  of  which  lie  is  a native,  or  in  which  lie  per- 
manently resides. 

2.  The  Department  will,  as  far  as  possible,  assist  the  County  Com- 
mittee in  obtaining  an  Instructor,  by  supplying  the  names  of  persons 
qualified  for  the  post.  If  a County  Committee  should  find  it  impossible 
to  obtain  a person  competent  to  give  instruction  in  both  branches  the 
Department  may  sanction  the  employment  of  separate  Instructors  for 
each  subject. 

3.  The  remuneration  of  the  Instructor  'shall  not.  unless  in  exceptional 
circumstances,  exceed  £2  per  week,  in  addition  to  expenses  of  locomo- 
tion, which  include  second  or  third-class  railway  fare,  as  decided  by 
the  County  Committee,  car  hire  when  necessary,  or  a bicycle  allowance 
not  exceeding  2d.  per  mile  in  lieu  thereof. 

4.  The  employment  of  the  Instructor  under  this  scheme  shall  not 
continue  beyond  the  30th  of  September,  1908,  and  is  terminable  at  any 
time  previous  to  that  date  by  the  giving  of  four  weeks’  notice  in  writing 
on  either  side.

for  this  purpose — to  supervise  the  sowing  of  the  seeds  and  manures,  and 
the  keeping  of  the  plots  free)  from  weeds — to  weigh  the  produce,  tabulate 
the  figures,  and  prepare  a report  on  the  results — to  give  instruction  in 
the  principles  and  practice  of  modem  . bee-keeping— to  deal  wit 
diseases  of  bees,  plants,  and  trees — to  advise  farmers,  cottagers,  an 
others  interested  in  land,  as  to  the  planting  of  trees, . &c. , for  shelter 
and  ornament — to  reply  to  letters  from  those  seeking  his  advice  on  nor- 

■ticultural  and.  bee-keeping  subjects — to  report  to  the  Department  an 
to  the  County  Committee  on  the  progress  of  his  work  either  weekly  o 
otherwise,  as  may  be  required ; and  generally  to  give  his  whole  time  _ 
the  work  and  to  do  all  in  his  power  to  further  the  interests  of  horticu  - 
ture  and  bee-keeping  in  the  county. 
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6.  The  Instructor  shall  report  to  the  County  Committee  on  all  cases  Compensation 
of  foul  brood  which  may  come  under  his  notice.  He  may,  subject  to  f°r  destruction 
tiie  consent  of  the  owner  of  the  bees  being  previously  obtained  by  him,  £ees?ekS°f 
destroy  infected  stocks  by  burning  them,  and  shall  take  all  due  precau- 
tions against  the  spread  of  the  disease.  He  must  advise  in  writing  the 
County  Committee  of  each  case  in  which  stocks  are  so  destroyed,  and 
the  County  Committee  may,  if  they  think  fit,  pay  to  the  owners  of  such 
stocks  a sum  not  exceeding  5s.  for  each  stock  destroyed,  provided  that 
the  amount  set  aside-  in  the  County  Scheme  for  compensation  under  this 
clause  shall  not  be  exceeded. 

It  will  also  be  his  duty  to  report  to  the  County  Committee  the  names 
and  addressses  of  persons  in  the  possession  of  gooseberry  bushes  on  which 
lie  has  detected.,  or  has  reasonable  grounds  for  suspecting  the  existence 
of,  American  gooseberry  mildew. 


7.  For  the  purposes  of  this  scheme  the  county  should  be  divided  into  Circuits  and 
circuits.  The  Instructor  should  work  for  three  or  four  weeks  in  each  Centre8- 
circuit,  and  give  lectures  and  demonstrations  during  that  time.  In 
cases,  however,  where  an  Instructor  may  be  employed  to  give-  instruction 
in  bee-keeping  only  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  divide  the  county  into 
circuits.  In  such  instances  demonstrations  can  be-  arranged  for  at 
centres  from  which  applications  have  been  made  through  the  Secretary 
of  the  County  Committee  for  his  services.  The  Instructor  will  visit 
gardens,  orchards  or  apiaries  in  the-  district,  and  give  such  information 
on  practical  subjects  as  the  circumstances  of  the  case  may  suggest. 

The  County  Committee  are  alone  responsible  for  the  selection  of 
centres  for  lectures  and  demonstrations.  No  work  of  this  nature  should 
be  undertaken  by  the  Instructor,  though  it  is  desirable  that  he  should 
be  consulted. 


8.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Committee  to  select  centres  at  Duties  of 
which  the  lectures  and  demonstrations  will  be  given,  and  to  appoint  at  Committee. 
each  centre  a local  committee,  with  an  honorary  secretary,  who  should 
select  the  school  and  arrange  for  the  hiring,  lighting,  and  warming  of 
the  room  in  which  the  lectures  will  be  delivered. 

In  selecting  centres  the  County  Committee  should  have  particular  re- 
gard to  districts  in  which  lectures  and  demonstrations  may  not  have 
been  given  in  previous  years.

10.  The  County  Committee  may  purchase  fruit,  forest,  and  other 
trees,  shrubs,  or  plants,  in  bulk,  and  resell  them  at  cost  price,  including 
carriage,  to  farmers,  cottagers  and  other  residents  in  the  county.  As" 
however,  it  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Department  that  tree’, 
and  plants  infested  with  disease  have  been  imported  into  Ireland,  it 
will  be  necessary  for  County  Committees  who  intend  to  put  this  clause 
into  operation  to  invite  from  nurserymen  tenders  for  the  .supply  of  trees , 
the.,  to  be  guaranteed  free  from  disease,  and  before  acceptance  to  submit 
the  tenders  to  the  Department  for  examination.  The  Department  may, 
if  they  think  it  advisable,  inspect  the  trees,  &c.,  that  are  offered  for 
sale,  and  satisfy  themselves  that  they  are  suitable  and  free  from  dis- 
ease. 

11.  The  horticultural  demonstrations  should  c ommence  early  in 
autumn  and  be  continued  throughout  the  whole  year. 

12.  In  each  circuit  one  demonstration  plot  may  be  provisionally 
selected  for  the  purpose  of  growing  fruit,  vegetables,  and  flowers,  and 
showing  improved  methods  of  cultivation,  but  no  new  plots  shall  be 
selected  in  a county  if  a sufficient  number  of  suitable  plots  have  been 
established  in  previous  years. 

Before  sanctioning  the  establishment  of  a new  plot  the  Department 
will  inspect  the  site  with  a view  to  determining  the  suitability  of  the 
land,  &c. 

(a)  In  counties  ill  which  a sufficient  number  of  suitable  plots  already 
exist  the  Committee  shall  make  provision  for  the  continuance  of  the 
plots  at  a cost  not  to  exceed  £1  5, s’,  per  plot.  (See  List  A.) 

All  requisite  labour  must  be  given  gratuitously  by  the  owner  of  the 
plot,  who  will  be  entitled  to  the  produce. 

(b)  In  cases  where  it  is  necessary  to  establish  new  plots  the  Depart- 
ment will  require  compliance  with  the  following  regulations:  — 

(1)  Plots  must  not  exceed  a quarter  of  ail  acre  in  extent,  or  be 
less  than  one-eighth  of  ail  acre  (quarter-acre  plots  are  recom- 
mended). 

(2)  No  new  plot  shall  be  established  save  at  a convenient  centre 
adjacent  to  a main  road. 

(3)  Plots  should  ibe  selected  on  sites  which  are  properly  fenced. 
Should,  however,  any  fencing  be  necessary,  the  materials  (i.e.,  a 
sufficient  quantity  of  wire  with  wooden  posts)  may  be  supplied  bv 
the  Committee,  provided  funds  have  been  allocated  for  the  purpose 
in  the  County  Scheme ; the  fencing  to  be  put  up  by  the  owner  of  the 
plot  at  his  own  expense.  In  no  case  will  the  Department  approve 
of  expensive  fencing  and  gates  being  supplied  by  the  County  Com- 
mittee to  a plot  owner. 

(4)  The  aspect  of  each  plot  and  the  nature  of  the  soil  must  be 
suitable  for  fruit  and  vegetable  growing.  Necessary  improvements, 
such  as  drainage,  must  be  carried  out,  and  when  required  farm- 
yard manure  must  be  supplied  by  the  plot  owner  without  expense 
to  the  Committee. 

(5)  The  owner  of  the  plot  must  sign  an  undertaking  to  continue 
the  plot  for  three  years. 

(6)  The  necessary  labour  must  be  given  gratuitously  by  the  per- 
sons providing  the  plots — the  produce  to  be  their  property. 

The  cost  of  trees,  &c.,  required  for  planting  a new  plot  must  not 
exceed  £3.  (See  List  B.) 

13.  The  Department’s  approval  in  writing  must  be  obtained  before 
any  expense  is  incurred  in  connection  with  the  establishment  of  a plot 
and  application  for  such  approval  must  be  accompanied  in  each  case  by 
a detailed  report  from  the  Instructor. 

14.  No  action  shall  be  taken  by  the  County  Committee  towards  put- 
ting this  scheme,  or  any  part  thereof,  into  operation  until  the  sanction 
of  the  Department  has  been  obtained  in  writing. 

15.  In  all  matters  of  dispute  relating  to  this  scheme  the  decision 
of  the  Department  shall  be  final.

8.  To  avoid  expense  and  to  ensure  success  these  classes  should  be  held 
as  far  as  possible,  in  schoolrooms  or  other  suitable  buildings  in  rural 
centres.  Unless  in  exceptional  circumstances  no  class  should  he  held 
■in  a large  village  or  town,  or  near  a creamery. 

The  County  Committee  are  alone  responsible  for  the  selection  of 
centres  and  arrangement  of  lectures.  No  work  of  this  nature  should 
be  undertaken  by  the  Instructor,  though  it  is  desirable  that  she  should 
be  consulted. 

9.  No  action  shall  be  taken  by  the  County  Committee  towards  pul- 
ting  this  scheme  into  operation  until  the  sanction  of  the  Department 
has  been  obtained  in  writing. 


CONDITIONS  REQUIRED  OF  LOCAL  COMMITTEES. 


I.  To  secure  premises  suitable  for  a working  dairy,  if  possible  net 
less  than  25  feet  by  18  feet,  or  other  dimensions  affording  similar  floor 
space.  Either  a public  room,  schoolroom,  or  barn  with  good  floor 
would  be  suitable  for  the  purpose. 

II.  To  secure  a sufficient  supply  of  water. 

III.  To  provide  on  the  premises  means  of  heating  at  least  fifteen 
gallons  of  water  at  one  time  for  use  in  cleaning  utensils,  &c. 

IV.  To  provide  sufficient  milk  or  cream  for  use  in  the  school,  the 
Committee  taking  responsibility  of  sale'  of  butter. 

After  the  opening  day  at  each  centre  about  three  gallons  of  milk 
and  six  gallons  of  cream  will  be  required  for  each  day’s  work. 
Arrangements  should  be  made  to  have  the  milk  and  the  cream  de- 
livered in  the  morning. 

V.  To  guarantee  not  less  than  six  and  not  more  than  twelve  pupils 
to  attend  on  each  of  the  days  over  which  the  course  of  instruction 
extends. 


VI.  To  arrange  for  the  carriage  of  utensils  from  one  centre  to  an- 
other. The  weight  of  the  utensils  is  usually  from  25  to  30  cwts.,  and 
they  are  somewhat  bulky.

2.  Competition  in  Section  A shall  be  confined  to  bona  fide  cottagers.  t0 
Cottagers  on  whose  holdings  demonstration  plots  in  connection  with  the  eotnpeta 
scheme  of  Instruction  in  Horticulture  are  situated  shall,  however,  be 
ineligible  to  compete.

SCHEME  OF  LOANS  FOR  THE  ERECTION  OF  FENCING  IN 
COUNTIES  CONTAINING  CONGESTED  DISTRICTS. 


The  Department,  are  prepared  to  consider  a limited  number  of  ap- 
plications for  loans  for  the  erection  of  wire  fencing  on  the  lands  of 
small  occupiers  resident  in  counties  containing  congested  districts,  sub- 
ject to  the  conditions  mentioned  below. 

These  loans  are  not  intended  for  occupiers  who  can  afford,  or  may 
reasonably  be  expected  to  pay,  casli  for  the  required  fencing,  nor  for 
cases  in  which,  having  regard  to  the  position  -of  the  occupier  and  the 
extent  of  the  proposed  fencing,  application  for  a loan  should  be  made 
to  the  Board  of  Works.  The  object  of  these  loans  is  to  encourage 
small  occupiers  to  fence  in  their  arable  land  or  to  fence  off  mountain 
grazing  so  as  to  permit  of  arable  land  being  properly  cropped  and  laid 
down  with  grass  and  clover  seeds. 

1.  An  application  for  a loan  must  be  made  on  the  prescribed  form, 
which  can  be  obtained  free  from  the  Department. 

2.  No  application  for  a loan  will  be  considered  unless  in  cases  where 
the  Department  are  satisfied  that  each  applicant  is  a person  of  very 
small  means. 

3.  Save  in  exceptional  circumstances  no  application  for  a loan  will 
be  considered  from  any  farmer  whose  gross  Poor  Law  Valuation  ex- 
ceeds £20. 

4.  In  no  case  shall  a loan  be  granted  to  an'  individual  for  a smaller 
sum  than  £5  or  a larger  amount  than  £35.  When  the  loan  is  made  to 
two  or  more  persons  the  loan  shall  not  exceed  £35  for  each  person  who 
is  a party  to  it. 

5.  Loans  will  be  granted  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  wire  fencing. 

(o)  for  the  boundary  fence  of  a holding ; 

(b)  for  separating  arable  land  from  mountain  grazing  or  similar 
rough  pasture  ; and 

(c)  for  the  internal  fencing  on  the  farms  of  applicants  where 
wire  fencing  is  the  most  suitable  for  the.  purpose. 

6.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Clause  7,  loans  of  £5  up  to  and  in- 
cluding £15  shall  be  repayable  within  five  years  ; and  loans  exceeding 
£15  and  not  exceeding  £35  shall  be  p ay  able  within  ten  years.  In 
the  case  of  a joint  loan  to  two  or  more  persons,  the  Department  will 
decide  whether  the  loan  shall  be  repayable  in  five  or  ten  years  as  the 
case  may  be. 

7.  In  the  case  of  loans  to  individuals,  the  applicant  and  two  ap- 
proved solvent  sureties  shall  sign  a form  of  guarantee  to  repay  to  the 
Department  the  amount  of  the  loan  in  ten  (or  twenty,  as  the  case  may 
be)  equal  half-yearly  instalments  on  the  1st  January  and  the  1st  July 
in  each  year,  together  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  3 per  cent,  per 
annum  on  the  outstanding  balance.  In  the  case  of  joint  loans  to  two 
<>r  more  persons  the  security  shall  be  in  the  form  of  a joint  and  several 
bond.

10.  The  Department  reserve  the  right  to  refuse  any  application  for 
a loan  without  assigning  any  reason  for  such  refusal.' 

11.  The  decision  of  the  Department  in  all  matters  relating  to  these 
loans  shall  be  final  and  conclusive.

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The  County  Committee  may  make  sucli  regulations  as  they  think 
necessary  with  regard  to — 

(1)  the  maximum  age  of  students  seeking  admission  to  the 
classes  ; and 

(2)  the  admission  to  the  classes  of  students  who  have  previously 
attended  similar  classes. 

4.  The  classes  will  be  held  in  the  morning  and  afternoon,  and  the 
horn’s  of  attendance  will  be  arranged  to  suit  as  far  as  possible  the  con- 
venience of  students  who  travel  by  rail.  Instruction  will  be  given  for 
five  hours  each  day. 

5.  As  teacher  for  the  classes  the  County  Committee  may  employ  (1) 
for  four  days  per  week  the  Itinerant  Instructor  in  Agriculture  who  has 
previously  worked  in  the  county  if  approved  of  by  the  Department,  or 
(2)  an  approved  teacher  who  would  devote  his  whole  time  to  the 
classes.  In  the  event  of  the  Itinerant  Instructor  in  Agriculture  being 
employed  as  teacher  he  shall  devote  the  remaining  two  days  of  the 
week  to  duties  in  connection  with  the  scheme  of  Itinerant  Instruction 
in  Agriculture. 

6.  The  aim  of  the  instruction  is  to  impart  such  knowledge  as  is 
capable  of  direct  practical  application  to  farm  work.  The  subjects 
taught  will  be  as  follows: — Soils,  tillages,  manures  (natural  and  arti- 
ficial), seeds,  grasses,  weeds,  treatment  of  pasture,  cropping,  manage- 
ment of  live  stock  (including  winter  dairying),  valuation  of  manures 
and  feeding  stuffs,  simple  farm  account  keeping,  mensuration,  ele- 
mentary chain  surveying,  and  elementary  science  explanatory  of  the 
principles  underlying  ordinary  farm  practice. 

The  County  Committee  may  arrange  for  demonstrations  in  the 
planting  and  after  treatment  of  fruit  trees  to  be  given  to  the  students 
by  the  County  Instructor  jxi  Horticulture.  -The  Department  will,  if 
possible,  provide  the  services  of  a teacher  of  Veterinary  Hygiene. 

7.  No  fee  will  be  charged  for  the  course.  Students  must  provide 
themselves  witli  note-books  and  other  stationery  as  may  be  required 
by  the  Teacher. 

8.  Applications  for  admission  to  the  classes  must  be  made  to  the 
Secretary  to  the  County  Committee  on  forms  provided  by  him  for  the 
purpose. 

9.  Admission  to  the  classes  will  be  conditional  on  the  applicants 
satisfying  the  Department  that  their  general  education  is  sufficient  to 
enable  them  to  benefit  by  the  instruction  given.  Tor  this  purpose  an 
entrance  examination  in  Simple  Arithmetic  and  English  Composition 
will  be  conducted  by  the  Department.  The  cost  of  attending  this 
examination  must  be  borne  by  the  applicants. 

10.  Students  who  reside  beyond  the  radius  of  three  statute  miles 
from  the  class  centre  will,  at  the  end  of  the  course,  be  allowed  the  cost 
of  third-class  railway  tickets  or  one  penny  for  each  mile  travelled  by 
road  provided  that  their  attendance  and  progress  are  regarded  by  the 
Department  as  satisfactory. 

11.  As  attendance  at  the  classes  will  necessitate  a somewhat  pro- 
longed absence  from  home  on  the  part  of  the  students,  arrangements 
may  beinade  at  the  discretion  of  the  County  Committee  to  provide 
them  with  a mid-day  meal  free  of  cost. 

12.  It  is  recommended  that  a County  Committee  adopting  this 
scheme  should  appoint,  from  amongst  their  own  members,  a special 
sub-committee  of  not  more  than  six  members,  and  that  this  sub-com- 
mittee should  be  given  authority  to  administer  the  county  scheme  for 
agricultural  classes  when  sanctioned  in  writing  by  the  Department. 
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Payments  under  this  scheme,  however,  can  be  authorised  only  by 
the  County  Committee.  1 * 

13.  The  sub-committee  should  be  responsible  for  organising  the 
classes  and  making  all  arrangements  in  connection  therewith.  In  fix- 
ing  the  days  of1  the  week  on  which  the  classes  are  to  be  held  at  any 
centre  regard  Should  be  had  to  the  dates  of  lairs  and  markets  as  well 
as  to  any  local  circumstance  which  might  interfere  with  the  attend- 
ance of  the  pupi  ls  on  certain  days. 

14.  The  County  Committee  shall,  by  means  of  advertisements  in  the 
local  newspapers  and  by  posters  and  leaflets,  invite  applications  for 
admission  to  the  classes.  Copies  of  these  posters  and  leaflets  must  be 
forwarded  to  the  Department  as  soon  as  issued. 

15.  The  Secretary  of  the  County  Committee  shall,  at  the  earliest 
possible  date  after  the  opening  of  the  classes,  furnish  to  the  Depart- 
ment, on  the  prescribed  form,  a return  of  the  pupils  in  attendance, 
showing  for  each  pupil  the  mode  of  travelling  to  the  class  and  the 
daily  mileage. 

16.  The  Secretary  of  the  County  Committee  shall  obtain  the  Depart- 
ment’s approval  in  writing  for  all  expenditure  in  connection  with  this 
scheme,  and  shall  keep  a separate  account  of  all  such  expenditure.  He 
shall  also  keep  an  inventory  of,  and  be  responsible  for  the  safe  keeping 
of  all  equipment  provided  for  the  purposes  of  this  scheme. 

17.  Immediately  after  the  close  of  the  course  the  Secretary  of  the 
County  Committee  shall  take  charge  of  the  equipment  provided  for  the 
classes,  and  furnish  a list  of  the  same  to  the  Department.  He  shall 
also  submit  to  the  Department  a return  of  the  attendance  of  the  stu- 
dents and  of  the  travelling  allowances  payable  to  them  under  this 
scheme. 

10.  In  all  matters  of  dispute  reflating  to  this  scheme  the  decision  of 
the  Department  shall  be  final.

1.  The  Department  are  prepared,  provided  a suitable  Instructor  in 
Poultry-Keeping  can  be  obtained,  to  approve  of  the  appointment  of  at 
least  one  such  person  for  each  County  in  Ireland.  In  the  case  of  new 
appointments  no  person  shall  be  eligible  for  the  position  of  Instructor 
in  the  county  of  which  he  or  she  is  a native  or  in  which  lie  or  she  re- 
sides permanently. 

2-  The  Department  will,  as  far  as  possible,  assist  County  Com- 
mittees in  obtaining  an  Instructor  by  supplying  the  names  of  persons 
qualified  for  the  post. 

3.  Unless  in  exceptional  circumstances  the  remuneration  of  the  In- 
structor shall  not  exceed  £2  per  week,  in  addition  to  expenses  of  loco- 
motion, which  include  second  or  third-class  railway  fare,  as  decided 
the  County  Committee,  car  hire  when  necessary,  or  a bicycle  afiowa 
not  exceeding  2 d.  per  mile  in  lieu  thereof, 
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4.  The  employment  of  the  Instructor  under  this  scheme  shall  not  Duration  of 
continue  beyond  the  30th  September,  1908,  and  is  terminable  at  any  appointment, 
time  previous  to  that  date  by  the  giving  of  four  weeks’  notice  in  writing 

on  either  side. 

5.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Instructor  to  deliver  courses  of  lectures  Duties  of 
and  hold  classes  on  poultry-keeping,  including  the  selection  of  breeds,  Instructor, 
the  hatching  and  rearing  of  chickens,  the  feeding  and  housing  of 
poultry,  and  the  marketing  of  the  produce ; to  give  practical  instruc- 
tion and  demonstrations  on  the  treatment  of  common  diseases,  such  as 

gapes,  &c.,  on  the  fattening  of  fowls,  and-  on  the  killing,  plucking, 
trussing,  and  preparation  of  poultry  for  market,  as  well  as  on  the 
grading  and  packing  of  eggs ; to  visit  poultry  runs,  and  give  such  prac- 
tical advice  as  may  be  desired  by  poultry-keepers ; to  inspect  the  egg 
distribution  and  turkey  stations  referred  to  in  Clauses  11,  14,  and  15  ; 
to  report  to  the  Department  and  to  the  County  Committee  regarding 
the  progress  of  his  or  her  work  either  weekly  or  otherwise  as  may  be 
required ; and  generally  to  give  his  or  her  whole  time  towards  pro- 
moting improvement  in  poultry-keeping  in  the  county. 

6.  For  this  purpose  the  county  should  be  divided  into  circuits,  each  Circuits  ami 
comprising  not  less  than  five  centres.  The  Instructor,  except  in  Centres, 
special  cases,  should  work  for  at  least  four  weeks  in  each  circuit,  and 

deliver  one  lecture  per  week  at  each  centre  during  that  time.  The 
Instructor  will,  when  invited  to  do  so,  visit,  either  on  the  day  of  the  t0 
lecture  or  on  the  following  day,  any  of  the  poultry  runs  in  the  neigh-  poultry  runs, 
bourliood,  and  give  such  information  on  poultry-keeping  as  the  circum- 
stances of  the  case  may  suggest. 

The  County  Committee  are  alone  responsible  for  the  selection  of 
centres  and  the  arrangement  of  lectures  and  classes.  No  work  of  this 
nature  should  bo  undertaken  by  the  Instructor,  though  it  is  desiarble 
that  he  or  she  should  be  consulted. 

7.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Committee  to  .select  centres  at  Duties  of 
which  the  lectures  and  classes  will  bo  held,  and  to  appoint  a local  com-  County 
mittee,  with  an  honorary  secretary,  at  each  centre,  who  should  select  0omraittfles' 
the  school  and  arrange  for  the  hiring,  lighting,  and  warming  of  the 

room  in  which  the  lectures  will  be  delivered. 

In  selecting  centres  the  County  Committees  should  have  particular 
regard  to  districts  in  which  lectures  may  not  have  been  given  in  pre- 
vious years. 

It  will  also  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Committee  to  undertake  the 
responsibility  of  seeing  that  the  Instructor's  time  is  fully  and  usefully 
employed. 

The  County  Committee  shall  keep  a separate  account  of  all  expen- 
diture undeT  this  scheme,  and  shall  furnish  detailed  statements  of  such 
expenditure  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  required  by  the  Department. 

.8-  Lectures  and  classes  should  be  arranged,  wherever  possible,  to  be 
given  in  schoolrooms  or  other  suitable  public  rooms,  in  the  evenings,  JJd  classes? 
and  should  be  held  in  rural  centres  only.  Towns  and  the  larger  villages 
should  be  avoided , as  experience  has  shown  that  the  greatest  success 
offends  those  lectures  which  are  given  in  the  rural  parts  of  a county , 
especially  when  the  lectures  are  delivered  in  districts  where  the  greatest 
number  of  _ those  interested  in  poultry-beeping  is  to  be  found.  The 
local  committee  at  each  centre  should  be  responsible  for  appointing  a 
representative  chairman  for  each  lecture,  as  well  as  for  the  distribution 
or  the  short  syllabus  which  will  be  prepared  by  the  lecturer  as  soon  as 
local  committee  should  undertake  to  have  posters  and 
harm  bills,  ‘which  will  be  supplied  by  the  Secretary  of  the  County  Com- 
mittee, effectively  displayed  and  distributed  throughout  the  circuit. 

T 
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Copies  of  those  posters  and  handbills  should  be  forwarded  to  the  De- 
partment at  least  a week  prior  to  tile  com  iiieneement  of  each  course  of 
lectures.  Each  lecture  should  bo  followed  by  a discussion,  during 
which  farmers  and  others  interested  in  poultry -keeping  will  be  invited 
to  ask  questions  relative  to  their  'business  Where  a course  of  lectures 
ha. $ already  been  given  a new  syllabus  should  be  presented. 

9.  The  lectures  should  commence  early  in  autumn  and  be  continued 
until  the  end  of  the  hatching  season.  1 f employed  during  the  summer 
months,  the  Instructor  should,  during  that  season,  visit  poultry  runs, 
inspect  egg  distribution  stations,  and  give  practical  instruction  and 
demonstrations  in  fattening,  trussing,  Ac. 

10.  Tlie  Instructor  will  bo  required  to  make,  at  least  three  complete 
inspections  of  all  hen  and  duck  stations,  and  two  inspections  of  goose 
ana  turkey  stations  in  the  county  between  the  1st  October  and  31st 
May.  These  inspections  will  bo  in  addition  in  the  preliminary  inspec- 
tion of  applicants’  premises.  After  each  inspection  the  Instructor 
shall  submit  reports  to  the  County  Committee  and  to  the  Department 
on  tlie  forms  provided  for  the  purpose. 


Disribution  of  Settings  of  Eggs  of  Pure  Breeds. 

JTens  and  Durhs. 

11.  In  counties  where  instruction  in  poultry-keeping  has  been  pm 
vided,  the  Department  are  prepared  to  sanction  a limited  number  of 
premiums  of  £5  each  being  awarded  to  approved  applicants,  selected 
bv  the  County  Committee,  who  distribute  during  the  season  at  least 
70  settings  of  eggs  ; those;  who  distribute  less  will  be  paid  in  proportion 
to  tlie  number  distributed.  No  maximum  number  of  settings  to  be  dis- 
tributed is  prescribed,  but  owners  of  stations  must  continue  selling  eggs 
at  the  fixed  price  until  May  31st.  The  owner  may  sot  eggs  for  his  own 
use,  but  such  settings  will  nob  count  towards  a premium.  Applicants 
must  agree  to  comply  with  the  following  conditions: — 

(1.)  To  keep  one  pure  breed1  of  liens  only.  In  exceptional  cases 
the  Department  may  approve  oF  more  than  one  pure  breed  being 
kept,  provided  they  are  satisfied  that  tlio  selected  person  houses, 
runs,  birds,  &c.,  avo  suitable.  Only  one  breed  of  ducks  can  lie 
kept. 

(2.)  To  sell  or  destroy  any  existing  fowl  oil  the  farm  of  which 
the  Instructor  or  tlio  Department  may  disapprove,  and  not -to 
bring  on  the  farm  during  tho  period  for  the  distribution  of  eggs 
fowl  of  any  description  without  tho  sanction  of  the  Instructor  anu 
of  the  Department. 

(3.)  To  keep  no  male  birds  on  the  farm  other  than  those  sane* 
tinned  for  stock  purposes  of  the  approved  breed  or  breeds. 

(4.)  To  dispose  of  the  male  birds  in  use  during  1906-7,  and  to  re- 
place these  with  others  unrelated  to  the  stoclc  at  the  station . 

(5.)  When  a premium  is  claimed,  for  hens  alone,  to  keep  not  less 
Ilian  thirty  or  more  than  sixty  of  the  selected  breed.  If  the  pre- 
mium is  claimed  in  respect  of  hens  and  ducks,  not  less  than  five 
ducks  and  twenty-fivo  hens  must  be  kept,  or  ten  ducks  and  twenty 
hens,  but  the  total  number  of  birds'  to  be  kept  at  any  one  Nation 
should  not  exceed  sixty.  At  least  one  cock  or  cockerel  mast  be 
kept  for  every  ten  hens  or  pullets,  and  one  drake  for  every  five  or 
six  ducks. 

(6.)  To  replace  each  year- at  lea.st  one-third  of  the  liens  with 
early  hatched  pullets. 
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(7.)  To  provide  proper  housing  where  such  does  not  already 
exist  and  in  the  case  of  two  breeds  being  kept  to  provide  a separate 
run  for  each  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Instructor  and  the  Depart- 
ment. The  size  of  run  for  any  flock  of  birds  will  require  to  be  at 
least  twenty  square  yards  per  bird. 

(8.)  To  feed  and.  care  the- birds  in  such  a manner  as  the  Instructor 
and  the  Department  may  require. 

(9.)  To  supply,  during  the  season  specified  in  par.  (11)  below, 
settings  of  eggs  from  the  selected  birds  to  any  person  in  the  county 
at  Is.  per  dozen  (the  purchaser  to  hear  the  cost  of  package  and 
carriage),  and  to  replace  infertile  eggs  that  are  returned  within 
one  month  from  the  date  on  which  they  were  sent  out. 

In  special  cases  the  Department  may  sanction  an  increase  in  the 
price  of  eggs,  provided  the  County  Committee  show  sufficient  rea- 
sons for  so  doing. 

(10.)  To  stamp  all  eggs  given  out  with  a stamp  provided  for  the 
purpose  by  the  County  Committee'. 

(11.)  To  keep  in  a special  book  provided  by  the  County  Com- 
mittee an  accurate  record  of  all  eggs  laid  and  distributed.  This 
hook  must  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  County  Committee  or  to 
the  Department  when  asked  for  by  either  of  these  bodies.  The 
hnks  must  be  returned  to  the  Secretary  of  the  County  Committee 
at  the  end  of  the  distributing  season,  which  will  commence  on  the. 
l.s'fc  December,  1907,  and  terminate  on  the  31st  May , 1908.  (See 
Clause  19.) 

(12.)  To  permit  the  Instructor  and  the  Department  to  inspect 
the  birds  at  any  time. 

Any  infringement  of  the  above  rules  may  entail  the  cancellation 
of  the  premium.

13  An  additional  grant  of  50  per  cent,  of  the  actual  cost,  but  in  Grant  for 
no  case  exceeding  £2,  may  foe  made  to  selected  persons  who  provide  erection  of 
themselves  for  the  purpose  of  this  scheme  with  portable  wooden  fowl-  spodal  eases, 
houses  approved  by  the  Department.  This  will  apply  only  to  persons 
mho  are  talcing  up  the  scheme  in  1907-8  for  the  first  time.

(1-)  To  keep  a gander  and  three  geese  of  the  Embden  breed.

(2.)  To  sell  or  dispose  of  any  existing  geese  on  the  farm,  0f 
which  the  Instructor  or  the  Department  may  disapprove,  and'not 
to  bring  on  the  farm  during  the  period  for  the  distribution  of  eggs 
geese  of  any  description  without  the  sanction  of  the  Instructor 
and  of  the  Department. 

(3.)  To  sell  not  less  than  12  settings  of  eggs  to  residents  in  the 
county  ; those  who  distribute  less  will  be  paid  in  proportion  to  the 
number  distributed.  No  maximum  number  of  settings  to  be  dis- 
tributed is  prescribed,  but  owners  of  stations  must  continue  selling 
eggs  at  the  fixed  price  until  31st  May,  1908. 

(4.)  The  eggs  to  be  sold  at  Is.  6 cl.  per  setting— three  eggs  to 
count  as  a setting — (purchaser  to  defray  the  cost  of  package  and 
carriage  where  necessary).  'Each  applicant  to  be  restricted  to  one 
setting. 

(5.)  To  provide!  proper  housing  where  such  does  not  already 
exist.  The  birds  to  have  access  to  suitable  shelter  at  all  times, 
and  to  be  hand-fed,  when  a sufficient  amount  of  natural  food  is 
not  obtainable,  in  such  a way  as  the  Instructor  and  the  Depart- 
ment may  require. 

Preference  should  bo  given  to  those  applicants  who  possess  land 
well  supplied  with  water. 

(6.)  Only  one  pen  of  geese  to  be  kept  unless  where  selected  per- 
sons possess  two  or  more  separate  farms,  in  which  case  a second 
pen  may  be  allowed. 

(7.)  To  stamp  all  eggs  given  out  with  a stamp  provided  for  the 
purpose  by  the  County  Committee. 

(8.)  To  keep  in  a special  book  provided  by  the  County  Com- 
mittee1 an  accurate  record  of  all  eggs  laid  and  distributed.  This 
book  must  bo  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  County  Committee  or  to 
the  Department  when  asked  for  by  either  of  these  bodies.  The

Turkeys. 

15.  A limited  number  of  premiums  of  £2  each  may  be  offered  to  per- 
sons selected  by  the  County  Committee  and  approved  by  the  Depart- 
ment who  will  undertake  to  comply  with  the  following  conditions:— 

(1.)  To  keep  ono  pure-bred  American  Bronze  stock  turkey  cock  for 
the  service  of  turkey  hens,  the  property  of  residents  in  the  county. 
Twenty  hens  other  than  those  belonging  to  tlio  station  holder  must 
be  served,  at  a fee  of  6 d.  per  service,  by  an  approved  turkey  cock. 
If  a smaller  number  are  served,  the  premium  will  'be  propor- 
tionately reduced.  After  twenty  liens  have  been  served  the  owner 
may  refuse  to  allow  tho  bird  to  servo  more  or  may  charge  a higher 
fee.  The  stock  birds  must  be  not  less  than  the  following  weights 
on  1st  January,  1908,  viz. : — Cockerels,  22  lbs.  ; adult  birds, 
28  lbs.  Birds  more  than  three  years  old  are  not  eligible  for 
premiums. 

(2.)  To  provide)  proper  housing  accommodation,  and  to  feed  and 
care  the  bird  in  such  a manner  as  the  Instructor  and  the  Depart- 
ment may  require, 

(3.)  To  keep  no  turkey  cock  other  than  the  bird  approved  f°r 
the  purpose  of  this  scheme. 
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(4.)  To  keep  in  a special  book,  provided  by  the  County  Com- 
mittee an  accurate  record  of  services.  This  book  must  be  sent  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  County  Committee  or  to  the  Department  when 
required,  and  in  any  case  must  be  returned'  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
County  Committee  not  later  than  the  7th  June,  1908. 

(5.)  To  permit  the  Instructor  or  the  Department  to  inspect  the 
birds  at  any  time. 

Any  infringement  of  the  above  rules  may  entail  the  cancellation 
of  the  premium. 

A station-holder  under  the  1906-7  scheme  will  not  be  eligible  to  hold 
a premium  under  the  1907-8  scheme  unless  the  bird  kept  in  1906-7  is 
exchanged  or  an  approved  new  one  purchased. 

A premium  may  be  granted  for  a turkey  cock  selected  in  1906-7,  pro- 
vided the  bird  is  suitable  in  every  respect,  and  is  located  at  a different 
station  either  in  the  same  or  another  county. 

16.  An  applicant  will  be  eligible  for  only  one  premium  either  for  Number  of 
hens  or  for  hens  and  ducks  combined,  but  he  will,  in  addition,  be  premiums  one 
eligible  to  hold  a premium  for  geese  and  a premium  for  turkeys.  No  JJoi!°U  mai 
premium,  however,  will  be  given  for  ducks  alone. 

17.  As  soon  as  the  Instructor  has  been  appointed  and  the  number  of  rroeedure  as 
premiums  proposed  to  be  awarded  has  been  approved  of  by  the  Depart- 

ment,  the  County  Committee  shall  invite  applications  from  persons  in  premiums, 
the  county  who  already  possess  or  are  willing  to  purchase,  pens  of  the 
approved  pure  breeds  of  hens  and  ducks,  or  geese,  as  the  case  may  be, 
or  to  keep  one  pure-bred  turkey  cock,  and  who  are  prepared  to  comply 
with  the  above  conditions.  When  these  applications  have  been  re- 
ceived the  Instructor  will,  as  soon  as  possible,  inspect  and  report  to 
the  County  Committee  as  to  the  number  of  suitable  applicants.  The 
names  of  the  applicants  selected  by  the  County  Committee,  with  full 
particulars  as  to  the  breeds,  number  of  birds,  and  housing,  should  then 
be  submitted,  on  the  prescribed  form,  for  the  approval  of  the  Depart- 
ment, who  may  thereupon  further  inspect  the  selected  farms,  and  sub- 
mit a list  of  those  of  which  they  approve  to  the  County  Committee  for 
their  final  selection. 

18.  The  Department  will  not  consider  applications  from  a county  in  Application  to 
respect  of  premiums  under  this  scheme  later  than  1st  December,  1907.  December. 

County  Committees  who  intend  to  adopt  this  scheme  should  have  all 
arrangements  completed  prior  to  the  1st  January,  1908. 

19.  (1.)  Not  later  than  7th  June,  1908,  the  selected  applicants  for  Tayg?nt  J°b  T 
premiums  must  forward  to  the  Secretary  of  the  County  Committee  the  7^° ju^ee  * 
record  books  referred  to  in  Clauses  11  (11),  14  (8),  and  15  (4),  accom- 
panied by  a certificate  that  the  entries  in  these  hooks  are  correct,  and 

that  all  the  conditions  of  this  scheme  have  been  complied  with. 

(2.)  As  soon  as  the  Department  are  satisfied  as  to  the  fulfilment  of 
the  conditions  of  this  scheme,  the  Secretary  of  the  County  Committee 
will  be  notified  that  payment  may  be  made  by  the  Committee  of  the 
premiums  or  portions  thereof  payable  under  this  scheme. 

(3;)  Any  premium  not  applied  for  by  the  7th  June,  1908,  shall  be 
considered  as  having  lapsed. 

20.  No  action  shall  be  taken  by  the  County  Committee  towards  put-  Scheme  to  be 
ting  this  scheme,  or  any  part  thereof,  into  operation  until  the  sanction  depart  men  l 
of  the  Department  has  been  obtained  in  writing.

In  tile  case  of  new  ap- 
pointments no  person  shall  be  eligible  for  an  Instructor-ship  in  the 
county  of  which  he  is  a native,  or  in  which  lie  resides  permanently.

The  County  Committee  are  alone  responsible  for  the  selection  of 
centres  and  arrangement  of  lectures.  No  work  of  this  nature  should 
he  undertaken  by  the  Instructor,  though  it  is  desirable  that  he  should 
be  consulted. 

In  selecting  centres  the  County  Committee  should  have  particular 
regard  to  districts  in  which  lectures  may  not  have  been  given  in  pre- 
vious years. 

7.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Committee  to  select  centres  at  c?umy°r 
which  the  lectures  will  'be  given,  and  to  appoint  a local  committee  with  Committee, 
an  honorary  secretary  at  each  centre,  who  should  select  the  school,  or 

other  building  ancl  arrange  for  the  hiring,  lighting,  and  warming  of 
the  room  in  which  the  lectures  will  be  delivered. 

It  will  also  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Committee  to  undertake  the 
responsibility  of  seeing  that  the  Instructor’s  time  is  fully  and  usefully 
employed. 

The  County  Committee  shall  keep  a separate  account  of  all  expendi- 
ture' under  this  scheme  and  shall  furnish  detailed  statements  of  such 
expenditure  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  required  iby  the1  Department. 

8.  Lectures  should  be  arranged  to  be  given  in  school-rooms  or  other  Arrangements 
suitable  public  rooms  in  the  evenings,  and  should  be  held  in  rural for  le,Jturtfa- 
centres.  Towns  and  the  larger  villages  should  be  avoided , as  expe- 
rience has  shown  that  the  greatest  success  attends  those  lectures  which 

are  given  in  the  rural  parts  of  a county,  especially  when  the  lectures 
are  delivered  in  a district  where  the  greatest  number  of  farmers  is  to 
he  found.  The  local  committee  at  each  centre  should  be  responsible  for 
appointing  a representative  chairman  for  each  lecture  as  well  as  for 
the  distribution  of  the  short  syllabus  of  the  lectures  which  will  be  pre- 
pared by  the  lecturer  at  the  beginning  of  the  season  or  as  soon  there- 
after as  he  is  appointed.  The  local  committee  should  undertake  to 
have  posters  and  handbills,  which  will  be  supplied  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  County  Committee,  effectively  displayed  and  distributed 
throughout  their  district.  A copy  of  each  poster  and  handbill  should 
be  forwarded  to  the  offices  of  the  Department  one  week  prior  to  the 
commencement  of  the  lectures  in  each  circuit.  Each  lecture  should  be 
followed  by  a discussion,  during  which  farmers  will  be  invited  to  ask 
questions  relative  to  their  business. 

9.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  County  Committee  to  Secretary 
keep  an  inventory  of  and  be  responsible  for  the  safe-keeping  of  all  \°  ^eeP 
equipment  provided  for  the  purposes  of  this  scheme. 

10.  The  lectures  should  commence  if  possible  in  October,  but  in  any  Duration  or 
case  not  later  than  November,  and  be  continued  until  the  end  of  lectures- 
February. 

The  employment  of  the  Instructor  to  teach  winter  agricultural 
classes,  will  not  relieve  him  of  his  other  duties  under  this  scheme,  and 
accordingly  when  he  is  occupied  in  teaching  for  four  days  in  a week 
the  Instructor  should  deliver  at  least  one  lecture  in  the  same  week  on 
a day  when  not  engaged  in  teaching  as  well  as  attend  as  far  as  practi- 
cable to  the  other  branches  of  work  mentioned  in  clause  5.  If  occupied 
less  than  four  days  a week  in  teaching  such  classes'  the  number  of  lec- 
tures should  ibe  correspondingly  increased.

SCHEME  OF  AGRICULTURAL  EXPERIMENTS. 


These  experiments  are  intended  only  for  those  counties  in  which  an 
agricultural  instructor  has  been  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  per- 
sonally  attending  to  all  the  details  of  selecting  and  measuring  the 
land,  sowing  the  seed,  applying  the  manure,  weighing  the  crops  and 
tabulating  and  writing  a report  on  the  result. 

Agricultural  instructors,  before  arranging  the  centres  for  these  ex- 
periments, should  carefully  study  the'  appendix  to  this  scheme.  The? 
should  he  specially  careful  not  to  undertake  experiments  at  too  many 
centres,  as  the  amount  of  work  necessary  is  much  greater  than  is  sup- 
posed by  those  to  have  no  experience  of  field  experiments.  Demonstra- 
tions with  seeds  and  manures  may  be  undertaken  at  a much  larger 
number  of  centres. 

Before  commencing  field  experiments  and  demonstrations,  each  in- 
structor must  submit  to  the  Department  his  proposals  for  the  year. 

In  all  cases  seeds  and  manures  must  be  ordered  by  the  instructor 
and  paid  for  by  the  County  Committee. 

As  early  as  possible,  after  the  close  of  the  season,  tabulated  results 
of  the  experiments  must  be  sent  to  the  Department,  and  where  these 
are  presented  in  a concise  form,  accompanied  by  brief  and  carefully- 
prepared  notes,  the  same  may  be  published  by  the  County  Committee, 
provided  the  approval  of  the  Department  has  been  previously  obtained. 
All  plots  should  be  marked,  off  at  the  commencement  of  the  experiment 
by  pegs,  3 inches  square  and  feet  long,  which  should  be  firmly 
driven  into  the  ground. 

No  change  must  be  made  in  any  of  the  manurial  experiments,  as 
given  below,  but  the  Instructor  may  include  such  additional  plots  as 
local  conditions  render  advisable.  In  the  variety  tests  instructors  are 
strongly  advised  not  to  omit  any  Variety  unless  it  is  found  impossible 
to  procure  the  proper  seed. 

It  is  not  absolutely  necessary  to  have  both  a manurial  and  a variety 
test  with  any  particular  crop.  One  or  other,  or  both,  may  be  omitted 
at  discretion.

APPENDIX. 

“FIELD  EXPERIMENTS”  AND  “DEMONSTRATION  PLOTS.” 
Their  Value  and  the  Conditions  necessart  fou  Success. 

(Reprinted  from  Department's  Journal,  Vol.  2,  1902.) 

In  a “ Memorandum  on  Agricultural  Education,”  issued  in  July  last, 
the  Vice-President  of  tho  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Technical  In- 
struction for  Ireland  referred  incidentally  to  field  experiments  as  being 
work  which  might  usefully  form  part  of  the  duties  of  County  Agricultural 
Instructors.  Since  that  date  fully  half  the  counties  in  Ireland  have 
resolved  to  put  into  operation  a scheme  of  agricultural  instruction,  in- 
cluding field  experiments,  and,  as  it  is  highly  desirable  that  such  work 
should  be  conducted  on  systematic  lines,  it  is  proposed  to  give  here,  in 
simple  language,  a brief  outline  of  the  nature  and  purpose  of  field  ex- 
periments and  their  value  to  farmers. 
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In  the  discussions  which  have  taken  place  at  meetings  of  County  Com- 
mittees  of  Agriculture  and  Tecluiicfil  Instruction  this  class  of  work  has 
been  referred  to  either  as  “ Experimental  Plots  ” or  “ Demonstration 
Plots.”  No  very  hard  and  fast  line  can  be  drawn  between  these  two 
classes  of  experimental  work,  but  it  has  become  customary  to  confine  the 
term  ” Field  Experiment  ” or  “ Experimental  Plot  ” to  indicating  a com- 
parative trial  of  different  methods  of  cultivating,  manuring,  or  seeditm 
the  soil,  for  which  object  the  land  is  carefully  selected  and  measured* 
the  manures  analysed,  the  seed  tested  and  accurately  weighed,  an  exact 
record  kept  of  the  produce  of  each  plot,  and  the  whole  work  supervised 
by  a person  who  has  had  a first-class  training  in  practical  and  technical 
agriculture. 

The  term  “ Field  Demonstration  ” or  “ Demonstration  Plot  ” has,  on 
tho  other  hand,  come  to  mean  a simplo  test  in  which  a small  portion  of 
a field  is  cultivated,  manured,  or  seeded  in  a special  manner  for  com- 
parison with  the  rest  of  the  field,  but  the  term  does  not  necessarily,  or 
even  generally,  imply  the  exercise  of  a very  high  degree  of  accuracy  in 
measuring  the  land,  analysing  the  manures,  or  recording  results. 

For  the  sake  of  clearness,  we  may  agree  in  Ireland  to  use  the  terms  in 
the  above  sense.  A “ field  experiment  ” or  an  experimental  plot  shall, 
therefore,  mean  a piece  of  land  laid  out  in  sub-plots,  on  which  com- 
parative trials  are  made  of  different  methods  of  cultivation,  of  different 
kinds  and  quantities  of  manures,  or  of  different  kinds  and  quantities 
of  seed.  Field  experiments  will  be  found  extremely  costly,  troublesome, 
and  often  very  disappointing,  and  should  not  be  undertaken  by  those 
who  have  not  had  a first-class  training  in  both  practical  and  technical 
agriculture.  The  secret  of  success  in  an  agricultural  experiment  lies  in 
having  all  the  conditions  except  one,  constant  or  uniform.  That  is  to 
say,  if,  for  example,  different  methods  of  cultivation  are  under  trial,  the 
soil  and  the  kinds  and  quantities  of  seods  and  manures  used  on  each 
sub-plot  must  bo  absolutely  uniform.  If,  again,  the  influence 
of  manures  is  to  be  tested,  the  cultivation  of  the  land  and  the  kinds  and 
quantities  of  seed  employed  should  be  absolutely  alike  for  each  plot. 
And,  similarly,  if  the  seed  is  under  trial,  all  the  other  conditions  must 
be  identical  for  each  plot,  and  the  quality  of  the  seed  alone  should  vary. 

So  little  is  this  somewhat  obvious  condition  precedent  to  success  un- 
derstood that  in  some  of  the  experiments  which  were  conducted  last  year 
by  private  individuals  in  Ireland,  in  which  the  yield  , from  different 
varieties  of  oats  was  being  estimated,  each  of  the  plots  was  manured  in 
a different  manner.  It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  point  out  that,  the  results 
of  such  an  experiment  are  worthless,  it  being  impossible  to  distinguish 
between  the  changes  in  the  crops  due  to  variety  of  seed  and  those  due 
to  the  influence  of  the  different  manures  employed. 

To  iusure  that  all  the  conditions  but  one  are  constant  in  the  plots  in 
a field  experiment  is,  however,  sometimes  beyond  the  power  of  the  most 
capable  experimenter.  For,  in  addition  to  securing  uniformity  in  the 
cultivation  of  the  soil,  and  in  the  kinds  and  quantities  of  seeds  and 
manures,  it  is  necessary  that  the  work  on  all  the  sub-plots  of  a field 
experiment  should  be  done  under  uniform  conditions  in  respect  of 
weather.  Many  an  experiment- — for  instance,  on  the  manuring  of  hay — 
which,  in  all  other  respects,  has  been  carried  out  most  successfully,  has 
been  spoiled  at  the  last  moment  by  rain  coming  on  during  the  operations 
of  weighing  the  crop. 

The  points  which  require  attention  in  successfully  conducting  a field 
experiment  are  too  numerous,  and  many  of  them  too  involved,  to.  bn 
detailed  here.  It  is  desirable,  however,  to  point  out  a few  of  the  more 
common  mistakes  which  have  to  be  avoided. 

The  selection  of  the  person  on  whose  farm  the  experiment  is  being 
conducted  is  a matter  of  great  importance.  The  farmer  selected  should 
be  capable  of  making  notes  of  the  appearance  of  the  plots,  and  of 
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superintending  the  labour  on  them  during  summer,  when  the  Instructor 
for  the  district  is  engaged  in  another  part  of  the  county.  It  is,  however, 
still  more  important  that  he  should  have  a genuine  interest  in  the 
success  of  the  work.  If  his  interest  extends  merely  to  the  desire  to 
obtain,  free  of  charge,  a small  quantity  of  seed  or  manure,  the  work  is 
not  likely  to  be  successful.  He  will  soon  discover  that  it  is  very  far 
from  being  a profitable  undertaking,  unless  ho  is  content  to  give  his 
services  and  interest  in  return  for  the  information  which  is  to  be  derived 
from  the  experiment. 

It  is,  likewise,  desirable,  though  not  essential,  that  the  farm  selected 
should  be  near  a railway  station.  If  half  a day  is  taken  up  in  travelling 
to  and  from  the  plots,  the  number  of  experimental  centres  which  the 
Instructor  can  supervise  will  be  very  limited.  For  this  reason  it  is  well 
to  have  more  than  one  experiment  situated  in  the  same  district,  so  that 
the  Instructor  can  inspect  and  direct  the  work  of  two  or  three  centres 
in  one  day. 

The  selection  of  the  piece  oE  land  to  be  laid  off  into  plots  presents 
several  difficulties.  The  whole  area  should  be  uniform  in  character, 
level  if  possible,  and,  if  sloping,  the  slope  should  be  uniform.  If,  ns  is 
sometimes  the  case,  one  or  more  sub-plots  are  on  low-lying,  deep  soil, 
while  some  of  the  others  are  on  high,  thin  ground,  the  results  of  the 
experiments  will  be  absolutely  worthless.  “ Openings  ” and  “ finishes  ” 
made  by  the  plough  should,  when  possible,  he  avoided.  If  .one  or  the 
other  runs  through  one  of  the  sub-plots  and  not  across  them  all,  the 
results  from  the  plots  in  which  the  “ openings  ” or  “ finishings  ” occur 
must  be  discarded.  But  the  greatest  difficulty  of  all,  in  selecting  suit- 
able land,  is  to  find  a piece  which  has  been  uniformly  cultivated,  cropped 
and  manured  during,  at  least,  the  preceding  five  years.  An  experimental 
plot  on  land,  part  of  which,  in  the  preceding  year,  was  under  swedes, 
ii  second  part  under  mangels,  and  a third  part  under  potatoes,  will  yield 
misleading  results,  even  though  the  soil  may  appear  comparatively 
uniform. 

To  decide  on  the  size  and  the  number  of  sub-plots  in  an  experiment 
is  a question  which  requires  a great  deal  of  consideration.  Beginners 
almost  invariably  make  the  mistake  of  attempting  too  much  in  an  ex- 
periment, and  consequently  multiply  the  number  of  sub-plots,  thereby 
entailing' more  work  than  they  can  properly  accomplish.  It  is  a popular 
fallacy  that  each  sub-plot  should  be  large.  Those  who  advocate  large 
sub-plots,  however,  usually  forget  that  the  greater  the  number  and  the 
larger  the  area  of  each  sub-plot,  the  more  difficult  it  is  (1)  to  secure  land 
that  is  uniform  in  quality  and  previous  treatment,  (2)  to  get  the  manures 
and  seed  uniformly  distributed,  (3)  to  get  the  manures  applied  and  the 
seeds  sown  and  the  crop  weighed  on  one  day,  and  (4)  to  get  every 
operation  completed  without  a change  in  weather,  which,  if  it  occurs  in 
the  middle  of  an  operation,  may  vitiate  the  whole  experiment.  It  is  a 
safe  rule  to  remember  that  the  larger  the  size  of  each  sub -plot  the  fewer 
there  should  be  of  them.  In  Ireland,  where  the  fields  are  small  and  the 
land,  as  a rule,  undulating,  it  will  often  be  found  very  difficult  to  get 
oven  one  statute  acre  ,of  land  sufficiently  uniform  for  experimental  work. 
Good  results  can,  however,  be  obtained  with  sub-plots  one-tenth  of.  an 
acre  in  extent.  Each  sub-plot  may  be  44  yards  long  by  11  yards  wide, 
or  other  dimensions  containing  the  same  area.  First-class  results  have 
been  obtained  in  Scotland  by  using  plots  one-twentieth  of  an  acre  in 
extent,  while  in  Canada  plots  only  one-hundredth  of  an  acre  in  extent 
have  been  successfully  employed.  If,  however,  it  is  considered  advisable 
to  have  plots  one- quarter  of  an  acre  in  extent  (and  no  larger  should  be 
employed  except  in  very  rare  cases),  it  will  seldom  be  possible  to  find 
sufficiently  uniform  land  to  admit  of  more  than  four  or  five  sub-plots. 

Enough  has  now  been  said  respecting  the  chief  difficulties  in  carrying 
out  the  details  of  a field  experiment  to  moderate  the  ambition  of  instruc- 
tors, and  prevent  them  undertaking  too  many  centres.  Indeed,  Coupty 
Committees,  as  well  as  the  Instructors,  would  be  well  advised  to  enter 
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upon  experimental  work  with  caution.  In  their  desire  to  serve  everv 
district  in  a county  they  may  insist  on  having  too  many  centres.  It 
would  be  wiser  to  rest  content  with  a few  experiments,  well  conducted 
rather  than  have  a large  number  yielding  unreliable  results.  The  time 
available  in  spring  for  the  measuring  of  land,  the  application  of  manures 
and  the  sowing  of  seeds  is  very  limited,  and,  if  the  Instructor  is  to  super' 
vise  all  the  work  himself,  it  is  obvious  that  he  cannot  attend  to  manv 
centres.  Moreover,  if  the  maximum  amount  of  useful  work  is  to  be 
done  the  experimental  centres  should  be  selected  with  a view  to  the 
minimum  amount  of  time  being  spent  in  travelling.  Field  experiments 
as  has  already  been  stated,  may  prove  expensive,  and,  for  this  reason’ 
it  is  desirable  that  the_  number  of  centres  in  one  county  should  be 
limited,  and  selected  with  a view  to  avoiding  unnecessary  travelling 
expenses.  ° 

The  results  of  an  experiment  are  of  much  wider  application  than  is 
usually  supposed.  Most  of  the  soils  in  Ireland  have  this  in  common, 
that  they  are  deficient  in  those  substances  which  plants  require  for  their 
growth,  and,  therefore,  where  this  is  the  case,  no  matter  in  what  countv 
the  experiment  is  made,  the  lessons  derived  from  it  will  be  found  useful 
in  all. 

One  more  point  remains  to  be  dealt  with  for  the  benefit  of  all  County 
Instructors,  County  Committees,  farmers,  and  the  Department  alike. 
After  reading  the  above  list  of  difficulties  which  will  face  the  experi- 
menter,  it  cannot  be  hoped  that  at  first  field  experiments  will  be  the 
success  which  enthusiasts  would  desire.  As  has  already  been  stated 
more  than  once,  the  work  may  prove  expensive,  oftentimes  very  dis- 
appointing, and  it  must  proceed  slowly.  It  will  be  found  that  the  results 
of  experiments  conducted  in  one  year  will  not  agree  with  tho  results  of 
experiments  conducted  the  preceding  season.  It  will  also  be  found  that 
the  results  of  experiments  conducted  on  the  same  lines  in  different 
counties  will  not  agree.  Experiments  which  are  carried  out  even  in  the 
same  field  in  the  same  year  will  apparently  contradict  each  other.  There 
will,  no  doubt,  be  numerous  opportunities  for  critical  wiseacres  to  raise 
a cry  that  field  experiments  are  a waste  of  money  and  of  no  practical 
uso  to  the  farmer.  Such  has  been  the  result  in  other  countries,  and  we 
can  hardly  expect  otherwise  in  Ireland.  The  enthusiasm  which  exists 
to-day  may  be  followed  in  a year  or  two  by  a reaction,  and  it  will  then 
require  faith  and  perseverance  to  carry  on  the  work. 

Fortunately,  we  have  the  history  of  similar  movements  in  other 
countries  to  encourage  us.  In  Scotland,  for  example,  it  took  some  years 
of  steady  work  before  prejudice  was  overcome,  and  the  true  value 
of  experimental  work  was  apparent.  In  that  country  there  is  no  longer 
any  difficulty  in  finding  proofs  of  the  great  value  of  field  experiments, 
but  even  greater  than  their  direct  influence  on  the  system  of  farming  have 
been . the  collateral  results  in  spreading  the  knowledge  of  technicalities 
of  soils,  manures,  and  crops. 

There  is . one  mistake  into  which  some  other  countries  have  been  led 
which  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Department  to  prevent  in  Ireland.  If 
each  Instructor  were  to  carry  on  investigations  having  no  relation  to, 
or  the  results  of  which  could  not  he  co-ordinated  with  the  results  of 
those  conducted  by  others,  and,  further,  if  each  experimenter  were 
allowed  to  multiply  the  number  of  his  experiments  and  change  his 
system  from  year  to  year  before  ho  had  arrived  at  any  definite  results, 
the  confusion  which  the  publication  of  a mass  of  figures,  which  were  not 
comparable,  would  give  rise  to  in  the  minds  of  farmers  would  be  a source 

gneat  danger  to  the  success  of  the  work.  If  farmers  are  to  take  an 
intelligent  interest  in  the  work,  and  follow  the  result  as  published  from 
year  to  year,  and  if  the  value  of  the  experiments  in  one  county  is  to  be 
enhanced  by  the  work  done  in  other  counties,  all  field  experiments  will 
have  to  be  co-ordinated,  unnecessary  overlapping  and  variation  of  ex- 
periments prevented,  and  the  results  presented  in  the  shortest  and 
simplest  manner.  This  duty  of  co-ordinating  field  experiments  in  all 
Ireland  rests  with  the  Department.  They  fully  realise  its  importance, 
and  accept  full  responsibility. 
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Wliat  lias  been  said  with  regard  to  experimental  plots  is  not  altogether 
applicable  to  demonstration  plots.  A simple  trial  of  a new  system  of 
cultivation,  manuring,  or  seeding,  which  has  been  found,  as  the  result 
of  a field  experiment,  to  yield  profitable  results  may  constitute  a de- 
monstration plot.  In  a demonstration  plot  it  is  not  necessary  to  be  so 
accurate  in  the  measurement  of  land,  or  in  weighing  manures  and  crops 
as  in  field  experiment.  It  is  not  necessary  always  to  have  sub-plots; 
one  plot  may  be  sufficient.  It  may  not  even  be  necessary  to  weigh  the 
crop,  as  if  the  plot  is  near  the  public  road  or  some  place  of  meeting, 
where  it  can  be  seen  by  a large  number  of  farmers,  its  lesson  will  be 
apparent  to  every  passer-by.  Demonstration  plots  are  not  expensive, 
and  in  every  county  there  must  be  a large  number  of  farmers  who  are 
perfectly  competent  to  carry  out  the  work  with  the  occasional  assistance 
of  the  Instructor.  Every  farmer  should  adopt  the  practice  of  having 
a demonstration  plot  in  every  field.  For  example,  in  applying  purchased 
manure  to  a field  he  should  withhold  the  manure  from  a small  portion 
of  it  in  order  to  prove  whether  so  far  as  can  be  observed  by  the  eye  the 
application  of  the  manure  has  paid.  The  untreated  portion  then  becomes 
a demonstration  plot.  Similarly,  if  a new  variety  of  potato,  swede, 
mangel,  oat,  barley,  or  wheal:,  an  untried  mixture  of  grass  seeds,  or 
artificial  manures  is  recommended,  each  farmer  should  procure  just 
sufficient  of  the  material  to  prove  whether,  when  tested  side  by  side  with 
bis  usual  seed  or  manure,  it  yields  a more  profitable  return.  The  plot 
devoted  to  the  new  method,  manure,  or  seed,  then  becomes  a demonstra- 
tion plot. 

East  year,  at  the  instigation  of  the  Department,  about  1,800  farmers  j 
conducted  demonstration  plots  with  one  or  other  of  three  varieties  of 
potatoes.  A small  quantity  of  each  variety  was  planted  alongside  of  the 
variety  usually  cultivated  and  constituted  a demonstration  plot.  The 
advantages  of  this  are  obvious.  The  cost  was  trifling.  If  the  yield  this 
year  has  been  good,  and  the  quality  excellent,  each  farmer  will  again 
plant  this  new  variety,  and  in  a few  years  the  potatoes  will  be  rapidly 
distributed  throughout  Ireland.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  potatoes 
possess  no  advantage  over  the  common  varieties,  this  information  will 
rapidly  spread  in  the  district,  and  farmers  will  be  prevented  from  laying 
out  large  sums  of  money  in  procuring  the  new  seed. 

It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Itinerant  Instructor  to  encourage  demonstra-  ■ 
tian  plots  of  all  kinds  in  the  county  under  his  charge,  and  County 
Committees  should  encourage  the  work  so  far  as  the  time  of  the  Itinerant 
Instructor  will  permit.

Sir, 

I have  to  direct  the  attention  of  your  Committee  to  the  accompany 
ins  scheme  of  instruction  in  poultry -keeping  by  means  of  tutorial  ami 
practical  classes,  and  to  state  that  the  Department  are  prepared  to 
approve  of  the  holding  of  these  classes  in  addition  to  or  instead  of 
lectures  in  counties  where  circumstances  justify  the  introduction  of 
this  form  of  instruction. 

The  Department  desire  to  draw  the  special  attention  of  your  Com- 
mittee to  the  importance  of  selecting  suitable  centres  in  rural  districts 
(avoiding  the  larger  towns  and  villages)  where  there  is  likely  to  be  a 
good  and  regular  attendance  of  pupils.  In  this  connection  it  is  essen- 
tial that  adequate  local  support  should  be  secured,  and  that  the  work 
of  organisation  should  be  thoroughly  carried  out  in  each  district  prior 
to  the  commencement  of  a class. 

The  scheme  proposes  a course  of  two  weeks’  duration  at  each  centre 
but  the  Department  will  not  object  to  the  holding  of  a three  weeks’ 
course,  provided  satisfactory  reasons  can  be  given. 

Full  particulars  for  conducting  the  work  will  be  found  in  the  ac- 
companying syllabus,  and  although  it  is  not  suggested  that  this 
syllabus  should  be  rigidly  adhered  to,  the  Instructor  will  he  expected 
to  follow  it  as  closely  as  possible  in  so  far  as  circumstances  will  permit. 
A table  of  work  for  a complete  course  of  two  weeks’  duration  is  sub- 
mitted as  an  example,  and  a list  of  the  necessary  equipment  is  at- 
tached. The  sets  of  illustrations  will  be  issued  direct  by  the  Depart- 
ment, and  a specimen  poultry  account  book  will  be  provided  free  of 
cost. 

An  attendance  register  and  copies  of  the  special  weekly  report  forms 
which  must  be  used  during  the  progress  of  these  classes  will  be  fur- 
nished m due  course. 

I have  to  add  that  the  Department  are  also  making  arrangements 
for  the  supply  of  a set  of  three  models,  comprising  a portable  poultry 
house,  chicken  coop,  and  sitting  box,  in  regard  to  which  a further 
communication  will  be  made  to  you  at  a later  date.

Tutorial  and  Practical  Classes. 

Duration  of  Course. — Two  weeks  per  centre. 

Number  of  Lessons. — Ten  lessons  of  at  least  two  hours  each. 

Number  of  Pupils. — Not  less  than  8 or  more  than  15.  Course  to  be 
open  to  the  wives  amd  daughters  of  residents 
in  the  district ; 15  years  to  be  qualifying 
age  for  admittance. 

Arrangements. 

County  Secretary  to  make  all  arrangements  previous  to  commence- 
ment of  Course,  either  through  a local  Committee  or  some  responsible 
local  pereon.  A regular  attendance  of  pupils  is  essential  for  the  success 
ot  the  Course;  therefore  the  importance  of  local  support  should  be 
recognised. 
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Knture  of  Instruction. 

(a.)  Discourse  on  practical  subjects,  with  demonstrations. 

(b.)  Practical  and  class  work,  in  which  pupils  should  take  part. 

(c.)  Visits  to  poultry  yards  of  pupils  and  other  persons  in  the 
district. 

(<?.)  Distribution  of  Department’s  leaflets  applicable  to  subjects 
dealt  with. 

The  pupils  should  be  required  to  take  as  full  notes  as  possible  ; these 
should  be  carefully  checked  and  corrected  by  the  Instructor  in  her  spare 
time. 

The  Instructor  should  question  the  class  on  the  week’s  work,  and 
hold  a short  examination  at  end  of  Course. 

The  Instructor  should  visit  poultry  runs  every  day  in  her  spare 
time,  especially  at  the  homes  of  pupils,  advising  as  to  requirements. 
The  general  conditions  of  management  should  be  gone  into  with  the 
pupil,  mistakes  pointed  out,  and  improvements  suggested.  ■ The  fowl- 
houses  should  be  examined,  and  such  points  as  accommodation,  venti- 
lation, lighting,  perching,  limewashing,  etc.,  attended  to  where  neces- 
sary. The  preparation  and  mixing  of  the  food  might  also  be  earned 
out  by  the  pupil  under  the  direction  of  the  Instructor. 

Register  of  Attendance. 

A Register  of  Attendance  should  be  carefully  kept  by  the  Instructor, 
recording  such  particulars  as  name  and  address  of ' pupil,  conduct, 
ability,  progress  made,  etc. 

Reports. 

During  the  progress  of  these  classes  a special  weekly  report  form 
must  be  used,  instead  of  the  usual  weekly  report,  on  Form  A 100. 

Subjects. 

The  following  subjects  are  suggested,  but  the  Instructor  should  con- 
sider the  requirements  of  the  place  as  well  as  the  season  of  the  year, 
and  select  subject's  accordingly.  Each  lesson  should  commence  with  a 
discourse  and  demonstration,  the  pupils  talcing  notes,  and  should  be 
followed  by  practical  or  class  work.  Diagrams,  models,  and  blackboard 
illustrations  should  be  used  as  far  as  possible. 

Syllabus. 

(a.)  I.  Seat  breeds  suited  to  district.  (1)  egg  production;  (2)  table 
fowls;  value  of  first  crosses  for  both  purposes.  Describe  points  of 
(l)  a good  layer,  (2)  a good'  table  fowl,  and  illustrate  the  difference 
between  same.

SCHEME  FOR  ENCOURAGING  IMPROVEMENT  IN  THE 
DAIRY  CATTLE  OF  IRELAND  THROUGH  THE  SELEC- 
TION AND  REGISTRATION  OF  COWS. 


1.  Dairying,  as  well  as  the  raising  of  store  cattle,  is  one  of  the 
principal  branches  of  agriculture  pursued  in  this  country.  It  is, 
accordingly,  of  importance  that  the  milking  properties  of  Irish  cattle 
should  be  preserved  and  improved.  In  dairy  herds  the  yield  and 
quality  of  milk  given  by  each  cow  largely  determine  whether  that 
animal  realises  a profit  or  entails  a loss  to  the  owner ; consequently  it 
is  essential  that  farmers  should  know  exactly  the  quantity  and  quality 
of  milk  which  each  cow  yields  per  annum.  At  the  same  time,  as 
young  cattle  are  a considerable  source  of  revenue,  it  is  desirable  that 
the  good  milking  cow  should  be  of  the  type  likely  to  produce  a calf 
which  will  be  of  value  for  both  beef  and  milk.  With  the  object  of 
encouraging  the  improvement  of  Irish  dairy  cattle,  the  Department  have 
decided  to  put  into  operation  the  following  scheme. 

2.  The  Department  will  keep  a register  of  cows  selected  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  this  scheme.  The  inspection  of  cows  with  a view  to 
entry  on  this  register  will  be  carried  out  by  the  Department. 

3.  Owners  of  good  cross-bred  and  pure-bred  dairy  cows  are  invited 
to  apply  on  the  prescribed  form  for  the  inspection  of  their  stock  by 
the  Departemut  as  regards — 

(a)  General  merit  (i.c. , appearance),  and 

(b)  Milk  yield. 

Only  cows  of  a.  distinct  and  well-defined  type  are  eligible. 

4.  Application  for  inspection  of  cows  must,  be  made  on_  the  pro- 
scribed form,  and  must  be  accompanied  by  a fee  of  2s.  6 d.  in  respect 
of  each  cow  entered  for  inspection.  Only  such  animals  as  are  men- 
tioned on  said  form  will  be  inspected. 

Applications  must  be  lodged  with  the  Department  on  or  before  31st 
March. 

As  soon  as  all  the  applications  have  been  received  the  Department 
will  give  duo  notice  to  the  owners  of  cows  of  the  centre  fixed  for  the 
inspection  of  their  animals. 

5.  There  will  be  two  inspections  of  cows  for  the  purposes  of  this 

scheme.  _ _ , 

At  the  first  inspection  animals  will  be  provisionally  selected,  on  the 
ground  of  general  merit.  This  inspection  will  be  made  at  local  shows, 
local  exhibitions,  or  at  such  other  convenient  centres  as  may  be  de- 
termined by  the  Department.  All  animals  provisionally  selected  for 
general  merit  under  this  scheme  will  be  suitably  marked  by  the  Depart- 
ment for  future  identification.  , v. 

With  regard  to  inspections  elsewhere  than  at  local  shows,  it  snou 
be  understood  that  the  Department,  save  in  exceptional  cases,  canno^ 
undertake  to  send  an  Inspector  to  any  district  unless  at  least  ten  cows 
from  such  district  are  offered  for  inspection.  . , 

The  cows  so  selected  will  be  inspected  a second,  time  during  the  se  - 
son  at  their  owner’s  residence,  as  to  quantity  and.  quality  ol 
yield.  Cows  which  pass  on  the  result  of  this  second  inspection  wi 
further  marked  and  numbered  by  the  Department,  and  will  til 
eligible  for  entry  on  the  register.  
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6.  Owners  of  cows  provisionally  selected  under  Clause  5 are  required  Conditions  to 

to  observe  the  following  conditions: — bo  observed  in 

° regard  to 

(a)  To  provide  themselves  with  an  approved  type  of  machine  provisionally 

for  weighing  milk  ; selected  cows. 

(b)  To  weigh  the  milk  yielded  by  eacli  cow  on  every  seventh 
day  during  the  entire  milking  period  (the  exact  day  of  the  week 
for  each  herd  will  be  fixed  by  the  Department),  and  to  record  the 
same  on  the  form  provided  for  the  purpose ; 

. (c)  To  permit  their  herds  to  be  inspected  by  the  Department,  at 
any  time,  and  to  afford  the  Department  every  facility  for  testing 
the  quality  as  well  as  the  quantity  of  milk  yielded  by  the  selected 
animals. 

7.  The  owner  of  each  registered  cow  must  comply  with  the  following  Conditions  to 

conditions  to  observed  in 

regard  to 

(a)  To  have  the  animal  served  by  a pure-bred  bull  of  her  own  registered 
type  passed  by  the  Department  as  eligible  for  a premium  ; coy7*' 

(5)  To  forward  in  the  prescribed  form  a certificate  of  service 
to  the  Department  within  three  months  from  the  date  of  such  ser- 
vice ; 

(c)  To  furnish  to  the  Department  on  the  form  provided  for  the 
purpose  particulars  regarding  sex,  colour,  markings,  &c.,  of  each 
calf  produced  by  a registered  cow  ; 

(d)  To  keep  on  the  prescribed  form  a record  of  the  breeding, 
date  of  birth,  &c.,  of  produce,  for  the  purposes  of  future  registra- 
tion. 

8.  The  female  progeny  from  the  service  of  registered  cows  by  ap-  Progeny  to  be 
proved  pure-bred  bulls  will  be  eligible  for  inspection  at  or  about  two  inspected, 
years  old. 

9.  When  a registered  cow  or  her  calf  has  been  disposed  of,  the  Disposal  of 
Department  must  be  notified  of  the  fact  within  fourteen  days  of  the  Vow  t0 
disposal  of  the  animal,  and  at  the  same  time  advised  of  the  name  and  110  1 e 
address  of  the  new  owner. 

The  death  of  a registered  cow  or  her  calf  must  also  be  notified  to  the 
Department  within  fourteen  days  of  the  death  of  the  animal. 

10.  In  all  cases  of  dispute  in  matters  connected  with  this  scheme  Department's

SCHEME  OF  LOANS  FOR  THE  PURCHASE  OF  HAND 
SEPARATORS. 


The  Department  are  prepared  to  consider  a limited  number  of  ap- 
plications from  farmers  for  loans  for  the  purchase  of  hand  separators, 
subject  to  the  conditions  mentioned  below.  Preference  will  be  given 
to  those  applications  which  are  recommended  by  the  County  Com- 
mittees of  Agriculture  for  the  counties  from  which  they  are  received. 
•The  Department  invite  the  co-operation  of  the  various  County  Com- 
mittees in  making  known  the  advantages  of  the  scheme  to  persons  in 
the;r  respective  counties  who  are  engaged  in  home  dairying,  and  they 
wU  rely  on  the . Committees. . to.  recommend  only  those  applicants  who 
aTe  deserving  of  such  assistance  and  who  may  be  safely  depended-  upon 
to  .repay  the  loans  if  granted. 

1.  Application  must  be  made  on  the  prescribed' form,  which  may  be 
obtained  free  from  the  Department  or  from  the  Secretary  of  the  County 
Committee. 
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2.  The  Department  will  need  to  be  satisfied  in  each  case  that  the 
applicant  is  a person  of  small  means,  and  one  who  could  not  reason- 
ably be  expected  to  pay  cash  for  the  required  separator. 

3.  No  loan  will  be  granted  to  a person  the  aggregate  tenement 
valuation  of  whose  holding  or  holdings,  wherever  situated,  and  for 
which  he  is  rated,  exceeds  £50,  or  for  the  purchase  of  a separator 
whose  capacity  exceeds  45  gallons  per  hour. 

4.  No  loan  will  be  made  save  for  the  purchase  of  a separator  of  a 
price  and  pattern  approved  by  the  Department.  The  cost  of  erecting 
the  separator  on  the  applicant’s  premises  will  not  necessarily  he  in- 
cluded in  the  price'. 

5.  Before  the  loan  is  granted  the  approved  applicant  must — 

(1.)  Lodge  with  the  Department  one-fourth  of  the  purchase 
price,  together  with  sixpence  to  cover  stamp  duty,  etc.  ; and 
(2.)  With  two  solvent  sureties,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  Depart- 
ment, guarantee  in  such  form  as  the  Department  may  require,  re- 
payment to  the  Department  of  the  amount  which  shall  be  ad- 
vanced by  them,  viz.,  three-fourths  of  the  purchase  price,  in  three 
equal  annual  instalments,  payable  on  the  1st  April  in  each  year, 
together  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent,  per  annum  on 
the  outstanding  balance. 

6.  The  separator  shall  be  purchased  through  the  Department,  who 
will  pay  the  vendor  the  agreed  on  price  as  soon  as  the  applicant  has 
notified  the  Department  that  he  has  taken  delivery  of  the  machine. 

7.  The  approved  applicant  shall,  during  the  period  from  the  delivery 
of  the  separator  until  the  payment  of  the  last  instalment  of  the  pur- 
chase-money to  the  Department,  maintain  the  separator  in  good  order 
and  repair,  and  shall  pay  and  defray  all  costs  of  repair's  and  of  provid- 
ing new  parts  of,  and  expenses  in  relation  to,  the  said  separator,  and 
the  applicant  shall  not,  during  the  above  period,  sell  or  dispose  of  the 
separator  without  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  Department. 

8.  The  separator  shall  remain  the  property  of  the  Department  until 
all  the  instalments  of  principal  and  interest  are  paid  off. 

9.  The  Department  reserve  the  right  to  brand  each  separator,  and  to 
inspect  it  from  time  to  time. 

10.  The  Department  also  reserve  the  right  to  refuse  any  application 
for  a loan  without  assigning  any  reason  for  such  refusal. 

11.  The  decision  of  the  Department  in  all  matters  relating  to  these 
loans  shall  be  final.

LOANS  FOR  THE  PURCHASE  OF  HORSE  SPRAYING 
MACHINES. 


The  Department  are  prepared  to  grant  a limited  number  of  loans 
for  the  purchase  of  horse  spraying  machines  to  farmers  who  are  re- 
commended by  the  County  Committees  of  Agriculture  of  the  counties 
in  which  they  reside.  The  Department  will  rely  on  the  Committees  to 
recommend  only  those  applicants  who  are  deserving  of  such  assistance, 
and  who  may  be  safely  depended  upon  to  repay  the  loans  if  granted. 
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The  conditions  under  which  the  Department  are  willing  to  advance 
these  loans  are  as  follows  : — 

(1.)  Application  must  be  made  on  the  prescribed  Form  A 245,  which 
may  be  obtained  free  from  the  Department  or  from  the  Secretary  of 
the  County  Committee.  Applications  must  in  all  cases  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  Department  through  the  Secretary  of  the  County  Com- 
mittee. 

(2.)  No  loan  will  be  granted  save  for  the  purchase  of  a horse 
spr5yer  of  a price  and  pattern  approved  by  the  Department. 

(3.)  Before  the  loan  is  granted  the  approved  applicant  must— 

(а)  Lodge  with  the  Department  one-fourth  of  the  purchase  price, 
together  with  sixpence  to  cover  stamp  duty,  etc. , and 

(б)  With  two  solvent  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  Department, 
guarantee  in  such  form  as  the  Department  may  require,  repay- 
ment to  the  Department  of  the  amount  which  shall  ibe  advanced 
by  them,  viz.,  three-fourths  of  the  approved  purchase  price,  in 
three  equal  annual  instalments,  payable  on  the  1st  May  in  each 
year,  together  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  3 per  cent,  per  annum 
on  the  outstanding  balance. 

(4.)  The  machine  shall  be  purchased  through  the  Department,  who 
will  pay  the  vendor  the  agreed  on  price  as  soon  as  the  applicant  has 
taken  delivery  of  the  machine. 

(5.)  The  approved  applicant  shall,  during  the  period  from  the  de- 
livery of  the  sprayer  until  the  payment  of  the  last  instalment  of  the 
purchase-money  to  the  Department,  maintain  the  machine  in  good 
order  and  repair,  and  shall  pay  and  defray  all  cost  of  repairs  and  of 
providing  new  parts  of,  and  expenses  in  relation  to,  the  said  sprayer, 
and  the  applicant  shall  not,  during  the  above  period,  sell  or  dispose 
of  the  sprayer  without  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  Department. 

(6.)  The  sprayer  shall  remain  the  property  of  the  Department  until 
the  instalments  of  principal  and  interest  are  paid  off. 

(7.)  The  applicant  shall  agree  to  hire  the  machine  to  farmers  in  his 
district  on  such  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  County  Com- 
mittee with  the  approval  of  the  Department. 

(8.)  The  decision  of  the  Department  in  all  matters  relating  to  these 
loans  shall  be  final.

3.  A Committee  of  not  less  than  three  or  more  than  nine  solvent 
ratepayers  resident  in  the  district  shall  be  formed.  The  buildings  and 
equipment  shall  be  vested'  in  this  Committee,  who  shall  declare  a Trust 
that  the  said  buildings  and  equipment  are  held,  by  them  as  Trustees 
for  public  purposes,  i.e.,  for  the  promotion  of  “the  purposes  of  agri- 
culture and  rural  industries  as  defined  by  the  Agriculture  and  Tech- 
nical Instruction  (Ireland)  Act,  1899,”  and  shall  make  provision  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Department  for  the  appointment  of  new  Trustees 
pursuant  to  these  conditions.

5.  The  Trustees  shall  not  take  any  steps  to  begin  the  work  of  build- 
ing or  to  incur  any  liability  until  the  Department  have  signified  in 
writing  their  approval  of  the  design,  plans,  and  estimate  of  the  cost 
of  erection,  etc.,  of  the  proposed  Hall. 

6.  Before  the  amount  of  the  loan  is  issued  the  Department  will  re- 
quire to  be  satisfied  that  the  sum  contributed  locally  has  been  actually 
collected  and  lodged  in  'bank. 

7.  The  sum  advanced  by  the  Department  together  with  the  money 
contributed  locally  for  the  purpose  shall  be  expended  by  the  Trustees 
on  the  building  and  equipment  of  the*  Hall  in  the  manner  approved 
by  the  Department. 

8.  The  Department  must  be  satisfied  that  the  Trustees  have  made 
adequate  provision  for  the  permanent  and  proper  upkeep  of  the  build- 
ings and  equipment. 

9.  The  sum  advanced  by  the  Department  shall  be  duly  charged  as  a 
first  charge  on  the  land  and  buildings.  In  addition,  the  Trustees  shall 
enter  into  a Bond  to  repay  the  amount  of  the  loan  in  not  more  than 
ten  equal  annual  instalments,  payable  on  the  first  day  of  June  in 
each  year,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  two-and-a-half  per  cent,  per 
annum  on  the  outstanding  balance ; provided,  however,  that  the 
Trustees  shall  be  at  liberty  to  repay  the  full  amount  or  the  balance  of 
the  loan  at  any  earlier  period'.  The  Bond'  and  Deed  of  Charge  referred 
to  in  this  clause,  and  the  Declaration  of  Trust  referred  to  in  clause  3 
shall  be  in  such  form,  and  shall  contain  such  provisions  as  the  De- 
partment may  prescribe. 

10.  The  Trustees  shall  have  the  sole  management  of  the  Hall;  shall 
pay  all  the  rent  and  other  charges  thereon,  and  shall  keep  the  building 
and  -furniture  adequately  insured,  and  in  proper  repair,  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Department. 

11.  It  shall  be  a condition  of  the  loan  that  the  Committee  or  Com- 
mittees of  Agriculture  and  Technical  Instruction  for  the  county  in 
which  the  building  is  situated,  and  the  Department  shall  have  prior 
claim  for  the  use  of  the  Hall  in  connection  with  the  purposes  of  any 
approved  County  Scheme.  On  all  occasions  when  the  Hall  is  required 
either  by  a County  Committee  or  by  the  Department  the  Trustees 
shall,  at  their  own  cost,  have  the  Hall  sufficiently  lighted  and  warmed. 

Subject  to  the  foregoing,  the  Trustees  may  permit  the  Hall  to  be 
used  for  entertainments  or  for  any  other  purpose  of  which  they  may 
approve. 

12.  The  Trustees  may  fix  a scale  of  fees  for  use  of  the  Hall  by  a 
County  Committee  or  the  Department  under  the  preceding  clause,  or 
by  any  other  person  or  body  for  a purposei  approved  by  the  Trustees— 
provided  that  such  scale  so  far  as  it  refers  to  the  use  of  the  Hall  by  a 
County  Committee  or  by  the  Department  for  the  puropses  of  Agricul- 
ture and  Technical  Instruction,  shall  first  be  submitted  to  the  Depart- 
ment for  their  approval  in  writing.

and  neglects  or  refuses  to  carry  out  the  Trusts,  or  becomes  unable  to  Department.5, 
execute  the  Trust,  the  surviving  or  continuing  Trustees  or  Trustee 

shall,  subject  to  the  Department’s  approval,  appoint,  a new  Trustee  or 
Trustees,  and  in  case  that  any  such  surviving  or  continuing  Trustee 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  exercise  power  of  appointment,  the  appoint- 
ment shall  be  made  by  the  Department.

SCHOLARSHIPS  IN  AGRICULTURE,  HORTICULTURE, 
FORESTRY,  AND  CREAMERY  MANAGEMENT. 

A limited  number  of  scholarships  will  be  offered  in  1907  for  compe- 
tition among  young  men  in  Ireland  who  desire  to  acquire  a thorough 
knowledge  of  technical  Agriculture,  and,  in  addition,  one  or  more 
scholarships  will  be  provided  for  students  who  intend  to  specialise  in 
either  Horticulture,  Forestry,  or  Creamery  Management.  Each 
scholarship  includes — (1)  free  admission  to  the  first  year’s  course  of 
instruction  in  the  College,  (2)  one  third-class  railway  fare  to  Dublin 
at  the  beginning  of  the  session,  and  one  third-class  fare  from  Dublin 
at  the  end  of  the  session,  and  (3)  either  of  the  following  at  the  option 
of  the  Department — ( a ) a maintenance'  allowance  of  one  guinea  per 
week  while  in  attendance  at  the  Royal  College  of  Science  or  elsewhere, 
as  the  Department  may  decide  ; or  "(b)  free  board  and  residence  at  one 
of  the  Department’s  institutions ; in  the  latter  case  a small  grant  will 
be  made  to  each  student  towards  the  cost  of  books  and  apparatus. 

A scholarship  is  tenable  for  one  year,  but  selected  candidates  must 
undergo  a probationary  course  of  on©  term  of  about  three  months.  If 
satisfactory  progress  be  made  by  the  holder,  the  scholarship  may  be 
renewed  for  a second,  and  even  for  a third  year,  to  enable  the  student 
to  complete  his  course.

IV.  Instruction  in  domestic  work,  embracing  plain  cookery,  plain 

needlework  and  laundry  work. 

The  fee  for  tuition,  board  and  lodging  during  one  session  is  £3  3s., 
and  is  payable  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Institute  on  entrance. 

Four  sessions,  each  of  about  eleven  weeks’  duration,  and  commencing, 
respectively,  in  January,  March,  July,  and  October,  are  held  in  each 
year.

different  purposes  and  different  localities  ; housing,  feeding 
and  management ; grading  and  packing  of  eggs ; hatching 
and  rearing  of  chickens  by  natural  and  by  artificial  methods ;

Cooking — The  preparation,  with  inexpensive  and  simple  utensils, 
of  those  dishes  for  which,  the  materials  are  furnished  by  the 
products  of  the  farm  and  the  garden.  Open  hearths  are  used. 

The  Cleaning  and  decoration  of  the  home. 

Home  Industries  which  can  he  carried  on  in  time  not  required  for 
the  farm  or  the  household,  such  as  lace-making,  embroidery, 
carpet  weaving,  the  making  of  artificial  flowers,  &c. 
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The  School  is  open  to  all  who  wish  to  enter,  without  restriction  as  to 
religious  denomination.  No  fees  are  payable;  the  only  conditions 
which  the  pupils  must  fulfil  are  that  they  should  be  more  than  fourteen 
vears  of  age  and  reside  sufficiently  near  the  School  to  permit  of  their 
returning  daily  to  their  homes. 

In  order  to  give  the  lessons  direct,  practical  application  to  the 
home  life  of  the  people,  the  pupils  are  required  to  bring  with  them 
to  the  school,  so  far  as  may  be  practicable,  the  materials  needed  for 
their  work — the  cream  or  milk  for  dairy  practice  ; the  poultry  to  be 
killed  or  dressed  ; the  materials  for  the  dishes  to  be  cooked ; the  cloth 
for  new  garments ; the  clothing  to  be  repaired,  washed  or  ironed. 
The  pupils  take  home  with  them  in  the  evening  the  products  of  their 
day’s  labour,  which  serve  as  object-lessons  to  those  who  cannot  be 
present  at  the  classes. 

Housewives,  and  others  in  the  neighbourhood  who  are  not  in  a 
position  to  attend  the  classes  daily,  are  at  liberty  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  instruction  in  any  subject,  and  to  come  to  the  school  for  advice 
whenever  they  desire  it  in  connection  with  their  home  work ; and  the 
teachers  are  prepared  to  visit  the  homes  of  persons  who  desire*  their 
guidance  in  the  difficulties  of  household  management.

REGULATIONS. 

THE  FERTILISERS  AND  FEEDING  STUFFS  REGULATIONS, 
No.  2,  1907. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Technical  Instruction  £or  Ireland, 
iu  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stufis 
Act,  1906,  hereby  make  the  following  Regulations : — 


Regulations  as  to  the  Analyst  to  whom  Samples  aile  to  be  sent. 

1.  Where  under  the  Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act,  1906,  any 
person  desires  that  a sample  shall  be  analysed  by  the  Agricultural 
Analyst  the  sample  or  parts  of  the  sample,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall 
be  sent  to  such  Agricultural  Analyst  as  is  hereby  prescribed,  that  is  to 
say : — 

(1) .  If  the  sample  is  taken  in  a county,  or  in  a county  borough 
the  Council  of  which  have  appointed  or  concurred  in  appointing 
an  Agricultural  Analyst,  then  to  the  Analyst  appointed  for  such 
county  or  borough,  respectively. 

(2) .  If  the  sample  is  taken  in  a county  borough  the  Council  of 
which  have  not  appointed  or  concurred  in  appointing  an  Agricul- 
tural Analyst,  then  to  the  Analyst  appointed  for  the  county  in 
which  for  the  purposes  of  the  Local  Government  Act.  1898,  such 
borough  is  deemed  to  be  situate. 

Shout  Title. 

2.  These  Regulations  may  be  cited  as  the  Fertilisers  and  Feeding 
Stuffs  Regulations,  No.  2,  1907.

FERTILISERS  AND  FEEDING-  STUFFS  ACT,  1906. 


he  Department  desire  to  direct  the  attention  of  vendors  of  fertilisers 
and  feeding  stuffs  to  the  fact  that,  upon  making  a sale  or  delivery  of 
any  ot  these  materials,  however  small  the  quantity,  it  is  necessary,  in 
ATdferionACTlpI?’  Wlth  Section  1 of  the  .Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs 
Act,  JyUo,  to  give  to  the  purchaser  an  invoice  stating  the  name  of  the 
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article  soil  us  well  as  certain  particulars  as  to  its  guaranteed  com- 
position. Vendors  who  fail  to  supply  purchasers  with  proper  invoices 
as  required  by  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act  render  themselves  liable 
on  summary  conviction  for  a first  offence  to  a tine  not  exceeding  T wenty 
Pounds,  and  for  any  subsequent  offence  to  a fine  not  exceeding  Fifty 
Pounds  (vide  Section  6 (1)  of1  the  Act). 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  stated  that  recently  in  the  Police  Courts 
at  Cork  proceedings  were  instituted  by  the  Department  against  a firm 
in  that  city  for  selling  a quantity  of  calf  meal  wihout  giving  with  it 
the  prescribed  invoice.  Evidence  having  been  given  as  to  the  purchase 
of  the  meal  the  Solicitor  for  the  defendants  said  that  his  clients  had 
been  in  the  habit  of  giving  invoices  and  that  their  failure  to  do  so  on 
I his  occasion  was  due  to  an  error  of  omission.  They  could,  of  course, 
make  no  answer  to  the  summons,  for  they  did  make  the  omission,  and 
they,  accordingly,  pleaded  guilty.  The  Magistrates  imposed  a fine  of 
10s]  and  20 s.  costs,  and  in  doing  so  they  expressed  the  hope  that  the 
case  would  be  a warning  to  all  engaged  in  the  trade. 

Vendors  desiring  further  information  in  regard  to  the  requirements 
of  the  Act  respecting  invoices  are  referred  to  tile  Itinerant  Instructors 
in  Agriculture  for  their  respective  counties,  whose  duty  it  is  to  advise, 
as  far  as  possible,  on  all  matters  connected  with  the  sale  of  fertilisers 
and  feeding  stuffs.

MITE  (IRELAND)  ORDER,  1908. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Technical  Instruction  for  Ireland, 
by  virtue  and  in  exercise  of  the  powers  vested  in  them  under  the 
Destructive  Insects  and  Pests  Acts,  1877  and  1907,  do  order,  and  it  is 
hereby  ordered,  as  follows : — 

Application  op  the  Order. 

1.  This  Order  shall  apply  to  the  whole  of  Ireland. 

Definitions. 

2.  In  this  Order : 

“ The  Department  ’ ’ means  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Tech- 
nical Instruction  for  Ireland. 

“Disease”  means  the  disease  affecting  gooseberry  and  currant  hushes 
which  is  known  as  American  Gooseberry  Mildew  and  caused  by  Bpharo- 
tma  m ors-uva ; and  in  the  case  of  currants  the  disease  known  as  Big 
Bud,  caused  by  the  Black  Currant  Mite,  Eriophyes  Bihis,  otherwise 
Phytoptus  Ribis.

“Diieattd"  meant  affected  in  any  way  with  dieeatc. 

“ Bush  includes  a cutting,  stock,  seedling,  or  any  part  of  a goose 
berry  or  currant  bush  except  the  fruit. 

“ Landing  ” includes  introduction  through  the  post. 

'“Authorised”  means  authorised  by  the  Department. 

“Approved”  means  approved  by  the  Department. 

“Fruit.”  means  gooseberries  or  currants. 

Notification  or  Disease. 

3.  The  occupier  of  any  land  or  premises  on  which  there  is  a bush 
diseased  or  suspected  of  being  diseased  shall  fortwith  notify  the  fact  to 
the  Department  either  directly  or  through  the  Secretary  of  the  County 
Committee  of  Agriculture  for  the  county  in  which  the  land  or  premises 
are  situate,  or  through  the  County  Instructor  in  Hoviculture  employed 
by  that.  Committee.  Where  practicable,  a specimen  showing  the  disease 
or  suspected  disease  shall  accompany  the  notice.  When  the  notification 
has  been  made  to  the  Secretary  or  County  Instructor  as  aforesaid 
it  shall  he  the  duty  of  such  Secretary  or  County  Instructor  to  com- 
municate the  fact  forthwith  to  the  Department. 


Measures  for  the  Prevention  of  the  Spread  of  Disease,. 

4.  (1)  On  receiving  in  any  manner  notification  of  the  existence  or 
supposed  existence  of  disease  an  Inspector  of  the  Department  or  other 
authorised  officer  shall  take  such  steps  as  may  he  necessary  to  determine 
whether  the  disease  exists  and  the  area  covered  by  diseased  bushes 
or  by  bushes  to  which  the  disease  is  likely  to  spread,  and  shall  cause 
notice  to  be  served  on  the  occupier  of  any  land  or  premises  within  that 
area  requiring  him  to  adopt  such  measures  for  the  prevention  of  the 
spread  of  disease  as  are  authorised  by  this  Order. 


(2)  The  notice  under  this  Article  shall  require 

(i.)  The  thorough  spraying  with  an  approved  fungicide  or  the 
close  pruning  and  collection  and  burning  of  all  prunings  with 
subsequent  spraying  or  the  immediate  destruction,  by  burning  or 
other  effective  method,  of  all  diseased  bushes,  including  the  fruit 
on  such  bushes,  and  of  all  packing  material,  packages,  and  boxes 
at  any  time  used  for  the  storing  or  conveying  of  such  bushes 
and  fruit. 

(ii.)  The  thorough  spraying  as  soon  as  possible  with  an  approved 
fungicide  of  the  site  of  any  bush  that  has  been  destroyed  or  of 
any  place  in  which  diseased  bushes  or  fruit  have  been  temporarily 
deposited. 

(iii. ) The  thorough  spraying  with  an  approved  fungicide  of  all 
bushes  on  the  area  defined'  in  the  notice.  Such  spraying  to  be 
carried  out  at  such  time  or  times  as  an  Inspector  of  the  Depart- 
ment or  other  authorised  person  shall  direct,  and  to  his  satis- 
faction. 

(iv.)  That  no  bush  shall  be  removed  or  be  permitted  to  be 
removed  out  of  the  area  defined  in  the  notice  except  with,  and 
subject  to  the  conditions,  if  any,  of  a licence  signed  by  an  In- 
spector of  the  Department  or  other  authorised  officer  authorising 
■ such  removal,  but  this  restriction  shall  not  apply  to  the  fruit  of 
a bush  that  is  not-  diseased. 

(3)  Every  such  notice  shall  remain  in  force  until  altered  or  with- 
drawn by  the  Department. 
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Importation  op  Boshes. 

5.  It  shall  not.  lie  lawful  to  land,  in  Ireland,  after  the  30th  day  of 
wi],  1908.  any  bush  brought  from  any  place  out  of  Ireland  without 
a licence  from  the  Department,  and  no  such  licence  shall  be  given 
except  for  the  importation  of  bushes  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
experiment,  or  propagating  new  varieties.  The  licence  must  be  pro- 
duced if  required  by  any  officer  of  Customs,  or  other  authorised  person, 
wlum  the  bush  is  landed. 


Powers  of  Entry. 

6.  An  Inspector  of  the  Department  or  other  authorised  person  may 
t-iiter  on  any  land  or  premises 

(1.)  On  which  1m  has  reason  to  suspect  that  disease  exists  or 
has  recently  existed,  ami  examine  any  bush  or  fruit  on  such  land 
or  premises  ; 

(2.)  On  which  lie  has  reason  to  believe  that  them  are  hushes 
landed  in  contravention  of  this  Order,  and  examine  any  bush  on 
such  laud  or  premises  ; 

(3.)  On  which  gooseberries  are  stored  or  are  Kept  or  are  ex- 
posed for  sale,  and  may  direct  that  any  diseased  fruit,  shall  be  so 
disposed  of  as  to  eliminate  all  danger  of  the  spread  of  disease 
therefrom.  He  may  also  require  that  the  packages  in  which  the 
diseased  fruit  has  been  found  or  conveyed  shall  lie  immediately 
disinfected  or  burnt. 


Penalties. 


7.  (1.)  It  any  person — 

(i.)  fails  to  give  the  notice  required  to  lie  given  by  him  under 
this  Order ; 

(ii.)  fails  to  comply  with  any  direction  contained  in  a notico 
served  on  him  under  this  Order  ; 

(iii.)  fails  to  destroy  any  bush,  fruit,  packing  material,  package 
or  box  when  required  by  a notice  served  on  him  under  this  Order  ; 

(iv.)  knowingly  or  without  reasonable  excuse  sells  or  exposes 
for  sale  or  has  in  his  possession  for  the  purpose  of  selling  or 
exposing  for  sale  any  bush  or  the  fruit  of  any  gooseberry  bush 
diseased  or  suspected  of  being  diseased  ; 

(v.)  wilfully  obstructs  or  impedes  an  Inspector  or  other  au- 
thorised person  in  tlio  course  of  his  duties  under  this  Order  ; 

(vi.)  fails  to  give  information  when  required  to  do  so  as  to  the 
place  of  origin  of  any  hush  or  fruit ; 

(vii.)  without  the  licence  of  the  Department  sells  or  exposes  for 
sale  or  plants  in  Ireland  any  bush  which  has  been  landed  in 
contravention  of  this  Order  knowing  the  same  to  have  been 
so  landed ; 

lie  shall  be  liable  on  conviction  to  a penalty  not  exceeding  Ten  Pounds 
tor  each  offence. 

(2.)  If  any  person  lands  or  attempts  to  land  any  bush  in  contraven- 
tion of  this  Order  the  bush  shall  be  liable  to  be  forfeited  in  like  manner 
as  goods,  the  importation  whereof  is  prohibited  by  the  Acts  relating  to 
the  Customs,  are  liable  to  be  forfeited: ; and  the  person  so  offending 
shall  be  liable  according  to  those  Acts  to  such  penalties  as  are  imposed 
on  persons  importing  or  attempting  to  import  goods  the  importation  of 
which  is  prohibited  by  those  Acts. 
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Execution  of  tiie  Order. 

8.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Order  a,  notice  shall  he  deemed  to  have 
been  served  on  a person  if  it  is  delivered  to  him  personally,  or  left  for 
him  at  his  last  known  place  of  a.bocle  or  business,  or  sent  through  the 
post  in  a letter  addressed  to  him  there,  and  a notice  or  other  document 
purporting  to  be  signed  by  an  Inspector  or  other  authorised  person' 
shall  be  prima.  facie  evidence,  that  it  was  signed  by  him  and  duly 
authorised  by  the  Department.

BLACK  SCAB  IN  POTATOES  (IRELAND)  ORDER,  1908. 


The  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Technical  Instruction  for  Ireland, 
by  virtue  and  in  exercise  of  the  powers  vested  in  them  under  the 
Destructive  Insects  and  Pests  Acts,  1877  and  1907,  do  order,  and  it  is 
hereby  ordered  as  follows : — 

Application  of  the  Order. 

1.  This  Order  shall  apply  to  the  whole  of  Ireland. 

Definitions. 

2.  In  this  Order — 

“The  Department”  means  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and 
Technical  Instruction  for  Ireland. 

“Disease”  means  the  disease  affecting  potatoes,  which  is  known 
as  Black  Scab,  W arty  Disease,  or  Potato  Rosette,  and  caused  by  the 
fungus  Chrysophlyctis  endohiotica  (Schilb). 

“ Diseased  ” means  affected  in  any  way  with  disease. 

“Landing”  includes -introduction  through  the  post. 

“Authorised”  means  authorised  by  the  Department. 

“Approved1”  means  approved  by  the  Department. 

“Potatoes”  includes  tubers  growing,  or  grown,  on  a farm  in 
Ireland,  or  obtained  from  any  person  or  district  outside  of  Ireland, 
as  well  as  the  haulms  of  such  tubers. 

“Packages”  includes  boxes,  sacks,  and  baskets. 
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Notification  of  Disease. 


3.  Every  person  having  in  his  possession,  or  in  his  charge,,  any 
potatoes  diseased  or  suspected  of  being  diseased,  shall  forthwith  notify 
the  fact  to  the  Department.  Where  practicable,  a specimen  tuber  show- 
ing the  disease,  or  suspected  disease,  shall  accompany  the  notice. 


Measures  for  the  Prevention  of  the  Spread  of  Disease. 

4.  (1.)  On  receiving  in  any  manner  notification  of  the  existence,  or 
supposed  existence,  of  disease,  an  Inspector  of  the  Department  or  other 
authorised  officer  shall  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  determine 
whether  the  disease  exists,  the  area  over  which  the  disease  exists,  and 
the  area  to  which  it  is  likely  to  spread,  and  shall  cause  notice  to  be 
served  on  the  occupier  of  any  land  or  premises  within  those  areas  re- 
quiring him  to  adopt  such  measures  for  the  prevention  of  the  spread 
of  disease  as  are  authorised  by  this  Order. 

(2. ) The  Notice  under  this  Article  shall  require : — 

(i.)  That  all  diseased  tubers,  and  the  haulms  (if  any)  belonging 
thereto,  as  well  as  all  packing  material  and  packages  at  any 
time  used  for  the  storing  or  conveying  of  such  potatoes,  shall 
be  immediately  destroyed  on  the  spot  by  burning  or  other 
effective  method  prescribed  by  the  Department. 

(ii.)  That  no  potatoes,  or  potato  haulms,  shall  be  removed,  or  be 
permitted  to  be  removed,  out  of  the  area  defined  in  the  notice 
except,  with,  and  subject  to  the  conditions  (if  any),  of  a 
licence  signed  by  an  Inspector  of  the  Department  or  other 
authorised  officer  permitting  such  removal. 

(iii.)  That  potatoes  shall  not  be  again  planted  or  sown  on  the 
affected  land  without  the  sanction  of  the  Department. 

(iv.)  That  3io  affected  soil  shall  be  removed  from  one  part  of  a 
farm  either  to  another  part  of  the  same  farm,  or  to  another 
farm,  whether  within  or  without  the  affected  area. 

(3.)  Every  such  notice  shall  remain  in  force  until  altered  or  with- 
drawn by  the  Department. 


Importation  of  Potatoes. 

5.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  land  in  Ireland  any  potatoes  diseased,  or 
suspected  of  being  diseased,  brought  from  any  place  out  of  Ireland. 


Powers  of  Entry. 

6.  An  Inspector  of  the  Department,  or  other  authorised  officer,  may 
enter  on  any  land  or  premises — 

(1)  On  which  lie  has  reason  to  suspect  that  disease  exists,  or  has 
recently  existed,  and  examine  any  crop  on  such  land  or  premises. 

(2)  On  which  potatoes  are  stored,  or  are  kept,  or  are  exposed  for 
sale,  for  the  purpose  of  examination  and  inquiry  into  the  existence 
of  disease  therein,  and  may  direct  that  any  diseased  potatoes  shall 
be  so  disposed  of  as  to  eliminate  all  danger  of  the  spread  of  disease 
therefrom.  He  may  also  require  that  the  packages  in  which  the 
diseased  potatoes  have  been  found  or  conveyed  shall  be  immediately 
destroyed  by  burning.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing  powers,  such 
Inspector  or  other  authorised  officer  shall  be  at  liberty  in  any  case 
in  which  disease  is  suspected  to  exist  to  break  bulk  where  necessary 
for  the  purpose  of  examination  and  inquiry  into  the  existence  of 
disease  in  any  potatoes. 
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Penalties. 

7.  If  liny  person 

(i.)  fails  to  give  the  notice  required  to  be  given  by  him  under  this 
Order ; 

(ii.)  fails  to  comply  with  any  direction  contained  in  a notice  served 
on  him  under  this  Order  ; 

(iii.)  knowingly  lands  in  Ireland  any  potatoes  diseased,  or  sus- 
pected to  be  diseased,  brought  from  any  place  out  of  Ireland  ; 
(iv.)  knowingly,  or  without  reasonable  excuse,  sells  or  exposes  for 
sale,  or  has  in  his  possession  or  charge  any  diseased  potatoes ; 
(v.)  wilfully  obstructs  or  impedes  an  Inspector  or  other  authorised 
person  in  the  course  of  his  duties  under  this  Order ; 

(vi.)  fails  to  give  to  an  Inspector  or  other  authorised  officer,  or  to 
the  Department  when  required  to  do  so,  information  as  to  the 
place  of  origin  of  any  potatoes  diseased,  or  suspected  to  he 
diseased  ; 

shall  he  liable,  on  conviction,  to  a penalty  not  exceeding  Ten  Pounds  for 
each  offence. 

Execution,  of  the  Order. 

8.  For  the  purpose  of  this  Order,  a notice  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
served  on  a person  if  it  is  delivered  to  him  at  his  last  known  place  of 
abode  or  business,  or  sent  through  the  post  in  a letter  addressed  to  him 
there,  and  a notice  or  other  document  purporting  to  be  signed  by  an 
Inspector  or  other  authorised  officer  shall,  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  it 
was  signed  by  him  and  duly  authorised.

5.  Flowers,  from  approved  Irish  growers,  will  be  exhibited  free  if  the 
exhibitors  will  undertake  to  supply  fresh  blooms  daily  for  the  decoration 
of  the  Stand. 

6.  All  exhibits  must  be  delivered  at  the  Show  not  later  than  11 
o’clock  on  Tuesday,  the  1st  September.  Exhibits  arriving  after  that 
hour  will  not  be  accepted.  Address  labels  and  numbers  will  be  sent  to 
each  exhibitor.  Such  labels  must  be  carefully  fixed  to  exhibits  for- 
warded to  the  Exhibition.  Exhibits  loill  'not  he  accepted  unless  carriage 
is  prepaid  to  the  place  of  exhibition. 

7.  The  Department  will  take  all  ordinary  care  of  exhibits,  but  will 
not  be  responsible  for  any  loss  or  damage  which  may  occur  thereto, 
before,  during,  or  after  the  Exhibition  ; nor  will  the  Department  be 
responsible  for  any  financial  loss  which  exhibitors  may  incur  by  reason 
of  failure  to  dispose  ol‘  exhibits  at  prices  demanded  therefor  by  ex- 
hibitors. 

8.  Exhibitors  will  be  required  to  state  on  Form  A 94  what  they  desire 
to  have  done  with  their  exhibits  at  the  close  of  the  Exhibition  ; and  if 
it  is  desired  that  exhibits  should  bo  sold,  a pro  forma  invoice  must  he 
supplied  when  the  goods  are  forwarded,  on  which  should  be  stated  the 
lowest  prices  which  are  to  be  accepted  for  the  exhibits.  If  the  Depart- 
ment’s representative  cannot  sell  the  exhibits  at  the  prices  named,  or  if 
no  instructions  are  sent  as  to  the  disposal  of  exhibits,  they  will  be  re- 
turned to  exhibitors,  carriage  forward.  This  does  not,  however,  apply 
to  perishable  exhibits  accepted  on  the  understanding  that  they  shall  be 
sold  during  the  Exhibition. 

9.  The  Department  reserve  to  themselves  the  right,  without  assigning 
any  reason,  (a)  to  decline  to  place  any  exhibit  on  the  Stand,  and  (6) 
to  remove  it  if,  having  regard  to  its  condition,  appearance,  or  for  any 
other  reason,  it  is  not  considered  desirable  to  expose  it ; the  Depart- 
ment’s representative  at  the  Exhibition  to  be  the  sole  judge  in  this  and 
any  other  matters  connected  with  the  exhibit.  The  Department  will 
arrange  for  the  staging  of  all  exhibits.  All  exhibits  will  be  removed 
from  the  Exhibition  before  the  expiration  of  two  days  after  its  close. 

10.  The  Department  reserve  the  right  to  limit  any  exhibit  as  to  size  or 
quantity.  If  the  number  of  exhibits  entered  for  the  Exhibition  is  more 
than  can  be  staged,  the  Department  reserve  the  right  to  make  a selection 
from  the  exhibits ; but  in  doing  so  they  will,  as  far  as  possible,  consult 
the  wishes  of  the.  exhibitors. 

3.1.  The  Department’s  representative  will  transmit  inquiries  and  dis- 
tribute Price  Lists  on  behalf  of  exhibitors,  but  he  will  not  take  orders 
nor  quote  prices  verbally. 

12.  Plain  white  printed  cards  giving  the  name  and  address  of  each 
exhibitor  will  be  provided  by  the  Department  and  placed  on  the 
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exhibits.  Exhibitors  must  attach  their  ordinary  labels  or  brands  to  the 
articles  sent  for  exhibition.  Show-cards,  other  than  those  provided  by 
the  Department,  will  not  be  allowed,  except  on  the  tasting  stalls,  unless 
approved  by  the  Department. 

13.  Exhibitors  are  specially  requested  to  have  an  accredited  represen-  Exhibitors' 
tative  or  local  agent  in  attendance  to  take  orders,  so  that  they  may  representatives 
derive  full  benefit  from  their  exhibits.  Any  agent  or  representative 

attending  the  Department’s  Stand  on  behalf  of  an  exhibitor  should 
present  a letter  to  the  Department’s  representative  authorising  him  to 
do  so.  In  the  event  of  exhibitors  being  unable  to  arrange  for  the  at- 
tendance of  representatives  they  should  not  fail  to  send  price  lists  for 
distribution. 

14.  Arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  Department  to  effectively  Advertiainsr. 
advertise  these  exhibits  of  Irish  produce  among  the  Wholesale  and 

Retail  Grocery  and  Provision  Trade  in  the  district  in  which  the 
Exhibition  will  be  held. 

15.  Fruit  (Class  XIV.)  must  be  exhibited  as  follows: — Display  of 

Blackberries,  in  one  or  two  gallon  chip  baskets ; apples,  in  JSSL’xiv.) 
fiats  or  standard  boxes,  for  particulars  of  which  see  Department’s 
Leaflet  No.  57. 

Fresh  supplies  of  blackberries  must  be.  forwarded  to  arrive  on 
each  morning  that  the  exhibition  is  open.  These  will  be  sold 
during  the  exhibition,  and  account  sales  rendered  after  its  close. 

16.  Margarine  must  only  bo  exhibited  in  packages  approved  by  the 
Department,  samples  of  which  must  be  submitted  with  Form  A 94. 

17.  (1.)  Exhibitors  of  “Cream”  must  forward  daily  a quarter  or  Special  condi- 

half-pint  sample  of  fresh  cream.  ' 5XS? 

(2.)  Exhibitors  of  “Butter”  must  forward  daily  a 1 lb.  sample, 
enclosed  in  parchment  and  carton. 

Note. — The  sample  of  cream  or  butter  should  be  packed  in  a 
“wooden”  box,  and  forwarded  by  parcel  or  letter  post  so 
as  to  arrive  by  first  post  on  the  morning  of  each  day  of  the 
Exhibition. 

(3.)  Exhibitors  of  “Cheese”  must  provide  samples  for  tasting, 
or  allow  one  of  the  cheeses  exhibited  to  be  cut  for  this  purpose. 

(4.)  Exhibitors  of  “Condensed  Milk”  or  “Dried  Milk”  must 
provide  samples  for  examination. 

(5.)  Non-compliance  with  the  above  rules  will  cause  the  name  of 
the  exhibitor  to  be  removed  from  the  Stand. 

(6.)  An  exhibitor  of  cream  must  forward  one  sample  of  each  or 
any  of  the  following  : — 

(a)  2>  or  1 pint  jars,  tins,  or  other  vessels  (all  empty),

(h)  box  containing  twenty-four  g lb.  cartons  (empty). 

O')  a firkin  (empty),  for  farmers’  butter  made  and  packed  at  a 
farm.  (Exporters  only  may  exhibit  this  package.) 
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(8.)  The  packages  forwarded  should,  for  the  sake  of  uniformity 
comply  with  the  specifications  for  these  packages  adopted  as  stan- 
dards or  approved  by  the  Depart  ment,  Copies  of  the  specifications 
can  be  had  on  application  to  the  Department.  Packages  of  ]u..,w 
mill-hoard  may  be  used  for  (/),  (f/),  and  (/».). 

(9.)  The  packages  should  be  clearly  branded  on.  the  ends  or  sides 
with  the  name  or  registered  trade  mark  of  the  exhibitor,  and  in  tin- 
case  of  butter  the  kind  of  butter  contained  therein  should  be  clearh 
indicated. 

(10.)  It  is  also  desirable  that  the  “ Irish  Trade  Mark  ” should  )«• 
used  in  connection  with  the  exhibits. 

(11.)  Cartons  containing  butter  should  have  the  name  or  rois- 
tered trade  mark  of  the  exhibitor  printed  thereon. 

Department’s  18.  In  cases  of  dispute  in  regard  to  the  interpretation  of  any  of  these 
cecision  nu.  regulations,  or  in  any  matters  that  may  arise  in  connection' with  the 
exhibit,  the  Department’s  decision  shall  be  final. 

19.  Entries  for  exhibits  on  the  Department’s  Stand  will  only  l*.

IRISH  SEED  POTATOES  IN  ENGLAND,  1907. 


Much  interest  has  been  aroused  during  the  past  two  years  regarding 
tile  suitability  of  Irish  seed  potatoes  for  planting  in  England.  'In  the 
spring  of  1906  the  Department  arranged  with  various  Agricultural  Col- 
leges to  conduct  a series  of  experiments  in  England,  Scotland,  and 
Wales,  to  test  the  relative  value  of  Irish  seed  potatoes  in  Great  Britain 
as  compared'  with  English  and  Scotch.  The  results  were  eminently 
satisfactory,  and  a report  on  the  trials  was  duly  published  by  the  De- 
partment. 

The  experiments  were  repeated  in  1907  in  England  and  W ales,  where 
tests  were  made  at  fourteen  Agricultural  Colleges  and  on  nineteen 
private  farms.  The  trials  were  made  in  the  following  counties:— 
England — Bedford,  Buckinghamshire,  Berkshire,  Cambridgeshire, 

Cheshire,  Derbyshire,  Hertfordshire,  Kent,  Lancashire,  Lincolnshire, 
Northumberland,  Shropshire,  Staffordshire,  Sussex,  Yorkshire.  TValrs 
— Anglosea,  Cardigan,  Carnarvon,  Glamorgan. 

In  1906  the  Department  purchased  the  Irish  seed  direct  from 
growers,  and  the  experimenters  wore)  asked  to  procure  English  and 
Scottish  seed  through  the  ordinary  trade  channels.  In  1907  the  De- 
partment asked.  Messrs.  Sutton  and  Sons,  Reading,  to  purchase  for 
them  the  necessary  quantities  of  Irish,  Scottish,  and  English  seed 
through  the  ordinary  sources  of  supply,  and  to  distribute  the  seed  to 
the  experimenters. 

The  only  stipulation  made  was  that  the  .seed-  in  every  case  should  have* 
been  grown  for  at  least  two  previous  years  on  tho  same  farm.  This 
condition  was  complied  with,  and  in  tho  case  of  the  Irish  seed  it 
may  be  mentioned  that  tho  British  Queen  seed  had  been  grown  on  the 
same  farm  for  three  years,  and  the  Up-to-Dato  seed  for  about  ten 
years.  Tho  Department  did  not  know  from  whom  the  seed  had  been 
purchased  until  after  it  had  been  distributed.  , 

By  the  adoption  of  this  method  it  was  hoped  to  secure  seed,  tna  - 
would  represent  fairly  the  general  supply  from  each  of  the1  three  coun- 
tries. „ ’

The  average  results  show  that  with  the  variety  British  Queen, 
planted  in  England,  Irish  seed  has  given  a slightly  higher  yield  than 
Scottish  seed  ; in  the  Welsh  tests,  however,  the  Scottish  seed  shows  a 
slight  advantage.  With  the  variety  Up-to-Date  the  reverse  is  the  case, 
the  Scottish  seed  giving  slightly  higher  yields  in  England,  whereas  the 
Irish  seed'  has  produced  heavier  crops  in  Wales.  With  the  exception 
of  the  comparison  of  Irish  and  Scottish  Up-to-Date  seed  grown  in 
Wales  it  may  be  observed  that  in  no  case  does  the  average  yield  from 
the  two  lots  of  seed  vary  more  than  five  cwts.  per  acre.  This  confirms 
the  opinion  held  toy  the  Department  and  many  other  growers  to  the 
effect  that  Irish  seed,  if  not  superior,  is  at  least  equal  to  Scottish  seed 
for  planting  in  England  and  Wales.

The  results  given  in  this  Table  entirely  confirm  those  obtained  in 
1906,  and  if:  is  clearly  evident  that  Irish  seed  will  produce  much 
heavier  crops  iii  England  than  English  seed,  even  when  the  latter  is 
changed  from  one  district  to  another,  as  was  necessarily  the  case  in 
these  experiments. 
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General  Observations. 

The  results  on  the  whole  must  be  regarded  as  satisfactory  both  to 
farmers  in  England  and  in  Ireland.  The  English  farmer  finds  it  neces- 
sary to  obtain  a change  of  seed  potatoes  at  least  every  second  or  third 
year,  and  these  experiments  along  with  numerous  other  trials  have 
proved  that  he  can  now  look  to  Ireland  as  well  as  to  Scotland  for  seed 
well  suited  to  his  purpose.  The  Irish  farmer  has  now  an  opportunity 
of  re-establishing  a business  which  at  one  time  was  extensive  and  profit- 
able. 

It  is,  however,  desirable  to  enumerate  briefly  the  points  to  which 
Irish  farmers  must  pay  particular  attention  before  they  can  hope  to  es- 
tablish on  its  former  scale  the  trade  in  seed  potatoes  with  England. 

1.  Varieties  Irish  f armers  must  be  prepared  to  supply  those  varieties 
that  are  in  demand  in  England.  They  cannot  hope  to  export  for  seed 
such  kinds  as  Champion  or  Beauty  of  Bute.  These  arc  round  potatoes, 
with  deep  eyes,  and  are  not  popular  in  England,  where  potatoes  are 
peeled  'before  being  cooked.  English  growers,  as  a rule,  prefer  kidney- 
shaped' potatoes  with  shallow  eyes.  For  maincrop  purposes  varieties 
of  the  Up-to-Date  type  such  as  Factor,  Duchess  of  Cornwall,  Scottish 
Triumph  and,  Dalmeny  Beauty  are  largely  grown,  but  other  kinds  such 
as  Evergood,  Northern  Star,  and  Langworthy  are  in  demand  in  some 
districts.  As  mid-season  kinds,  British  Queen  and  Royal  Kidney  are 
popular ; and  as  first  earlies,  Ninetyfold,  Epicure,  May  Queen,  Duke 
of  York  and  Sir  John  Llewellyn  may  be  mentioned. 

2.  Pure  Seed—  The  necessity  for  supplying  pure  seed  only  cannot  bo 
too  strongly  emphasised.  A few  consignments  of  impure  seed  will  do 
great  harm  to  the  industry.  It  is  imperative  that  all  those  engaged  in 
the  business  should  realise  the  importance  of  this  fact.  It  is  not  suffi- 
cient to  buy  the  original  seed  from  a guaranteed  pure  stock,  but  the 
greatest  care  should  'be  exercised  to  keep  the  stock  pure.  The  grower’s  own 
seed  should  be  sprouted  in  boxes  (see  the  Department’s  leaflet  No.  58), 
and  carefully  examined  beforo  planting.  In  this  way  it  will  be  possible 
to  detect  “ rogues,”  that  is,  tubers  of  another  variety  ; the  colour  of  the 
sprout  is  an  excellent  guide.  During  the  period  the  crop  is  growing 
any  plants  exhibiting  different  characteristics  should  at  once  be  dug 
and  the  tubers  removed ; the  colour  of  the  blossom  is  a common  means 
of  distinguishing  “rogues.”  Other  distinctions  are  a difference  in  the 
time  of  ripening,  dfference  in  foliage,  and  difference  in  the  shape  or 
colour  of  the  tubers. 

3.  Selection  and  Grading. — Seed1  should  be  carefully  selected  and  pro- 
perly graded ; all  damaged,  mis-shapen,  and  particularly  all  diseased 
tubers  should  bo  removed.  The  size  of  the  seed  is  also  an  important 
matter.  In  Ireland  seed  potatoes  generally  consist  of  the  crop  as  lifted 
with  only  the  small  tubers  removed.  In  England,  however,  potatoes  are 
generally  required  of  “ seed  size,”  that  is,  tubers  that  will  pass  through 
a If  or  2-inch  but  not  through  a lf-inch  riddle.  Such  tubers  are  ap- 
proximately of  the  size  of  hen  eggs. 

4.  Immature  Seed : — It  is  now  recognised  that  seed  from  crops  lifted 
before  they  are  fully  mature  will  produce  more  vigorous  plants,  and. 
consequently,  heavier  yields  than  seed  from  crops  which  have  been  al- 
lowed to  become  fully  ripe.  In  Ireland  this  applies  more  particularly, 
perhaps,  to  early  varieties,  but  it  is  a point  worthy  of  notice  by  growers 
of  seed  potatoes. 

5.  General : — Other  points  requiring  attention  are  that  seed  should 
not  be  despatched  in  frosty  weather,  and  that  consignments  should  e 
despatched  by  the  cheapest  route.  In  this  connection  the  seller  snort 
facilitate  the  purchaser  by  making  preliminary  inquiries  from  tne 
transit  companies,  and  he  may  find  that  special  through  rates  will  D 
arranged  when  it  can  be  shown  that  such  rates  would  encourage  an  in- 
dustry, and,  at  the  same  time,  increase  the  traffic  of  the  companies  in- 
terested. There  is  now  a considerable  demand  from  England  *or  ^ 
seed  potatoes,  and  growers  in  this  country  who  have  reliable  stocks 
sale,  may  find  it  advantageous  to  insert  advertisements  in  the  lea  i g 
agricultural  journals. 
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To  sum  up,  the  essentially  important  points  are:  — 

(a.)  The  cultivation  of  varieties  that  are  popular  in  England. 

(b.)  The  necessity  for  supplying  such  seed  only  as  is  pure  and 
true  to  name. 

( c .)  The  careful  selection  of  the  tubers  before  despatch. 

(d.)  Early  lifting  of  the  crop. 

(c.)  An  endeavour  to  meet  requirements  in  general,  and  to  supply 
what  the  purchaser  is  prepared  to  pay  for,  even  though  it  neces- 
sitates a departure  from  the  regular  practice  adopted  at  home.

The  Department  will  hold,  in  1909,  special  examinations  for  Teachers’ 
qualifications  in  Experimental  Science.  Each  examination  will  be 
divided  into  two  portions,  the  first  a written  test  to  be  held  on  Satur- 
day, the  1st  May,  from  11  a.m.  to  2 p.m.,  and  the  second  a practical 
examination  to  be  held  subsequently  on  a date  to  be  fixed  by  the  Depart- 
ment, and  which  will  be  duly  notified  to  candidates.  Provisional  recog- 
nition to  give  instruction  in  the  First,  Second,  Third,  or  Fourth  Year 
Syllabuses  of  the  Department’s  Programme  of  Experimental  Science  for 
Day  Secondary  Schools,  will  be  granted  to  those  candidates  who  pass  the 
examination. 

The  subjects  of  the  Special  Examinations  will  he:  — 

(1)  First  Tear  Syllabus  of  the  Preliminary  Course. 

(2)  Second  Year  Syllabus  of  the  Preliminary  Course. 

*(3)  Physics  (those  portions  of  the  Syllabus  dealing  with  General 
Physics,  Heat,  Wave  Motion,  Sound,  and  Light  and  Radiant 
Heat). 

*(4)  Physics  (that  portion  of  the  Syllabus  dealing  with  Electricity 
and  Magnetism). 

(5)  Chemistry  (Third'  Year  Syllabus). 

(6)  Chemistry  (Fourth  Year  Syllabus). 

(7)  Mechanical  Science  (Third  Year  Syllabus). 

(8)  Mechanical  Science  (Fourth  Year  Syllabus). 

(9)  Botany  (Third  Year  Syllabus). 

(10)  Botany  (Fourth  Year  Syllabus). 

(11)  Physiology  and  Hygiene  (Third  Year  Syllabus). 

(12)  Physiology  and  Hygiene  (Fourth  Year  Syllabus). 

The  examination  in  any  subject  will  be  open  only  to  those  teachers 
in  Secondary  Schools  who  have  received  at  least  100  hours’  practical 
instruction  in  that  subject  within  two  calendar  years  previous  to  the 
date  of  the  present  examination.  Before  entering  upon  the  course  of 
instruction  each  Teacher  must  obtain,  in  writing,  the  Department's 
approval  of  the  conditions  under  which  such  instruction  is  to  be  given. 

* TAe  Syllabuses  of  the  examinations  in  Physics  are  those  of  the 
Third  and  Fourth  Year  Training  Courses  conducted  by  the  Department 
in  the  Summer  of  1908.  Candidates  who  pass  the  examination  in  the 
Third  Year  Training  Course  Syllabuses  will  be  provisionally  recognised 
tp  give  instruction  in  the  Third  Year  Syllabus  only  of  the  Programme, 
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Teachers  who  have  made  satisfactory  attendance  at  the  Summer 
Courses  of  Instruction  conducted  by  the  Department  in  1907  and  1908, 
and  who,  as  a result  of  the  examination  at  the  conclusion  thereof, 
failed  to  secure  a certificate,  or  obtained  recognition  to  teach  for  one 
year  only,  will  be  admitted  to  the  Special  Examination  in  that  subject 
without  having  to  satisfy  the  Department  as  to  attendance  at  further 
courses  of  instruction. 

Candidates  will  not  be  permitted  to  sit  for  examination  in  more 
than  one  subject  in  any  one  year. 

Should  a sufficient  number  of  applications  for  examination  be  re- 
ceived the  Department  will  arrange  to  hold  the  written  examination 
at  Dublin,  Belfast,  Cork,  Londonderry,  Limerick,  Waterford,  and 
Galway,  and,  in  very  exceptional  circumstances,  other  centres  might 
be  arranged  for,  provided  that  special  written  application  is  made  by 
School  Managers  before  the  27th  February,  1909. 

Application  for  admission  to  the  examination  must  be  made  before 
the  27th  February,  1909,  on  Form  S.  118,  copies  of  which  may  be  ob- 
tained after  the  1st  January,  upon  application  'to  the  offices  of  the 
Department. 

II.— REGULATIONS  UNDER  WHICH  THE  DEPARTMENT  ARE 
PREPARED  TO  RECOGNISE  SPECIAL  COURSES  OF  IN- 
STRUCTION IN  EXPERIMENTAL  SCIENCE  FOR  TEACHERS 
IN  DAY  SECONDARY  SCHOOLS. 


The  Instructor  in  charge  of  classes  for  Teachers  must  be  specially 
qualified,  and  his  qualifications  must  be  approved  of  by  the  Depart- 
ment for  the  purposes  of  the  Special  Course  of  instruction. 

The  Laboratory  must  also  be  approved  of  by  the  Department  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Special  Course  of  instruction. 

Special  classes,  conducted  during  the  winter  in  a Technical  School 
or  central  institution,  other  than  Training  Colleges,  may  be  registered 
as  Science  classes,  and'  grants  earned  according  to  the  regulations  and 
scale  of  payment  set  out  in  the  Programme  for  Technical  Schools  and 
Science  and  Art  Schools  and  Classes. 

Attendance  at  theoretical  instruction  may  not  be  taken  into  account 
when  computing  the  100  hours’  practical  instruction  referred  to  in  the 
third  paragraph  of  Section  1 of  this  form. 

Application  for  the  recognition  of  special  classes  for  Teachers  must 
he  made  ly  Utter,  accompanied  by  detailed  proposals  upon  Forms  S. 
54  and  59.  Attendance  at  lessons  previous  to  the  receipt  of  the  Depart- 
ment’s written  approval  of  the  arrangements  may  not  be  reckoned  as 
part  of  the  100  hours’  practical  instruction.

The  Department  will,  as  in  previous  years,  conduct  Summer  courses 
of  instruction  for  teachers  as  under : — 

A.  — Courses  beginning  Tuesday,  6th  .July,  and  closing  Friday,  30th 

July  : — 

(1)  In  Experimental  Science,  in  Laboratory  Arts,  and  In  Drawing 

and  Modelling,  for  Teachers  in  Day  Secondary  Schools  and 

in  Day  and  Evening  Science  and  Art  Classes. 

(2)  In  Domestic  Economy  and  in  Manual  Training  (Woodwork). 

for  Teachers  in  Day  Secondary  Schools. 

(3)  In  Office  Routino  and  Business  Methods,  for  Teachers  of  Ele- 

mentary Commercial  Subjects  in  Technical  Schools. 

(4)  In  Hygiene  and1  Sick  Nursing,  and  in  Dressmaking,  for 

Domestic  Economy'  Instructresses 

(5)  In  Carrickm across  Lace-making,  Crochet  Work,  Embroidery 

and  Sprigging,  for  Teachers  of  those  Crafts. 

B. —  Courses  beginning  Tuesday,  3rd  August,  and  closing  Friday,  27th 

August : — 

(6)  In  Rural  Economy. 

(7)  In  Manual  Training  (Metal  Work),  in  Building  Construction, 

and  in  Practical  Mathematics  and  Mechanics,  for  Manual 

Instructors. 

The  Courses,  except  where  otherwise  stated,  will  be  held  in  Dublin. 

Should  the  applications  exceed  the  number  for  which  it  is  proposed 
to  provide  accommodation,  those  applicants  will  be  selected  whose 
admissions  would  appear  most  likely  to  prove  beneficial.  Applications 
from  teachers  who.  have  attended  short  courses  of  instruction  in  previous 
years,  and  who  have  been  giving  instruction  in  the  subjects  of  those 
courses  during  the  present  session,  will  have  priority  of  claim  for  ad- 
mission to  advanced1  courses. 

It  is  important  that  teachers  should  not  apply  unless  they  know  that 
they  will  be  able  to  attend,  for  much  inconvenience,  as  well  as  injus- 
tice to  others,  may  be  entailed  by  applicants  failing  to  take  advantage 
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of  admission  which  may  be  granted.  Failure  to  attend  the  course  after 
the  invitation  has  been  accepted,  will,  except  in  the  case  of  illness,  be 
regarded  as  an  abuse  of  the  privilege ; and  any  teacher  failing  in  this 
respect  will  not  be  admitted  to  any  future  course. 

Teachers  who  are  selected  for,  and  who  attend  the  courses  of  instruc- 
tion regularly  and  punctually  at  the  specified  hours,  from  the  begin- 
ning to  the  end  of  the  course,  will  be  allowed  a sum  of  £3  10s.  towards 
their  expenses  while  living  at  tho  centre ; and  those  who  travel  more 
than  twenty  miles  to  the  centre  of  instruction  will  be  allowed,  in  ad- 
dition, Third  Class  Railway  Fare  for  one  return  journey  from  the  rail- 
way station  nearest  their  school ; no  car  fares  or  other  travelling  ex- 
penses will,  however,  be  allowed.  These  allowances  will  in  no  case  be 
made  until  after  the  conclusion  of  the  courses. 

The  hours  of  attendance  will  ibe  from  10  a.ni.  to  4 p.m.  daily  (with 
an  interval  of  one  hour  for  lunch),  except  on  Saturdays,  when  the 
hours  will  be  from  10  a.m.  to  1 p.m.  In  addition,  Teachers  will  be 
required  in  the  evenings  to  write  out  notes,  &c. 

Teachers  desiring  to  take  advantage  of  these  courses  must  fill  up  and 
return  the  appropriate  form  of  application  (see  below)  as  early  as  con- 
venient, but  in  any  case  so  as  to  reach  the  Offices  of  the  Department  not 
later  than  the  31st  March. 

ft.B. — These  Courses  are  open  only  to  Teachers  who  are  over  eighteen 
years  of  age , and  who  are  engaged  (a)  by  Local  Committees  of  Tech- 
nical Instruction;  or  (b)  in  Schools  receiving  grants  cither  directly  from 
the  Department  or  under  the  provisions  of  an  approved  local  Scheme 
of  Technical  Instruction. 


DETAILS  OF  THE  COURSES. 

I.  (a.) — Exvkki  mental  Science. 

There  may  bo  eleven  courses  of  instruction  in  Experimental  Science. 

Subjects: — Second  Year  of  the  Preliminary  Course  ; Third  and  Fourth 
Year  Courses  in  Physics,  Chemistry,  Mechanical 
Science,  Botany,  and  Physiology  and  Hygiene. 

These  courses  will  not  only  cover  the  subject  matter  of  the  syllabuses  of 
the  Department’s  Programme  for  Day  Secondary  Schools  ; but  will  aim 
directly  at  bringing  home  to  Teachers  the  intentions  of  the  Department 
as  expressed  in  the  prefatory  note-  thereto. 

Provisional  recognition  to  teach  the  subject  of  the  course  will  be 
accorded  to  those  Teachers  who  have  punctually  a,nd  regularly  attended 
and  successfully  done  the  class  work,  as  testified  by  laboratory  note 
books,  and  by  any  examination — written,  viva ■ voce,  or  practical 
which  it  may  ibe  desirable  to  hold. 

Application  for  admission  to  these  Courses  must  be  made  on  Form 
S.  42. 

(Note. — Summer  Courses  in  the  First,  Year  Syllabus  and-  in  the 
Second  Year  Syllabus  of  the,  Preliminary  Course  will  be.  conducted  ta- 
il Z temate  years). 

I,  (b.) — Laboratory  Arts. 

This  course  of  instruction  will  be  designed  specially  for  those  Teachers 
who  have  already  successfully  attended  four  Summer  Courses  in  Experi- 
mental Science,  and  is  primarily  intended  to  give  instruction  such  as 
will  enable  those  in  charge  of  laboratories  to  effect  simple  repairs  to 
common  apparatus,  and  to  design  and  make  new  apparatus  for  lecture 
illustration,  or  other  special  purposes.  It  will  also  generally  tend  to 
increase  the  m anipulative  skill  of  the  Science  Teacher.  _ 

The  Course  will  include  practice  in  the  working  of  wood,  metal,  and 
glass ; al  so  instruction  in  the  car©  and  maintenance  of  teols  used  m 
such  work.  The  properties  of  common  materials  used  in  apparatus 
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making  will  be  discussed,  in  order  that  teachers  may  he  in  a position  to 
draw  up  correct  specifications  of  special  apparatus.  Practical  work  in 
lantern-slide  making,  and  in  the  optical  projection  of  apparatus  and 
experiments,  will  also  be  undertaken. 

The  lectures  associated  with  the  Course  will  deal  with  diagram  design 
and  construction  ; the  nso  of  the  lantern  for  demonstration  work  ; the 
design  of  laboratories  and  equipment,  &c. 

Teachers  who  have  attended  punctually  and  regularly,  and  in  respect 
of  whom  the  Department  receive  satisfactory  reports,  will  receive  a 
certificate  of  satisfactory  attendance.  Satisfactory  attendance  at  the 
course  in  Laboratory  Arts  will  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  attendance  at  a 
fifth  Summer  Course  under  the  conditions  of  Section  I.  (2)  of  Circular 
23. 

Application  for  admission  to  this  Course  must  be  made  ou  Form  S 42. 

I.  (c). — Drawing  and  Modelling. 

This  Course  is  intended  primarily  for  the  further  training  of  teachers 
who  hold  the  Irish  Secondary  Teachers’  Drawing  Certificate,  or  higher 
certificates.  The  Department  will,  however,  admit  a limited  number 
of  teachers  in  Secondary  Schools  and  Art  students  who  wish  to  become 
teachers  of  drawing,  but  who  do  not  at  present  possess  qualifications  as 
such  recognised  by  the  Department.  Applicants  must  show  that  they 
have  received  some  previous  training  in  Art  subjects,  and  preference 
will  be  given  to  those  who  have  already  obtained  some  of  the  successes 
required  for  the  Irish  Secondary  Teachers’  Drawing  Certificate. 

The  Department  do  not  now  grant  temporary  recognition  as  Teachers 
of  Drawing  in  Day  Secondary  Schools  as  the  result  of  attendance  at  the 
Summer  Courses  in  this  subject. 

Application  for  admission  to  this  Course  must  be  made  on  Form  S 147. 

II.  (a.) — Domestic  Economy. 

This  Course  will  be  arranged  for  Teachers  who  have  already  obtained 
provisional  recognition  to  give  instruction  in  the  First  and  Second  Year 
Syllabuses  of  the  Preliminary  Course  of  Experimental  Science,  and  who 
desire  to  obtain  recognition  as  teachers  of  Domestic  Economy  in  Day 
Secondary  Schools.  The  course  of  instruction  will  include  Cookery,  the 
elements  of  Physiology  and  Hygiene,  and  Home  Sewing. 

Recognition  to  teach  Domestic  Economy  in  Day  Secondary  Schools 
during  the  Session  1909-10  will  be  given  to  those  teachers  who  have 
punctually  and  regularly  attended,  and  successfully  done  the  class 
work,  as  testified  by  note  books  and  by  any  examination — written,  viva 
voce,  or  practical — which  it  may  be  desirable  to  hold.  Teachers  who 
successfully  attend  three  Summer  Courses  in  Domestic  Economy,  under 
the  conditions  referred  to  above,  and  who  teach  this  subject  for  two 
complete  sessions  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Department’s  Inspectors, 
will  be  recognised  as  qualified  to  give  instruction,  in  Day  Secondary 
Schools,  in  the  Preliminary  Course  of  the  Department’s  Programme  of 
Experimental  Science  and  in  the  Syllabuses  of  Domestic  Economy. 
(See  Circular  25.) 

Application  for  admission  to  this  Course  must  be  made  on  Form  S.  42. 

II.  (b.) — Manual  Instruction  (Woodwork). 

The  Course  of  .Manual  work  will  include  instruction  in  Drawing,  in 
addition  to  practical  instruction  in  the  use  of  Woodworking  tools,  and 
will  provide,  for  the  further  training  of  Teachers  who  at  present  teach 
this  subject  in.  Day  Secondary  Schools,  or  who  will  be  so  engaged  during 
the  forthcoming  session.  Examinations  will  be  held  at  the  conclusion 
of.  the  Course,  and  Teachers  who  succeed  in  passing  these  examinations 
will,  for  the  present,  be  accepted  as  qualified  to  give  instruction  in  the 
subject  under  the  Department’s  Regulations  for  Day  Secondary  Schools, 
subject  to  the  conditions  of  Circular  24. 

Application  for  admission  to  this  Course  must  be  made  on  F orm  S.  42. 
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III.— Office  Routine  and  Business  Methods. 

This  Course  is  intended  for  Teachers  in  Technical  Schools  who  are 
riving  instruction  in  such  subjects  as  Shorthand,  Commercial  Corres- 
pondence, Commercial  Arithmetic,  and  Book-keeping.  The  course  of 
instruction  will  include  instruction  in  Business  Methods  and  the  Keep- 
ing of  Accounts.  It  will  also  include  the  routine  methods  and  opera- 
tions common  ill  office  work.  Reference  will  be  made  to  the  equipment 
required  for  classes  in  Elementary  Commercial  subjects,  and  to  the 
methods  of  conducting  such  classes.  An  examination  will  be  held  at  the 
close  of  the  Course. 

Applications  for  admission  to  this  Course  must  be  made  on  Form  S 
43. 


IV.  (a). — Hygiene  and  Sick  Nursing. 

This  course  is  intended  for  Teachers  of  Domestic.  Economy  at  present 
engaged  under  Local  Authorities. 

The  object  of  the  course  is  to  provide  facilities  for  these  teachers  to 
obtain  further  practical  knowledge  of  the  laws  of  health,  and  of  home 
nursing  so  as  to  enable  them  to  introduce  into  their  courses  simple  and 
well-directed  instruction,  for  which  it  is  felt  there  is  great  need. 

The  course  will  include  only  as  much  Human  Physiology  as  is  neces- 
sary for  the  proper  understanding  of  the  laws  of  health,  and  will  deal 
largely  with  rural  and  personal  hygiene,  and  with  the  care  of  the  young 
and  of  the  sick  in  their  own  homes.  Instruction  in  First  Aid  to  the 
Injured  will  also  form  part  of  the  course. 

The  instruction  will  include  practical  work,  and  an  examination  will 
be  held  at  the  close  of  the  course. 

Applications  for  admission  to  this  Course  must  be  made  on  Form  S 
146. 


IV.  (6.) — Dressmaking. 

This  Course  will  be  arranged  for  those  Teachers  of  Domestic  Economy, 
at  present  engaged  under  Local  Authorities,  who  are  already  recognised 
by  the  Department  as  Teachers  of  Needlework.  An  examination  will 
be  held  at  the  close  of  the  Course. 

Applications  for  admission  to  this  Course  must  he  made  on  Form  S 
146. 

V.—  Course  of  Instruction  for  Teachers  of  Carrickmacross  Lace- 
maicing,  Crochet  Work,  Embroidery,  and  Sprigging. 

The  object  of  the  present  Course  is  to  improve  existing  kinds  of  work, 
and  not  to  introduce  new  forms.  The  instruction  will  be  confined  to 
Carrickmacross  Lace-making,  Crochet  Work  (Clones  and  Raised),  Em- 
broidery, and  Sprigging. 

The  lessons  on  each  of  these  subjects  will  include  instruction  in  tech- 
nique, the  use  of  suitable  materials,  the  preparation  of  working  tracings, 
and  of  drawings  from  rubbings  of  crochet.  In  the  case  of  those  capable 
of  profiting  by  such  form  of  instruction,  practice  in  Design  will  also 
be  afforded.  Special  instruction  will  he  given  in  the  artistic  arrange- 
ment of  traditional  details  ordinarily  used  by  crochet  workers.  Exer- 
cises will  be  given  in  which  the  actual  units  will  lie  employed,  and 
drawings  will  be  made  from  such  arrangements  as  prove  satisfactory ; 
these  exercises  will  form  an  important  part  of  the  Course.  Instruction 
will  also  be  given  in  the  keeping  of  Accounts  of  Industries  Classes. 

Certificates  will  be  awarded  at  the  close  of  the  Course  to  those  who 
have  attended  regularly  and  worked  well,  and.  whose  work  is  of  a 
sufficiently  high  standard,  as  shown  by  the  specimens  produced  during 
the  class-lessons,  .and  by  any  tests  of  a written  or  practical  character 
which  it  may  be  considered  advisable  to  apply.  , . 

This  Course  will  probably  be  conducted  at  the  Crawford  Municipal 
School  of  Art,  Cork. 

Application  for  admission  to  the  Course  must  be  made  on  Form  S 140. 
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VT.—Rukal  Economy. 

A course  of  instruction  in  Elementary  Science  suitable  for  rural 
schools  will  be  conducted  during  the  month  of  August.  The  course  is 
intended  primarily  for  teachers  in  Technical  Schools  who  have  been 
recognised  as  eligible  to  conduct  classes  in  the  First  and  Second  Years' 
Syllabuses  of  Elementary  Science  (Teachers)  under  the  conditions  of 
the  Department’s  Circular  Letter.  No.  59. 

Examinations,  written  and  practical,  will  be  held  at  the  close  of  the 
course,  and  those  teachers  in  Technical  Schools  who  have  punctually 
and  regularly  attended  the  course  and  pass  these  examinations  will  li 
recognised  as  qualified  to  give  instruction  in  the  subject  to  Teachers' 
Classes  conducted  under  the  conditions  of  Circular  59. 

As  far  as  the  accommodation  will  permit,  the  Department  are  pre- 
pared to  admit  to  the  course  National  School  teachers  who  are  recog- 
nised by  the  Commissioners  of  National  Education  as  eligible  to  give 
instruction  in  the  Syllabuses  of  Elementary  Experimental  Science  of 
the  Programme  for  National  Schools. 

The  object  of  the  course  is  to  enable  teachers,  already  qualified  in  the 
manner  referred  to,  to  illustrate  the  application  of  scientific  principles 
to  the  study  and  explanation  of  the  natural  facts  of  rural  life.  The 
instruction  will  be  largely  practical  in  character,  and  will  involve  out- 
door work.  It  will  deal  with  such  phenomena  as  the  surface  forms  of 
the  country  ; the  weather  ; the  origin  and  nature  of  rocks  and  of  soils ; 
the  structure,  growth  and  conditions  for  healthy  existence  of  plants; 
the  distribution  of  tyjoes  of  vegetation  ; the  structure  and  habits  of 
common  animals,  and  the  making  of  a “ Nature  Calendar,” 

Application  for  admission  to  this  Course  must  be  made  on  Form  S 42. 

VII.  (a.) — Manual  Training  (Metal  Work). 

This  course  is  intended  for  the  further  training  of  Manual  Instructors 
who  are  at  present  under  engagement  to  Local  Committees  of  Technical 
Instruction.  Examinations  will  be  held  at  the  close  of  the  course,  anil 
Instructors  who  attend  satisfactorily  and  pass  these  examinations  will 
be  granted  provisional  certificates  of  recognition  as  teachers  of  Manual 
Training  (Metal  Work)  under  the  conditions-  of  Circular  24. 

Application  for  admission  to  this  Course  must  be  made  on  Form 
S.  147. 

VII.  (h). — .Building  Constuuctiox,  and  Practical  Mathematics  and 
Mechanics. 

These  courses  are  also  intended  for  the  further  training  of  Manual 
Instructors.  A certificate  of  satisfactory  attendance  and  progress  will 
be  issued  to  those  who  are  favourably  reported  upon  by  the  Instructors- 
in-charge ; but  it  is  not  the  intention  of  the  Department  to  issue 
Teachers’  Certificates  on  the  results  of  the  courses.  Instructors  attend- 
ing the  courses  will  be  expected  to  sit  for  the  Board  of  Education’s  Local 
Examinations,  to  be  held  in  May,  1910.

The  Department  will,  during  the  months  of  July  and  August,  conduct 
bummer  Courses  of  Instruction  for  Teachers  of  Experimental  Science, 
Drawing,  and  Domestic  Economy. 
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In  all  eases  in  which  the  Department  grant  the  services  of  expert 
Instructors,  compliance  witli  the  following  conditions  will  he  required  : — 
(1.)  That  the  Convent  authorities  provide  accommodation,  anti  all 
necessary  apparatus  and  materials  required  lor  the  Courses. 

(2.)  That  arrangements  will  be  made,  as  far  as  possible,  for  the 
admission  of  Teachers  from  other  Convents,  who  may  apply  for  a 
course  of  instruction  at  the  centre. 

(3.)  That  none  hut  members  of  Religious  Orders,  who  are  actually 
engaged  in  teaching  in  Day  Secondary  Schools  in  receipt  of  grants 
from  the  Department,  will  be  admitted. 

(4.)  That  all  expenses  incurred  by  Teachers  attending  the  courses 
shall  be  defrayed  by  the  authorities  of  the  Convents  in  which  they 
teach. 

The  courses  wilt,  as  a rule,  begin  on  the  6th  July  and  close  on  the 
30t,h  July ; but,  should  these  dates  be  not  suitable,  the  Department  will 
be  prepared  to  consider  applications  for  courses  to  begin  on  the  3rd 
August  and  close  on  the  27th  August. 

The  hours  of  attendance  will  be  from  10  a.m.  to  4 p.tn.  daily  (with  an 
interval  of  one  hour  for  lunch),  except  on  Saturdays,  when  the  hours 
ef  attendance  will  be  from  10  a.  in.  to  1 p.m.  In  addition,  Teachers  will 
be  required  in  the  evenings  to  write  out  notes,  Ac.  The  Department 
are  prepared  to  consider  applications  for  alternative  arrangements  pro- 
vided they  allow  of  an  equal  period  of  teaching.

DETAILS  OF  THE  COURSES. 


Experimental  Science. 

The  subjects  of  the  courses  of  instruction  will  be:— First  and  Second 
Years  of  the  Preliminary  Course ; Third  ami  Fourth  Y’ear  Courses  in 
Physics,  cnemistry,  Botany,  and  Physiology  and  Hygiene. 

These  courses  will  not  only'  cover  the  subject  matter  of  the  syllabuses 
of  the  Department’s  Programme  for  Day  Secondary  Schools ; but  will 
aim  directly  at  bringing  home  to  Teachers  the  intentions  of  the  Depart- 
ment as  expressed  in  the  prefatory  note  thereto.

D HAWING  AND  MODELLING.

The  following  outline  syllabuses  indicate  the  diameter  of  the  work 
which  mill  be  followed  in  the  several  courses. 


1. — Chemistry. 

A course  of  lectures  on  “Nitrogen  and  its  Compounds  ” will  be  given 
by  Professor  Tilden.  Reference  will  be  made  to  the  question  of  the 
fixation  of  Nitrogen  from  the  Atmosphere  and  to  the  results  of.  recent 
investigations.  A course  of  laboratory  work  "will  be  arranged  in  con- 
nection with  the  subjects  of  the.  lectures. 

2. — Geology. 

Geological  Maps,  Models  and  Sections  : How  thfa”  are  Made  and 

Used. 

The  aim  of  the  course  is  to  enable  students  to  make  use  of  the  available 
means  now  employed  to  express  the  age  and  relations  of  rocks  and  their 
structure  and  arrangement  in  the  earth’s  crust. 

The  first  part  of  the  course  will  deal  with  the  modes  of  representing 
topography  and  geological  occurrence  on  maps  and  models.  This  will 
be  followed  by  the  reading  of  rock  succession  and  geological  structure  on 
maps,  and  by  the  construction  of  horizontal  and  vertical,  sections. 

The  methods  of  constructing  maps  will  then  be  dealt  with ; the  obser- 
vations that  it  is  necessary  to  make,  the  manner  of  expressing  these  in 
field  maps,  and  the  preparation  of  finished  “solid”  and  “superficial” 
maps  and  models,  from  the  field  maps. 

The  manifold  uses  of  geological  maps  will  next  be  dealt  with: — First 
as  guides  to  the  agronomic  and.  economic  applications  of  the.  rocks  and 
subsoil  beneath  the  soil;  then  to  record  the  age  and  succession  of. the 
rocks;  and  finally  to  reveal  geological  structure,  earth. movement,  origin 
of  landscape,  and  the  many  other  practical  applications  of  structural 
problems. 

The  possibility  of  constructing  and  utilizing  minute,  large  scale,  and 
zone  maps,  and  those  with  special  methods  of  dealing  with  structure 
and  history,  subterranean,  geological,  and  contour  maps  and  their  uses. 

If  time  permits,  one  or  more  cases  of  actual  geological  research  will 
be  outlined  with  a view  of  showing  the  practical  procedure  employed  at 
various  stages  of  an  investigation.  An  attempt  will  also  be  made  to 
bring  the  teaching  into  touch  with  the  localities  from  which  the  students 
happen  to  he  drawn. 
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3. — Mechanics. 

There  will  be  a course  of  lectures  on  the  general  principles  of  Dynamics 
and  their  application  to  the  solution  of  problems.  These  will  be  supple- 
mented by  the  detailed  working  out  of  problems  in  class  and  by  experi- 
mental work  in  the  laboratory. 

4.  — Mining. 

A course  of  lectures  will  be  given  on  “ The  preparation  of  ores  for  the 
market.”  Practical  instruction  will  be  given  in  Surveying,  which  mav 
be  supplemented  by  lectures  if  found  desirable. 

5.  — Physics. 

ELECTRICAL  THERMOMETRY,  WITH  SPECIAL  REFERENCE  TO  THE 
Illustration  of  Lectures  on  Heat. 

The  lectures  will  be  devoted  to  explaining  how  to  use  platinum  ther- 
mometers and  thermocouples  for  lecture  demonstration. 

The  practical  work  will  include  construction  of  apparatus  suitable 
either  for  lecture  purposes,  or  for  research  work  with  the  platinum 
thermometer.

SHORT  COU USES  OF  INSTRUCTION  IN  ART  IN  1908. 

1.  The  Short  Courses  of  Instruction  in  Art  for  Art  Masters  and 
Mistresses,  and  for  Advanced  Students  of  Schools  of  Art  and  Art 
Classes,  will  be  held  at  the  Royal  College  of  Art  from  the  6th  July  to 
the  21st  July,  both  dates  inclusive. 

There  will  lie  four  Courses,  one  in  each  of  the  four  Schools  of  the 
College — Architecture,  Design,  Painting  and  Mural  Decoration,  and 
Modelling. 

The  Courses  in  these  four  Schools  will  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
Professors,  who  will  give  such  Lectures  and  Demonstrations  as  are 
considered  necessary  to  aid  the  class  work. 

School  of  Architecture : The  subject,  of  the  Course  will  be  the 
study  of  Woodwork  craftsmanship  and  design  in  the  Victoria  and 
Albert  Museum.  [See  accompanying  Form  578.] 

School  of  Design  : The  course  of  study  in  this  School  will  include 
such  subjects  as  Plant  Drawing.  Lettering,  Heraldry.  Instruction 
in  Design  will  he  given  ill.  connection  with  the  classes  held  in  the 
Museum  for  the  purpose  of  studying  those  objects  best  calculated 
to  aid  the  Students  in  the  branch  of  Design  pursued  by  them. 

School  of  Painting  and  Mural  Decoration  : Opportunities  will  be 
afforded  Students  for  Drawing  from  the  Life,  for  the  study  of 
extremities,  amd  anatomy  of  the  human  figure.  Those  Students 
who  give  proof  of  a fair  knowledge  of  the  figure  will  be  admitted 
to  the  figure  composition  class.  The  following  subjects  for  the  com-

TEACHERSHIPS-IN-TRAINING,  1909. 

The  Department  will  offer  for  competition,  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Session  1909-10,  three  Teacherships-in-Training  tenable  at  the  Metro- 
politan School  of  Art,  Dublin.  One  will  be  open  to  competition  amongst 
male  candidates  only,  and  one  amongst  female  candidates  only ; the 
third  will  be  open  to  competition  amongst  both  male  and  female  can- 
didates.

fare  for  one  journey  to  and  from  Dublin. 

The  Teacherships  will  be  a waved  partly  as  the  result  of  an  examina- 
tion, and  partly  for  works  submitted  according  to  the  conditions  stated 
below.

The  following  Regulation* , which  are  reproduced  without  substantial 
alteration  f rom  the  Board's  Regulations  of  previous  years , indicate  the 
conditions  of  competition  for  Royal  Exhibitions  (Science),  National 
Scholarships  (Science),  and  Free  Studentships  (Science),  at  the  exami- 
nations of  the  Board  in  1909.  The  Regulations,  so  far  as  arrange- 
ments in  connection  with  the  Royal  College  of  Science  are  concerned, 
must,  however,  be  read  as  being  subject  to  such  alterations  as  may  be 
determined  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  administration  of  that  Institu- 
tion was  transferred-  to  the  Governing  Body  of  the  Imperial  College  of 
Science  and ' Technology  as  from  1st  January,  1908.  In  particular  it 
mill  be  necessary  that  any  person  winning  one  of  these  awards,  shall, 
if  lie  desire  to  hold  it  at  the  Imperial  College  of  Science  and  Technology, 
comply  with  the  conditions  of  admission  prescribed ■ by  the  Authorities 
of  that  Institution. 

Royal  Exhibitions,  National  Scholarships,  and  Free  Studentships  are 
opeu  only  to  British  subjects,  and  the  Board  may  refuse  to  award  them 
to  persons  whose  financial  circumstances  do  not  warrant  such  aid.  No 
two  of  these  awards  may  be  held  concurrently,  nor  may  one  of  these  be 
held  concurrently  with  a Studentship-in-Training  or  a Local  Science 
and  Art  Exhibition;  but,  subject  to  the  sanction  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  these  awards  may  be  held  concurrently  with  other  Scholar- 
ships or  aid  granted  by  local  authorities. 

The  Board  may  withhold  any  of  these  awards  should  the  standard  of 
the  candidates’  attainments  be  unsatisfactory,  or  may  transfer  them  to 
other  gToups  (see  rn  below)  in  the  current  competition. 

Where  the  conditions  of  Exhibitions  or  Scholarships  have  been  modi- 
fied, the  interests  of  existing  Exhibitioners  and  Scholarship  holders  will 
not  be  adversely  affected. 

«.  There  are  Twenty-one  Royal  Exhibitions,  seven  open  each  year, 
and  Sixty-six  National  Scholarships,  twenty-two  open  each  year, 
tenable  at  the  option  of  the  holder  at  either  the  Royal  College  of  Science, 
London,  or  the  Royal  College  of  Science,  Dublin. 
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There  are  Eighteen  Free  Studentships,  six  open  each  year,  to  the 
Royal  College  of  Science,  London. 

b.  The  award  of  all  the  Exhibitions,  Scholarships,  and  Studentships 
is  made  on  the  results  of  the  Evening  Examinations  of  the  Board  for 
the  current  year,  and  previous  successes  are  not  counted.  The  Exhibi- 
tions, Scholarships  and  Studentships  are  held  on  the  condition  that  the 
holder  attends  the  prescribed  course  (see  d and  e below)  of  instruction 
regularly,  complies  with  all  the  rules,  and  passes  the  prescribed  exami- 
nations. 

c.  Competitors  for  Royal  Exhibitions,  National  Scholarships,  or  Tree 
Studentships  must  arrange  before  March  for  their  examinations.  The 
conditions  of  examination  are  contained  in  Part  II.,  chapter  5,  of  the 
Regulations  for  Technical  Institutions,  Schools  of  Art  and  other  Eorms 
of  provision  of  Further  Education  in  England  and  Wales.

330a.  T.  must  be  forwarded  so  as  to  reach  the  Board  of  Education  not 
later  than  the  15th  April,  Form  330c.  T.  not  later  than  the  28th 
April,  and  Form  400  T.  not  later  than  the  15th  June. 

No  person  who  has  been  a Student-in-Training,  or  who  has  been  for 
more  than  one  session  in  the  Royal  College  of  Science,  London  or 
Dublin,  is  eligible  for  a Royal  Exhibition,  National  Scholarship,  or 
Free  Studentship. 

No  one  who  has  held  either  a Royal  Exhibition,  or  a National  Scholar- 
ship, or  a Free  Studentship,  is  eligible  to  enter  into  further  competition 
for  these  awards. 

d.  A Ro-yal  Exhibition  entitles  the  holder  to  an  allowance  of  £50  a 
session  and  free  admission  to  lectures  and  laboratories  and  instruction 
during  the  three  years  necessary  for  completing  the  Associateship  course 
in  the  Royal  College  of  Science,  London,  or  the  Royal  College  of  Science, 
Dublin,  at  the  option  of  the  holder. 

e.  A National  Scholarship  entitles  the  holder  to  an  allowance  of  25s. 
a week  for  the  session  of  about  forty  weeks  each  year,  and  free  admission 
to  lectures  and  laboratories,  and  instruction  during  the  three  years 
necessary  for  completing  the  Associateship  course  at  either  the  Royal 
College  of  Science,  London,  or  the  Royal  College  of  Science,  Dublin,  at 
the  option  of  the  holder. 

/.  A Free  Studentship  entitles  the  holder  to  free  admission  to  the 
lectures  and  laboratories  and  to  instruction  during  the  three  years  'neces- 
sary for  completing  the  Associateship  course  in  the  Royal  College  of 
Science,  London. 

g.  Third-class  railway  fare  is  allowed  by  the  Board  for  one  journey 
to  and  fro  each  session  between  the  home  of  the  Royal  Exhibitioner  or 
National  Scholar  and  London  or  Dublin,  as  the  case  may  be.  Third- 
class  railway  fare  is  allowed  by  the  Board  for  one  journey  to  London  to 
holders  of  Free  Studentships  upon  their  taking  up  their  Free  Student- 
ship. 

h.  In  these  competitions  the  awards  are  determined  in  accordance 
with  the  following  scale  of  marks : —

Royal  Exhibitioners,  or  National  Scholars,  or  Royal  College  of  Art 
Scholars  may  be  required  to  assist  in  teaching  in  the  College,  and  some, 
while  so  employed,  may  receive  an  additional  weekly  payment  of  5s. 

11.  A Free  Studentship  entitles  the  holder  to  free  admission  for  two 
sessions  to  the  lectures  and  instruction  in  one  of  the  schools  of  the  Col- 
lege:— 

(i.)  Architecture. 

(ii.)  Ornament  and  Design. 

(iii.)  Decorative  Painting. 

(iv.)  Sculpture . and  Modelling. 

with  such  other  supplementary  instruction  as  may  be  approved. 

The  free  admission  may  be  renewed  exceptionally  for  one,  two,  or 
three  sessions. 
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12.  A Hoy al  Exhibitioner  or  a National  Scholar  is  given,  by  the 
Board,  third-class  railway  fare 'between  his  home  and  London  on  join- 
ing the  College  each  session  and  on  return  to  his  home  at  the  end  of 
each  session.  Third-class  railway  fare  is  allowed  by  the  Board  for  one 
journey  to  London  to  holders  of  Free  Studentships  upon  their  takiiio 
up  their  Free  Studentship. 

13.  A Local  Scholarship  is  tenable  for  three  years,  with  an  allow- 
ance oi  £20  a year,  at  any  School  of  Art  under  the  Board  in  which 
instruction  is  given  at  least  three  days  and  five  nights  a week,  and 
which  will  remit  the  fees  for  instruction  of  the  holder,  or  (subject  to 
§ 7 of  tile  prospectus  of  the  Royal  College  of  Art)  at  the  Royal  College 
of  Art,  The  times  of  the  scholar’s  instruction  must  be  in  accordance 
with  the  time-table  submitted  to  the  Board  as  required  by  Section  48  of 
the  Regulations  for  Technical  Schools,  Schools  of  Art,  &c.  Except  in 
so  far  as  for  any  limited  period  his  instruction  in  tile  School  is,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Board,  replaced  for  the  purpose  of  this  section  by 
training  given  elsewhere,  he  must  be  under  instruction  at  the  School  of 
Art  throughout  the  School-year  for  30  hours  each  week,  of  which  18 
hours  at  least  must  be  in  the  day.  The  Scholarship  commences  on  the 
date  at  which  the  School,  where  the  Scholarship  is  tenable,  re-opens 
after  the  Summer  Vacation  in  each  year.  The  allowance  will  be  paid 
in  four  equal  instalments,  due  on  the  following  dates: — November  30tli, 
February  28th,  May  31st,  and  on  the  date  on  which  the  School  closes  for 
the  Session.  Payment  will  be  made  on  the  receipt  of  a certificate  from 
the  Master  and  Correspondent  of  the  School  of  Art  (in  the  case  of 
scholars  attending  the  Royal  College  of  Art  from  the  Principal  and 
Registrar)  that  the  Scholar  has  attended  regularly  and  pursued  his 
studies  satisfactorily. 

14.  A Candidate  who  has  held  a Local  Scholarship  is  ineligible  to 
compete  for  it  again. 

15.  Competitors  for  Royal  Exhibitions,  Local  Scholarships,  National 
Scholarships,  or  Free  Studentships  must  arrange  before  March  for  their 
examinations  (see  § 56  at  pages  24  and  25  of  Regulations  for  Technical 
Schools,  Schools  of  Art,  and  other  forms  of  provision  for  further  Edu- 
cation in  England  and  Wales),  and  must  send  in  Form  1181a  T.  before 
the  15th  April,  and  Form  1202  T.  before  the  15th  June. 

16.  For  Royal  Exhibitions  and  Local  Scholarships  Candidates  may 
sit  for  examination  in  any  or  all  of  the  following  subjects,  except  when 
two  examinations  are  held  on  the  same  evening,  and  when  there  is  a 
Stage  2 and  Honours  in  a subject,  in  which  latter  case  one  or  other 
only  may  be  taken.

A limited  number  of  Studentships  in  Training  at  the  Royal  College 
of  Art  are  open  to  competition  among  Alt  Teachers  or  Students  in 
Schools  recognised  under  the  Regulations  for  Technical  Schools,  Schools 
of  Art,  and  other  forms  of  Provision  for  Further  Education  in  England 
and  Wales,  who  are  preparing  to  become  teachers,  to  enable  them  to 
enter  the  course  for  the  Full  Associateship.  A Candidate  for  a Student- 
ship in  Training  must  be  a British  subject,  and  must  hold  the  Art 
Master’s  Certificate,  Group  I. 

These  awards  may  not  bo  held  concurrently  with  a local  Science  or 
Art  Exhibition  or  any  of  the  Board’s  Scholarships,  etc.,  but  subject  to 
the  sanction  of  the  Board  of  Education,  they  may  be  held  concurrently 
with  other  scholarships  or  aid  granted  by  local  authorities. 

An  Applicant  for  a Studentship  in  Training  must  be  recommended 
by  the  Managers  of  his  or  her  School.  The  application  must  be  sent 
to  the  Board  before  the  1st  January,  1909.  The  works  (see  footnote) 
in  support  of  the  application  must  be  .sent  before  that  date  to  the 
Storekeeper,  Board  of  Education,  South  Kensington. 

The  holder  of  a Studentship  in  Training  is  entitled  to  a maintenance 
allowance  of  25s.  a week  for  a term  of  about  twenty  weeks ; and  third- 
class  railway  fare  between  the  home  of  the  student  and  London  on  join- 
ing the  College  each  session  and  on  return  to  his  home  at  the  end  of 
each  session.  The  student  must  attend  the  course  of  instruction  for  the 
Full  Associateship.  Students  in  Training  may  be  required-  to  assist  in 
teaching  in  the  College,  and  some  while  so  employed  may  be  granted  an 
additional  weekly  payment  of  5s.  No  Student  in  Training  is  at  liberty 
to  accept  a post  outside  the  College  without  first  obtaining  the  consent 
of  the  Principal  of  the  College. 

Allowances  to  Students  in  Training  are  renewable  from  term  to  term, 
but  are  only  renewable  provided  that  the  attendance  and  progress  of  the 
Student  are  entirely  satisfactory  ; they  may  be  withdrawn  or  reduced  in 
the  case  of  a Student  who  fails  to  attend  the  College  at  the  prescribed 
times  or  whose  work  is  unsatisfactory.  In  no  case  will  they  be  paid 
for  more  than  five  years.  Applications  for  renewals  must  -be  supported 
by  the  recommendation  of  the  Principal  of  the  College,  on  Form 
488«.  T. 

Note. — The  Works  to  be  submitted  by  a candidate  must  lie  carefully 
selected  by  him  to  show  his  proficiency  in  the  more  advanced  branches 
of  Art,  in  subjects  beyond  those  required1  for  the  Art  Master’s  Cer- 
tificate, Group  I.  They  should  consist  of  Drawings,  Paintings,  and

INDUSTRIAL  SCHOLARSHIPS,  1908. 


The  Department  will,  in  August.,  1908,  award  not  more  than  sis 
Industrial  Scholarships  to  persons  engaged  in  industries,  such  as  the 
Woollen,  Linen,  Leather  and  Tanning  industries. 

The  object  of  these  Scholarships  is  to  enable  selected  persons,  who 
must  already  have  been  engaged  in  one  of  t.ho  higher  branches  of  the 
industry,  to' take  a full  course  of  instruction  in  an  institution  providing 
special  courses  of  an  approved  character,  with  a.  view  to  training  them 
for  the  management  of  such  an  industry.  Candidates  will  be  required 
to  show  that  there  is  a reasonable  expectation  of  their  being  able  to 
find  suitable  employment  in  the  industry  in  Ireland  after  the  termina- 
tion of  their  Scholarships. 

The  Scholarships  will  be  tenable  at  some  higher  institution,  to  be 
approved  by  the  Department,  in  which  the  industry,  and  the  principles 
underlying  it,  are  taught.  They  will  be  of  the  value  of  £80  each,  and 
may  be  renewed  for  a second  or  a third  year  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Department. 

The  Scholarship  holders  will  be  selected  by  the  Department  on  con- 
sideration of  the  qualifications  and  experience  of  the  applicants. 

Certificates  of  good  character  will  be-  required  from  all  applicants, 
and  selected  candidates  will  be  required  to  pi-oduce  a medical  certificate 
of  health  and  an  authenticated  copy  of  certificate  of  birth. 

The  decision  of  the  Department  in  regard  to  the  selection  of  candi- 
dates, or  to  any  other  question  arising  out  of  these  Scholarships,  will 
be  final.

Regulations  for  the  conduct  of  the  Local  Examinations  in  subjects  of 
Science  and  Art  held  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Tech- 
nical Instruction  for  Ireland  on  behalf  of  the.  Board  of  Education. 

1.  The  examinations  will  be  held  in  the  evenings  in  May  and  June, 
and  examinations  in  Freehand  Drawing  in  Outline,  and  in  _ Model 
Drawing,  will  be  held  in  the  day-time  in  June  ; the  dates  on  which  the 
examinations  in  the  various  subjects  will  be  held  are  specified  in  the 
Examination  Time  Table,  published  separately. 
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Candidates  may  not  present  themselves  for  examination  in  Freehand 
Drawing  in  Outline,  or  in  Model  Drawing,  at  the  evening  examinations 
and  at  the  day  examinations  in  the  same  year. 

Candidates  may  not  present  themselves  for  examination  in  more  than 
one  stage,  or  section  of  a stage,  of  any  subject  in  the  same  year  except 
in  (a)  Mathematics,  in  which  subject  they  may  take  either  one  stage  m 
each  of  the  two  groups  of  stages  into  which  the  examination  in  this 
subject  is  divided,  or  Honours  in  Division  I.  and  Division  II,  of 
Mathematics ; and  (6),  Agricultural  Science  and'  Rural  Economy,  in 
which  subject  they  may  take  the  examination  in  one  of  Sections  A,  B. 
C,  and  one  of  Sections  D,  E,  and  E of  Stage  2.  As  Stage  1 of  Subject 
VIII.  (Sound,  Light, ancl  Heat)  is  common  to  the  three  sub-divisions 
into  which  the  subject  is  divided  for  the  advanced  stages,  candidates 
who  take  Stage  1 are  net  eligible  to  take,  in  the  same  year,  Stage  2, 
Stage  3,  or  Honours  of  any  of  the  three  sub-divisions  of  the  subject. 
When  examinations  are  held  concurrently  in  several  subjects  on  the 
same  evening,  no  candidate,  may  take  more  than  one  of  such  subjects. 

2.  Examinations  in  Practical  Chemistry  (Subjects  Xp.  and  XIp.), 
and  in  Practical  Metallurgy  (Subject  XIXp.),  are  held  only  in  labora- 
tories equipped  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  appended  to  the 
Board  of  Education’s  Syllabuses  for  these  subjects.  Where  the  number 
of  candidates  for  examination  working  at  tl  e same  time  exceeds  the 
number  for  which  the  laboratory  is  approved,  the  candidates  may  be 
examined  in  divisions.  Not  more  than  two  such  divisions  will  be  al- 
lowed, and  the  number  of  candidates  in  each  division  woi-king  at  the 
same  time  must  not  exceed  the  number  for  which  the  laboratory  is  ap- 
proved. 

Practical  examinations  for  candidates  in  Honours  in  certain  subjects 
may  be  held  at  South  Kensington,  or  at  some  other  centre,  in  addition 
to  a written  examination.  Such  practical  examinations  will  be  held 
as  early  as  possible  in  June  or  July.  Candidates  who  are  instructed 
to  attend  these  examinations  at  South  Kensington  or  any  other  centre, 
receive  a subsistence  allowance  of  7s.  6J.  a night  while  required  to  be 
absent  from  home,  and  third  class  railway  fare  ; but  no  cab  or  omnibus 
fares  are  allowed. 

3.  The  grades  of  success  at-  the  Examinations  are  “ first  class”  and 
“ second1  class.” 

Exceptions. — (1)  In  Section  I.  of  Stage  1 of  Science  Subjects  XV 
and  XXIII.  there  is  only  one  grade  of  success,  viz.  : 11  pass.” 

(2)  In  the  Art  subjects  of  Drawing  and  Modelling  from  Life  and 
Architectural  Design  there  is  a further  grade  of  success,  viz.  : “ excel- 
lent.” 

4.  Applications  for  examination  papers  in  Stage  1 of  Science  Sub- 
jects, and  in  Stage  lof  Design  cannot  be  considered  unless  the  application 
is  accompanied' by  a sum  of  lx.  6 rl.  for  each  such  paper  asked  for.  For 
papers  in  Stage  1 of  Practical  Chemistry  or  Practical  Metallurgy  the 
fee  will  be  2s.  6 cl.  per  paper.  No  fee  is  exigible  in  respect  of  examina- 
tions in  subjects  of  Art  other  than  that  in  Stage  1 of  Design. 

The  number  of  papers  requisitioned  cannot  be  .subsequently  varied, 
and  no  part  of  tile  remittance  is  returnable. 

The  remittance  of  the  fee  for  papers  in  Stage  1 must  be  made  by 
Bank  Draft,  Cheque,  or  Postal  Order,  made  payable  to  “ The  Ac- 
countant, Department  of  Agriculture  and  Technical  Instruction  for 
Ireland.”  Stamps  cannot  be  accepted. 

5.  Managers  who  wish  their  Schools  to  be  made  examination  centres 
must  make  application  Jo  the  Department  not  later  than  the  19th 
January,  on  Form  S.  101. 

6.  External  candidates  (?.«.,  candidates  who  are  not  students  of 
a school  which  is  to  'be  am  examination  centre)  must  apply  not  laiei 
than  the  11th  March  t’o  the  Managers  of  a School  where  examinations 
in  the  subjects  required'  will  be  held.  A list  of  the  centres  at  wnicu 
examinations  will  probably  be- held  will  be  issued  early  in  February- 
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7.  Managers  may  charge  external  candidates  a fee  not  exceeding 
2s.  6 d.  for  each  morning,  afternoon,  or  evening  for  which  they  register 
their  names  for  examination.  The  admission  of  an  external  candidate; 
to  an  examination  in  Practical  Chemistry  (Subject  Xp.  or  XIp.), 
Practical  Metallurgy  (Subject  XIXp.),  Drawing  from  Life,  Architec- 
tural Design,  or  Modelling  is  not  obligatory,  and  the  above-mentioned 
limitation  to  the  fee  will  not  apply  in  the  case  of  admission  to  the 
examinations  in  these  subjects.  These  fees  are  additional  to  the  fees 
payable  to  the  Department. 

8.  Where  managers  of  different  institutions  have  classes  in  the  same 
subject  under  their  control  they  must  arrange,  where  possible,  for  a 
conjoint  examination  of  these  classes  ill  such  manner  that  ail  unneces- 
sary number  of  rooms  may  not  be  in  use. 

The  Department  will  not,  as  a rule,  arrange  for  examinations  in 
Freehand  Drawing  in  Outline,  or  in  Model  Drawing,  at  both  the  even- 
ing and  the  day  examinations  at  the  same  centre. 

9.  A separate  examination  will  not,  as  a rule,  be  held  where  the 
number  of  candidates  to  he  presented  in  any  one  subject  is  less  than 
four,  but  the  Department  will  he  prepared,  when  in  such  cases  the 
school  from  which  the  candidates  come  is  distant  from  any  larger  centre, 
to  consider  proposals  for  holding  a separate  examination  at  the  school 
if  special  written  application  is  made  before  the  27t.li  February  in  the 
case  of  the  evening  examinations,  and  the  5th  April  in  the  case  of  the 
day  examinations. 

10.  The  accommodation  provided  should  be  as  follows : — 

(a.)  For  examinations  in  all  subjects  of  Science  and  in  all 
subjects  of  Art,  except  those  mentioned  in  (It),  the  accommoda- 
tion should  bo  such  as  to  allow  of  the  candidates  being  seated  not 
less  than  five  feet  apart  from  centre  to  centre.  For  examinations 
in  subjects  of  Science  it  is  desirable  that  rooms  with  level  floors 
and1  without  gallerias  should  be  used. 

(6.). At  examinations  in  the  following  subjects  of  Art:  — 
Freehand  Drawing  in  Outline,  Model  Drawing,  Drawing  in  Light 
and  Shade  from  a Cast,  Drawing  and  Modelling  from  the 
Antique,  Drawing  and  Modelling  from  Life,  Modelling  the  Head 
from  Life,  and  Painting  from  Still  Life,  candidates  may  be 
placed  so  as  to  be  not  less  than  two  feet  six  inches  apart  from 
centre  lo  centre. 

11.  Managers  or  their  representatives  must  provide  (for  use  in  the 
examination  in  those  subjects  in  which  they  are  respectively  required), 
ink,  pens,  ruled  foolscap  paper,  paper  fasteners,  tracing  paper,  and  the 
necessary  materials,  such  as  stands,  nails,  &e.,  required  for  hanging 
up  the  casts  for  examination  purposes  in  Drawing  in  Light  and  Shade 
and  Modelling  from  the  Antique. 

12.  Application  for  examination  papers  must  be  made  to  the  Depart- 
ment not  later  than  the  13th  March  in  the  case  of  Evening  Examina- 
tions and  not  later  than  the  23rd  April  in  the  case  of  Day  Examina- 
tions. On  this  form  the  Managers  will  also  be  required  to  propose 
.arrangements  for  the  examinations. 

13.  The  Managers  will  nominate  on  Form  S 107,  certain  persons  pre- 
pared to  superintend  the  examinations.  The  superintendents  may 
either  be  voluntary  superintendents,  or  they  may  be  remunerated1  by 
the  Managers,  after  notice  to  the  Department,  at  a rate  not  exceeding 
2s.  6 d.  per  hour  of  attendance  necessary ; the  Department  would  not, 
however,  approve  of  Managers  making  payments  for  such  services  to 
members  of  their  own  body.  Candidates  for  examinations,  their  rela- 
tives, their  teachers,  or  otlier  persons  who  have  a direct  interest  in  the 
success  of  any  candidate  are  ineligible  to  act  as  superintendents  of 
examinations.  Managers  are  held  entirely  responsible  for  the  pre- 
sence of  superintendents  to  the  number  required  at  each  examination, 
otherwise  the  examination  mav  be  held  to  be  void. 

" 2 b 
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14.  Tlie  examination  papers  uiul  the  materials  supplied  by  the  Board 
of  Education  for  the  examinations  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Examina- 
tion Secretary. 

The  packets  of  examination  questions  must  not,  under  any  circum- 
stances, be  permitted  to  pass  into  the  hands  of  a teacher,  of'  a candi- 
date for  examination,  or  of  any  other  person  interested  in  the  success  of 
the  candidates. 

If  the  Examination  Secretary  is  ineligible  to  act  as  Superintendent 
(see  Section  13  above),  the  Managers  must  appoint  some  other  respon- 
sible person  to  act  as  custodian  of  Examination  Papers. 

15.  Detailed  instructions  for  the  conduct  of  the  examinations  will  be 
addressed  to  the  Secretary  and  to  the  persons  nominated  as  Superin- 
tendents. 

16.  The  Department  will  issue  to  the  Secretary  blank  cards  of  admis- 
sion to  the  examinations  which  must  bo  distributed  amongst  the  candi- 
dates. A candidate  who  is  unable  to  produce  the  card  of  admission 
may  not,  except  in  special  circumstances,  be  admitted  to  the  examina- 
tion room. 

17.  The  Department  may  di-sallow  examinations  which  afford  evi- 
dence of  not  having  been  conducted  in  strict  accordance  with  the  regula- 
tions ; they  will  investigate  cases  of  suspected  irregularity,  and  may 
require  any  or  all  of  the  candidates  to  be  re-examined.  If  any  candidate 
should  fail  to  appear  at  such  investigation,  or  decline  to  be  re-exa- 
mined, all  his  previous  examinations  may  be  cancelled.  When  an 
examination  has  failed  through  no  fault  of  the  candidates,  a re- 
examination may  be  allowed,  tllo  cost  of  which  may  be  charged  to  the 
Managers.

Regulations  respecting  the  Admission  of  External  Candidates  to  the 
Local  Examinations  in  Subjects  of  Science  and  Art,  conducted  bg 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Technical  Instruction  for  Ire- 
land, on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

(1.)  The  examinations  will  be  held  in  the  evenings  in  May  and  June, 
and  examinations  in  Freehand  Drawing  in  Outline,  and  in  .Model 
Drawing,  will  be  held  in  the  day-time  in  June.  The  dates  on  which  the 
examinations  in  the  various  subjects  will  be  held  are  specified  in  the 
Examination  Time-Table,  published  separately. 

(2.)  Candidates  may  not  present  themselves  for  examination  hi  Free- 
hand Dra-wing  in  Outline,  or  in  Model  Drawing,  at  the  Evening 
Examinations  and  at  the  Day  Examinations  in  the  same  year.  Candi- 
dates may  not  present  themselves  for  examination  in  more  than  one 
stage,  or  section  of  a stage,  of  any  subject  of  Science  in  the  same  yean 
except  in  (o)  Mathematics,  in  which  subject  they  may  take  either  one 
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stage  in  each  of  tile  two  groups  of  stages  into  which  the  examination 
in  this  subject  is  divided,  or  Honours  in  Division  X.  and  Division  II. 
of  Mathematics,  and  (!>)  Agricultural  Science  and  Rural  Economy,  in 
which  subject  they  limy  take  the  examination  in  ono  of  Sections  A.  B, 
and  C,  and.  one  of  Sections  D,  E,  and  F of  Stage  2.  As  Stage  1 of  Sub- 
ject VIII.  (Sound,  Light,  and  Heat)  is  common  to  the  three  sub-divi- 
sions  into  which  the  subject  is  divided  for  the  advanced  stages,  candi- 
dates who  take  Stage  1 are  not  eligible  to  take,  in  the  same  year,  Stage 
2,  Stage  3,  or  Honours  of  any  of  the  three  sub-divisions  of  the  subject. 
When  examinations  are  held  in  several  subjects  of  Science  on  the  same 
evening,  no  candidate  may  take  more  than  one  of  such  subjects. 

(3.)  External  candidates  (i-.c.,  candidates  who  are  not  students  of  a 
school  which  is  to  be  an  examination  centre),  must  apply  to  the 
Managers  of  a School  where  examinations  in  the  subjects  required  will 
be  held,  not  later  than  the  11th  March  for  admission  to  the  Evening 
Examinations,  and  not  later  than  the  21st  April  for  admission  to  the 
Day  Examinations.  A.  list  of  the  centres  at  which  examinations  will 
probably  be  held  will  bo  issued  early  in  February. 

(4.)  Managers  may  charge  external  candidates  a fee  not  exceeding 
2s.  6 d.  for  each  morning,  afternoon,  or  evening  for  which  they  register 
their  names  for  examination.  The  admission  of  an  external  candi- 
date to  an  examination  in  Practical  Chemistry  (Subject  Xp  or  XIp.), 
Practical  Metallurgy  (Subject  (XIXp.),  Drawing  from  Life,  Architec- 
tural Design,  or  Modelling,  is  not  obligatory,  and  the  above-mentioned 
limitation  to  the  fee  will  not  apply  in  the  case  of  admission  to  the 
examinations  in  these  subjects.  These  fees  are  additional  to  the  fees 
payable  to  the  Department  for  papers  in  Stage  I.  of  Science  Subjects 
and  Stage  I.  of  Design.  A sum  of  Is.  6 d.  is  charged  by  the  Department 
for  each  such  paper,  except  in  the  case  of  Stage  I.  of  Practical 
Chemistry  (Subject  Xp.  or  XIp.),  and  Practical  Metallurgy  (Subject 
XIXp.),  for  which  the  fee  is  2s.  6 d.  per  paper. 

(5.)  External  candidates  must  provide  the  materials  required  for 
examination  in  the  particular  subjects  which  they  take,  e.g.,  Pens, 
Pencils,  and  in  Art  Subjects,  Drawing  Boards,  T Squares,  Instruments, 
Drawing  Pins,  Fasteners,  &c.

The  Department  have  for  some  time  had  under  consideration  the 
question  of  the  canvassing  of  members  of  Committees  by  candidates  for 
employment  under  schemes  of  Agriculture  and  Technical  Instruction, 
and  the  Standing  Council  of  the  Irish  Technical  Distraction  Associa- 
tion  have  urged  upon  them  the  undesirable  nature  of  this  feature  in  con- 
nection with  the  appointment  of  Instructors  and  other  officers  of  Com- 
mittees. The  Department  feel  sure  that  all  Committees  will  unite  with 
them  in  desiring  the  discontinuance  of  a practice  which  can  only  mili- 
tate against  the  efficiency  of  the  work  throughout  the  country. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  a clause  should  be  inserted  in  advertise- 
ments issued  in.  connection  with  appointments  under  local  schemes, 
stating  that  canvassing  by  candidates  will  be  regarded  as  a disqualifica- 
tion, and  the  Department  would  urge  upon  Committees  the  advisability 
of  adopting,  and,  as  far  as  is  in  their  power,  rendering  effective,  this 
method  of  dealing  with  the  problem. 

The  Department  will,  as  heretofore,  be  prepared  to  assist  Committees 
in  selecting  the  best  candidates,  by  preparing  a short  list  of  those  who 
have  the  necessary  attainments,  and,  where  the  importance  of  the  ap- 
pointment justifies  such  a course,  instructing  one  of  their  Inspectors  to 
be  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  at  which  these  selected  can- 
didates are  interviewed,  in  order  to  afford  information  and  advice.

The  Department  desire  to  direct  the  attention  of  Technical  Instruction 
Committees  to  the  terms  of  Section  II.,  paragraphs  1,  6,  and  8,  of  the 
Regulations  for  Technical  Schools  and  Science  and  Art  Schools  and 
Classes,  in  regard  to  the  provision  in  Technical  Schools  of  courses  of 
study  designed  in  consideration  of  local  industrial  conditions. 

During  an  examination  of  the  claims  made  by  the  Managers  of  Tech- 
nical Schools  for  payment  of  grants  under  these  Regulations,  in  respect 
vt  the  instruction  afforded  in  the  academic  year  1906-7,  it  has  appeared 
that  in  many  cases  the  Department’s  intentions  in  connection  with  the 
question  of  approved  courses  have  not  been  fully  understood,  aud  stu- 
dents have  been  permitted  to  attend  classes  in  subjects  which  have  little 
or  no  bearing  upon  the  business,  trade,  or  industry  in  which  they  are 
engaged.  The  Department  have  been  obliged  to  refuser  grants  in  cases 
of  this  kind,  and,  in  order  to  save  future  disappointment  on  the  part  of 
Committees,  they  wish  to  state  that  they  will  not  be  prepared  to  pay 
grants  on  account  of  the  attendances  of  pupils  except  at  instruction  in 
the  subjects  of  organized  courses  which  have  been  designed  to  meet  the 
real  requirements  of  localities,  and  which  have  received  their  express 
approval. 

Each  Technical  Instruction  Committee  should,  therefore,  at  a period 
considerably  before  the  opening  of  the  Session,  prepare  and  submit  a 
full  statement  of  their  proposed  courses  of  study,  so  that  these  may, 
when  approved  by  the  Department,  be  inserted  in  the  prospectus  of  the 
Technical  School.

The  question  of  the  liability  of  School  Managers  and  Teachers  in 
cases  of  accidents  to  pupils  in  attendance  at  their  schools  has  been 
brought  under  the  notice  of  the  Department  in  connection  with  a recent 
action  at  law  in  which  damages  were  recovered  from  a Teacher  on 
account  of  injuries  received  by  one  of  his  pupils  in  consequence  of  a 
dangerous  substance,  used  for  scientific  experiments,  having  carelessly 
been  left  in  the  way  of  the  school  pupil®. 

The  Department  understand  that  the  responsibility  of  Teachers  in 
cases  of  mishaps  would  depend  on  many  varying  circumstances,  and1  that 
it  is  not  therefore  possible  to  state  in  more  than  general  terms  the  nature 
and  extent  of  a Teacher's  liability.  They  have  been  advised,  however, 
that  Teachers  may  be  held  accountable  for  the  accidents  which  might 
oocur  as  a result  of  allowing  dangerous  substances  to  be  within  the 
^ch  of  boys  and  girl®  so  young  as  to  be  likely  to  deal  with  them  in  a 
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manner  causing  injury,  or  for  injuries  which  might  ensue  as  a result 
of  negligence  in  allowing  such  pupils  to  perform  dangerous  experiments 
without  providing  reasonable  safeguards  against  accident.  In  smli 
cases  it  would  appear  possible  that  responsibility  might  be  brought  home 
to  Technical  Instruction  Committees  or  School  Managers  by  whom  the 
Teachers  may  be  employed. 

It  has  'been  considered  desirable  by  the  Department  to  make  these 
facts  generally  known  to  Committees  of  Management  in  order  that  all 
Teachers  may  be  made  aware  of  their  responsibility,  and  that  every 
possible  precaution  may  be  taken  to  guard  against  accidents  to  the 
pupils  under  their  care.

In  dealing  with  the  claims  made  by  the  Managers  of  Technical 
Schools  and  Science  and  Art  Classes  for  grants  in  respect  of  the  instruc- 
tion afforded  during  the  past  academic  year,  the  Department  have  ob- 
served that  in  several  particulars  their  intentions  in  regard  to  the  pay- 
ment of  grants  in  respect  of  the  courses  followed1  by  students  have  not 
been  understood.  It  has  therefore  been  thought  desirable  to  bring  be- 
fore the  notice  of  Managers  certain  matters,  attention  to  which  may  con- 
siderably affect  the  amount  of  the  grants  which  may  he  earned  in  the 
current  school  session. 

The  Department  when  formulating  their  Regulations  for  Technical 
Schools  and  Science  and  Art  Schools  and  Classes  did  not  prescribe  any 
syllabuses  to  be  followed  by  classes  working  under  Sections  II.  and  III., 
it  'being  considered  that  in  many  cases  local  circumstances  would  require 
the  adoption  of  special  syllabuses,  and  that  the  teachers  of  the  classes 
would,  in  view  of  their  knowledge  of  the  localities,  be  the  best  judges  of 
the  requirements  of  the  students.  The  Department’s  hopes  have  in 
many  cases  been  realised,  and  satisfactory  syllabuses  have  been  drawn 
up  setting  out  the  work  to  be  done  in  the  various  subjects  in  the  dif- 
ferent years  of  specialisation.  In  a large  number  of  instances,  however, 
the  teachers  have  adhered  to  the  syllabuses  prescribed  by  recognised 
examining  bodies,  with  results  which  are,  in  some  respects  at  least, 
unsatisfactory.  Certain  syllabuses  published  by  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, the  City  and  Guilds  of  London  Institute,  and  the  Royal  Society 
of  Arts,  have  been  found  too  comprehensive  to  be  mastered  in  one 
school  session  by  students  adopting  courses  consisting  of  two  or  three 
subjects,  and,  in  these  circumstances,  it  has  frequently  been  found 
necessary  to  enter  the  students  in  the  same  class  for  a second  school 
session,  and  thereby  grants  at  the  rates  for  the  higher  years  of  speciali- 
sation have  been  forfeited.  Having  regard  to  these  facts  the  Depart- 
ment are  of  opinion  that  Managers  should  carefully  reconsider  the 
courses  of  instruction  provided  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  syllabuses  for 
each  year  will  be  such  that  a pupil  of  average  ability  will,  after  a 
normal  session’s  work,  pass  to  a more  advanced  class.  Separate  regis- 
ter's should  Ibe  kept  for  the  classes  in  each  syllabus,  and  the  year  of 
syllabus  followed  entered  in  the  space  provided  for  the  purpose  on  the 
cover  of  the  form. 
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Affitin,  it  hat  been  noticed  that  certain  etudenta  have  attended  aleeaea 

in*  two  or  more  subjects  which  could  not  he  regarded  as  forming  satis- 
factory courses,  and  in  this  connection  it  should  be  noted  that  the  De- 
partment will  not  be  prepared  to  accept  for  purposes  of  grants  any 
courses  not  included  in  the  arrangements  which  have  been  approved  in 
writing  from  these  offices. 

In  regard  to  the  admission  of  students  to  the  first  year  of  specialisa- 
tion under  Section  XI.  4 (c)  of  the  Regulations,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
produce  for  the  information  of  the  inspector,  documentary  evidence  of 
the  student’s  standard  of  education.  To  meet  this  requirement  it  will 
probably  be  found  desirable1  to  hold  an  entrance  examination.  The 
subjects  of  this  examination  should  include  English,  Arithmetic,  and 
one  other  subject,  and1  the  papers  worked  by  the  candidates  should  be 
marked  and  retained  on  the  school  premises.

TRAINING  OF  NATIONAL  SCHOOL  TEACHERS  TO  GIVE 
INSTRUCTION  IN  ELEMENTARY  EXPERIMENTAL 
SCIENCE. 


SlE, 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Technical  Instruction  have  had 
under  consideration  the  terms  of  their  Circular  Letter,  No.  27,  of 
August,  1903,  relative  to  the  agreement  arrived  at  between  the  Depart- 
ment and  the  Commissioners  of  National  Education  for  providing 
means  for  the  training  of  National  School  Teachers  in  .Elementary  Ex- 
perimental Science  as  part  of  local  schemes  of  Technical  Instruction. 
Revised  regulations  for  the  conduct  of  courses  specially  organised  for 
providing  such  training  are  printed  as  an  Appendix  to  this  Circular 
Letter.  These  Regulations  have  received  the  concurrence  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  National  Education,  who  are  prepared  to  accept  the  cer- 
tificates of  satisfactory  attendance  referred  to  at  Section. 13  of  the  Ap- 
pendix as  evidence  of  qualification  to  give  instruction  in  Elementary* 
Experimental  Science  in  National  Schools. 

It  will  he  observed  that  the  principal  change  in  the  Regulations  is  the 
extension  of  the  course  by  the  addition  of  a third  year  course  in  Rural 
Economy. 

Classes,  which  it  is  desired  should  be  conducted  under  the  terms  of 
this  Circular  Letter,  must  follow  the  syllabuses  of  instruction  pre- 
scribed.

REGULATIONS  FOB,  THE  CONDUCT  OF  COURSES  01'  IN- 
STRUCTION  IN  ELEMENTARY  EXPERIMENTAL  SCIENCE 

FOR  NATIONAL  SCHOOL  TEACHERS. 

1.  The  subject  of  instruction  to  be  called  Elementary  Science 
(Teachers). 

2.  The  course  will  be  a three  years’  course.  The  syllabuses  of  instruc- 
tion to  be  followed  are  as  stated  below,  and  must  be  taken  up  in  the 
order  prescribed : — 

First-  Tear.- — The  First  Year’s  Syllabus  of  the  Preliminary  Course 
of  Experimental  Science  of  the  Department’s  Programme  for 
Day  Secondary  Schools ; or  the  First  Year’s  Syllabus  in  Ele- 
mentary Science  and  Object  Lessons  of  the  Programme  for 
King’s  Scholars. 

Second  Year. — The  Second  Year’s  Syllabus  of  the  Preliminary 
Course  of  Experimental  Science  of  the  Department’s  Pro- 
gramme for  Day  Secondary  Schools ; or  the  Final  Year’s 
Syllabus  in  Elementary  Science  and  Object  Lessons  of  the 
Programme  for  King’s  Scholars. 

Third  Year. — The  Syllabus  in  Rural  Economy  printed  below. 

3 The  class  to  meet  under  the  instruction  of  a qualified  teacher,  and 
be  registered  on  at  least  28  days  within  the  academic  year. 

4.  The  class  lessons  to  be  of  at  least  two  and  a half  hours’  duration; 
at  least  one  and  a half  hours  being  devoted  to  practical  work.  Such 
lessons  (of  two  and  a half  hours  each)  not  to  be  registered  on  more  than 
two  clays  in  any  one  week. 

5.  In  other  respects  the  instruction  to  be  conducted  in  accordance 
with  the  conditions  of  the  Department’s  Programme  for  Technical 
Schools  and  Science  and  Art  Schools  and  Classes. 

6.  Classes  recognised  by  the  Department  under  these  Regulations  will 
be  eligible  for  grants  under  the  conditions  of  Section  VI.  of  the  Pro- 
gramme for  Technical  Schools  and  Science  and  Art  Schools  and 
Classes. 

7.  The  classes  will  not  be  permitted  to  exceed  twenty  teacher-students 
on  the  roll  for  one  qualified  instructor,  nor  to  exceed  thirty  for  one 
qualified  instructor  and  one  recognised  assistant. 

8.  The  Department  will  require  to  be  satisfied  that  the  accommoda- 
tion and  equipment  provided  for  these  classes  is  suitable  and  sufficient 

9.  Every  teacher-student  will  be  required  to  perform  all  the  practical 
exercises  prescribed  in  the  course  of  instruction,  and  to  produce  fair 
written  notes  of  the  instructor’s  demonstrations  and  of  his  own  practical 
work.  These  notes  must  be  examined  at  regular  intervals  by  the  in- 
structor. 

10.  The  instructor  will  be  required  to  devote  special  attention  to  the 
educational  aims  of  the  work  ; and  to  the  means  of  overcoming  the  diffi- 
culties likely  to  be  encountered  in  dealing  with  this  subject  in  Primary 
Schools. 

11.  The  instructor  will  be  expected  to  make,  as  occasion  requires, 
suggestions  as  to  the  treatment  of  simple  object  lessons. 

12.  Regularity  and  punctuality  of  attendance  will  be  regarded  as  es- 
sential. The  certificate  ref  erred  to  in  Section  13  below  will  not  be  issued 
to  teacher-students  who  have  not  been  registered  as  present  at,  at  least, 
twenty-one  lessons.  It  is  necessary  that  these  attendances  should  have 
been  made  previous  to  the  date  of  the  special  inspection  referred  to  iu 
Section  13  (c).

13  At  the  close  of  each  session  the  Department  will  issue  certificates 
of  satisfactory  attendance  to  all  teacher-strulents  who  have- 
fa.)  made  tho  required  number  of  attendances  ; 

(6)  worked  satisfactorily  through  the  prescribed  course  ; and 
(c)  been  present  at  the  special  inspection,  and  have  attained  a 
sufficient  standard  in  any  practical,  viva  voce,  or  written 
examination  which  it  may  be  considered  desirable  to  bold. 

14.  These  certificates  will  be  accepted  by  the  Commissioners  of 
National  Education  as  evidence  of  qualification  to  give  instruction  in 
the  subject,  or  subjects,  inscribed  thereon. 

15.  The  qualifications  of  the  instructors  and  assistants  must  bo  sub- 
mitted to  and  approved  by  the,  Department  before  the  arrangements  for 
the  course  of  instruction  are  completed. 

16.  Applications  for  sanction  to  conduct  classes  in  Elementary  Science 
(Teachers)  must  be  made  on  Form  S.  54.

The  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Technical  Instruction  for  Ireland 
have  been  in  communication  with  the  Commissioners  of  National  Edu- 
cation on  the  subject  of  the  Training  of  National  School  Teachers  to 
give  instruction  in  Domestic  Economy  in  National  Schools,  and  an 
agreement  has  been  arrived  at  whereby,  in  accordance  with  the  regula- 
tions set  forth  in  the  Appendix  to  this  Circular  Letter,  tlie  Department 
are  prepared  to  approve  of  provision  being  made  for  such  training  as 
part  of  local  schemes  of  Technical  Instruction,  and  to  issue  certificates 
of  satisfactory  attendance  at  the  courses  of  instruction.  On  the  same 
conditions,  the  Commissioners  of  National  Education  are  prepared  to 
recognise  teachers  who  hold  certificates  of  satisfactory  attendance  as 
qualified  to  give  instruction  in  Domestic  Economy  in  N ational  Schools. 

The  Department  will  be  glad  if,  when  bringing  this  matter  before 
your  Committee,  you  will  direct  their  special  attention  to  paragraph  lo 
of  Appendix  A,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  qualifications  of  the 
Instructresses  who  are  to  undertake  this  work  must  be  submitted  to  and 
approved  by  the  Department  before  the  arrangements  for  the  couise  ot 
instruction  are  completed.  It  should  be  fully  understood  that  unless 
this  condition  is  strictly  complied  with,  the  Department  will  not  ap 
prove  of  the  course  nor  issue  the  certificates.

1 The  course  will  he  a three  years’  course.  The  syllabuses  of  instruc- 
tion to  be  followed  are  given  below  (Appendix  B),  and  must  be  taken  up 
in  the  order  prescribed. 

2.  The  class  to  meet  under  the  instruction  of  a qualified  teacher  and 
be  registered  on  at  least  twenty-eight  days  within  the  academic  year. 

3.  The  class  lessons  to  be  of  at  least  tivo  and  a-half  hours’  duration ; 
at  ieast  one  and  a-half  hours  being  devoted  to  practical  work.  Such 
lessons  (of  two  and  a-half  hours  each)  not  to  be  registered  on  more  than 
two  days  in  any  one  week. 

4.  In  other  respects  the  instruction  to  be  conducted  in  accordance  with 
the  conditions  of  the  Programme  for  Technical  Schools  and  Science  and 
Art  Schools  and  Classes. 

5.  Classes  recognised  by  the  Department  under  the  term  of  this 
Circular  Letter  will  be  eligible  for  grants  under  the  conditions  of  Sec- 
tion II.  of  the  Programme  for  Technical  Schools  and  Science  and  Art 
Schools  and  Classes.  Such  classes  will  be  regarded  as  Evening  Classes 
irrespective  of  the  hour  of  the  day  at  which  they  meet. 

6.  The  classes  will  not  be  permitted  to  exceed  twenty  teacher-students 
on  the  roll  for  one  qualified'  Instructress,  nor  to  exceed  thirty  for  one 
qualified  Instructress  and  one  recognised  Assistant. 

7.  The  Department  will  require  to  be  satisfied  that  the  accommoda- 
tion and  equipment  provided  for  these  classes  is  suitable  and  sufficient. 

8.  Every  teacher-student  will  be  required  to  perform  all  the  practical 
exercises  prescribed  in  the  course  of  instruction,  and  to  produce  fair 
written  notes  of  the  Instructress’s  demonstrations  and  of  her  own  prac- 
tical work.  These  notes  must  be  examined  weekly  by  the  Instructress. 

9.  The  Instructress  will  ibe  required  to  devote  special  attention  to  the 
educational  purposes  of  the  work  ; and  to  the  means  of  overcoming  the 
difficulties  likely  to  be  encountered  in  dealing  with  the  subject  m 
primary  schools. 

10.  Regularity  and  punctuality  of  attendance  will  be  regarded  as  es- 
sential. The  certificate  referred  to  in  Section  11  will  not  be  issued  to 
teacher-students  who  have  not  been  registered  as  present  at,  at  least, 
twenty-one  lessons.  It  is  necessary  that  these  attendances  should  nave 
been  made  previous  to  the  date  of  the  special  inspection  referred  to  m 
Section  11  (c). 

11.  At  the  close  of  each  Session  the  Department  will  issue  certificates 
of  satisfactory  attendance  to  all  teaclier-students  who  have 

(a)  made  the  required  number  of  attendances ; 

(b)  worked  satisfactorily  through  the  prescribed  course ; and 

(e)  been  present  at  the  special  inspection,  and  have  attained  a suffi- 
cient standard,  in  any  practical,  viva,  voce,  or  written  exa- 
mination which  it  may  be  considered  desirable  to  hold. 

12.  Teachers  who  hold  certificates  of  satisfactory  attendance  at  a 
course  of  instruction  in  the  first  year’s  Syllabus  will  be  recognised  bv 
the  Commissioners  of  N ational  Education  as  qualified  to  give  ins  ruc- 
tion in  Cookery  (first  year’s  course)  and  in  Laundry  work  m Jn  ational 
Schools,  and  those  who  hold  certificates  of  satisfactory  attendance  a 
courses  of  instruction  in  the  first  and  second  years  Syllabuses  will  be 
recognised  as  qualified  to  give  instruction  in  the  full  course  of  Domestic 
Eoonomy  in  National  schools. 
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13.  Tile  qualifications  of  Instructresses  ami  Assistants  must  be  sub- 
mitted to  and  approved  by  the  Department  before  the  arrangements  for 
the  course  of  instruction  are  completed. 

14.  Applications  for  approval  to  conduct  classes  in  Domestic  Economy 
must  be  made  on  Form  S.  262,

EXPLANATORY  CIRCULAR.  TO  MANAGERS  AND  PRINCIPALS.

.Sir,  or  Madam, 

The  Regulations  for  the  teaching  of  Experimental  Science,  Drawing, 
Manual  Instruction,  and  Domestic  Economy  in  Day  Secondary  Schools, 
which  were  in  operation  during  the  academic  year  1907-8,  will  continue 
in  force,  without  alteration,  during  the  year  1908-9. 

The  Syllabuses  of  the  courses  of  instruction,  as  well  as  the  Prefatory 
Note  to  the  Syllabuses  in  Experimental  Science,  may  be  obtained 
separately  for  general  distribution  among  teachers. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  Syllabus  of  the  Special  Course  in  Drawing 
has  been  re-written  and  that  the  courses  in  Physiology  and  Hygiene, 
and  in  Physics,  have  been  completely  revised.  In  Physics  the  Third 
Year  Syllabus  may  be  regarded  as  constituting  a General  Physics 
Course  preparatory  to  the  more  specialised  treatment  of  the  specific 
subjects  forming  the  Pourth  Year  Course.  In  place  of  the  single  sylla- 
bus in  Magnetism  and  Electricity  in  the  Fourth  Year,  two  syllabuses  are 
offered,  one  dealing  with  Wave  Motion,  -Sound,  Light,  and  Radiant 
Heat ; the  other  with  Electricity  and  Magnetism.  The  chief  object  of 
these  changes  is  to  secure  some  much  needed  work  in  general  Physics, 
and  also  to  ensure  that  students  who  are  unable  to  remain  for  a fourth 
year  may  receive  at  least  some  fundamental  instruction  in  Magnetism 
and  Electricity. 

In  regard  to  the  cases  of  pupils  who  may,  under  Regulation  II.,  6,  be 
working  a second  time  through  some  of  the  Syllabuses  of  the  Programme, 
attention  is  again  directed  to  the  fact  that  pupils  who  are  capable  of 
profiting  by  promotion  to  a higher  course  should,  not  be  permitted  to 
repeat  the  previous  year’s  course.  The  Department  will  withhold  grants 
in  respect  of  instruction  given  to  pupils  who  may  repeat  the  course  of 
any  year  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Inspector,  these  pupils  had  made 
such  progress  as  would  enable  them  to  take,  with  advantage,  the  work 
prescribed  for  the  subsequent  year,  and  in  no  case  will  pupils  who  were 
presented  to  the  Department’s  Inspectors  for  the  practical  test  for 
Honours  candidates,  in  connection  with  the  examinations  of  the  Inter- 
mediate Education  Board  for  Ireland,  be  accepted  for  grants  on  account 
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of  a repetition  of  the  same  course.  As  soon  as  the  Managers  have 
decided  on  the  arrangements  to  bo  made  for  the  classes  to  be  held 
during  the  session,  the  names  of  all  pupils  who  propose  to  work  a 
second  time  through  one  of  the  Syllabuses  of  the  Programme  should  be 
notified  to  these  Offices  in  order  that  the  Department’s  decision  in 
regard  to  the  payment  or  otherwise  of  grants  in  each  case  may  be  issued 
to  the  Managers  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  session. 

The  efficiency  of  the  instruction  will,  as  hitherto,  be  tested  by  in- 
spection, as  a rule  without  notice.  During  the  latter  part  of  the  school 
session,  however,  notice  will  be  given  of  a visit  of  Special  Inspection 
for  that  session.  At  all  visits  it  will  be  within  the  discretion  of  the 
Inspector  to  test  any  or  all  of  the  classes  by  practical  exercises  in  the 
laboratory,  or  by  viva  voce  examinaion  of  classes  or  of  individuals,  or 
by  written  examinations,  or  by  a combination  of  these  methods.  It 
should  be  observed  that  the  rates  of  payment  may  he  increased  by  one- 
tenth  or  reduced  by  one  or  more  tenths,  as  the  Department,  on  con- 
sideration of  the  Inspector’s  report,  may  determine.  Reduction  by  more 
tenths  than  one  will  be  exceptional.  In  cases  in  which  such  exceptional 
treatment  is  necessary,  the  Department  will  in  all  probability  adopt 
the  alternative  of  giving  a reasonable  warning,  and,  unless  marked 
improvement  follows,  will  remove  such  a school  from  the  list  of  those 
aided  by  the  system  of  grants. 

The  qualifications  required  of  teachers  are  set  out  in  Circulars  16, 
23,  24,  and  25.  The  Department  reserve  the  right  to  withdraw  recog- 
nition of  a teacher’s  qualifications  should  circumstances  occur  to  render 
such  a course  desirable. 

Summer  Courses  for  Teachers  will  be  continued  as  heretofore,  but  it 
is  hoped  that  they  will  shortly  have  satisfied  the  need  of  qualifying 
teachers,  and  will  develop  into  “Post  Graduate”  Courses  on  Special 
subjects  for  those  already  qualified.  The  Course  in  Physics  having 
been  very  considerably  altered,  the  Department  take  this  opportunity 
of  informing  teachers  of  this  subject  that  the  Irish  Secondary  Teachers’ 
Science  Certificate  in  Physics  obtained  previous  to  the  issue  of  this 
circular  letter  will  be  accepted  as  evidence  of  qualification  to  give  in- 
struction in  the  revised  Syllabus.  The  arrangements  for  the  Summer 
Courses  in  Physics  will,  however,  be  revised  for  the  future,  and  the 
third  and  fourth  year  courses  of  training  will  not  coincide  with  the 
Third  and  Fourth  Tears’  Syllabuses  of  the  course.  The  third  year 
training  course  will  cover  the  work  contained  in  those  portions  of  the 
revised  Syllabus  marked  “ General  Physics,"  “Heat,”  “Wave 
Motion,”  “Sound,”  and  “Light  and  Radiant  Heat.”  Teachers  who 
successfully  attend  a Third  Year  Training  course  will,  however,  be  per- 
mitted to  give  instruction  in  the  Third  Year’s  Syllabus  only.  The 
Fourth  Year  training  course  will  cover  the  whole  of  the  work  in  Elec- 
tricity and  Magnetism.  Teachers  who  have  successfully  attended  the 
two  training  courses  will  be  provisionally  recognised  as  teachers  of  the 
whole  of  the  Special  Course  in  Physics ; this  provisional  recognition 
may  be  made  permanent  in  the  usual  manner,  as  indicated  in  Circular 

The  details  of  the  arrangements  by  which  schools  and  pupils  may 
obtain  recognition  under  the  regulations  of  the  Intermediate  Education 
Board  for  proficiency  in.  Experimental  Science,  Drawing,  and  Domestic 
Economy,  as  well  as  the  conditions  required  for  a Pass  in  these  subjects, 
are  published  in  the  Rules  of  that  Board.

REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  ADMINISTRATION  AND  DISTRIBU- 
TION OF  GRANTS  FOR  EXPERIMENTAL  SCIENCE,  DRAW- 
ING, MANUAL  INSTRUCTION,  AND  DOMESTIC  ECONOMY 
IN  DAY  SECONDARY  SCHOOLS  IN  IRELAND. 


I.  — Subjects. 

1.  Experimental  Science  shall  mean  such  a system  of  instruction  in 
Physical  and  Natural  Science  as  will  involve  the  greater  part  of  the 
work  being  done  by  the  pupils  themselves  in  an  approved  laboratory. 

2.  Drawing  shall  mean  a system  of  instruction  in  Freehand,  Object, 
Model,  and  Geometrical  Drawing,  and  Modelling. 

3.  Manual  Instruction  shall  include  instruction  in  the  use  of  tools 
employed  in  Wood  or  Metal-working,  and  drawing  in  connection  there- 
with. 

4.  Domestic  Economy  shall  include  Cookery  and  Home-sewing,  and 
may  include  Laundry-work  or  any  other  form  of  practical  instruction  in 
household  management  of  which  the  Department  may  approve. 

5.  No  scheme  will  be  approved  unless  the  Department  are  satisfied 
that  due  provision  is  made  for  the  instruction  of  the  pupils  in  the  other 
main  branches  of  a general  education. 

II.  — Grants. 

Grants  in  respect  of  courses  of  instruction  in  Experimental  Science, 
Drawing,  Manual  Instruction,  and  Domestic  Economy,  may  be  made, 
in  accordance  with  the  following  regulations,  to  Day  Secondary  Schools 
in  which  sufficient  provision  is  made  for  instruction  in  the  other  main 
branches  of  a general  education : — 

1.  Grants  shall  be  payable  in  respect  of  attendances  made  by  those 
students  only  who  are  twelve  years  of  age  on  or  before  the  31st  day  of 
May  in  the  calendar  year  in  which  the  course  is  entered  upon,  and  who 
have  completed  an  education  which  would  entitle  them  to  be  placed 
in  the  Sixth  Class  of  a school  under  the  Board  of  National  Education 
in  Ireland.  Pupils  on  the  roll  of  a National  School  are  not  eligible 
for  attendance  grants. 

2.  Grants  shall  be  payable  in  respect  of  attendances  made  by  the 
pupils  of  those  schools  only  which  have  been  approved  by  the  Depart- 
ment. 

3.  Grants  on  the  average  attendance  of  duly  qualified  pupils  will 
be  made  for  each  hour  of  instruction  per  week  throughout  the  school 
year,  according  to  the  following  scale:  — 

Experimental  Science. — 10s.  for  the  first  year  of  the  course  ; 12s.  6d. 
for  the  second  year  of  the  course ; 15s.  for  the  third  year  of  the 
course ; and  20s.  for  the  fourth  year  of  the  course. 

Domestic  Economy  (as  a Special  Course). — 8s.  for  the  third  or 
fourth  years  of  the  course. 

Drawing.— 5s.  for  the  first  year  of  the  course ; 6s.  for  the  second 
year  of  the  course  ; 7s.  for  the  third  or  fourth  years  of  the  course. 

Manual  Instruction  and  Domestic  Economy  (Auxiliary  Courses). — 
6s.  for  the  first  year  of  the  course  ; 7s.  for  the  second  year  of  the 
course  ; 8s.  for  the  third  or  fourth  years  of  the  course. 

4.  The  numbers  on  which  grants  for  each  subject  are  to  be  cal- 
culated  at  the  foregoing  rates,  shall  be  determined  by  adding  to- 
gether  the  total  number  of  hours  of  attendance  made  by  all  the  pupils 
in  that  subject  (at  the  approved  time-table  hours),  and  dividing  by 
lorty , the  normal  school  year  being  regarded  as  of  forty  weeks. 

x a^USGS  of  instruction,  “first  yean”  and  “second  year” 
oi  the  Preliminary,  and  “third  year”  and  “fourth  yean”  of  the 
opeciai  Courses,  correspond  with  the  “first  year,”  “second  year,” 
etc.,  rates  of  payment. 
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6.  Grants  will  be  payable  in  respect  of  the  attendances  of  any  one 
pupil  lor  not  more  than  two  years  in  the  Syllabus  of  the  First  or 
Second  Tear  of  the  Preliminary  Course,  or  of  the  Third  Year  of  any 
Special  Course,  and  for  not  more  than  one  year  in  the  Syllabus  of  the 
Fourth  Year  of  any  Special  Course.  Payments  will  not  be  made  in 
respect  of  any  one  pupil  for  more  than  five  years  in  all.  It  is  not  obli- 
gatory that  the  claims  should  be  made  in  consecutive  academic  years. 

7.  Grants  will  not  be  paid  in  respect  of  pupils  who  are  reported  by 
the  Department’s  Inspectors  as  unfit  to  attend  the  Courses  in  which 
they  have  been  receiving  instruction 

III. — Conditions  of  Gkants. 

1.  The  courses  of  instruction  should  begin  in  August  or  September 
of  any  year,  and  must  be  continuous  throughout  the  school  year. 
The  hours  per  week  devoted  to  the  course  must  be  fairly  distributed 
throughout  the  week.  In  exceptional  circumstances,  where  previous 
application  has  been  made,  the  Department  may  sanction  another 
arrangement.  Deviations  from  the  approved  time-table,  unless  pre- 
viously sanctioned,  will  be  regarded  as  a serious  irregularity. 

2.  Claims  for  attendance  grants  may  be  preferred  on  behalf  of 
those  students  only  who  have  punctually  and  regularly  attended 
instruction  in  all  the  obligatory  subjects  of  the  Preliminary,  or  of  a 
Special,  course. 

3.  Claims  for  attendance  grants  may  be  preferred  on  behalf  of  those 
students  only  who  have  been  registered  as  in  attendance  at  instruction 
in  each  of  the  prescribed  subjects  on  or  before  the  1st  clay  of  Novem- 
ber in  any  academic  year. 

4.  Grants  will  not  be  payable  in  respect  of  the  attendances  of  pupils 
of  any  school  which,  after  working  for  one  academic  year  in  accor- 
dance with  the  Department’s  regulations,  has  not  the  two  years’ 
Preliminary  Course  in  operation. 

5.  Grants  will  not  be  payable  in  respect  of  attendances  at  Manual 
Instruction  or  Domestic  Economy  (Auxiliary  Courses)  in  any  year, 
except  in  the  case  of  pupils  who  have  attended  instruction  in  the 
Preliminary  Coarse  of  Experimental  Science  and  Drawing  or  in  one 
of  the  subjects  of  a Special  Course,  in  that  year,  in  accordance  with 
the  Regulations. 

6.  Grants  will  not  be  payable  in  respect  of  the  attendances  of  a 
pupil  at  instruction  in  a subject  of  the  fourth  year,  which  was  not 
the  subject  in  respect  of  which  a claim  was  made  on  behalf  of  the 
same  pupil  in  the  third  year* ; except  in  the  case  of  Geology. 

7.  Grants  will  be  made  only  upon  a satisfactory  report  by  an  In- 
spector of  the  Department.  The  Inspector  will  satisfy  himself  not 
only  that  the  attendances  on  which  the  claim  is  based  have  actually 
been  made,  but  also  that  the  instruction  is  of  a class  superior  to  that 
given  in  Elementary  Schools. 

8.  The  grant  to  be  made  in  respect  of  any  subject  of  any  year  in 
accordance  with  the  foregoing  regulations,  may,  in  exceptional  cases, 
be  increased  by  one-tenth  when  the  Inspector  of  the  Department  is  of 
opinion  that  the  work  is  of  conspicuous  merit.  It  may  also  be  re- 
duced by  one  or  more  tenths  for  defects  of  equipment,  or  of  organisa- 
tion, or  of  instruction,  or  for  any  other  cause  which  may  tend  to 
lessen  the  efficiency  of  the  work  done. 

IV  •— Rebistration. 

Attendance  registers  will  be  supplied  by  the  Department  upon  re- 
ceipt of  the  form  of  application  for  recognition  of  the  classes  (Form 
44) ; attendances  not  registered  in  the  manner  indicated  on  the 
official  registers,  or  registered  before  the  receipt  of  Form  S.  44,  will 
be  disregarded.  A class  may  not  be  said  to  have  begun  until  atten- 
dances are  so  registered. 
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V.— Courses  or  Instruction. 

1.  The  Courses  of  Instruction  include : — 

(a.)  A Preliminary  ( two  year ) Course,  which  is  obligatory  uu  all 

pupils  and  on  all  schools  claiming  grants  under  these  regulations, 

and 

(b.)  Special  Courses,  which  are  optional. 

2.  The  Preliminary  ( two  year)  Course  may  vary  according  to  the 
character  of  the  school ; but  it  shall  include  Experimental  Science 
and  Drawing  ; and  not  less  than  three  hours  per  week  shall  be  devoted 
to  Experimental  Science,  and  not  less  than  one  hour  per  week  tu 
Drawing. 

In  schools  claiming  grants  for  more  than  six  hours’  instruction  in 
the  Preliminary  Course  in  any  week,  Manual  Instruction  or  Domestic 
Economy  must  form  part  of  the  Preliminary  Course  ; and,  in  such 
cases,  at  least  one  and  a-lialf  hours  instruction  per  week  must  be 
devoted  to  one  of  those  subjects.* 

In  Schools  also  which  do  not  provide  instruction  in  one  oj  the 
Special  Courses,  or  whose  Special  Course  lias  not  been  recognised  by 
the  Department  for  attendance  grants,  Manual  Instruction  or  Domestic 
Economy,  with  Experimental  Science  and  Drawing,  shall  constitute 
the  Preliminary  Course  ; and  in  order  that  the  Preliminary  course  in 
such  schols  may  be  recognised,  the  time-table  must  show  that  at  least 
six  hours'  instruction  per  week  is  devoted  to  those  three  subjects. 

3.  A Special  Course  must  include  one,  but  may  not  include  more 
than  three,  of  the  undermentioned  subjects,  to  which  Manual  In- 
struction or  Domestic  Economy  (unless  taken  as  a Special  Course) 
may  be  . added.  Managers  will  be  allowed  much  latitude  in  selecting 
the  subject  or  subjects  nior-e  suitable  to  tlieir  own  schools. 

Managers  desiring  to  have  the  special  courses  of  their  schools  recog- 
nised will  be  required  to  show  that  a fair  proportion  of  the  pupils  wh« 
have  worked  through  the  Preliminary  Course  are  prepared  to  attend 
the  Special  Course  ; that  not  less  than  three  hours  per  week  are  to  be 
devoted  to  each  subject  of  the  Special  Course ; and  that  at  least  one- 
third  of  the  time  is  to  be  assigned  to  theoretical  instruction. 

Not  more  than  six  hours  per  week  may  be  considered  when  com- 
puting the  total  number  of  hours  of  attendance  at  a subject  included 
in  a Special  Course.* 

4.  The  subjects  of  the  Preliminary  and  Special  Courses  shall  be 
followed  in  the  .order  prescribed  in  the  Department’s  published  Sylla- 
buses, and  pupils  may  not  be  admitted  to  any  course,  who  have  not 
worked  satisfactorily  through  the  preceding,  or  equivalent,  courses. 

6.  The  subjects  of  the  Special  Courses  are:  — 

(I.)  Physics:  Third  Year — General  Physics,  Heat,  and 

( optional ) Electricity  and  Magnetism ; fourth  year— -(a) 
Wave  Motion,  Sound,  and  Light  and  Radiant  Heat,  or  (t) 
Electricity  and  Magnetism.  (Either  or  both  fourth  year 
syllabuses  may  be  taken). 

(2. ) Chemistry : Third  year — Inorganic  Chemistry  ; fourth  year 
— Inorganic  Chemistry,  with  some  Elementary  Organic 
Chemistry. 

(3. ) Mechanical  Science : Third  year  syllabus ; fourth  year  sylla- 
bus. 

(4.)  Natural  Science:  — 

(a.)  Botany : Third  year  syllabus  ; fourth  year  syllabus. 

(b.)  Physiology  and  Hygiene:  Third  year  syllabus;  fourth 
year  syllabus. 
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(c.)  Geology  : A fourth  year  subject. 

Each  of  these  divisions  ol  Natural  Science  will  count  as  one 
subject  in  the  manner  indicated. 

(5.)  Domestic  Economy  (Special  Course) : Third  year  syllabus  ; 
fourth  year  syllabus. 

(6.)  Drawing  : Third  year  syllabus  ; fourth  year  syllabus. 

VL— LiABiutATomss. 

No  "rant  will  be  made  for  instruction  unless  due  provision  is  made 
for  experimental  work  in  Science,  on  the  part  of  the  pupils,  in 
properly  equipped  and  approved  laboratories. 

VII.  —Duration  of  Lessons. 

1.  Practical  instruction  in  Science,  Manual  Instruction  and 
Domestic  Economy  must  be  given  in  lessons  of  at  least  eighty  minutes’ 
duration. 

2.  Lessons  of  less  than  forty  minutes’  duration  will  not  be  con- 
sidered in  computing  the  “total  number  of  hours  of  attendance.” 

3.  The  minimum  time  per  week  recognised  for  grants  on  behalf  of 
attendance  at  Manual  Instruction  or  Domestic  Economy  is  one  and 
a-half  hours. 

4.  The  time-table  of  the  school  must  be  so  arranged  as  to  leave 
sufficient  time  to  the  teacher  for  preparation  of  laboratory  work. 

VIII. — Size  of  Classes. 

1.  Not  more  than  forty  pupils  shall  be  taken  at  a time  by  one 
teacher  for  Theoretical  Instruction,  nor  more  than  twenty  for  Prac- 
tical Instruction  in  any  subject,  unless  ail  assistant  recognised  by  the 
Department,  is  provided.  In  that  ease  the  number  for  Practical 
Instruction  may  be  increased  to  thirty.  Instruction  in  Drawing  may, 
for  this  purpose,  be  regarded  as  theoretical  instruction. 

2.  Where  classes  for  practical  instruction  are  small,  concurrent 
instruction  in  two  subjects  may  be  exceptionally  allowed,  hut  the 
approval  of  the  Department  must  be  obtained  in  each  case. 

3.  Concurrent  instruction  in  the  first  and  second  year  syllabuses  of 
the  Preliminary  Course  in  Drawing  will  be  allowed  under  one  teacher 
where  the  number  of  pupils  under  instruction  does  not  exceed  thirty. 

IX.  — General  Conditions. 

1.  The  qualifications  of  the  teachers  and  assistant  teachers,  and  the 
time-table  of  the  school  must  he  approved  by  the  Department. 

2.  It  shall  be  a condition  of  grants  being  made,  that,  except  in  the 
case  of  teachers  who  give  their  services  gratuitously,  a fixed  salary 
shall  be  paid  to  the  teachers  of  the  classes,  either  in  respect  of  these 
classes  or  of  their  work  in  the  school  as  a whole ; that  a reasonable 
sum  of  money  shall  be  provided  for  the  upkeep  of  the  premises ; and 
that  the  grants  obtained  shall  be  plaid  into  the  school  account  and  be 
used  for  improving  the  efficiency  of  the  school. 

3.  That  portion  of  the  income  of  a school  which  is  derived  from 
grants  in  accordance  with  these  regulations  must  be  applied  to  such 
purposes  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Department.  If  at  any  time  it 
appears  that  the  application  of  the  income  is  unsatisfactory,  the 
assistance  of  the  Department  may  he  withdrawn.  An  account  of  the 
receipts  and  expenditure  of  each  school  in  respect  of  these  grants  must 
be  furnished  to  the  Department  annually,  on  a form  to  be  had  from 
the  Secretary  . 

4.  The  Department  reserve  the  right  to  withhold  grants  under  these 
regulations  from  any  school  conducted  for  private  profit  in  which  the 
fees  are,  in  the  Department’s  opinion,  excessive,  or  which  is  situated 
in  a locality  already  sufficiently  supplied  with  public  institutions. 

5.  The  decision  of  the  Department  in  all  questions  arising  in  con- 
nection with  the  payment  of  grants  under  this  programme  must  he 
final. 
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PROGRAMME  POR  TECHNICAL  SCHOOLS  AND  SCIENCE  AND 
ART  SCHOOLS  AND  CLASSES. 

I. 

PREFATORY  NOTE. 


Tile  following  Regulations  are  designed  to  provide  (supplementary  aid 
towards  the  instruction  given  in  Technical’  Schools  and  Classes.  They 
also  apply  to  certain  Institutions,  other  than  Day  Secondary  Schools, 
which,  prior  to  tile  issue  of  these  Regulations  had  received  aid  under 
the  conditions  of  the  Science  and  Art  Directory.  The  grants  payable 
under  these  Regulations  are  from  monies  voted  annually  by  Parlia- 
ment. The  Regulations  which  have  now  been  in  operation  for  two 
years  were  completely  revised  so  as  to  bring  them  into  accord  with  the 
conditions  and  needs  of  Ireland. 

It  was  recognised  that  the  funds  for  Technical  Instruction  derived 
from  tire  rates  and  from  the  Department’s  Endowment  were  inadequate 
to  meet  the  demands  upon  them  owing  to  the  rapid  development  of  the 
Department’s  work  in  Technical  Schools.  The  grant  towards  schemes 
of  Technical  Instruction  from  the  Department’s  Endowment  is  limited 
by  the  amount  of  that  Endowment.  The  grants  under  these  Regula- 
tions vary  in  accordance  with  the  amount  and  value  of  the  educational 
work  done.  The  Regulations  are  intended  to  encourage  the  efficient 
organisation  of  courses  of  instruction  and  to  extend  facilities  for  pro- 
viding efficient  teaching  in  the  subjects  of  the  Programme. 

The  Schools  and:  Classes  working  under  this  Programme  are  mainly, 
though  not  exclusively,  Evening  Schools.  It  may  be  useful  to  indicate 
the  position  which  teaching  in  evening  classes  occupies  in  relation  to 
other  branches  of  education.  It  is  clear  that  instruction  in  evening 
classes  cannot  form  a substitute  for  the  more  general  and  systematic 
education  given  in  Day  Schools  whether  Primary,  Secondary,  or  Tech- 
nical. The  work  of  such  evening  schools  and  classes  constitutes  a 
specialised  form  of  education  intended  to  fit  those  receiving  it  for  in- 
dustrial or  commercial  pursuits,  or  to  render  those  already  engaged  in 
such  pursuits  more  efficient  in  their  work.  Instruction  of  this  nature 
in  evening  schools  has  obvious  defects.  It  possesses,  however,  certain 
well  marked  advantages.  Attendance  at  such  schools  is  purely  volun- 
tary. Those  attending  are  for  the  most  part  engaged  or  about  to  be 
engaged,  in  some  form  of  industry — they  have  commenced  the  serious 
work  of  life — and  are  meeting  problems  and  difficulties  which  the 
Evening  Technical  School  can  help  them  to  solve.  They  perceive  that 
the  higher  branches  of  their  calling  may  be  reached  only  by  increased 
technical  skill  and  knowledge.  This  being  the  case,  the  attitude  of 
evening  students  to  instruction  is  usually  most  favourable ; but  pro- 
gress is  hindered  by  several  circumstances : hitherto  the  previous  pre- 
paration of  students  joining  evening  Technical  Schools  has  in  many 
cases  not  been  such  as  to  fit  them  for  the  specialised  form  of  instruc- 
tion which  it  is  the  special  function  of'  such  schools  to  impart.  An 
attempt  is  made  in  these  Regulations  to  remedy  this  defect.  Before 
a student  can  take  full  advantage  of  a specialised  course  of  instruction 
in  any  branch  of  Science  or  Technology  he  should  at  least  be  able  to 
express  himself  clearly,  both  orally  and  by  means  of  writing  and  draw- 
ing ; he  should  be  able  to  make  such  elementary  calculations  as  are  re- 
quired in  all  industries,  and  he  should  know  something  at  least,  and 
that  something  really  and:  practically,  of  the  fundamental  principles 
of  Science  underlying  all  industrial  work.  "Without  this  preparation  a 
student  cannot  hope  to  profit  by  a specialised  course.  He  will  Jie  con- 
tinually handicapped  and  disheartened  by  the  difficulties,  and  will  tend 
to  retard  other  members  of  the  class  who  may  be  better  prepared.^  When 
these  conditions  are  not  satisfied  the  young  student  should1  be  given  an 
opportunity  to  comply  with  them,  and  to  this  end  should  enter  the 
Preparatory  Course. 
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A certain  standard  of  Elementary  Education  is  obviously  necessary 
for  such  a Preparatory  Course  as  that  set  out  in  the  Regulations.  It 
will  be  necessary  that  schools  should  carefully  refrain  from  entering 
students  in  the  Preparatory  Course  who  have  not  attained  this  stan- 
dard. The  Programme  is  not  intended  for  any  who  have  not  attained 
this  standard,  and  if  they  were  allowed  to  enter  upon  the  course,  the 
bad  effects  would  appear  in  the  work  of  the  specialised  courses.  The 
work  of  the  Preparatory  Course  is  intended  to  provide  the  necessary 
preliminary  instructions  for  those  not  already  qualified,  and  suggested 
syllabuses  of  English  and  Mathematics  suitable  to  the  Course  are  con- 
tained in  Appendix  B. 

A second  difficulty  is  the  shortness  of  time  available  for  instruction 
in  Evening  Classes.  For  students  engaged  in  arduous  work  during  the 
day  the  amount  of  time  devoted  to  evening  technical  school  work  must 
be  severely  limited.  Speaking  generally,  not  more  than  two  evening 
attendances  a week  can  be  expected,  for  homework  is  essential  if  full 
advantage  is  to  be  derived  from  the  work  in  class.  The  hours  of  school 
study  thus  limited  become  precious,  and  the  organisation  of  the  School 
and  the  efforts  of  the  teachers  should  be  earnestly  directed  to  the  most 
thorough  utilisation  of  these  hours,  and  to  this  end  every  lesson  should 
be  carefully  prepared.  It  will,  moreover,  be  obvious  that,  under  such 
circumstances,  regular  attendance  becomes  a matter  of  the  highest  im- 
portance. The  Department  mark  their  sense  of  the  importance  of  this 
by  the  “ Increment  Grant  ” under  which  largely  increased  grants  are 
paid  for  continued  attendance  over  twenty  hours  up  to  a limit  of  120 
hours. 

Students  who  have  satisfactorily  passed  through  the  Preparatory 
Course,  which  may  occupy  one,  or  at  most  two  years,  or  who  have  in 
some  other  manner  reached  a satisfactory  standard  of  education,  may 
be  registered  for  attendance  in  a course  of  instruction  designed1  to  ex- 
tend over  three  or  four  years.  A wide  freedom  is  allowed  under  the  Pro- 
gramme in  order  to  permit  schools  to  frame  courses  in  accordance  with 
the  needs  of  the  locality  and  its  industries.  It  thus  becomes  necessary 
on  the  part  of  Committees  of  Schools  and  their  Principals  to  make 
themselves  familiar  with  the  local  industrial  conditions  and  needs  and 
to  frame  courses  of  instruction  in  accordance  with  those  conditions.  It 
seems  necessary  to  remark  that  such  courses  should  be  carefully  con- 
sidered and  drawn  up  some  time  in  advance  of  the  opening  of  a new 
session  in  order  that  the  Department’s  approval  may  be  obtained.  The 
Department  may  refuse,  where  this  has  not  been  done,  to  make  any 
payments  in  respect  of  such  courses. 

Schools  are  at  liberty  to  draw  up  their  own  Syllabuses  of  work.  The 
Department  refrain  from  issuing  Syllabuses  in  order  that  Schools  may 
draw  up  Syllabuses  suited  to  local  needs ; they  will,  however,  expect 
that  a definite  Syllabus  of  work  shall  be  followed  in  each  subject  of  a 
course.  They  will  accept,  where  these  are  appropriate,  the  Syllabuses 
of  the  Board  of  Education,  the  City  and  Guilds  of  London  Institute, 
the  Royal  Society  of  Arts,  &c.,  but  every  subject  in  each  year  of  a 
course  of  instruction,  should  be  represented  by  some  definite  Syllabus  of 
work.  When  the  same  subject  is  dealt  with  in  successive  years  of  a 
course  the  Syllabuses  should  be  suitably  graded.  The  syllabuses  in  each 
subject  should  be  so  drawn  up  as  to  enable  tlrern  to  be  covered  in  one 
session.  When  this  has  been  carefully  done  the  promotion  of  students 
to  higher  courses  will  proceed  automatically,  and  only  in  exceptional 
cases  should  it  be  necessary  for  a student  to  “ repeat  ” a Syllabus.  Pay- 
ments will  not  be  made  in  respect  of  attendances  at  subjects  lying  out- 
side the  Courses  approved  by  the  Department. 

It  will  be  obvious  that  the  greatest  importance  attache®  to  the  draw- 
ing up  and  organisation  of  these  courses  of  instruction.  In  the  first 
place  it  may  be  remarked  that  schools  will  be  well  advised  to  severely 
restrict  the  number  of  courses  attempted.  Moreover,  the  courses  should 
be  progressive  in.  character,  and  must  provide  in  the  second  and  follow- 
ing years  of  specialisation  advanced  instruction  in  the  main  subject  or 
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subjects  of  the  course.  Further,  it  would  bo  very  desirable  to  secure  the 
sympathy  and  active  co-operation  of  local  employers  of  labour.  They 
can  afford  valuable  information  as  to  the  needs  of  the  industries  with 
which  they  are  connected,  and  can  do  much  in  the  way  of  affording 
facilities  for  attendance  at  the  Technical  School  to  those  employed  by 
them.  'While  there  are  no  doubt  cases  in  which  an  exception  may 
wisely  be  made,  as  a general  rule  students  should  only  follow  courses 
designed  for  the  occupation  they  follow  or  intend  to  follow.  The  grant 
will  vary  according  to  the  efficiency  of  the  work  of  a school,  and  this 
in  turn  will  in  a large  measure  depend  upon  the  manner  in  which  the 
school  is  organised  to  meet  local  needs  and  to  provide  a suitable  train- 
ing for  local  industries.  A well  organised  school  will  establish  and 
maintain  a careful  and  systematic  record  of  all  its  students  (Vide 
Clause  VIII.),  in  which  will  be  readily  available  particulars  of  the 
previous  educational  experience  of  each  student,  his  age  and  occupa- 
tion, the  course,  and  subjects  taken  in  successive  years  of  attendance, 
and,  where  possible,  will  also  contain  some  information  about  the 
career  of  a student  subsequent  to  his  leaving  the  School. 

It  will  be  observed  that  encouragement  is  afforded  by  the  scheme  for 
efforts  to  secure  regular  attendance,  and  attendance  for  several  succes- 
sive years.  The  increased  grants  for  instruction  in  successive  years 
also  afford  facilities  for  the  employment  of  more  highly  trained 
teachers  than  would  otherwise  be  possible,  and  the  Department  will  ex- 
pect that  for  such  advanced  instruction  teachers  of  ability  and  expe- 
rience will  be  employed1.  In  courses  in  Applied  Science,  for  example, 
efforts  should  be  made  to  secure  teachers  having  experience  in  the  par- 
ticular industry  to  which  the  course  applies. 


II. 

REGULATIONS  FOR  GRANTS. 

I. — Preparatory  Course. 

1.  The  work  of  this  year  is  intended  for  students  who  possess  only 
the  minimum  requirements  for  admission  to  an  evening  Technical 
School,  and  should  be  of  such  a preparatory  nature  as  will  fit  them  to 
take  up  a specialised  course  of  technical  instruction. 

2.  Students  registered  in  this  section  must  have  received  such  an 
education  as  would  entitle  them  to  be  placed  in  the  sixth  class  of  a 
school  under  the  National  Board.  To  enable  committees  and  teachers 
to  give  the  certificate  required  under  this  section  the  Department’s  en- 
trance examination  may  be  availed  of. 

3.  The  subjects  of  instruction  under  this  division  will  be : — 

(a.)  English. 

(5.)  Elementary  Mathematics. 

(c.)  One  or  more  of  the  following  : — 

Elementary  Science,  Drawing,  Manual  Work  in 
Wood  or  Metal. 

4.  All  students  under  instruction  in  the  Preparatory  Course  must 
attend  instruction  in  each  of  the  above  groups. 

5.  The  subjects  of  the  Preparatory  Course  will  be  considered  as  a 

whole  for  the  purposes  of  grants.  . . . 

No  student  registered  in  the  Preparatory  Year  Course  will  be  eligible 
for  payments  in  a Special  Course  in  the  same  Session. 

6.  Students  will  be  eligible  for  grants  in  the  Preparatory  Course  for 
not  more  than  two  years, 
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II.— Specialised  Courses. 

1.  This  section  requires  that  students  should  take  up  systematic 
courses  of  study  in  two  or  three  subjects,  designed  to  extend  over  three 
or  four  years. 

2.  The  subjects  which  may  be  taken  in  a course  of  study  arc  arranged 
in  groups,  and  payment  for  instruction  in  all  subjects  of  a particular 
^roup  is  at  the  same  rate. 

3.  Courses  of  study  may  be  made  up  of  subjects  from  different  groups, 
but  payment  for  any  subject  will  be  made  at  the  rate  for  the  particular 
"roup  from  which  that  subject  is  taken. 

4.  Students  registered  in  this  section  must  have 

(«.)  satisfactorily  followed  the  Preparatory  Course,  or 
(!).)  passed  in  the  Junior  Grade  of  the  Intermediate  Education 
Board’s  examinations,  or  its  equivalent,  or 
(e.)  bo  certified  'by  the  Principal  or  responsible  teacher  to  have 
reached  an  equivalent  satisfactory  standard  of  education. 

5.  In  the  case  of  students  registered  under  (c.)  particulars  of  their 
general  education  and  training  must  be  submitted  to  the  Department’s 
Inspector. 

6.  The  authorities  of  each  school  working  under  this  section  must 
provide  a series  of  suggested  courses  of  study,  which  have  grown  out  of 
a study  of  local  industrial  conditions. 

7.  The  suitability  to  the  locality  of  the  course  or  courses  provided 
will  form  a factor  in  determining  whether  the  grant  should  be  in- 
creased by  one- tenth  or  reduced  by  one  or  more  tenths.  ( Vide  Section 
HI.  (2.)) 

8.  Students  will  be  eligible  for  grants  who  take  organised  courses  of 
instruction  made  up  in  their  first  year  of  specialisation  of  at  least  two, 
and  not  more  than  three  approved  subjects,  and  in  subsequent  years  of 
not  more  than  three  approved  subjects. 

9.  The  total  attendances  at  any  approved'  course  of  study  in  recog- 
nised classes  must  be  fairly  distributed  over  the  subjects  of  the  course. 

10.  Students  will  be  eligible  for  grants  in  the  same  class  in  a given 
subject  for  not  more  than  two  years.

Guotjp  A. — Commercial  Subjects. 

Commercial  subjects  which  involve  mostly  mechanical  operations, 
such  as  shorthand,  typewriting,  book-keeping  (of  an  elementary  charac- 
ter), copying,  indexing,  filing,  correspondence,  and  the  mechanical 
operations  concerned  with  postage,  telegraph,  and  banking. 

Group  B. — (1.)  Languages. 

The  teaching  of  languages  in  the  evening  is  partly  a subject  of 
general  culture ; is  required  partly  for  commercial  correspondence ; and 
partly  for  those  who  have  to  deal  with  the  mechanical  operations  ox 
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seeing  books  and  other  literature  through  the  press.  The  group,  subject 
to  the  general  conditions  of  grouping  may  include  Irish,  Trench,  Ger- 
man, Spanish,  Italian,  or  any  other  language  (including  history  and 
literature)  which  a committee  can  show  to  be  required  by  the  circum- 
stances of  a locality. 

(2.)  Mathematics. 

Mathematical  subjects,  including  the  treatment  of  the  subject  in  a 
practical  way,  such  treatment,  for  example',  as  is  usually  given  under 
the  subject  of  mensuration  or  of  practical  plane  and  solid  geometry. 

(3.)  Higher  Commercial  Subjects. 

This  group  includes  the  study  of  subjects  which  require  wider  general 
knowledge  and'  more  intensive  study  than  those  in  Group  A,  such  as 
economics  of  industry  and  commerce,  commercial  law,  banking  and  cur- 
rency, statistics,  railway  administration,  and  economic  and  commer- 
cial history  and  geography.  The  cost  of  these  subjects  is  greater  than 
those  previously  named,  chiefly  because  a capable  teacher  of  them  de- 
mands a higher  salary,  and  is  worthy  of  it. 

Group  C. — Science  (Pure  and  Applied). 

Under  pure  science  will  bei  included  such  subjects  as  mechanics, 
physics,  chemistry,  biology,  botany,  zoology,  physiology.  Under  ap- 
plied science  would  be  included  naval  architecture,  navigation,  nautical 
astronomy,  building  construction,  machine  construction,  and  other  sub- 
jects involving  systematic  instruction  in  the  underlying  scientific  prin- 
ciples, and  which  would  be  classified  under  such  headings  as:  — 

(1.)  Building  industries. 

(2.)  Metal  industries. 

(3.)  Textile  industries. 

(4.)  Printing  and  process  industries. 

(5.)  Furniture  industries. 

(6.)  Leather  industries. 

(7.)  Wood -working  industries. 

(8.)  Carriage-building  industries. 

(9.)  Electrical  industries. 

(10.)  Chemical  industries. 

(11.)  Agricultural  industries, 

At  least  half  the  instruction  should  be  practical,  and  must  be  given 
under  conditions  that  have  been  specially  approved  in  writing  by  the 
Department. 

The  practical  work  must  be  so  arranged  as  to  be  illustrative  of  the 
principles  taught,  and  should  not  be  directed  to  developing  dexterity 
in  the  practice  of  trade  processes. 

Group  D. — Handicraft  and  Domestic  Science. 

(1.)  Handicraft — manual  instruction  in  wood  and  metal,  wood-carv- 
ing. 

(2.)  Housewifery,  and  household  subjects,  such  as  cookery,  dress- 
making, laundry-work,  millinery,  needlework.

8.  No  grant  will  be  paid,  on  account  of  any  attendances  lost,  or  on 
account  of  any  period  during  which  the  School  is  closed  for  epidemic 
illness;  but  where  the  Department  are  satisfied  that  any  failure  to 
comply  with  these  regulations  has  been  due  to  epidemic  illness  or  o ^ 
unavoidable  cause,  they  may  relax  the  regulations  so  far  as  may 
necessary  to  meet  the  case. 
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9.  When  in  a rural  district  a class  of  less  than  twenty  on  the  roll  for 
theoretical  instruction,  or  of  less  than  ten  for  practical  instruction  is 
certified  by  the  Inspector  to  be  required  by  the  circumstances  of  ’the 
locality,  and  to  be  efficiently  taught,  and  when  lie  further  certifies  that 
a larger  attendance  could  not  reasonably  be  expected,  a grant  may  be 
allowed  as  for  twenty  and  ten  pupils  respectively,  or  for  any  less  num- 
ber which  may  be  determined  by  the.  Department  after  consideration  of 
the  case. 

10.  If  any  of  the  conditions  on  which  the  grant  is  awarded  are  not, 
fulfilled,  the  Department  may  withhold  the  grant,  or  if  they  think  fit,, 
may  pay  the  grant  with  or  without  deductions,  warning  the  Managers 
that  a grant  will  not  again  be  paid  under  similar  circumstances.  ° 

11.  Students  may  not  be  registered  for  grants  under  these  re«ula- 
tions  who  are  under  fourteen  years  of  age  on  the  1st  December,  and  no 
student  may  be  registered  for  grants  under  these  regulations  in  re- 
spect of  whom  any  grant  is  paid  by  the  Department  under  any  other 
regulations. 

12.  No  grants  may  be  claimed  under  these  regulations  on  account  of 
any  student  in  respect  of  whom  grants  are  claimable  in  an  Evenin'. 
Continuation  School  under  the  Board  of  National  Education. 

Day  Schools  and  Classes. 

Grants  to  Day  Schools  and  Classes  may  be  made  where  the  Depart- 
ment consider  that  the  local  circumstances  justify  their  establishment. 
Where  made,  these  grants  will  be  subject  to  the  foregoing  conditions^ 
except  that  payment  will  be  made  at  Iralf  the  above  rates,  and  no  in- 
crements on  account  of  instruction  given  in  day  classes  will  be  payable. 
In  Day  Technical  Schools  and  Classes  not  more  than  400  hours’  atten- 
dance at  instruction  will  be  eligible  for  grants. 


IV- — Day  Schools  for  Apprentices  and  others  Engaged  in  Business. 

1.  Day  technical  or  commercial  schools  or  classes,  which  are  con- 
ducted by  properly  constituted  managers,  either  in  conjunction  with 
works,  business  houses,  or  technical  schools,  with  a view  to  improving 
tire  conditions  of  local  industries  and  commerce,  and  to  the  further 
training  of  sub-managers,  foremen,  tradesmen  or  apprentices,  may  Ire 
admitted  for  grants  under  this  section. 

2.  Such  schools  or  classes  must  be  open  on  one  or  more,  days  of  the 
week,  not  later  than  six  o’clock  in  the  evening,  or  than  1 p.m  on 
Saturdays. 

3.  Grants  not  exceeding  three-fourths  of  the  certified,  annual  expen- 
diture for  the  conduct  of  such  schools  or  classes  may  be  made  by  the 

Department  in  respect  of  students  for  whom  an  employer’s  certificate 

can  be  produced,  showing  that  the  students  have  been  engaged  during 

the  session  in  a business,  trade,  or  industry,  or  that  t-hey  are  inden- 

tured or  properly  engaged  as  apprentices  to  a firm  or  to  an  individual. 

4.  The  expenditure  must  be  set  forth  in  properly  audited  accounts, 
to  be  accompanied  by  vouchers. 

5.  The  decision  of  the  Department  as  to  what  constitutes  a legitimate 
charge  against  annual  expenditure  shall  be  final. 

6.  The  accommodation  provided,  the  courses  of  instruction,  the  syl- 
labuses of  the  subjects  taught,  the  qualifications  of  the.  teachers,  the 
time-table  of  instruction  and  the  estimate  of  expenditure,  must  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Department. 

7.  The  practical  work  must  be  so  arranged  as  to  be  illustrative  of  the 
principles  taught,  and  should  not  h&  directed  to  developing  dexterity  in 
the  practice  of  trade  processes. 

V. — Schools  of  Art. 

1.  Schools  of  Art,  which  provide  for  students,  the  majority  of  whom 
are  industrial , courses  extending  continuously  over  two  or  three  years, 
according  to  a scheme  approved  by  tire  Department,  may  be  paid  grants 
not  exceeding  three-fourths  of  the  actual  annual  expenditure  incurred 
m the  conduct  of  such  courses. 
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2.  The  expenditure  must  be  set  forth  in  properly  audited  accounts, 

to  be  accompanied  by  vouchers.  An  estimate  of  the  expenditure  must 
be  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  Department  before  the  commence- 
ment of  the  session.  t _ 

3.  The  decision  of  the  Department  as  to  what  constitutes  a legitimate 
charge  against  annual  expenditure  shall  be  final. 

4.  °No  grants  will  bo  payable  to  Schools  of  Art  adopting  this  section 
of  the  regulations  under  the  methods  of  payment  set  out  in  Section  III. 

5.  Recognition  may  ibe  withheld  or  withdrawn  from  any  School  of 
rtt  in  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Department,  the  efficiency  of  the 
instruction  and  the  number  of  students  in  attendance  do  not  justify 
the  expenditure  involved. 

6.  For  the  purposes  of  this  section  a School  of  Art  must  satisfy  the 
following  conditions : — 

/„.)  The  rooms  and  equipment  must  be  approved  by  the  Department, 

^ and  must  be  wholly  devoted  to  elementary  and  advanced  in- 

struction in  art. 

(b.)  Provision  must  ibe  made  for  drawing  from  life  and  modelling, 
and  for  instruction  in  ornamental  and  decorative  art. 

(e.)  The  Principal  Teacher  must  hold  an  art  master’s  certificate  or 
an  equivalent  qualification. 

(d.)  Assistant  teachers  must  possess  qualifications  recognised  by  the 
Department  ( vide  Appendix  A.). 

(c.)  Both  day  and  night  classes  must  be  held.  The  night  class  must 
meet  under  the  instruction  of  the  Principal  teacher  for  two 
hours  for  at  least  three  nights  per  week  during  forty  weeks  of 
the  year,  and  the  day  class  for  the  same  period  for  at  least 
three  hours  per  day  on  two  days  of  the  week. 

VI.  — Teachers’  Classes. 

1.  Where  courses  are  established  at  a Technical  School  or  central  in- 
stitution, other  than  training  colleges,  for  the  instruction  of  teachers 
of  Primary  or  Secondary  Schools  in  science  or  drawing  according  to  a 
scheme  approved  by  the  Dep avtnioiit,  a grant  may  be  paid  not  exceed- 
ing three-fourths  of  the  actual  annual  expenditure  incurred-  in  the  con- 
duct of  such  courses. 

2.  The  expenditure  must  be  set  forth  in  properly  audited  accounts, 
to  be  accompanied  by  vouchers. 

3.  The  decision  of  the  Department  as  to  what  constitutes  a legitimate 
charge  against  annual  expenditure  shall  be  final. 

4.  The  instructors  must  be  recognised  by  the  Department  as  quali- 
fied for  this  special  work. 

5.  Proposals  for  the  conduct  of  classes  under  this  section  must  be  spe- 
cially submitted,  and  should  give  the  number  and  status  of  teachers  for 
whom  the  course  is  organised,  a syllabus  of  the  proposed  course,  the 
special  qualification  of  the  teacher,  and  an  estimate  of  the  proposed 
expenditure. 

VII.  — Training  Colleges. 

1.  Grants  may  be  made  for  the  instruction  of  students  in  training 
colleges  in  mathematics,  science,  and  drawing. 

2.  The  rates  per  attendance-hour  at  which  grants  will  be  paid  are  as 
follows : —

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3.  No  increments  will  be  payable  on  such  attendances. 

4.  Not  more  than  400  hours  in  all  nor  more  than  200  in  any  one  of 
these  subjects  may  be  allowed  for  purposes  of  grants. 

5.  Grants  in  respect  of  any  student  may  be  claimed  once  only  in  the 
first  year  course  and  once  only  in  the  second  year  course. 

6.  The  rates  per  attendance-hour  may,  upon  account  of  exceptional 
merit,  be  increased  by  one-tenth  or  upon  grounds  of  inefficiency  be  de- 
creased by  one  or  more  tenths,  as  the  Department,  on  consideration  of 
their  Inspector’s  report,  may  determine. 

7.  Syllabuses  of  the  courses  of  instruction  must  be  submitted  at  the 
beginning  of  the  session  for  the  Department’s  approval. 

VIII.  — Registration. 

1.  Each  school  or  class  working  under  these  regulations  will  be  re- 
quired to  keep  an  admission  register  which  shall  show  for  each  stu- 
dent— 

(1)  full  name  and  date  of  birth, 

(2)  business,  trade,  or  occupation, 

(3)  qualification  to  enter  a technical  school,  or  class, 

(4)  classes  attended  each  session  in  the  school. 

Nora. — Suitably-drafted  admission  forms  may  be  made  to  fulfil  the 
Department’ s requirements  for  an  admission  register. 

2.  The  registration  of  students  must  be  conducted  in  accordance 
with  the  regulations  set  out  on  the  official  registers. 

Attendance  registers  will  'be  supplied  by  the  Department  upon  re- 
ceipt of  the  form  of  application  for  recognition  of  the  classes ; attend- 
ances not  registered  in  the  manner  indicated  on  the  official  registers  for 
the  session  will  he  disregarded.  A class  may  not  be  said  to  have  begun 
until  attendances  are  so  registered. 

3.  The  latest  date  for  registration  of  recognised  classes  on  account  of 
which  grants  are  to  be  claimed  shall  in  any  session  be  December  1st. 

4.  Lessons  must  be  of  1,  1-^,  2,  or  2^  hours’  duration. 

IX.  — Class  Regulations. 

1.  The  premises  in  which  classes  are  conducted,  the  accommodation 
and.  equipment,  the  course  of  study  and  programme  of  instruction, 
must  be  approved  by  the  Department. 

2.  The  qualifications  of  teachers  and  assistant  teachers  and  the  time- 
table must  be  approved  by  the  Department. 

3.  Not  more  than  forty  students  may  be  taken  at  a time  by  one 
teacher  for  theoretical  instruction,  nor  more  than  twenty  for  practical 
instruction  in  any  subject,  unless  an  assistant,  recognised.  by  the  De- 
partment, is  provided,  in  which  case  the  number  may  be  increased  to 
thirty.  The  special  circumstances  of  large  institutions  will  be  excep- 
tionally considered  by  the  Department  on  written  application. 

4.  In  the  first  session  in  which  a school  adopts  this  revised  scheme 
freedom  of  classification  will,  subject  to  the  Department’s  written  ap- 
proval, be  allowed1.  Thereafter  a year’s  work  will  involve  at  least  forty 
hours’  instruction  in  the  subject  matter  of  any  course  of  study,  and 
students  who  have  not  satisfied  this  requirement  in  any  year  may  not 
be  registered  for  attendance  grants  in  the  next  succeeding  year  in  a 
higher  course. 

5.  By  a day  class  is  meant  a class  meeting  before  6 p.m.  throughout 
the  week,  or  1 p.m.  on  Saturdays. 

6.  By  an  evening  class  is  meant  a class  meeting  after  6 p.m.  through- 
out the  week-,  or  after  1 p.m.  on  Saturdays. 
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X—  Qualifications  of  Teachers. 

1.  It  is  not  proposed,  in  future,  to  demand  the  same  high  qualifica- 
tions from  teachers  in  small  schools  as  from  teachers  in  the  larger  tech- 
nical institutes,  especially  in  the  county  boroughs,  nor  to  approve  of 
the  larger  institutions  employing  teachers  who  might  for  economic  or 
other  reasons  have  to  be  accepted  as  teachers  in  small  schools.  Each 
application  will  be  dealt  with  on  its  merits,  hearing  in  mind  the  special 
circumstances  of  each  district,  and  the  finances  of  the  school.  Some  of 
the  certificates  which  will  be  accepted  for  provisional  recognition  by  the 
Department  are1,  however,  set  out  in  Appendix  A. 

2.  The  final  appointment  of  a teacher  should  not  be.  made  until  his 
qualifications  have  been  approved  in  writing  by  the  Department. 

3.  A register  will  be  kept  by  the  Department  containing  the  names 
of  teachers  who,  after  provisional  recognition  by  the  Department  in 
any  subject,  have  taught  a class  in  that  subject  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Department  for  at  least  one  session. 

XI. — (a.)  Local  Science  and  Art  Scholarships. 

Where  County  Committees  of  Technical  Instruction  have  established 
a system  of  Scholarships  for  boys  as  part  of  the  approved  scheme  of 
technical  instruction  for  the  county,  the  Department  may  make  a grant 
in  aid  of  the  Scholarship  fund  not  exceeding  half  the  value  of  the 
Scholarships  awarded.  This  grant  will  not  in  the  case  of  any  county 
exceed  £50  in  any  one  year. 

(It.)  Local  E.rltihUions. 

Where  Technical  Instruction  Committees  establish,  in  connection 
with  Technical  Schools  in  County  Boroughs  or  Urban  Districts,  for 
students  of  proved  ability  and  ascertained  need,  and  under  the  terms 
of  a scheme  approved  by  the  Department,  one  or  more  Exhibitions,  of 
the  annual  value  of  £50,  tenable  at  the  Royal  College  of  Science,  the 
Metropolitan  School  of  Art,  or  other  approved  Technical,  Commercial, 
or  Art  school,  the  Department  may  make  a grant  in  aid  of  the  Exhibi- 
tions awarded,  not  exceeding  half  their  value,  provided  that  the  De- 
partment’s total  contribution  in  this  respect  does  not  exceed  £50  in  re- 
spect of  any  one  Urban  District,  other  than  a County  Borough,  in  any 
one  year.  Candidates  for  these  Exhibitions  must  be  eighteen  years  of 
age,  they  must  have  been  in  regular  employment  under  normal  condi- 
tions in  a trade,  business,  or  industry  for  at  least  a year ; they  must 
have  been  in  attendance  at  a Technical  School  within  the  administra- 
tive area  of  the  nominating  Committee  for  at  least  two  complete  and 
consecutive  sessions  ; and  they  must  satisfy  the  Department  that  their 
general  education  is  of  such  a nature  as  to  enable  them  to  take  full 
advantage  of  the  course  of  instruction  selected  at  the  approved  day 
school  of  higher  education. 

Successful  candidates  must  devote  tlieir  whole  time  during  the  period 
ior  which  the  Exhibition  is  granted  to  the  advancement  of  their  studies. 
Committees  proposing  to  establish  Exhibitions  must  submit,  for  the 
Department’s  approval,  a scheme  for  the  award  of  Exhibitions. 

OT- — Certificate  of  satisfactory  Completion  of  Course. 

It  is  proposed  that  a certificate  should  be  issued  to  any  student  who 
follows  out  a sufficiently  satisfactory  course,  extending  over  at  least 
two  years  of  specialisation,  and  an  Honours  certificate  to  any  student 
who  follows  an  approved  course  extending  over  at  least  four  years  of 
specialisation.  The  names  of  the  subjects  of  the  course  in  each  year; 
the  number  of  hours’  instruction,  and  the  number  of  years’  attendance 
should  be  inscribed  on  the  certificate.  The  certificate  forms  will  be 
prepared  and  filled  in  locally,  and  signed  by  the  chairman  of  Com- 
mittee  and]  Principal  of  the  school.  The  Department  will  afterwards 
stamp  them  to  give  them  authoritative  recognition. 
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XIII.— General  Rer/vlatiom. 

1.  The  school  or  class  must  be  under  the  superintendence,  of  a County 
or  Urban  Technical  Instruction  Committee  or  other  responsible  body  of 
managers,  to  whom  the  grant  will  be  paid. 

2.  Grants  under  these  regulations  will  only  be  made  in  respect  of 
schools  or  classes  in  counties  or  in  Urban  Districts  in  which  a rate  for 
technical  instruction  is  raised. 

3.  The  Managers  of  a school  or  class  must  make  accurate  returns  of 
such  particulars  as  are  required  by  the  Department,  and  within  the 
specified  times. 

4.  The  Department  may  from  time  to  time  require  from  Committees 
of  Technical  Instruction  a report  as  to  the  provision  made  within  their 
district  either  by  themselves  or  other  managers,  for  instruction  in  the 
subjects  of  this  programme,  regard  being  had  to  the  industries  of  the 
district,  and  the  occupation  of  the  inhabitants,  and  may,  upon  con- 
sideration of  this  report,  recognise  or  refuse  to  recognise  any  further 
classes  which  may  be  proposed. 

5.  The  schools  and  classes  shall  he  at  all  times  open  to  the  Depart- 
ment’s inspectors,  who  will,  from  time  to  time,,  visit,  with  or  without 
notice,  and  report  on  the  condition  and  suitability  of  the  school  build- 
ings or  class-rooms  ; the  character  and  quality  of  the  instruction,  and 
its  suitability  to  the  needs  of  the  locality  ; the  adequacy  of  the  teaching 
staff  for  the  number  of  students  under  instruction ; the  progress  of  the 
students,  which  they  may  ascertain  in  such  manner  as  they  may  con- 
sider necessary  ; the  methods  of  registration  ; and  generally  as  to  the 
carrying  out  of  the  scheme  of  instruction  in  accordance  with  the  Depart- 
ment’s regulations. 

6.  The  Department  may,  as  necessity  arises,  modify  nr  add  to  this 
revised  scheme ; but  no  important  changes  will  be  made  without  due 
notice. 

7.  The  decision  of  the  Department  in  all  questions  arising  in  con- 
nection with  the  payment  of  grants  under  this  revised  scheme  must  be 
regarded  as  final.

QUALIFICATIONS  OF  TEACHERS. 

A register  has  been  formed,  containing  the  names  of  teachers  who, 
after  provisional  recognition  by  the  Department  in  any  subject,  have 
taught  a class  in  that  subject,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Department, 
for  at  least  one  session. 

Provisional  recognition  will,  as  a rule,  be  accorded  in  respect  of  the 
following  qualifications:  —

16,  23,  24,  and  25. 

(3.)  Full  Technological  Certificates  in  the  F irst  Class  of  the  Hono 
Grade  of  the  City  and'  Guilds  of  London  Institute.  , 

(4.)  The  Irish  Secondary  Teachers’  Drawing  Certificate  m 
elementary  instruction  in  Art  subjects,  such,  for  example,  as  the  tea 
ing  of  Drawing  to  classes  of  the  Preparatory  year. 

(5.)  The  Irish  Secondary  Teachers’  Honours  Drawing  Certificate > m 
respect  of  the  subjects  named  on  the  certificate.  In  county  boro  s ’ 
and  in  the  larger  technical  schools  where  circumstances  appear  o 
mand  it,  higher  qualifications  will  be  looked  for.  , 

(6.)  The  Department’s  Diploma  in  respect  of  Domestic  Ec™01?? ,s™i 
jects  in  the  case  of  students  trained  at  the  Irish  Training  Sc 
Domestic  Economy. 
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(7.)  Diplomas  in  respect  of  Domestic  Economy  subjects  awarded  by 
the  Board  of  Education,  by  the  National  Union,  or  by  the  late  Kildare- 
street  School  of  Cookery,  now  the  Irish  Training  School  of  Domestic 


Economy. 

(8.)  Certificates  in  respect  of  Manual  Instruction  issued  by  the  De- 
partment at  the  close  of  courses  of  training  of  Manual  Instructors  con- 
tacted in  Dublin. 

(9.)  The  Teachers’  Certificates  in  Manual  Training  (Woodwork  and 
Metalwork)  of  the  City  and  Guilds  of  London  Institute,  and  the 
Teachers’  Higher  Certificates  (Woodwork  and  Metalwork)  of  the  Board 
of  Examinations  for  Educational  Handwork. 

(10.)  Certificates  of  Class  I.,  Stage  III.,  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Arts 
in  respect  of  Book-keeping,  Commercial  History  and  Geography,  Short- 
hand, Typewriting,  Precis-writing. 

(11.)  Pitman’s  Full  Teacher’s  Certificate  for  Shorthand. 

(12.)  The  Certificate  of  the  National  Board,  in  respect  of  English 
and  Mathematics  of  the  Preparatory  year. 

First-class  Certificates  in  Stage  IT.  of  the  Board  of  Education  will 
not  alone  be  recognised  as  sufficient  qualification  to  teach  the  subject 


named  on  the  certificate. 

For  recognition  as  teacher  of  a modern  language,  high  attainments, 
and  some  conversational  ability,  will  be  looked1  for. 

Specially  qualified  persons  will  always  be  exceptionally  recog- 
nised ; but  such  recognition  will  'be  granted  only  when  the  applicant  for 
recognition  has  satisfied  the  Department  that  he  is  specially  qualified. 
Amplications  for  special  recognition  should  be  accompanied  by  a com- 
plete detailed  statement  oE  the  applicant’s  course  of  study  and  work ; 
and  should  be  supported,  as  Ear  as  possible,  by  certificates  from  pro- 
fessors or  employers.  In  order  to  determine  finally  whether  a teacher 
has  sufficient  technical  knowledge  of  the  subject  which  he  seeks  to 
teach,  the  Department  may  request  him  to  undergo  a special  examina- 
tion/ Such  special  examination  will,  as  a rule,  be  held  in  Dublin; 
and  the  applicant  will  have  to  bear  his  own  travelling  and  personal  ex- 
penses in  connection  therewith. 

Registration  of  a teacher’s  qualification  may  be  suspended  (or  fur- 
ther provisional  recognition  refused)  upon  evidence  of  insufficient  know- 
ledge of  a subject  for  teaching  purposes,  or  of  inefficiency  as  a teacher 
from  whatever  cause  arising.

The  College  is  an  Institution  for  supplying  an  advanced  Course  of 
Instruction  in  Science  as  applied  to  Agriculture  and  the  industrial 
Arts;  for  training  teachers  for  Technical  Schools  and  for  Secondary 
and  Intermediate  Schools  in  which  Science  is  taught ; and  for  carrying 
out  scientific  research. 


Faculties. 

The  College  embraces  three  Faculties — 

Agriculture, 

Applied  Chemistry, 
Engineering. 


C'OUIISES. 


Students  will,  as  a rule,  bo  expected  to  take,  up  a complete  Course. 
Students  may,  however,  be  admitted  to  parts  of  a course,  provided  there 
is  room  in  the  College,  and  that  their  preliminary  knowledge  satisfies 
the  Professor  whose  laboratory  or  lectures  they  desire  to  attend. 

Students,  on  entering  the  College,  are  enrolled  as  Associates  or  Non- 
Associates.  Associate  Students  are  those  who  pass  the  entrance  ex- 
amination, and  take  up  in  the  order,  and  under  the  conditions  given 
in  the  programme  of  the  College,  a complete  Course  of  instruction, 
extending  over  three  years,  in  one  or  other  of  the  above  faculties  or  in 
the  special  group  for  Science  teachers. 

Students  who  are  not  taking  out  a complete  Course  of  study,  but  who 
are  allowed  to  attend  for  single  subjects,  for  occasional  lectures,  or  for 
special  laboratory  work,  are  Non-Associates. 

Students  qualified  to  carry  out  research  may  he  allowed  to  devote 
their  whole  time  to  work  in  the  laboratories,  under  the  direction  of  a 
Professor. 


College  Diploma. 

The  Course  of  instruction  for  Students  desiring  to  obtain  a Diploma 
of  Associateship  of  the  Royal  College  of  Science  extends  over  three 
years.  _ In  the  first  year  the  instruction  is  general;  in  the  following 
years  it  is  specialised  according  to  the  faculty  or  group  selected. 

The  Diploma  of  Associateship — A.R.C.Se.I. — is  given  to  Students 
who,  having  passed  the  entrance  examination  have  attended  regularly 
and  punctually  throughout  the  three  years,  and  have  passed  the  College 
examinations  in  all  subjects  in  the  group  in  which  they  are  seeking  a 
diploma. 

Students  admitted  to  the  first  year  Course  will  not  bo  allowed  to 
attend  the  second  year  Course  unless  they  have  attended  regularly, 
worked  well,  and  passed  all  the  College  examinations  satisfactorily 
during  their  first  year. 

. A Student  who,  after  receiving  the  Diploma  of  Associateship,  con- 
tinues Ills  studies  for  another  year-  in  the  College,  and  subsequently 
submits,  for  the  approval  of  Examiners  appointed  by  tile  Department, 
a thesis  or  dissertation,  embodying  the  results  of  his  own  original 
research  or  investigation,  or  treating  critically  some  special  subject  of 
the  group  in  which  his  diploma  has  been  obtained,  may  be  awarded  the 
further  Diploma  of  Fellowship— F.R.C.Sc. I.  To  the  thesis  or  disserta- 
tion must  be  attached  a declaration  that  it  is  his  own  genuine  work, 
and  that  it  was  written  or  first  published  within  three  years  of  the  date 
at  which  it  is  presented. 

The  candidate  may  be  required  by  the  Examiners  to  present  himself 
for  examination  on  the  subject  of  his  dissertation  or  in  defence  of  his 
thesis. 
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EXAMINATIONS. 


Entrance  Examination. 

An  Entrance  Examination  (which  all  Associate  Students — Scholars 
and  Exhibitioners  excepted — must  pass)  is  held  before  the  beginning 
of  each  session.  The  subjects  of  examination  will  be: — 

For  the  Session  1909-1910. 

English,  one  other  language  (Grech,  Latin,  Irish,  French  or  German), 
Mathematics,  Experimental  Science,  and  Drawing. 

Syllabuses  of  the  Subjects  of  ISxaminaUim. 

The  Syllabuses  for  English  and  one  other  language  will  be  the  Pass 
courses  lor  the  Middle  Grade  of  the  Intermediate  Education  Board’s 
Examinations  for  1909. 

The  Syllabuses  in  Mathematics  will  be  the  Pass  Courses  in  Arithmetic, 
Geometry,  Algebra,  and  Trigonometry  for  the  Middle  Grade  of  the 
Intermediate  Education  Board’s  Examinations  of  1909.  The  Syllabus 
in  Experimental  Science  will  be  the  Syllabuses  of  the  First  and  Second 
Year  Preliminary  Courses,  and  of  the  Third  Year  Special  Course  of 
some  selected  subject,  of  the  Department’s  Programme  for  Day  Secon- 
dary Schools, 

Candidates  may  select  any  one  of  tiie  following  subjects: — Physics, 
Chemistry,  Mechanical  Science,  Botany,  Physiology,  and  Hygiene. 

The  Syllabus  for  Drawing  will  be  the  First  and  Second  Year  Sylla- 
buses of  the  Department's  Programme  for  Day  Secondary  Schools. 

A pass  in  English,  one  other  language  (Greek,  Latin,  Irish,  French 
or  German),  or  Mathematics,  as  above,  in  the  Middle  or  Senior  Grade 
of  the  Intermediate  Education  Board’s  Examinations,  or  an  equivalent 
will  be  recognised  as  satisfying  the  conditions  of  the  entrance  examina- 
tion in  that  subject. 

The  Entrance  Examination  in  Experimental  Science  and  Drawing 
will  be  dispensed  with  in  the  case  of  an  applicant  who  is  able  to  satisfy 
the  Department  that  he  has  received,  in  a school  approved  of  by  the 
Department,  at  least,  two  hundred  hours’  instruction  in  Experimental 
Science  and  Drawing  of  the  Preliminary  Course  of  the  Programme  for 
Day  Secondary  Schools,  and  at  least  one  hundred  hours’  instruction 
in  one  of  the  special  Courses  in  Experimental  Science. 

A pass  in  Freehand  Drawing  and  a First  Class  in  the  Elementary 
Stage  of  Practical  Plane  and  Solid  Geometry  at  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion’s Examinations  will  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  the  Entrance  Examina- 
tion in  Drawing. 

Tlie  Entrance  Examination  will  bo  held  in  Dublin  on  the  14tli,  15th, 
and  16th  September,  1909.  Application  for  admission  to  the  Entrance 
Examination  must  be  made,  not  later  than  the  20th  August,  1909,  upon 
a special  form  of  application  (S.  157),  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained, 
after  1st  May,  1909,  from  the  Registrar. 

Note. — Text  Books,  other  than  those  referred  to  in  the  Syllabuses,  are 
not  prescribed  for  the  Entrance  Examinations ; the  standard  required 
will  be  equivalent  to  that  for  a Pass  in  the  Middle  Grade  of  the  Inter- 
mediate Board’s  Examinations. 

Sessional  Examinations. 

Sessional  Examinations  are  held  in  all  subjects  at  the  termination 
of  the  Course  in  each  subject. 

An  Associate  Student  of  any  year  who  fails  in  the  Sessional  Examina- 
tions of  that  year  in  one  or  more  subjects  may,  in  special  circumstances, 
be  permitted  to  complete  such  year's  course  by  passing  a supplemental 
examination  in  the  October  following  in  the  subjects  in  which  he  failed 
at  the  Sessional  Examinations  (a  fee  of  £1  will  be  charged  for  examina- 
tion in  each  subject).  He  may  also  re-enter  the  College  in  the  following 
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session  for  the  pur-poses  of  repeating  tile  course  of  that  year,  ami  of 
passing  the  College  Examinations  in  those  subjects  in  which  he  failed, 
In  such  cases  the  fees  will  be  half  those  for  the  Associate  Course. 

An  Associate  Student  thus  allowed  to  complete  his  First  Collegiate 
Year  is  ineligible  for  the  Medal  or  Royal  Scholarship  offered  for  com- 
petition on  the  completion  of  the  First  Collegiate  Year.  Such  Student 
is  however,  eligible  for  prizes  awarded  upon  the  results  of  the  Sessional 
Examination  in  any  subject  which  ho  re-attends.  But  any  Student 
who  has  failed  in  the  first  year  and  pays  for  and  takes  the  full  first 
rear’s  Course  again  is  eligible  for  the  Medal  and  Royal  Scholarship. 

Scholarship. — Medal. — Prizes. 

A limited  number  of  Scholarships— (a)  Agricultural,  (!>)  Science  and 
Technology — are  annually  open  for  competition.

liinjrtl  Scholarships. 

Four  Royal  Scholarships,  each  of  the  value  of  £50  yearly,  with  free 
admission  to  lectures  and  laboratories,  are  attached  to  the  College. 
Two  are  offered  for  competition  each  year  among  Associate  Students 
who  are  completing  their  first  year  Course,  who  are  not  holders  of  Royal 
Exhibitions,  National,  Whitworth,  Agricultural,  or  Science  and  Tech- 
nological Scholarships,  or  Scholarships  or  Exliibitions  awarded  by 
Local  Technical  Instruction  Committees.  The  Royal  Scholarships  are 
awarded  on  the  results  of  the  Sessional  Examinations  of  the  first  year 
Associate  Course;  but,  in  order  to  qualify  for  them,  a Student  must 
have  attended  regularly  the  lectures  and  demonstrations,  and  have 
passed  in  all  the  subjects  of  tlie  first  year.  Scholarships  will  not  be 
awarded  unless  sufficient  merit  is  shewn.  Holders  of  the  Scholarships 
are  required  to  attend  with  strict  regularity  all  the  Courses  in  the  second 
and  third  years,  and  to  pass  all  the  College  examinations  in  tlie  faculty 
or  group  in  which  they  are  seeking  a diploma. 

Medals  and  Prizes. 

A silver  medal  is  awarded  annually  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  to 
tlie  Associate  Student  who  gains  the  highest  number  of  marks  at  the 
examinations  of  the  Associate  Course. 

Any  Scholarship  or  Medal  may  be  withheld  should  none  of  the  can- 
didates have  attained  a sufficiently  high  standard  of  merit  at  the  ex- 
amination. 

Two  prizes  of  the  value  of  £2  and  £1  may  be  awarded  ill  each  of  tlie 
several  subjects  of  examination  to  approved  candidates  upon  the  results 
of  the  Sessional  Examinations  in  each,  year,  if  sufficient  merit  be  shown. 
Only  one  prize  will  be  obtainable  in  any  subject  ill  which  not  more  than 
five  Students  present  themselves  for  examination.  These  prizes  are  open 
to  both  Associate  and  Non- Associate  Students.

The  Session  1908-09. 

The  College  is  open  for  day  instruction  only. 

In  1908  the  First  Term  begins  on  Tuesday,  tlie  29th  September,  and 
ends  on  Friday,  the  18th  December. 

The  Second  Term  begins  on  Tuesday,  the  5th  J aaiuary,  1909,  and  ends 
on  Friday,  tho  19th  March. 

The  Third  Term  begins  on  Monday,  tlie  22nd  March.  Easter  holidays 
extend  from  Thursday,  8th  April,  to  Monday,  April  19th  inclusive.  Ash 
Wednesday,  St.  Patrick’s  Day,  and  Whit  Monday  are  College  holidays.

Students  may  enter  for  separate  courses,  and  receive  Certificates  after 
examination,  if  they  have  regularly  attended  the  lectures.  A certificate 
of  attendance  is  not  given  for  any  laboratory  course  of  less  than  three 
months  regular  attendance. 

Non-associate  students  attending  laboratory  courses  in  any  subject 
will  do  so  at  hours  to  be  arranged  with  the  Registrar  and  the  Professors 
concerned. 

Students  taking  a short  Laboratory  or  Drawing  School  course  will 
be  allowed  to  extend  it  on  paying  the  difference  five  days  before  the 
expiration  of  the  course  paid  for. 

Advanced  students  attending  special  courses  or  engaged  in  research 
will  have  special  facilities  for  study,  including  direction  in  their  read- 
ing. 


Deposit. 

All  students  entering  for  practical  work  are  required  to  pay  a deposit 
of  £1  at  the  beginning  of  each  session,  or  other  period  for  which  he  has 
entered,  to  cover  breakages.  The  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  student 
will  be  returned  to  him  at  the  close  of  the  session  or  period  for  which 
he  lias  entered. 

Holders  of  the  Department’s  Scholarships,  Royal  Exhibitions,  or 
National  Scholars  will  not  be  required  to  pay  the  deposit;  but  a charge 
for  breakages  to  an  extent  not  exceeding  £1  may,  on  the  recommendation 
of  a Professor,  be  deducted  from  the  last  sessional  payment  of  main- 
tenance allowance. 


Admission  and  Attendance. 

The  College  is  open  to  ladies,  who  are  eligible  for  all  the  College 
Prizes  and  Scholarships. 

Candidates  for  admission  for  the  Session  1909-10  must  be  over  sixteen 
years  of  age  on  the  1st  June,  1909. 

Students  intending  to  leave  the  College  before  completing  their  course 
must  give  due  notice  of  their  intention. 

The  hours  of  attendance  are  from  9.0  a. in.  to  4.0  p.m.  daily,  with  an 
interval  of  one  hour  for  lunch.  The  College  is  closed  on  Saturdays 

Students  must  strictly  conform  to  the  rules  of  the  College. 

Students  must  communicate  in  writing  to  the  Registrar  the  reason 
for  any  absence  from  the  College,  and,  if  compelled  to  leave  the  College 
during  the  regular  hours  of  instruction  they  must  first  communicate 
with  the  Professor  in  whose  department  they  are  for  the  time  engaged. 

Associate  Students  are  required  to  attend  with  strict  regularity  all 
the  courses  of  their  respective  years  (unless  exempted  by  special  per- 
mission of  the  Department),  and  to  conform  to  the  rules  of  tlie  College, 
and  to  pass  the  Sessional  Examinations.  In  the  case  of  absesice  through 
illness,  or  any  other  serious  cause,  the  Registrar  should  be  notified 
immediately,  and  should  a Student  be  absent  through  illness  for  a longer 
period  than  two  days,  a medical  certificate  must  be  sent  to  the  Registrar 
on  the  third  day. 

All  applications  for  admission  should  be  addressed  to  the  Registrar.

Free  Scholarships — Goldsmiths’  Corporation  of  Ireland. 

J?10  Session,  1906-7,  the  Department  awarded  four  Scholarships 
(tenable  at  the  Metropolitan  School  of  Art)  to  the  four  apprentices 
under  the  Goldsmiths’  Corporation  who  showed  the  greatest  ability  and 
progress  in  their  studies  at  the  School  during  the  previous  year.  The 
Scholarships,  which  were  continued  during  the  Session  1907-8,  are  of 
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the  value  of  £6  each,  and  entitle  the  holders  to  free  tuition.  In  the 
present  Session  (1908-9)  two  of  the  original  Scholarships  have  been 
renewed,  and  the  vacant  Scholarships  awarded  to  two  new  apprentices.

4.  All  Students  recommended  by  the  Head  Master  are  expected  to  pre- 
sent themselves  at  the  Annual  Examinations,  and  they  must  deposit  their 
works  with  the  Teacher  of  their  Class  when  completed. 

5.  A Student  may  not  enter  for  any  special  course  unless  the  Head 
Master  considers  that  he  or  she  be  fit  to  undertake  it. 

0.  Students  should  be  regular  in  attendance  and  be  in  their  places  in 
the  Class-rooms  punctually  at  the  appointed  times,  and  they  must  not 
leave  before  the  termination  of  the.  class  except  where  a satisfactory  rea- 
son has  been  given  beforehand.  Students  arriving  later  than  10.15  and 
7.15  p.m.  will  be  reported  to  Registrar. 

7.  Students  are  allowed  from  1 to  2 p.m.  for  lunch,  and  no  Student 
may  absent  himself  for  a longer  time  or  during  school  hours  without 
permission.

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Note. 

The  Department  have,  for  some  time,  had  under  consideration  the 
complete  re-organisation  of  the  Irish  Training  School  of  Domestic 
Economy.  The  instruction  given  in  the  sehqol  will  now  be  divided  into 
two  main  branches ; the  first,  a course  in  Household  Management,  ex- 
tending over  one  school  term  (about  twenty  weeks),  and  the  second,  a 
course  of  training,  extending  over  two  years,  for  teachers  of  Domestic 
Economy. 

In  order  the  better  to  make  the  course  in  Household  Management  a 
thoroughly  practical  one  in  connection  with  all  the  operations  of  a 
house,  arrangements  are  being  made  by  the  Department  by  which,  dur- 
ing the  period  of  the  course,  the  students  will  reside  in  the  Practice 
House  provided  for  the  purpose. 

It  is  contemplated  to  arrange  for  the  entire  work  of  the  School  being 
ultimately  on  residential  lines,  so  as  to  provide  for  efficient  training  in 
household  practice  being  available  for  all  students. 

Present  students  of  the  Training  School  will  he  permitted  to  complete 
their  training  under  the  old  conditions,  and  will  not  be  required  to  reside 
at  the  Practice  House. 

Old  students  of  the  School,  not  fully  certificated,  who  are  at  present 
teaching  Domestic  Economy  subjects  in  schools  and  classes  aided  by  the 
Department,  will  be  admitted,  if  accommodation  permits,  to  training 
in  separate  subjects.

I. — Orjectr  op  the  School. 

The  Irish  Training  School  of  Domestic  Economy  is  an  institution, 
maintained  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Technical  Instruction 
for  Ireland,  for  the  purpose  of  training  teachers  of  Domestic  Economy, 
and  also  for  providing  a training  in  Household  Management  for  girls  who 
have  already  received  a satisfactory  general  education. 

The  work  of  the  School  comprises  two  courses  of  instruction  : — 

(1)  A course  of  instruction,  extending  over  one  term,  in  Household 

Management. 

(2)  A two  years’  course  of  training  for  Teachers  of  Domestic 

Economy. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  School  must  all  attend  the  course  of 
instruction  in  Household  Management.  A limited  number  of  students 
who  have  most  satisfactorily  followed  the  course  and  passed  the  examina- 
tion at  its  close,  and  who  desire  to  devote  themselves  to  teaching,  will, 
if  they  have  shown  themselves  fitted,  be  selected  to  follow  the  course  of 
training  for  Teachers  of  Domestic  Economy. 

t 

II. — Entrance. 

Students  are  admitted  to  the  course  in  Household  Management  at  the 
beginning  of  each  term.  Applicants  for  admission  to  the  School  must 
satisfy  the  Department  as  to  their  general  education.  University 
Graduates  and  applicants  who  have  passed  the  Senior  Grade  examina- 
tion of  the  Intermediate  Education  Board,  and  who  are  otherwise  suit- 
able, will  be  admitted  forthwith  to  the  School,  provided  that  there  is  ac- 
commodation available.  All  other  applicants  for  admission  will  be  re- 
quired to  pass  an  entrance  examination.  Vacancies  will  be  offered  to 
those  applicants  who  stand  highest  in  order  of  merit  at  the  entrance 

examination. 
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The  subjects  of  the  entrance  examination  will  be English,  one 
other  language  (Irish,  French,  or  German),  and  Arithmetic.  l'l)e 
standard  required  (or  a pass  will  he  approximately  that  which  may  be 
expected  of  a student  who  1ms  passed  the  Middle  Grade  examination 
of  the  Intermediate  Education  Board. 

No  text-books  are  prescribed  for  the  examination. 

Applicants  for  admission  must  be  not  less  than  If)  years  of  age  upon 
the  day  on  which  they  will  he  required  to  enter  the  School. 

Successful  candidates  lor  admission  must  furnish  a recent  medical  cer. 
tificate  of  health,  evidence  of  ago  (certified  extract  from  Public  Registry 
of  Births),  and  testimonials  of  good  character  from  not  less  than  two 
responsible  persons. 

An  examination  for  entrance  will  be  held  on  Wednesday,  9th  Decem- 
ber, 1908,  and  successful  candidates  will  he  required  to  enter  the  School 
on  Thursday,  28tli  January,  1909. 

The  examination  will  be  held  in  Dublin,  Belfast,  Cork,  and  Galway. 
Should  a sufficient  number  of  candidates  present  themselves,  examina- 
tions will  also  he  held  in  Londonderry,  Sligo,  Limerick,  and  Waterford. 

Candidates  who  wish  to  be  admitted  to  the  School  in  January,  1909, 
must  make  application  on  Form  S.  170,  not  later  than  the  24th  Novem- 
ber, 1908. 


III. — Fees. 

All  students  attending  the  course  in  Household  Management  are  re- 
quired to  pay  u fee  of  .£10.  This  fee  is  inclusive  of  residence  and  board 
during  the  course  of  instruction,  which  extends  over  about  twenty  weeks. 
It  is  not  inclusive  of  personal  laundry,  but  facilities  for  this  will  be  af- 
forded to  the  students. 

The  fee  is  payable  in  two  equal  instalments,  the  first  immediately 
upon  admission  to  the  School,  and  the  second  at  mid-term. 

No  portion  of  the  fee  paid  is  returnable  to  students  who  do  not  attend 
to  the  ond  of  the  term,  or  whom  it  may  have  been  found  necessary  to 
remove  from  the  School  roll. 

Students  are  required  to  provide  themselves  with  the  outfit  prescribed 
in  the  School  rules. 

In  the  event  of  tho  entire  work  of  the  School  being  conducted  on 
residential  lines,  teachers-in-training  will  be  required  to  pay  a fee  of  £10 
per  term  (inclusive  of  board  and  residence). 

Cheques,  Money  Orders,  and  Postal  Orders  are  to  be  made  payable  to 
" The  Irish  Training  School  of  Domestic  Economy.” 


IV. — School  Terms,  Hocus  op  Attendance,  and  Holidays. 

The  School  Session  is  divided  into  two  terms,  the  first  beginning  on 
the  first  Tuesday  in  September  and  ending  in  the  last  week  of  January, 
the.  second  beginning  immediately  thereafter  and  ending  on  the  last 
Friday  in  June. 

Class  instruction  and  practice  will,  in  general,  be  given  from  " a.m. 
to  1 p.m.,  and  from  2 to  4 p.m  daily,  Saturdays  excepted,  hut  students 
will  bo  required  to  attend  for  instruction  and  practice  at  any  other  times 
at  which  such  attendance  may  reasonably  be  required. 

No  student  may  absent  herself  from  instruction  without  first  com 
munieating  with,  and  obtaining  permission  from,  the  Head  leacner, 
or  her  deputy.  , . . 

The  School  will  be  closed  for  about  ten  days  at  Christmas,  and  ao 
ten  days  at  Easter.  Students  will  not  be  permitted  to  reside  at 
Practice  House  during  these  periods.  The  Practice  House  will  be 
opened  on  the  last  day  of  the  holidays,  and  all  students  will  he  expec 
to  return  and  be  in  residence  on  the  evening  of  that  day. 

Students  must  conform  strictly  to  the  rules  of  the  School.  Any 
dent  guilty  of  wilful  neglect  of  these  rules  will  be  required  to  witJnm™ 
from  the  School. 
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V.— The  Coen sa  of  Instruction  in  Household  Management. 

This  course  extends  over  one  term,  and  includes  instruction  in  Cookery 
and  Scullery  work,  Laundry  work,  Home  Sewing,  Household  Routine, 
and  the  Keeping  of  Household  Accounts.  It  also  includes  instruction  in 
Elementary  Science,  and  in  Home  Hygiene  and  Sick  Nursing. 

Students  who  attend  the  School  regularly  and  punctually  throughout 
the  term,  and  pass  a final  examination  in  the  work  of  the  course,  will  re- 
ceive a certificate  of  having  satisfactorily  followed  the  course. 

All  students  following  the  course  will  be  required  to  live  at  the  Prac- 
tice  House. 


VI. — The  Training  Course  for  Teachers  of  Domestic  Economy, 

Onlv  students  who  have  worked  satisfactorily  through  the  course  in 
Household  Management  are  eligible  for  admission  to  the  course  of  train- 
mg  for  Teachers  of  Domestic  Economy. 

At  the  close  of  each  term  the  Department,  having  taken  into  con- 
sideration the  results  of  the  examination  held  at  the  close  of  the  course 
of  Household  Management,  and  the  reports  of  their  Inspectors  and  of 
the  Teaching  Staff  upon  the  work  of  the  students  during  the  term,  will 
select  for  training  as  Teachers  of  Domestic  Economy  a limited  number 
of  students  who  have  shown  themselves  most  capable  of  taking  full 
advantage  of  the  uourse  of  training  provided. 

Students  with  physical  defects  of  voice,  sight,  or  hearing  will  not  be 
selected  to  undergo  the  course  of  training. 

Students  intending  to  leave  the  school  before  completing  the  course, 
are  required  to  give  notice  to  the  Secretary  at  least  two  weeks  previous 
to  the  end  of  the  term. 

The  course  of  training,  which  extends  over  at  least  two  complete  ses- 
sions, involves  a complete  course  of  Domestic  Economy  suitable  for 
teachers  of  this  subject.  It  includes  the  principles  of  practical  elemen- 
tary science  involved  in  domestic  work;  Cookery;  Laundry  work;  Dress- 
making and  Home  Sewing;  and  Housewifery  (including  Household  Rou- 
tine and  the  Keeping'  of  Accounts).  Practical  instruction  in  Home 
Hygiene  and  Sick  Nursing  is  afforded,  and  instruction  is  given  in  the 
Theory  and  Practice  of  Education. 

Students  will  be  required  to  take  up  the  subjects  of  instruction  in  the 
order  arranged  for  them  by  the  School  Authorities. 

A Diploma  as  a Teacher  of  Domestic  Economy  subjects  will  be  granted 
to  students  who  attend  regularly  and  punctually  throughout  the  whole 
course,  and  pass  the  examinations  (theoretical,  practical  and  oral),  held 
at  the  close  of  the  instruction  in  each  subject.  Diplomas.  “ with  distinc- 
tion ” will  be  awarded  to  those  students  who  have  obtained  distinction 
for  special  merit  in  their  studies  during  the  course. 

Certificates  will  not  be  granted  in  respect  of  separate  subjects. 

Students  who  do  not  reach  a satisfactory  standard  in.  any  subject  will 
be  required  to  repeat  such  portion  of  the  course  in  that  subject  as  may 
be  considered  desirable,  and  to  pass  a supplementary  examination 
therein. 

Students  required  to  repeat  the  course,  or  part  of  the  course,  of  in- 
struction  in  any  subject,  will  be.  charged  a proportional  fee  for  the  re- 
peated course.  The  student  will  be  informed  of  the  amount  of  the  fee 
to  be  paid  by  her,  and  will  be  required  to  pay  this  fee  orr  the  day  upon 
which  she  enters  upon  the  repeated  course  of  instruction. 

The  Department’s  decision  in  all  matters  relating  to  examinations  and 
to  the  award  of  diplomas  must  be  regarded  as  final. 

VII. — Day  and  Evening  Classes  for  Extern  Students. 

the  training  course  for  teachers  involves  practice  in  teaching,  and 
provision  is  made  for  this,  to  some  extent,  by  providing,  for  the  general 
public,  instruction  in  Cookery,  Laundry  work,  Dressmaking  and  Home 
Sewing,  and  Housewifery.  These  classes  will  be  held  at  20,  Kildare- 
street,  Dublin.

Pupils  must  kjeep  themselves  ueat  and  tidy,  and  uonform  to  the  rules 
of  the  School. 

Any  pupil  whose  behaviour  is  unsatisfactory,  or  who  fails  to  conform 
to  the  ruleB  of  the  School,  is  liable  to  immediate  dismissal.

II.— Instruction  in  Industries. 

To  improve  the  work  in  Lace  and  Crochet-making  and  Needlework, 
carried  on  throughout  the  country,  the  Committee  may  appoint  ten 
teachers.  These  teachers  will  give  instruction  at  centres  to  be  fixed  by 
the  Committee,  with  the  approval  of  the  Department,  and  each  teacher 
will  be  required  to  give  two  lessons  of  three  hours’  duration  each,  on 
three  days  per  week  (or  an  equivalent  amount  of  teaching),  throughout 
the  session.  The  two  lessons  per  day  may,  or  may  not,  be  given  in  the 
same  centre ; but  arrangements  will  be  made  whereby  at  least  six 
hours’  instruction  per  week  shall  be  given  at  each  centre. 

A salary  of  £60  per  annum  may  be  allowed  when  the  teacher  is 
employed  for  thirty  hours,  or  upwards,  per  week. 

General  Conditions  under  which  the  Classes  will  he  held. 

1.  A local  Committee  to  be  formed,  who  shall  make  known  the  objects 
of  the  instruction,  obtain  a suitable  class-room,  and  be  responsible  tor 
the  proper  cleaning  and  lighting  of  the  room.

3.  An  accurate  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditure  to  be  kept  for 
each  class  in  the  books  provided  for  the  purpose  by  the  Department. 

4.  A deduction  of  one  penny  per  shilling  to  be  made  on  the  sale  price 
of  all  articles.  (The  amounts  so  raised  will  be  applied  in  meeting  the 
cost  of  rent,  fuel,  postage,  laundering,  and  incidental  expenses,  and  in 
forming  a fund  to  be  used  in  paying  ready  cash  for  work  done). 

5.  Laundering  to  be  paid  for  at  a rate  not  exceeding  5 d.  per  pound’s 
worth  of  work  washed. 

6.  Should  the  fund  referred  to  at  (4)  above  exceed,  at  the  close  of  any 
academic  year,  one-tenth  of  that  year’s  sales,  a bonus  may  be  granted 
out  of  the  excess  to  each  worker  at  a rate  of  not  more  than  6 d.  per  £ 
of  the  wages  paid  in  the  case  of  Lace  and  Crochet-workers,  and  9r7. 
per  £ in  the  case  of  Spriggers.  (This  bonus  will  only  be  paid  after 
the  accounts  have  been  audited  by  the  Secretary  to  the  County  Com- 
mittee, and  on  his  certificate  that  the  position  of  the  industry  warrants 
such  payment.) 

7.  Any  balance  of  the  excess  which  may  remain  after  providing 
for  the  above  purposes  to  be  returned  to  the  County  Committee. 

Ill, — Instruction  in  Domestic  Economy  and  Manual  Training. 

The  Committee  will  appoint  an  Instructress  in  Domestic  Economy  sub- 
jects and  Hygiene,  and  an  Instructor  in  Manual  Training  (Woodwork), 
who  shall  conduct  courses  of  instruction  in  these  subjects  at  centres, 
and  at  times,  to  be  fixed  by  the  Committee,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Department. 

These  courses  will  consist  of  at  least  thirty  lessons  of  two  hours’  dura- 
tion each,  and  will  extend  over  a period  of  about  six  weeks.  A fee  not 
exceeding  2s.  6(L  will  be  charged  for  admission  to  each  class. 

IV. — Training  School  tor  Lace  Teachers. 

A school  for  the  training  of  skilled  workers  as  teachers  of  lace  and 
sprigging  classes  will  be  established  in  connection  with  the  Technical 
School,  Enniskillen.  Instruction  will  be  provided  in  Lace-making,  or 
Sprigging,  Laundering,  Drawing,  Design,  English,  Commercial  Arith- 
metic, Business  Procedure,  and  Hygiene. 

Classes  will  be  held  daily  under  the  supervision  of  a principal  holding 
special  qualifications.  Students  while  in  attendance  at  the  school  must 
continue  to  practise  their  industry. 

Candidates  for  entrance  must  pass  an  examination  in  English,  Arith- 
metic, Drawing,  and  Lace-making  or  Sprigging. 

Recognition  of  qualification  to  give  instruction  in  Lace-making  or 
Sprigging  will  be  accorded  to  those  students  only  who  attend  satisfac- 
torily during  one  complete  session  of  twelve  months,  and  who  reach  a 
satisfactory  standard  in  an  examination  which  will  be  held  by  the 
Department. 

V. — General  Conditions. 

1.  This  scheme  is  not  intended  to  apply  to  children  under  fourteen 
years  of  age,  but  such  children,  who  have  been  placed  in  the  Sixth 
Class  of  a National  School,  or  who  have  received  an  equivalent  edu- 
cation, may  be  admitted  to  classes  provided  that  there  is  accommodation 
available.  Under  no  circumstances  may  scholars  on  the  roll  of  a 
Primary  School  attend  classes  under  this  Scheme  which  meet  during 
Primary  School  hours. 

2.  Schools  or  classes  conducted  or  aided  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Scheme  shall  be  at  all  times  open  to  the  Department’s  Inspectors.  (The 
Inspectors  will,  from  time  to  time,  report  to  the  Department  on  the 
condition  and  suitability  of  the  school  buildings  or  class-rooms,  the 
character  of  the  instruction  and  its  suitability  to  the  needs  of  the 
locality,  the  sufficiency  of  the  teaching  staff  for  the  number  of  students 
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under  instruction,  the  progress  ot  the  students— which  they  may  ascer- 
tain in  such  a manner  as  may  be  necessary — the  method  of  registration, 
and,  generally,  the  observance  of  the  provisions  of  the  Scheme.) 

3.  Classes  conducted  or  aided  under  the  Scheme  shall  not  be  of  such 
a size  as  to  impair  the  efficiency  of  the  instruction.  (A  practical  class 
should  not  consist  of  more  than  twenty  students,  and  a theoretical  or 
demonstration  class  of  more  than  forty  students  under  one  teacher. 
(Local  Committees  should  assist  teachers  in  keeping  classes  within  these 
limits.) 

4.  Control  will  be  exercised  over  the  admission  to  classes  so  that, 
students  may  take  only  associated  subjects  ; and  admission  to  certain 
classes  may  be  limited  by  entrance  examination  in  order  that  the 
classes  may  be  of  manageable  size,  and  that  students  selected  may  be 
capable  of  taking  full  advantage  of  the  instruction. 

5.  Classes  may  he  closed  should  the  average  attendance  for  four 
successive  lessons  fall  below  six. 

6.  Attendance  registers  shall  be  carefully,  regularly,  and  punctually 
marked. 

7.  A Local  Committee  of  Management  shall  he  formed  in  each  centre 
in  the  Rural  Districts  where  classes  are  to  be  held.  The  Committee 
formed  shall  appoint  an  Honorary  Secretary,  and  place  itself  in  com- 
munication with  the  County  Joint  Committee.  In  the  Urban  District, 
the  classes  shall  be  under  the  management  of  a Local  Committee  ap- 
pointed for  the  purpose  by  the  Urban  District,  Council. 

The  duties  of  a local  Committee  are : — 

(a.)  To  arrange  for  suitable  accommodation  for  the  courses  of  in- 
struction to  be  given  ; to  awaken  local  interest,  and  to  make  due  pro- 
vision for  the  starting,  or  resumption,  of  the  courses ; 

(6)  To  assist  in  securing  regular  and  punctual  attendance  at  the 
cl  asses. 

(c)  To  visit  the  classes  from  time  to  time,  and  to  check  and  sign 
the  registers ; and 

(d)  To  make  recommendations  to  the  County  Joint  Committee  as  to 
local  requirements  in  connection  with  the  classes. 

8.  Full  particulars  of  the  qualifications  and  experience  of  any  teacher 
whom  it  is  proposed  to  engage  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Department, 
and  their  approval  of  the  appointment  obtained,  in  writing,  before  the 
appointment  is  actually  made. 

9.  The  previous  written  approval  of  the  Department  shall  be  obtained 
for  any  expenditure  upon  additional  equipment,  or  for  any  purpose  not 
covered  by  the  proposals  under  the  head  of  Finance.  (Approval  of  such 
expenditure  will  not  be  given  unless  the  proposals  have  been  submitted 
for  the  Department’s  sanction  before  any  liability  is  incurred.) 

10.  Accurate  returns  of  such  particulars  as  are  required  by  the  De- 
partment shall  be  made  at  the  specified  times. 

11.  Within,  seven  days  after  any  meeting  of  the  Committee,  a copy  of 
the  Minutes  of  proceedings  of  that  meeting,  as  entered  in  the 
Minute  book,  shall  he  furnished  to  the  Department. 

12.  The  accounts  of  the  Committee  shall  be  treated  as  part  of  the 
accounts  of  the  Local  Authorities,  and  will  be  audited  as  such  by  the 
Auditor  of  the  Local  Government  Board.

The  services  ot  the  whole-time  officers  engaged  at  the  school  will  be 
utilised  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  courses  in  the  rural  districts  of 
the  County  in  the  interval  between  the.  closing  of  the  school  on  the 
completion  of  a Session’s  work,  and  the  re-opening  of  the  school  in  the 
succeeding  Session. 

V. — Technical  Classes  for.  Girls. 

Subject  to  the  conditions  set  forth  below,  capitation  grants  at  the 
rate  of  £3  per  pupil  for  any  number  not  exceeding  ten,  and  at  the 
rate  of  £2  per  pupil  for  the  remainder  of  the  class  will  be  paid  in 
respect  of  the  attendance  of  girls  at  instruction  in  Lace-making  Crochet- 
work,  Dressmaking,  Needlework,  Sprigging,  Embroidery,  Drawn  Thread 
Work,  Shirt-making,  Hosiery-making,  or  such  other  industrial  or 
domestic  subject  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  approved  by  the  Depart- 
ment. 

In  certain  industrial  subjects,  such  as  Lace-making,  a knowledge  of 
Drawing  is  of  great  value  to  the  worker.  Where  provision  can  be  made 
for  efficient  instruction  in  Drawing,  a further  grant  of  10s.  per  pupil 
may  be  paid  in  respect  of  those  girls  who  have  qualified  for  the  grant 
referred  to  in  the  foregoing  paragraph,  and  have  received  not  less  than 
forty  hours’  instruction  in  Drawing. 

Conditions. 

1.  The  industry  in  which  instruction  is  given  shall  be  suited  to  the 
circumstances  of  the  locality. 

2.  The  grant  may  be  claimed  on  account  of  pupils  who  have  received 
during  the  session  not  less  than  240  hours’  instruction  as  specified  in 
Section  4 below.  In  order  to  qualify  for  the  additional  grant  for 
Drawing  a pupil  must  receive  not  less  than  forty  hours’  instruction  in 
that  subject  in  addition  to  the  240  hours’  instruction  above  mentioned. 

3.  Grants  may  be  paid  in  respect  of  a pupil’s  attendance  at  any  one 
industrial  subject  for  not  more  than  two  school  sessions,  but  where 
circumstances  have  made  it  desirable  to  introduce  a new  industry, 
grants  may  be  paid  on  account  of  a pupil  for  not  more  than  three  school 
sessions  in  all.

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4.  The  pupil,  as  part  of  the  240  hours’  instruction,  shall  receive  at 
least  40  hours’  instruction  in  Domestic  Economy  .subjects.  (The  40 
hours’  instruction  may  be  given  in  twenty  lessons  of  two  hours  each 
ami  must  include  practice.  At  least  thirty  hours  must  be  devoted  to 
Cookery,  ten  hours  may  be  given  to  Laundry  Work.  Not  more  than  60 
hours’  instruction  in  Cookery  anrl  Laundry  Work  may  be  reckoned  in 
the  total  of  240  hours.) 

(Note. — In  order  to  assist  Managers  of  classes  working  under  this 
section  of  the  Scheme  to  satisfy  the  conditions  in  regard  to  instruc- 
tion in  Domestic  Economy,  the  Committee  may,  if  they  think  it 
desirable,  send  a County  Instructress  to  give  the  required  course 
of  instruction.  It  must  be  understood  that  where  the  services  of 
the  Committee’s  Domestic  Economy  Instructress  are  granted,  the 
Managers  of  the  class  are  required  to  provide  fire,  light,  and  the 
necessary  materials.  Tire  instruction  given  must  be  such  as  is 
applicable  to  the  home  life  of  those  attending  the  course.) 

5.  Hie  equipment  and  instruction  must  be  satisfactory.  (The  De- 
partment’s Inspectors  will  he  specially  directed  to  report  how  far  the 
work  is  instruction,  and  how  far  the  practice,  of  an  industry.) 

6.  Sales  and  Wages  Books  and  Attendance  Registers  must  be  satis- 
factorily kept. 

7.  Grants  will  not  he  payable  in  respect  of  pupils  who  are  not  over 
fourteen  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  admission  to  instruction,  or  who 
are  on  tire  roll  of  a National  School  or  of  an  Industrial  School  under 
the  Irish  Industrial  Schools  Act. 

8.  Grants  will  not  be  payable  under  this  section  in  respect  of  instruc- 
tion in  an  industrial  subject  given  by  a teacher  employed  by  the 
Committee. 

9.  Managers  intending  to  claim  grants  under  this  section  must  for- 
ward Form  S.  47  to  the  Offices  of  the  Committee  on  or  before  the  1st 
of  October,  1908. 

10.  Instruction  must  begin,  under  a recognised  teacher,  before  the  1st 
December  at  the  latest. 


Should  the  sum  (£150)  allocated  for  the  purpose  of  this  section  of 
the  Scheme  not  enable  the  Committee  to  pay  off  all  the  claims  in  full 
at  the  rate  mentioned  above,  the  amount  available  will  be  divided  in 
proportion  to  the  claims  admitted. 

VI. — Scholarships  for  Boys. 

Provision  is  made  for  the  award  of  Scholarships  to  boys  attending 
i rimary  schools.  The  object  of  these  scholarships  is  to  aid  promising 
boys,  who  have  already  completed  a satisfactory  primary  education, 
to  attend  instruction  in  Experimental  Science,  Drawing  and  Manual 
Work,  at  an  approved  Secondary  School,  in  order  that  they  may  be 
fitted  to  enter  upon  an  industrial  career  or  to  take  advantage  of 
further  technical  training.

The  Scholarships  are  tenable  for  one  year,  but  may  be  renewed 'for  a 
second  year  if  the  reports  of  the  Department’s  Inspector  show  that  such 
renewal  would  .be  beneficial.  Under  .special  circumstances  a-  Scholar- 
ship may  be  renewed  for  a third,  or  even  for  a fourth  year. 

If,  in  the  case  of  a Scholarship  renewed  after  two  years’  tenure  at  a 
Secondary  School,  satisfactory  provision  can  be  made  for  the  holder  to 
be  apprenticed  to  an  industry,  the  Scholarship  may  be  held  during 
not  more  than  two  years  of  apprenticeship.  For  the  retention  of  the 
Scholarship  in  this  manner  the  Department  will  require^  that  the 
holder  should  continue  his  studies  in  an  evening  Technical  School  and 
follow  a programme  of  instruction  to  be  approved  by  them. 

Such  of  tiie  Scholarships  held  during  the  Session  1908-9  as  are  not 
renewed  for  the  Session  1909-10  will  he  offered  for  competition, in  June, 
1909.

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Early  in  the  Academic  Year  1908-9  copies  of  the  Scholarship  Scheme 
shall  be  sent  to  all  Primary  Schools  situated  within  the  area  ad- 
ministered by  the  Committee  and  an  advertisement  of  the  Scheme 
and  of  the  number  and  value  of  the  Scholarships  to  be  competed  for 
in  June  shall  be  inserted  once  during  the  month  of  May  in  the  news- 
papers circulating  within  this  area. 


VII. — Instruction  in  Industries. 

1.  A sum  of  £200  has  been  set  aside  for  Scholarships  to  boys  desirous 
of  learning  any  approved  industry  established  in  the  County. 

2.  The  Scholarships  shall  take  the  form  of  a part  payment  of  the 
apprenticeship  premium  of  sixteen  boys  to  be  nominated  by  the  Com- 
mittee. 

3.  The  boys  selected  must  be  between  the  ages  of  fourteen  and  seven- 
teen years,  and  have  received  an  education  at  least  equal  'to  that  of  the 
Fifth  Standard  of  the  National  Board. 

4.  Each  boy  to  undergo  a probationary  period  of  at  least  one  fort- 
night, after  which  time  the  Managers  of  the  Industry  to  which  the  boy 
is  to  be  apprenticed  shall  declare  as  to  the  suitability  of  the  boy,  or 
otherwise,  to  learn  the  trade. 

5.  It  shall  rest  with  the  Managers  to  decide  in  what  branch  of  the 
trade  the  boys  shall  be  first  instructed. 

6.  The  Managers  shall  keep  registers  showing  the  daily  attendance  of 
the  boys  and  the  nature  of  the  work  in  which  they  receive  instruction. 
These  registers  to  be  open  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of  the  Depart- 
ment. 

7.  The  Managers  shall  make  it  a condition  of  apprenticeship  that  the 
boys  sliall  attend  certain  evening  classes  at  the  neighbouring  technical 
schools. 

8.  The  Managers  shall  pay  the  apprentices  (after  the  probationary 
period)  wages  from  four  to  eight  shillings  per  week,  according  to  their 
capabilities,  with  the  approval  of  the  Committee. 

9.  The  Department  are  to  be  satisfied  as  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
instruction  given,  as  may  be  determined  by  tlieir  Inspectors  or  other- 
wise. 

10.  Each  premium  of  £12  10s.  Od.  to  be  paid  in  two  equal  half-yearly 
instaments,  the  first  being  payable  at  the  end  of  the  probationary 
period,  the  necessary  indentures  for  an  adequate  period  being  duly 
perfected,  such  indentures  being  previously  approved  of  by  the  Com- 
mittee. 

11.  In  the  case,  of  a vacancy  from  any  cause  whatsoever  the  Com- 
mittee may  fill  the  vacancy  by  the  appointment  of  another  boy  for  the 
unexpired  portion  of  the  Scholarship.

Sm, — I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Fortieth 
Annual  Report  of  the  Council  of  the  Royal  College  of  Science. 

During  the  Session  1907-8  there  were  four  Royal  Scholars, 
sixteen  Science  Scholars,  twenty-six  Agricultural  Scholars, 
inclusive  of  one  in  Horticulture  and  one  in  Forestry,  one 
Local  Exhibitioner,  nine  Teachcrs-in- Training,  and  two  post- 
graduate Students.  The  foregoing  were  all  receiving  free 
instruction.  In  addition  to  these  there  were  eighteen  Asso- 
ciatcship  students  and  thirty-three  occasional  students,  all 
paying  fees.  The  total  number  of  individual  students  in  the 
College  during  the  session  was  one  hundred  and  nine. 

Sessional  examinations  were  held  in  all  subjects,  and  con- 
joint examiners  were  appointed  by  the  Department  in  twenty 
subjects. 

The  annual  award  of  diplomas,  scholarships,  and  prizes  was 
made  by  the  Council  oil  the  3rd  July,  1908.

Mr.  Alfred  Godfrey  Gordon  Leonard,  a.r.c.sc.i.  , was 
awarded  an  1851  Exhibition  Scholarship  of  the  value  of  £150, 
and  is  about  to  proceed  to  the  University  of  Bonn  to  continue 
his  studies  in  Organic  Chemistry  and  Spectrographic  Besearch. 

Platt  Biological  Scholarship. — Mr.  Joseph  Mangan,  M.A., 
a.r.c.sc.i.,  after  pursuing  a year’s  post-graduate  course  in 
Zoology  at  the  College  was  awarded  a Platt  Scholarship,  and 
has  proceeded  to  the  University  of  Manchester.

Chemistry. 

Professor— W.  N.  Hartley,  d.sc.,  f.r.s. 

The  number  of  students  attending  the  courses  of  Chemistry 
were  : — "Forty  of  the  first  year,  three  of  the  second  year,  six 
of  the  third  year,  including  two  occasional  students. 

To  the  students  of  the  first  year  sixty  lectures  were  de- 
livered by  the  Professor  on  General  Chemistry  (including  the 
outlines  and  principles  of  Metallurgy  and  Thermo-Chemistry), 
and  two  tutorial  lectures  by  Dr.  Pollok. 

In  the  chemical  laboratories  there  were  thirty-nine  students 
of  the  first  year,  in  charge  of  Dr.  Pollok  and  Mr.  Leonard, 
and  three  in  the  assaying  laboratory . 

Owing  to  the  re-arrangement  of  the  curriculum  sanctioned 
by  the  Department,  referred  to  in  the  report  for  the  session 
1906-07,  the  lectures  on  Organic  Chemistry  were  divided  into 
two  courses,  elementary  and  advanced,  both  of  which  were 
delivered  bv  Mr.  O’Farrellv.

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A collection  illustrative  of  researches  pursued  in  the  Chemical 
Laboratory  of  the  Royal  College  of  Science  during  twenty- 
eight  years,  was  sent  to  the  Franco-British  Exhibition  on  the 
invitation  of  the  Science  Committee. 

One  portion  was  shown  with  the  Department's  exhibit  in 
the  Education  Section,  and  another  in  the  Chemistry  division 
of  the  Science  Collection. 

The  International  Jury  have  awarded  three  Diplomas  to 
Professor  Hartley,  one  in  class  12,  group  3,  Photography, 
Grand  Prize;  one  in  Education,  class  1-6,  Grand  Prize;  and 
one  in  class  15,  group  3,  Scientific  Instruments,  Diploma  of 
Honour. 

Summer  Courses  for  Teachers. — There  were  two  courses 
given  in  Chemistry  during  July,  viz. — (1)  a Fourth  year’s 
course  attended  by  37  students  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
O’Farrelly ; (2)  a Third  year’s  course  attended  by  39  students 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Pollok. 

Organic  Chemistry. 

Lecturer— A.  O’Farrelly,  m.a. 

A course  of  forty-six  lectures  on  Organic  Chemistry  was 
delivered,  attended  by  the  students  of  the  second  year  and  by 
one  occasional  student ; and  ten  lectures  on  advanced  Organic 
Chemistry  were  given  to  the  students  of  the  third  year. 

In  the  laboratory,  instruction  was  given  to  three  students  of 
the  second  year  and  to  six  of  the  third  year,  including  two 
occasional  students. 

Many  works  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Dublin  were  visited 
during  the  session,  and  at  the  end  of  June  a tour  was  organised 
for  second  and  third  year  students  to  visit  works  in  Glasgow 
and  the  outlying  manufacturing  districts,  including  Greenock, 
Paisley,  Falkirk,  Philipstown,  Addiewell,  and  Alloa.

Physics. 

Professor— W.  F.  Barrett,  f.r.s. 

During  the  past  session,  1907-8,  the  number  of  individual 
students  attending  the  course  of  instruction  in  Physics  was 
51 ; of  these  46  were  Associate  and  5 non-Associate  students. 

In  the  first  year  there  were  33  Associates  and  4 non-Asso- 
eiates.  The  course  of  instruction  given  to  these  students 
consisted  of  51  lectures  delivered  by  the  Professor  on  the  out- 
lines of  Experimental  Physics  according  to  the  detailed  syllabus 
of  the  course  in  Physics.  There  were  also  20  tutorial  classes  by 
Mr.  W.  J.  Lyons,  B.A.,  a.r.o.sc.l.,  together  with  67  lessons  in 
Practical  Physics,  each  lesson  about  three  hours  in  length. 

In  the  second  year  there  were'  11  Associate  students.  The 
course  of  instruction  comprised  45  lectures  by  the  Professor  on 
Molecular  Physics,  Heat,  Sound,  Badiation,  and  Polarized  Light; 
together  with  13  tutorial  lessons  by  Mr.  Lyons.  There  were  in 
addition  35  lessons  in  Practical  Physics  of  about  three  hours 
each. 

In  the  third  year  there  were  3 Associate  students,  who  were 
Teachers-in-Training  in  the  division  of  Physics.  The  course  of 
instruction  included  8 demonstrations  by  Mr.  Lyons  in  the 
accurate  measurement  in  the  laboratory  of  physical  constants 
such  as  are  involved  in  the  mechanical  and  molecular  properties 
of  bodies  and  their  thermal,  luminous,  and  electrical  phenomena, 
together  with  166  practical  classes. 
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The  Practical  Courses  were  in  charge  of  Mr.  Lyons,  assisted 
by  Mr.  Warwick.  B.A.,  B.E.,  under  the  general  direction  of  the 
Professor. 

As  was  said  last  year,  it  lias  been  practically  impossible  to  do 
any  Research  work  during  the  past  session  owing  to  every 
corner  of  the  Physical  Laboratory  being  occupied  by  students, 
and  some  unfinished  original  investigations  in  Thermo-Elec- 
tricity are  standing  over  until  adequate  and  undisturbed  space 
can  be  obtained. 

Mr.  Feely  was  appointed  to  a fourth  year  post-Graduate 
Scholarship,  and  began  an  investigation  under  the  direction  of 
Professor  Barrett  on  Thermo-Electric  Hysteresis,  hut  after 
three  months  work  he  resigned  the  Scholarship  in  order  to 
prepare  for  an  examination  in  the  Patent  Office. 

Summer  Courses  for  Teachers. — A First-year’s  course  in 
Physics  was  given  to  20  Teacher  students  in  July  by  Mr.  Lyons, 
assisted  by  Messrs.  E.  Moynihan,  a.r.C.Sc.1.,  and  W.  D.  Horgan,  b.a.

Electro-Technology. 

Lecturer — W.  Brown,  b.sc. 

There  were  twelve  students  in  the  Second  year,  viz., 9 in  the 
Faculty  of  Engineering  (of  which  two  were  non-associate),  1 in 
the  Faculty  of  Applied  Chemistry,  and  2 Teach ers-in-Training. 
Sixty-three  lectures  were  delivered  by  the  Lecturer,  the  whole 
of  which  were  attended  by  the  Engineers,  41  by  the  Teachers- 
in-Training,  and  21  by  the  Chemists.  There  were  26  tutorial 
classes  given  by  Mr.  Allen. 

The  laboratory  work  consisted  of  04  lessons  given  by  the 
Lecturer  and  Mr.  Allen,  the  whole  of  which  were  attended  by 
the  Engineers,  42  by  the  Teachers-in-Training,  and  21  by  the 
Chemists. 

The  course  in  the  Third  year  consisted  of  69  lectures,  attended 
by  4 students,  and  90  laboratory  lessons,  attended  by  o students, 
one  student  attending  65  of  the  90  lessons.

A theoretical  examination  and 
a practical  examination  were  held  at  the  end  of  the 
course.

Geology. 

Professor — G.  A.  J.  Cole,  f.g.s. 

The  courses  in  Geology  and  Mineralogy  were  carried  out  as 
follows 

I.  Faculty  of  Agriculture.— Geology  and  Mineralogy.  43 
lectures  and  33  practical  lessons,  with  four  field-excursions  near 
Dublin,  and  a field-tour  of  six  days  in  March,  1908.  The  tour 
extended  from  Connemara  to  Belleek,  Cookstown,  Antrim, 
Belfast,  and  Carlingford,  covering  a great  variety  of  geological 
features.  Attended  by  seven  students. 

Soil  Physics. — Six  lectures,  eleven  practical  lessons,  and  one 
day’s  soil-sampling  in  the  field.  Attended  by  seven  students. 

II.  Faculty  of  Chemistry.— Mineralogy.  Twenty-five  lec- 
tures and  fourteen  practical  lessons.  A field-excursion  to  Silver- 
mines  was  made  in  June,  1908.  Attended  by  five  students. 
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TTT.  COUAHE  FOB  TEAOHEBS-IN-TllilNING  IN  THEIR  SECOND 

Year. — Geology.  There  being  only  one  student,  no  formal  lec- 
tures were  delivered,  but  equivalent  tutorial  instruction  was 
given  by  the  Professor.  There  were  also  ten  practical  lessons, 
and  five  field-exeursions. 

IV.  Course  for  Teaohers-in-Training,  Natural  Science 
Group,  Third  Year,  There  were  no  students  in  this  division 
in  1907-8. 

V.  Special  Practical  Courses.— One  student  attended  a 
course  of  twenty  lessons  in  Mineralogy  for  Prospectors,  prior  to 
taking  up  his  residence  in  Argentina,  and  another  student 
attended  a course  of  nineteen  lessons  in  practical  geology. 

A Summer-Course  in  Rural  Economv  was  conducted  in 
August,  1908,  by  the  Professor,  in  conjunction  with  Dr.  G.  H. 
Pethybridge.  This  was  attended  by  twenty  teachers  from 
Technical  and  National  Schools.  The  course  dealt  with  geogra- 
phical and  geological  considerations  as  affecting  a given  district ; 
with  plant-growth  and  plant-associations;  and  with  the  structure 
of  common  animals.  Professor  G.  II.  Carpenter  kindly  took 
charge  of  this  last  division,  assisted  by  Mr.  Jos.  Mangan,  A.R.c.Sc.1. 

Mr.  Isaac  Swain,  A.R.C.se.1.,  B.A.,  acted  as  Assistant  throughout 
the  session,  and  also  in  the  summer-course.  He  has  also  given 
much  attention  to  the  fossils  of  the  Kiltorcan  Beds  near  Bally- 
hale.  Several  excellent  specimens  from  these  Old  Red  Sandstone 
strata  have  been  added  through  his  work  to  the  College  collec- 
tions, 

A number  of  portraits  of  geologists  and  mineralogists  have  been 
hung  in  the  Geological  Laboratory,  as  a means  of  maintaining 
interest  in  the  history  of  research. 

Among  the  purchases  are  a series  of  phosphatic  deposits 
employed  on  the  land  as  fertilisers,  and  copies  of  two  of  Mr.  R. 
F.  Gwinnell’s  relief-models  of  the  Loch  Lomond  area. 

Among  the  gifts  received  are  musical  sand  given  by  Mr.  C.  C. 
Wilson,  F.G.S.,  ferruginous  deposits  of  bacteria  from  Co.  Antrim, 
given  by  Mr.  J.  Straehan,  and  Carboniferous  rocks  from  Bristol, 
given  by  Mr.  H.  Bolton,  F.G.s.  Especial  mention  may  be  made 
of  four  specimens  of  rare  types  of  rock  from  Finland,  given  by 
Prof.  Wilhelm  Ramsay,  of  the  University  of  Helsingfors. 

The  Professor  visited  the  interior  of  Finland  in  July,  to  become 
acquainted  with  the  characters  of  the  Archaean  rocks  of  that 
country,  and  with  its  conspicuous  glacial  phenomena.  His  thanks 
for  guidance  are  especially  due  to  Dr.  J.  J.  Sederholm,  Prof.  W. 
Ramsay,  and  Prof.  Palrndn,  of  the  Zoological  Station  of  Tvarmin- 
neon. 

In  conjunction  with  Mr.  R.  Lloyd  Praeger,  the  Professor  edited 
the  Handbook  issued  for  tlie Dublin  meeting  of  the  British  Asso- 
ciation in  1908.  To  this  he.  contributed  the  chapter  on  the  general 
geology  of  the  district.

Agriculture. 

Professor — J.  Wilson,  m.a.,  b.sc. 

There  were  10  students  in  the  class  of  Agriculture  during  the 
Session  1907-8,  two  of  whom  were  taking  the  class  for  the 
second  time.  Eight  of  these  10  students  were  awarded  the 
diploma  of  the  college  at  the  end  of  the  Session.  As  usual,  the 
class  was  conducted  in  the  professor’s  private  room. 

Agricultural  Biology. 

Lecturer — David  Houston,  ills. 

A course  of  lectures  and  laboratory  instruction  on  Agricultural 
Bacteriology  was  given  to  the  third  year  Agricultural  students 
during  the  first  term.  The  time  devoted  to  the  course  was  18 
hours  a week,  A similar  course  on  Agricultural  Botany  (with 
fieldwork)  was  given  to  the  same  students  during  the  third  term. 

The  botanical  instruction  at  the  Albert  Agricultural  College 
to  the  farming  and  gardening  pupils  lias,  as  heretofore,  been 
given  by  the  Lecturer  and  Dr.  Pethybridge. 

The  work  of  supplying  registered  creameries  with  pure-culture 
“ Starters  ” was  continued  throughout  the  year  under  the 
direction  of  the  Department. 

Agricultural  Chemistry. 

Lecturer— George  Stephenson. 

The  class  comprised  8 Associate  and  one  occasional  student. 
It  met  for  laboratory  work  on  52  days  and  28  times  for  tutorial 
work.  The  laboratory  lessons  varied  in  duration  from  two  and 
a-half  to  five  hours  each,  while  the  tutorial  classes  occupied 
about  an  hour  each. 

Botany. 

Professor— T.  Johnson,  d.sc.,  f.l.s. 

The  number  of  Students  attending  the  Botany  Course  (Struc- 
tural and  Systematic)  was  8.  Of  these  7 were  Agricultural. 
Students,  and  the  other  a Science  teacher  in  training.  The 
students  received  instruction  in  the  field  and  at  the  Royal 
Botanical  Gardens,  Glasnevin,  as  well  as  in  the  lecture  room  and 
laboratory.  The  summer  courses  in  Botany  were  conducted  by 
Mr.  J.  Adams,  M.A.  There  were  4 students  in  the  “ Third  Year  ” 
class  and  5 in  the  “Fourth  Year.”  In  August  the  Professor  of 
Botany  attended  a Botanical  Congress,  held  at  Strasburg,  dealing' 
with  plant-diseases,  &c.

Professor— George  H.  Carpenter,  b.sc.,  m.r.la. 

Zoological  Teaching. — In  the  first  term  the  usual  course  for 
Second-year  students  of  tire  Agricultural  Faculty  was  given. 
Seven  students  attended  the  course,  which  consisted  of  5(S  full  days’ 
laboratory  work,  illustrated  by  as  many  lectures.  During  the 
second  and  third  terms  S field-days  were  held  in  the  neighbour- 
hood of  Dublin  in  conjunction  with  the  open-air  work  in 
Geology  and  Botany;  and  on  four  days  of  the  tour  in  the  North 
of  Ireland,  zoological,  in  addition  to  geological  instruction,  was 
given  in  the  field.  During  the  third  term  the  course  for  Second- 
year  Science  Teaehers-in-Traming  was  attended  by  one  student, 
who  had  23  practical  lessons  in  the  laboratory  with  tutorial 
instruction,  and  5 field  days. 

Post-Graduate  Worh. — A post-Graduate  student,  Mr.  Joseph 
Mangan,  who  had  taken  his  Associate, ship  in  Natural  Science  in 
1906,  and  his  b.a.  degree,  with  first-class  honours,  at  the  Royal 
University,  in  1907,  worked  in  the  Zoological  laboratory 
throughout  the  year.  He  did  advanced  work  on  the  anatomy 
of  Mammalia,  and  pursued  some  valuable  researches  on  the 
structure  and  life-history  of  Insects.  At  the  end  of  the  year  Mr. 
Mangan  was  awarded  the  m.a.  degree  at  the  Royal  University, 
and  obtained  a Platt  Biological  Scholarship  at  the  University  of 
Manchester,  where  ho  is  now  engaged  in  zoological  research. 

Albert  Agricultural  College. — The  Zoological  staff  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Science  have  again  been  engaged  in  connection  with 
the  Glasnevin  College.  During  the  second  term  a short  course  of 
1)  evening  classes  was  conducted  for  Horticultural  students  by 
the  Professor,  voluntarily  assisted  by  Mi'.  Mangan,  and  a course 
of  16  day  lessons  was  given  at  Glasnevin  to  the  Agricultural 
students  by  the  Professor  and  Mr.  Clarke. 

Summer  Courses.— The  Professor  of  Zoology  took  part  in  the 
course  in  Rural  Economy,  given  at  the  Royal  College  of  Science 
during  August,  a week’s  zoological  work  being  done  at  the  end 
of  the  month,  in  which  much  assistance  was  given  by  Mr.  I. 
Swain,  of  the  Geological  Division,  and  Mr.  Mangan. 

Zoological  Collections. — The  cases  in  which  the  Zoological 
teaching  collections  are  stored  were  cleaned  and  repainted  during 
the  vacation.  Many  specimens  have  been  remounted,  the 
“index series”  in  the  laboratory  has  been  re-arranged,  and  the 
whole  collection  rendered  more  efficient  for  teaching  purposes.

Alexander  Fraser,  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  and  was  attended 
by  forty-one  students. 

During  the  month  of  July  a Landscape  Class,  which  was  conducted 
by  Mr.  J.  Poole  Addey,  visited  several  places  of  interest  around  Dublin. 
The  class  was  attended  by  twenty-two  students. 

The  Summer  Course  for  Teachers  of  Secondary  Schools  was  held  as 
usual  in  the  mouth  of  July.  It  was  attended  (by  ninety-nine  teachers. 
The  classes  were  under  the  supervision  of  the  Head  Master,  Mr.  Ward, 
assisted,  by  Mr.  Luke,  Mr.  William  Orpen,  Mrs.  Barden,  Miss  Alice 
Jacob,  Mr.  Oliver  Sheppard,  Miss  Edith  Emerson,  Miss  Meave 
O’ Byrne,  Miss  Effie  Luke,  Mr.  Ernest  Core,  and  Mr.  Albert  Power. 

At  the  close  of  the  Course,  examinations  in  Elementary  Modelling 
and  Drawing  on  the  Blackboard  were  held  by  the  Department  s Inspec- 
tor, Mr.  Patrick  O’Sullivan,  a.r.c.a.  (Lond.).  The  students  were  very 
enthusiastic  in  their  work,  and  the  progress  made  during  the  course  was 
most  satisfactory.  Some  advanced  work,  suitable  for  the  Art  Class 
Teachers’  Certificate,  was  executed,  and  considerable  progress  made 
towards  obtaining  the  qualifications  required  by  the  Department  for 
recognition  after  1908. 

■ In  the  Competition  for  the  Taylor  Art  Scholarships  and  Prizes 
conducted  by  the  Royal  Duiblin  Society  the  Scholarship  of  £50  was 
awarded  to  Mr.  Edwin  M'Gowaai,  a student  of  the  Metropolitan  School 
of  Art,  for  a Statuette  entitled  “ Worker.”  Prizes  were  obtained  by 
other  students  of  the  School  as  follows : — 

Henry  Bridge— Prize  of  £10  for  a work  entitled  “ Landscape  with 
Trees.” 

Dorothy  Fitzgerald— Prize  of  £10  optional  work  entitled  “Winnie 
and  Alice.” 

Edwin  M'Gowan— Prize  of  £5,  optional  work  entitled  “ Marguerite,” 
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Miss  Dorothy  Elvery,  Miss  Beatrice  Elvery,  and  Miss  Maud  Ball, 
past  students  of  the  School,  obtained  prizes  value  £20,  £10,  and  £5  re- 
spectively. 

At  the  Aut  Industries  Exhibition  of  the  Royal  Dublin  Society  six- 
teen prizes  were  obtained  by  students  of  this  School.  These  included  one 
for  Artistic  Leather  Work,  and  fifteen  designs  for  Lace  and  Embroidery. 

The  Annual  Exhibition  of  Students’  Woiiks  was,  as  usual,  open  to 
the  public  during  the  Christmas  vacation,  and  was  attended  by  1,502 
persons. 

An  Exhibition  of  Students’  Works  from  the  Primary  and  Secondary 
Schools  and  Schools  of  Art  in  Ireland  in  connection  with  the  Third  In- 
ternational Congress  on  Art  Teaching,  1908,  was  held  in  the  School  from 
the  20th  to  the  25th  April  last,  and  was  attended  by  1,482  visitors. 

The  Gold  and  Silver  Medal  works  executed  by  the  students  during 
the  previous  ten  yeai*s  were  collected  and  sent  to  the  Retrospective  Ex- 
hibition, held  by  the  Board  of  Education  in  London,  in  August  of  last 
year. 

A further  selection  of  prize  works  was  sent  as  an  exhibit  from  the 
School  to  the  Franco-British  Exhibition  of  1908,  and  the  case  of 
Enamels,  which  formed  part  of  this  exhibit,  was  asked  for  by  the  Hun- 
garian Government  as  a loan  for  their  Exhibition  at  Budapest. 

It  may  be  mentioned  that  the  Enamels  from  the  Metropolitan  School 
of  Art  have  been  much  admired  and  appreciated  by  all  who  have  seen 
them  in  London,  both  at  the  National  Competition  Exhibition  and  at 
the  Franco-British  Exhibition,  and  many  favourable  notices  in  reference 
to  them  have  appeared  in  the  newspapers  and  in  the  various  Art 
Journals.

It.  appeared  that  the  casks  used 
for  the  conveyance  of  the  fish 
were  of  too  flimsy  construction 
to  bear  the  ordinary  strain  of 
transit.

The  Department  communicated 
with  the  Company,  who  stated 
that  they  did  not  find  the  com- 
plaint to  be  well  founded.

BUTTER  AND  MARGARINE  ACT,  1907.  ■ 


Sir, 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Technical  Instruction  for  Ire  nnc 
desire  to  draw  the  special  attention  of  your  Local  Authority  o 
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following  provisions  of  the  Butter  and  Margarine  Act,  1907  (copy  en- 
closed), which  comes  into  operation  on  the  1st  January,  1908,  aiul  is 
to  be  construed  as  one  with  the  Bale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1899. 


BUTTER  FACTORIES. 

Section  1 of  the  new  Act  makes  provision  for  the  registration  with 
Local  Authorities  of  all  premises  in  which  by  way  of  trade  butter  is 
blended  or  re-worked. 

If  your  Local  Authority  have  any  reason  to  believe  that  butter  is 
being  blended  or  re-worked  in  any  unregistered  premises,  the  Depart- 
ment request  that  the  matter  may  be  reported  to  them. 

Section  1 (3)  provides  that  premises  which  form  part  of  or  com- 
municate, otherwise  than  by  a public  street  or  road,  with  premises 
where  margarine,  margarine  cheese,  or  mixtures  of  butter  with  milk  or 
cream  are  manufactured  or  dealt  in  wholesale,  shall  not  be  used  as  a 
butter  factory,  and  it  will  be  the  duty  of  Local  Authorities  to  refuse 
to  register  such  premises  as  butter  factories.  The  circumstances  of  any 
such  cases  should  be  reported  to  the  Department.  But  if  any  such  pre- 
mises were,  on  the  1st  January,  1907,  being  used  as  a butter  factory, 
and  formed  part  of  or  communicated  with  premises  then  registered 
under  the  Sale  of  Pood  and  Drugs  Acts,  the  application  for  registration 
should  be  forwarded  to  the  Department. 

If  in  the  course  of  sampling  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts 
the  officers  of  your  Local  Authority  find  that  butter  is  being  retailed 
in  their  district  which  contains  more  than  16  per  cent,  of  water,  and 
which  they  have  reason  to  believe  lias  come  from  a butter  factory,  the 
Department  would  be  obliged,  if  in  addition  to  any  legal  proceedings 
that  may  be  taken,  a detailed  report  of  the  facts  were  furnished  to 
them.  The  limit  of  water  permissible  in  butter  which  lias  not  been 
treated  in  a butter  factory  remains  unaffected,  by  the  Act.  When  the 
proportion  of  water  in  such  butter  is  found  to  exceed  16  per  cent.,  a 
presumption  is  raised  that  the  butter  is  not  genuine. 

Under  section  2 (2)  an  officer  of  a Local  Authority  who  is  empowered 
to  procure  samples  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  may,  if 
specially  authorised  by  the  Local  Authority,  enter  registered  butter  fac- 
tories for  the  purposes  of  inspection  and  sampling.  Section  2 (4)  re- 
quires the  production  of  such  special  authority  on  demand  by  or  on 
behalf  of  the  occupier  of  the  premises. 

The  presence  in  butter  factories  of  substances  intended  to  'be  used 
as  adulterants  constitutes  an  offence  under  section  3. 


MARGARINE. 

An  amended  definition  of  margarine  is  contained  in  section  13. 

Section  8 regulates  the  use  of  uames  in  connection  with  margarine  on 
wrappers,  packages,  labels,  advertisements,  and  invoices.  Every  such 
name  must  include  the  word  “margarine”  printed  in  the  same  colour 
and  in  type  as  large  as,  or  larger  than,  the  rest  of  the  name.  All  cases 
in  which  this  provision  is  not  complied  with  should  be  reported  to  the 
Department. 

Margarine,  when  prepared  for  sale  or  consignment,  or  when  .im- 
ported, must  not  contain  more  than  16  per  cent,  "of  water  (see  sections 
4 (1)  and  5 (1)  (f)  of  the  Act).  In  any  case  in  which  the  Local 
Authority  find  that  margarine  containing  more  than  16  per  cent,  of 
water  is  being  sold  in  their  district,  it  is  desirable  that  they  should,  if 
possible,  ascertain  the  name  and  address  of  the  trader  from  whom  the 
retailer  procured  the  margarine,  and  inform  the  Department. 

Section  12  includes  “ Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures  ” among 
the  officers  entitled  to  procure  samples  under  section  8 of  the  Margarine 
Act,  1887. 
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BUTTER  BLENDED  WITH  MILK  OR  OKEAM, 


TIr>  Act  also  regulates  the  trade  in  mixtures  of  butter  with  milk  or 
cream  (see  especially  section  1,  sub-sections  (1)  (b)  and  (2)  ; section  4, 
sub-section  (2) ; ancl  section  9).  If  there  is  any  reason  to  suspect  that 
any  unregistered  premises  are  being  used  for  the  manufacture  of,  or 
wholesale  dealing  ill,  such  mixtures  the  circumstances  should  be  re- 
ported to  the  Department. 

Under  section  4 (2)  it  will  be  illegal  for  any  person  to  manufacture, 
sell,  expose,  or  offer  for  sale  or  have  in  his  possession  for  the  purpose  of 
sale  any  mixture  of  butter  with  milk  or  cream,  if  such  mixture  con- 
tains more  than  24  per  cent,  of  water.  The  Department  will  communi- 
cate to  you  from  time  In  time  any  name  and  description  approved  by 
them  for  use  in  connection  with  any  such  mixture  which  shall  not  be 
sold  or  described  as  butter  or  milk-blended  butter.  If  a sample  of  such 
a mixture  taken  in  your  district  is  found  to  contain  more  than  24  per 
cent,  of  water  the  Department  would  be  obliged  if,  in  addition  to  taking 
proceedings  against  the  retailer  of  the  article,  the  circumstances  were 
immediately  reported  to  them.

MEMORANDUM. 


BUTTER  AND  MARGARINE  ACT,  1907. 


REGISTRATION  OF  BUTTER  FACTORIES. 


The  above  cited  Act,  which  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  January, 
1908,  requires  (Section  1)  the  registration  of  “Butter  Factories,”  that 
is  to  say — any  premises  on  which  by  way  of  trade  butter  is  blended,  re- 
worked, or  subjected  to  a/rvy  other  treatment,  but  not  so  as  to  cease  to 
be  butter. 

Application  for  Certificate  of  Registration  must  be  made  by  the 
owner  or  occupier  of  each  butter  factory  to  the  proper  local  authority, 
i.e.,  to  the  County  Council  or  to  the  Town  Council  of  the  Borough,  as 
the  case  may  be,  in  which  such  butter  factory  is  situate. 
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The  Local  Government  Board  tor  Ireland,  by  Order  dated  the  11th 
December,  1907,  have  directed  that  the  following  particulars  shall  be 
stated  in  each  application  for  registration:  — 

(a)  The  name  and  address  of  the  owner  or  occupier  carrying  on 
business  in  such  factory  and  making  the  application. 

(b)  The  situation  of  the  factory. 

Every  application  must  be  signed  by  the  person  making  it,  or  in  the 
case  of  an  application  by  a joint  stock  company,  by  some  person  duly 
authorised  to  act  on  behalf  of  such  company. 

The  Local  Government  Board,  in  the  Order  referred  to,  also  prescribe 
the  Form  of  Certificate  of  Registration  to  be  issued  by  the  Local 
Authority'  to  the  person  whose  application  is  in  due  form. 

Failure  to  register  any  premises  which  come  within  the  definition  of 
butter  factory  as  given  above,  renders  the  person  in  default  liable  to 
heavy  penalty  as  provided  for  in  the  Butter  and  Margarine  Act,  1907. 

The  Act  prohibits  the  registration,  as  a butter  factory,  of  premises 
which  form  part  of  or  communicate,  otherwise  than  by  a public  street 
or  road,  with  premise?  where  margarine,  margarine  cheese,  or  mixtures 
of  butter  with  milk  or  cream  are  manufactured  or  dealt  in  wholesale. 

This  prohibition  does  not,  however,  apply  to  premises  which  on  the 
1st  January,  1907,  were  being  used  as  a butter  factory  and  formed  pari, 
of  or  communicated  with  premises  which  were  then  registered  under  the 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  if  and  so  lony  as  this  Department  so 
directs. 

Each  registration  should  forthwith  be  notified  by  the  Local  Authority 
to  the  Department.

To  the  Secretary,  Department  of  Agriculture  and 
Technical  Instruction  for  Ireland. 


Sib, — I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  following  Report  on  the  work 
of  the  Geological  Survey  of  Ireland  for  the  year  ending  31st  March, 
1908:  — 

A revised  edition  of  slieet  8 of  the  one-inch  Geological  Map,  includ- 
ing the  Ballycastle  Coalfield',  was  published  in  1907. 

While  the  memoir  on  the  country  around  Londonderry  was  passing 
through  the  Press,  it  was  found  that  a few  points  required  further 
examination  in  the  field.  The  principal  field-work  of  the  yfar,  how- 
ever, was  concerned  with  the  re-mapping  and  detailed  investigation  of 
the  beds  of  iron-ore,  “alum  clay,”  and1  bauxite  which  occur  between 
the  two  series  of  basalts  in  the  counties  of  Antrim  and  Londonderry. 
"When  these  beds  were  mapped  some  thirty  years  ago  the  aluminum  in- 
dustry had  not  developed ; iron-ores,  moreover,  are  likely  to  assume 
more  importance  as  time  goes  on,  and  the  continued  working  of  these 
ores  and  of  the  bauxites  in  north-eastern  Ireland  has  added  considera  y 
to  our  knowledge.  Similar  deposits  have  recently  attracted  attention 
in  many  other  portions  of  the  globe,  notably  in  India,  and  it  was  e 
that  a comprehensive  memoir  on  the  Irish  examples  might  prove  o 
economic  as  well  as  of  educational  value. 

The  suggestion  made  in  1895  that  the  pale  bauxites  were  deiuved  from 
the  alteration  of  rhyolites  seems  to  have  been  generally  sustained, 
considerable  am'ount  of  aluminium  hydrate  occurs,  however,  m the  mi 
layers  derived  from  the  decay  of  the  Lower  Basalt,  and  these  lay  > 
like  the  Indian  laterites,  may  some  day  receive  treatment  as  ores  o 
aluminium  as  well  as  of  iron.  At  present  the  Irish  bauxite  is 
used  in  the  aluminium  industry,  being  not  so  rich  in  alumina  as 
Trench  material,  and  is  exported  for  the  production  of  alum,  while 
red  layers,  notably  the  pisolitic  iron-ores,  are  smelted  in  Scotland  a 
England;  for  the  iron  that  they  contain.  An  examination  of  all  av  . ‘ 
able  exposures  was  made  by  the  Geological  Survey,  and  a large 
of  typical  specimens  was  brought  together.  Progress  was  made 
the  memoir  on  the  subject  during  the  winter  months. 

A soil  survey  of  the  Department’s  Agricultural  Station  at 
haise,  in  County  Cavan,  was  begun,  and  the  soil-types,  to  be  rep 
sented  by  various  colours  on  the  map,  were  established  as  the  iesu 
numerous  mechanical  analyses. 
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By  permission  of  the  Department,  an  exhibit  illustrating  the  work 
of  the  Survey,  and  including  the  soil-map  (which  was  completed  in 
April,  1908),  was  prepared  for  the  British  Science  Section  of  the 
Franco- British  Exhibition  in  London. 

Mr.  8.  13.  Wilkinson , Senior  Geologist,  visited  the  sections  exposed 
un  the  new  Strabane  and.  Letterkenny  railway,  in  addition  to  revising 
some  points  in  the  Londonderry  Memoir  by  additional  observations  in 
the  field.  He  undertook  the  examination  of  the  zone  of  iron-ore  and 
bauxite  in  the  northern  district,  including  Portrush  and  Ballycastle. 

Mr.  A.  M Henry  surveyed  the  same  zone  in  the  ©astern  district,  in- 
cluding Glenarm  and  Islandmagee.  He  also  again  visited  the  Leinster 
coalfield  to  consult  with  the  proprietor  as  to  a sinking  now  in  progress 
at  the  J arrow  Colliery.  Work  on  the  revised  maps  of  the  coalfield  is 
suspended'  until  the  result  of  this  new  shaft  can  be  made  known. 

Mr.  J . It,.  Kilroe  visited  southern  Donegal  with  the  Senior  Geologist 
in  connection  with  the  Londonderry  Memoir,  and  the  Croagh  Patrick 
area  with  the  Director.  He  also  superintended  Mr.  Hallissy’s  work  at 
the  Ballyhaise  Agricultural  Station,  and  then  examined  the  iron-ore 
zone  in  Mid- Antrim,  including  the  Parkmore  mines.  In  the  autumn  a 
car  accident  unfortunately  kept  him  from  the  office  for  five  weeks ; but 
he  was  able  to  carry  on  his  literary  and  other  work  in  connection  with 
the  ore  deposits  at  liis  own  residence  throughout  this  period. 

Mr.  II.  J.  Seymour,  'by  permission  of  tjie  Department  and  the  kind 
co-operation  of  the  Director  of  the  Geological  Survey  of  Great  Britain, 
spent  five  and  a half  weeks  in  England  under  the  guidance  of  Mr. 
Lamplugli,  F.R.S.,  District  Geologist.  He  thus  obtained  valuable 
knowledge  of  the  principles  of  mapping  stratified  rocks.  This  work  was 
carried  on  in  the  Matlock  area,  and  was  reported  on  in  very  favourable 
terms.  Mr.  Seymour  worked  during  the  summer  in  the  southern  dis- 
trict of  Antrim,  including  the  Tardree  area.  He  also  visited,  in  re- 
sponse to  an  inquiry,  the  Annaghone  coalfield  near  Cookstown,  and  re- 
mapped its  boundaries  on  the  six-inch  scale.  He  made  good  progress 
with  the  cataloguing  and  arrangement  of  Palaeozoic  fossils  in  the 
Survey  Gallery  in  the  Museum,  and  labelled  over  300  specimens  of 
igneous  rocks.  He  prepared  an  exhibit  of  geological  photographs  and 
specimens  for  transmission  to  the  Franco-British  Exhibition. 

Mr.  T.  Ilallissy,  who  was  again  attached  to  the  Survey  as  Temporary 
Professional  Assistant  for  forty  weeks,  made  mechanical  analyses  of  a 
large  number  of  soils  selected  by  him  at  the  Ballyhaise  Station,  and 
also  determined  the  proportions  of  calcium  carbonate,  nitrogen,  potash, 
and  phosphoric  acid  in  the  typical  soils  finally  agreed  on.  His  expe- 
rience gained  during  this  and  other  experimental  work  was  of  consider- 
able service  in  furnishing  results  that  could  be  laid  before  the  class  in 
Soil-Physics  in  the  Royal  College  of  Science  for  Ireland. 

Mr.  M.  W.  Gavin,  the  Draughtsman,  in  addition  to  liis  ordinary 
work  for  maps  and  memoirs  in  progress,  prepared,  by  permission  of 
the  Department,  and  under  guidance  of  the  Director,  a geological  map 
of  the  neighbourhood  of  Dublin  for  issue  with  the  handbook  given  to 
members  of  the  British  Association  at  their  meeting  in  Dublin  in  Sep- 
tember, 1908.  He  also  prepared  a large  coloured  index  for  the  raised 
Geological  Map  of  Ireland  in  the  National  Museum. 

The  Director  visited  the  Londonderry  area,  and  also  that  round 
Croagh  Patrick,  in  connection  with  the  revision  of  the  maps  of  Central 
Mayo,  which  remain  unpublished.  He  also  attended  the  centenary 
celebration  of  the  Geological  Society  of  London  in  September,  1907, 
and  presented  an  address  which  was  previously  approved  by  the  Depart- 
ment. 

Numerous  inquiries  of  a scientific  or  economic  character  were 
answered  during  the  year,  the  latter  in  co-operation  with  Mr.  E.  St.

John  Lyburn.  Ill  some  cases  manuscript  copies  of  geological  mips 
were  supplied  on  the  scale  of  six  inches  to  one  mile,  under  the  regula- 
tions of  the  Survey. 

The  extent  of  the  field-work  connected  with  the  re-examination  of 
the  iron-ore  and  bauxite  zone  in  north-east  Ireland,  including  as  it 
tlid  the  survey  of  many  isolated  districts,  cannot  well  he  expressed  in 
the  usual  form,  and  it  would  be  misleading  to  attempt  to  record  it  by 
the  miles  of  boundary  surveyed.

To  the  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
and  Technical  Instruction  for  Ireland. 

Sir,— t have  the  honour  to  submit  the  following  Report  for 
the  twelve  months  from  1st  April,  1907,  to  31st  March, 
1908  : — 

As  I was  appointed  Director  in  the  middle  of  the  financial 
year,  some  six  months  after  the  late  Director’s  practical  re- 
tirement, I am  dependent  on  the  Chief  Clerk  and  Second  Officer 
for  general  information  relating  to  the  incidents  of  my  office 
during  the  vacant  term.  I add  Mr.  H.  B.  White’s  memoranda 
to  this  Report. 

While  awaiting  the  confirmation  of  my  appointment  as 
Director,  I studied  some  of  the  systems  in  use  in  French 
Museums,  visiting  Paris  and  Southern  Prance  with  this  in- 
tent. 

In  December  and  January  I went  to  London  for  purposes  of 
research,  and  to  consult  Directors  of  other  Museums  regarding 
circulation  methods,  etc. ; I also  examined  many  private  col- 
lections, and  made  arrangements  for  the  loan  of  armour, 
pottery,  Irish  silver  plate,  etc.,  to  our  Museum. 

I Has  further  actively  concerned  in  the.  initiation  and  or- 
ganising of  the  International  Art  Congress  of  1908,  and  in  its 
schemes  for  the  development  of  art  education.  Arrangements 
were  made  bv  the  Congress  for  the  discussion,  in  a sectional 
meeting,  of  the  relations  between  museums  and  education. 

The  method  and  character  of  our  Circulation  Branch  were 
represented  in  the  Educational  Section  of  the  Fran  co-British 
Exhibition  by  a series  of  cases  of  objects  such  as  we  supply 
on  loan  to  Technical  and  Agricultural  Schools. 

The  most  interesting  additions  made  to  the  Museum  col- 
lections during  the  last  half-year  were  probably  the  articles  in 
gold,  bronze,  and  amber  found  at  Coachford,  County  Cork, 
and  purchased  by  the  Royal  Irish  Academy ; the  Okapi,  bought 
for  the  Natural  History  Division ; and  the  two  Irish  silver 
chalices,  dated  1494  and'  1643,  kindly  lent  by  Lord  Swaythling 
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to  tko  Art  and  Industrial  Division.  Next  in  interest  I would 

place  tlie  remarkable  Jacobean  chimney-piece  modelled  in 
plaster  with  figures  of  armed  builders,  and  dated  1635,  which 
we  safely  removed  to  the  Museum  from  the  manor-house  at 
Old  Bawn,  Tallaght. 

In  February,  1908,  the  Royal  Irish  Academy  decided  to 
bring  out  a Handbook  on  Christian  Art  in  Ireland,  which  Mr. 
Coffey,  Keeper  of  Irish  Antiquities,  and  Mr.  Armstrong  were 
preparing".  I undertook  to  give  every  assistance  to  this  enter- 
prise, which  should  make  our  priceless  national  treasures  better 
known  in  Ireland  and  elsewhere. 


The  Committee. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  more  important  recommenda- 
tions made  by  the  Committee  of  Officers,  constituted  under  the 
Department’s  minute  of  15th  October,  1907,  during  the 
year  : — 

The  Committee  recommended  the  fitting  up  of  a portion  of 
the.  old  Shelbourne  Hall,  hitherto  used  as  a packing  store,  as  a 
special  Industrial  Annexe,  and  recommended  that  a sum  of 
;t‘500  should  be  voted  to  meet  the  cost  of  the  proposed  Indus- 
trial Section. 

The  Committee  recommended  an  increase  in  the  Vote  for 
Professional  Assistance  as  the  amount  at  present  allowed  only 
meets  Mr.  Westropp’s  salary,  and  leaves  no  margin  for  the 
employment  of  experts  to  write  Guides,  etc. 

The  Committee  recommended  the  conversion  of  Room  V . , 
first  floor,  in  the  Art  Museum  building,  into  a strong  room  for 
the  better  protection  of  the  gold  ornaments  in  the  Irish  Anti- 
quities Collection. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  the  Department  be  asked 
to  press  the  Board  of  Works  to  consider  the  question  of  the 
completion  of  the  Museum  buildings. 

The  Committee  drew  attention  to  the  inadequacy  of  the 
electric  light  in  many  parts  of  the  Museum,  and  suggested  the 
employment  of  a competent  electrician  between  dusk  and  the 
hour  for  closing  the  buildings. 

The  Committee  agreed  with  the  suggestion  of  the  Depart- 
ment’s Secretary  for  Technical  Instruction  that,  as  a rule, 
Circulation  Exhibits  should  not,  unless  in  exceptional  circum- 
stances, he  issued  to  National  Schools. 

The  Committee  drew  up  regulations  for  the  loan  of  objects 
to  Institutions,  Officers  of  the  Museum  and  others,  which, 
with  some  alterations,  were  approved  by  the  Department,  and 
are  now  binding  on  the  officers. 

The  Committee  suggested  that  fire  and  burglar  proof  doors 
should  be  inserted  in  the  two  openings  between  the  Museum 
and  Leinster  House.  This  has  since  been  satisfactorily  done 
as  regards  burglary,  but  owing  to  the  doors  being  set  in  timber 
they  are  not  fireproof.  0 0 
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The  Board  or  Vtsttors. 

The  'Visitors  considered  the  Department’s  Minute  altering 
the  method  of  administration  of  the  Museum  and  other  Insti- 
tutions, and  expressed  their  satisfaction  at  the  arrangements, 
from  which  they  stated  useful  results  might  be  expected. 

The  Visitors  also  made  the  following  recommendations  to 
the  Department,  which  I would  strongly  support,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Museum  : — 

1.  An  increase  in  the  salary  and  emoluments  of  the  Keeper 
of  the  Natural  History  Collections,  and  stated  that  they  con- 
sider  the  present  remuneration  is  inadequate  to  the  importance 
of  the.  office  and  the  distinguished  scientific  position  of  its 
present  holder,  Dr.  Scharff. 

2.  That  Mr.  Dudley  Westropp,  the  able  silver  expert,  for 
many  years  temporarily  attached  to  the  Museum,  should  be 
paid  at  a rate  more  commensurate  with  his  experience  and 
utility. 

3.  That  the  urgently  needed  workroom  for  the  Keeper  of 
Irish  Antiquities  should  be  supplied  with  as  little  delay  as 
possible,  and  that  the  room  now  occupied  by  him  should  be  re- 
appropriated  for  exhibitional  purposes. 

4.  They  further  called  attention  to  the  inadequacy  of  _ the 
Vote  for  purchases  in  the  Art  Division , the  cost  of  Art  objects 
being  now  about  400  per  cent,  greater  than  when  the  Vote  was 
originally  fixed. 

5.  The  Visitors  approved  of  the  suggestion  that  Boom  No.  V. 
on  the  first  floor  of  the  Art  Division  should  be  converted  into 
a strong  room  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  Gold  ornaments  in 
the  Boyal  Irish  Academy  collection  , and  consider  that  no  time 
should  be  lost  in  carrying  this  plan  into  execution. 

6.  The  Visitors  recommended  that  fireproof  doors  should  be 
placed  between  Leinster  House  and  the  Museum. 

7.  They  pressed  upon  the  Department  the  inadequacy  of  the 
electric  lighting  in  the  Museum,  and  the  necessity  for  hawing 
some  competent  person  on  the  premises  in  charge  of  the  light- 
ing while  it  is  in  use. 

S.  They  commented  on  the  deficiency  of  daylight  in  some 
rooms  in  the  new  Museum,  and  suggested  that  wherever  roof- 
lights  can  he  inserted  this  should  be  done,  and  that  the  heavy 
transomes  and  rnullions  of  the  windows  in  the  rooms  on  the 
first  floor  might  be  removed  so  as  to  enlarge  the  lighting  area. 

9.  The  Visitors  recommended  the  permanent  acquisition,  if 
possible,  of  the  valuable  collection  of  the  late  Mr.  Thomas  H. 
Longfield,  now  on  loan  in  the  Museum. 

I enclose  herewith  the  returns  of  the  numbers  of  visitors  to 
the  Museum,  and  also  detailed  reports  from  the  several 
Keepers  of  the  Collections.

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Memoranda  by  Mr.  H.  Bantry  White  dealing  with  the 
events  of  the  first  six  months  of  the  year  1907-8. 

In  consequence  of  the  number  of  visitors  to  Dublin  in  con- 
nection with  the  Irish  International  Exhibition  the  Depart- 
ment sanctioned  the  opening  of  the  Museum  between  the 
months  of  August  and.  October  at  10  a.m.  This  was  largely 
taken  advantage  of  by  the  public. 

The  Department  sanctioned  the  following  journeys  being 
undertaken  by  the  Museum  staff  during  the  period  referred 
to  : — 

In  May,  and  again  in  June,  'Colonel  Plunkett  went  to 
London,  and  visited  the  Museums  and  Art  collections. 

In  July,  Mr.  White  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Museums’ 
Association  held  in  Dundee;  he  also  visited  Edinburgh,  Bir- 
mingham, Wolverhampton,  and  London. 

In  May,  Dr.  Scharff  visited  Museums  in  London  and  Liver- 
pool ; in  August  he  attended  the  International  Zoological  Con- 
gress at  Boston,  and  visited  Museums  in  New  York,  Washing- 
ton, and  Torouto. 

Professor  Johnson  in  September  visited  the  Botanical  Con- 
gress held  in  Dresden. 

Mr.  Buckley  went  to  Coleraine  in  June,  to  Galway  in 
August,  and  in  September  to  Queenstown,  to  inspect  collec- 
tions offered  for  purchase. 

The  Board  of  Works,  during  the  summer,  fitted  up  a portion 
of  the  old  timber  store,  previously  the  cattle  sheds  of  the 
Royal  Dublin  Society,  as  an  addition  to  the  Temporary  An- 
nexe. This  has  proved  most  useful  as  relieving  the  congestion 
in  the  Industrial  and  Circulation  Division. 

The  workshops  staff:  was  reduced,  in  accordance  with  Trea- 
sury requirements,  on  1st  April,  1907.  All  casing  since  that 
date  has  been  given  out  to  contract,  and  the  Board  of  Works 
contracts  utilised  for  the  supply  of  material  so  far  as  possible. 
It  is,  however,  regrettable  that  the  Board  of  Works  have  de- 
clined to  carry  out  in  its  entirety  the  arrangement  which  was 
made  in  the  year  1906,  namely,  that  all  -work  connected  with 
the  School  of  Art  would  be  done  by  the  Board,  and  in  conse- 
quence a large  portion  of  the  time  of  the  Museum  staff  has 
had  to  be  devoted  to  School  of  Art  work,  thus  seriously  inter- 
fering with  the  work  required  for  the  Museum. 

The  Department  sanctioned  the  loan  to  the  Irish  Inter- 
national Exhibition  of  casing,  as  well  as  of  certain  exhibits, 
including  the  large  Irish  dug-out  canoe,  a cast  of  the  Monaster- 
boice  High  Cross,  and  (with  the  sanction  of  the  Earl  of 
Massereene  and  Perrard)  of  the  Mace  and  Chair  of  the  Irish 
House  of  Commons. 

In  September  Lt.-Col.  G.  T.  Plunkett,  c.b.,  was  retired 
from  the  post  of  Director  of  the  Science  and  Art  Institutions, 
owing  to  his  having  attained  the  age  limit.  On  the  8th  of 
October  George  Noble  Count  Plunkett,  m.r.i.a.  , f.s.a.,  was 
appointed  Director  of  the  Museum;  and  provision  was  made 
that  he  should  be  assisted  by  a Committee  of  Officers,  under 
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liis  presidency.  The  other  Science  and  Art  Institutions  were 
placed  more  directly  under  the  control  of  the  Department, 
their  administration  being  carried  on  through  the  Assistant 
Secretaries  and  the  Second  Officer  of  Science  and  Art  Institu- 
tions. 

Mr.  Aubrey  Toppin  was  promoted  to  the  post  of  Assistant 
Keeper  in  the  Art  and  Industrial  Division,  vice  Mr.  Buckley 
promoted  to  the  post  of  Keeper. 

Mr.  M'Googan  was  promoted  from  the  post  of  Technical 
Assistant  to  that  of  full  Assistant  in  the  Art  Division. 

Mr.  E.  C.  E.  Armstrong,  m.ii.i.a.,  who  had  been  previously 
recommended  by  the  Royal  Irish  Academy,  was  appointed 
Assistant  in  the  Irish  Antiquities  Division. 

BIr.  Dudley  Westropp’s  employment  in  connection  with  the 
Circulation  Branch  and  the  Art  Division  was  continued  as  in 
the  previous  year. 

The  position  of  Miss  Knowles,  who  had  been  for  many  years 
temporary  Assistant  in  the  Botanical  Division,  has  been  im- 
proved.

Report  or  the  Keeeeii  or  the  Irish  Antiquities  Division. 


155  objects  have  been  registered  and  numbered  separately  in  the  year 
ending  31st  March,  1908.'  With  a few  exceptions,  these  have  been 
deposited  by  the  Royal  Irish  Academy.  . 

The  principal  objects  include  a collection  of  stone  and  bone  lmple- 
iiients,  and  a few  bronze  and  iron  objects  of  the  Danish  period  from 
Edenvale  Caves,  Co.  Clare. 

A tine  Ogham  stone  from  Co.  Mayo,  presented  by  Mr.  Richard  Henry 

Fourteen  early  glass  beads  from  the  Buick  Collection. 

An  unusually  large  Sepulchural  Urn  from  the  same  collection. 

A finely  decorated  Urn  from  Co.  Waterford,  presented  by  the  Rev. 
P.  Power,  m.k.i.a.  , , . _ 

Three  very  line  Bronze  Trumpets  (olio  ill  two  parts)  from  Co.  Clare. 

Two  Danish  Tortoise  brooches  and  a Bronze  bowl  from  Co.  Down.

A most  important  find  of  associated  objects — Gold  and  Bronze  nbulae, 
with  bronze  socketed  celts  and  amber — all  found  together  at  Coachford, 
Co.  Cork.

Among  the  other  objects  directly  acquired  may  be  mentioned  two 
urn9  and  fragments,  and  bronze  knife,  dagger  blade  from  a stone  cist 
at  Annaghkeeu,  Co.  Galway.  . , , 

The  work  which  lias  chiefly  occupied  us  during  the  past  year  has  been 
the  labelling  and  detailed  arrangement  of  cases  111  the  _ Bronze  and 
Christian  Rooms.  An  illustrated  Guide  to  the  Royal  Irish  Academy 
Collection  in  the  latter  room  is  in  hands,  and  the  first  two  chapters 
will  be  printed  immediately. 

Room  I.  is  still  used  as  a temporary  work  room.  Such  a room  as 
I have  pointed  out  on  several  occasions,  is  absolutely  essential,  and  is 
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provided  in  all  Museums  where  the  objects  are  not  simply  curiosities, 
but  objects  of  scholarship  and  a part  of  living  knowledge. 

The  proposed  additions  to  the  Museum  will  not  provide  for  this  room, 
as  it  should  be  attached  to  the  rooms  in  which  the  collections  are  placed. 
Furthermore,  the  only  way  of  giving  proper  light  to  Room  IV.  is  to 
put  a ceiling  in  it  (similar  to  Room  IT.,  which  is  so  well  lighted),  and 
making  the  working  room  and  office  above  it. 

It  was  my  intention  to  use  Room  I.  for  displaying  a comparative  col- 
lection of  European  Archaeology — a type  series.  This  has  now  been 
suspended.

APPENDIX  III. 


Report  of  the  Keeper  of  the  Art  and  Industrial  Division. 


During  the  past  year  the  progress  made  in  the  arrangement  of  the 
various  collections  in  this  Section  lias  been  comparatively  small.  The 
entirely  inadequate  strength  of  the  staff,  to  which  attention  has  been 
drawn  in  former  reports,  is  the  chief  cause  ; in  addition,  there  were, 
amongst  others,  the  occurrence  of  the  International  Exhibition,  which 
necessitated  a good  deal  of  extra  work,  the  preparation  of  the  rooms 
for  the  Board  of  Works’  painters  and  the  readjustment,  of  the  cases 
and  large  objects  after  the  painting  was  completed,  and  my  absence 
through  illness  for  six  weeks.  With  reference  to  the  first  of  these,  it 
is  necessary  to  state  that  to  cope  with  work  involved  in  the  care  and 
proper  arrangement  of  the  extensive  and  growing  collections  in  this 
Section  a substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  assistants  is  now 
urgently  required.  Several  important  branches  have  had  to  be  ne- 
glected; for  instance,  archaeology,  especially  G reek  arclueology,  which 
ought  to  receive  so  much  attention  in  an  important  University  centre 
like  Dublin,  and  ought  to  rank  second  only  to  Irish  arclueology  ; and 
in  a less  degree  that  of  Rome,  Egypt,  and  Assyria.  Then  the  purely 
industrial  side  of  the  Section,  which  has  hitherto  existed  only  in  name, 
ought  -to  receive- special  attention.  This,  in  conjunction  with  the  Cir- 
culation Collections,  could  be  productive  of  much  material  benefit. 

I must  also  point  out  that  the  registration  of  the  Postage  Stamps, 
the  arrangement  of  which  by  Mr.  Lane  Joynt  was  begun  nearly  - ten 
years  ago,  has  not  been  yet  taken  up.  They  number  more  than  10,000, 
and  the  work  of  registration  will  occupy  oue  assistant  for  from  six  to 
twelve  months. 

The  following  changes  in  the  staff  are  to  be  recorded: — Mr.  Toppin, 
appointed  Assistant  in  Irish  Antiquities  Section  in  1906,  and  seconded 
to  this  Section  in  January,  1907,  was  promoted  to  the  post  of  Assistant 
Keeper  in  July,  1907.  Mr.  Alabaster,  who  had  served  as  Assistant 
since  1893,  retired  through  impaired  health.  Mr.  M'Googan,  appointed 
Technical  Assistant  in  1892,  was  given  the  rank  of  Assistant  in  October 
last. 

The  several  members  of  the  staff  have  devoted  themselves  with  great 
attention  to  the  work  assigned  to  them.  Mr.  Toppin’ s whole  time  is 
taken  up  with  the  registration  of  specimens  and  routine  work.  Mr. 
M£Googan  is  engaged  arranging  the  architectural  photographs,  and 
Mr.  Westropp,  in  addition  to  the  work  of  the  Circulation  Collections, 
has  done  a great  deal  of  valuable  work  throughout  the  Art  Collections, 
which  deserves  recognition  and  more  substantial  remuneration  than 
that  which  he  is  at  present  receiving. 

. June  I- went  to  Coleraine  to  inspect  some  old  Dublin-made  musical 
.instruments;  in  August,  to  Aughrane  Castle,  Co.  Galway,  to  inspect 
a marble  group  offered  to  the  Museum  ; in  September,  to  Belgrove, 
Queenstown,  to  see^  Mr.  Gumbleton’s  collection 'of  porcelain;  in  March, 
to  the  Lace  Exhibition  in  the  Horticultural  Hall, . Westminster,  and? 
with  Mr.  Westropp,  towards  the  end  of  the  same  month  to  Templeihore 

to  inspect  a collection  at  the- Abbey. 
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The  following  are  the  alterations,  etc.,  made  during  the  year  in  the 
different  branches : — 

Greek  and  Homan  Collection. — The  state  of  these  collections  is  un 
changed — the  casts  which  were  acquired  last  year  have  yet  to  be  placed 
in  position 

Egyptian  Collection. — Another  donation  from  the  Egypt  Exploration 
Fund  was  received  this  year,  consisting  of  objects  from  Deir  el  Baliari. 

Those  of  the  XI th  dynasty,  being  especially  interesting,  are  being 
arranged  in  a flat  case,  together  with  some  photographs  taken  on  the 
spot  by  Mr.  L.  E.  Steele,  who  kindly  lent  the  negatives.  There  has  not 
been  time  to  incorporate  in  their  proper  places  the  large  number  of 
objects  received  since  the  collection  was  arranged  by  Miss  Murray. 
Lord  Grenfell’s  important  loan  collection  has  been  returned  to  him. 

Ethnographical  Collections. — Not  very  many  objects  have  been  added 
to  these  collections,  but  several  loans  have  been  received,  mostly  of 
West  African  specimens.  'The  present  cases  are  nearly  all  overcrowded. 
A good  deal  of  additional  exhibiting  space  could  be  obtained  by  altering 
the  cases  along  the  east  wall  so  as  to  have  a continuous  line  of  glazing 
from  end  to  end.  This  could  be  done  a.t  a comparatively  small  cost-,  as 
very  little  glass,  in  addition  to  what  is  already  there,  would  be  re- 
quired. 

Indian , Tibetan,  and  Persian  Collections. — A few  minor  changes  have 
been  made  in  these  collections. 

Musical  Instruments. — This  collection  continues  to  grow  steadily, 
attention  being  given  chiefly  to  the  acquisition  of  instruments  of 
national  interest.  Two  large  Egan  harps,  a Spinet  by  Ferdinand 
Weber,  18th  century,  a Dublin  maker,  and.  an  early  Bother  piano,  are 
the  most  important  of  these.  A small  collection  of  foreign  instruments 
of  a primitive  kind,  formerly  in  the  possession  of  the  late  Dr.  Cuhvick, 
lias  also  been  acquired.  Mr.  Ilobert  B.  Armstrong,  of  Edinburgh,  con- 
tinues to  show  a practical  interest  in  the  collection,  and  has  increased 
our  indebtedness  to  him  this  year  by  the  addition  of  some  more  very  in- 
teresting gifts,  including  a qtiaint  and  valuable  box  of  musical  games  of 
about  the  year  1800,  together  with  the  book  of  instructions  complete, 
and  two  early  19th  century  instruments  of  the  guitar  type,  with  instruc- 
tion books.  The  addition  of  the  original  instruction  books  for  the  in- 
struments is  a valuable  feature  of  this  collection,  suggested  by  Mr. 
Armstrong,  who  has  himself  contributed  several.  Mr.  W.  H.  Grattan 
Flood,  Mus.  Doc.,  has  also  interested  himself  in  the  collection,  and  has 
obtained  photographs  of  the  Irish  bagpipes  to  illustrate  a monograph 
on  the  instrument  which  he  is  bringing  out.  A silver  baton  presented 
to  the  late  Sir  Robert  Stewart  was  bequeathed  by  Lady  Stewart,  and 
lias  been  received  this  year. 

Furniture .- — The  abandonment  of  the  modem  artistic  crafts  Section 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year  left  Room  X G available  for  some  other 
use.  It  was  resolved  then  to  expand  the  Furniture  Collection,  devoting 
this  room  to  Italian  furniture.  Room  IX  G to  other  Continental  fur- 
niture, and  Room  VIII  G to  Irish  and  English  furniture.  This  change 
involved  a good  deal  of  work  not  yet  completed  owing  mmny  to_tue 
number  of  external  demands  on  the  workshops  staff.  The  Paradiso 
Boom  had  to  be  carefully  taken  down  and  re-erected  in  Room  AG.,  and 
the  17th  century  Oak  Room  removed  from  Room  IX  G.  to  Room  VIII  G. 
A large  portion  of  the  latter  had  to  be  cut  off  and  omitted  m re-erection. 
It  is  intended  to  set  up  near  this  room  the  very  interesting  old  stucco 
mantelpiece  from  Old  Bawn  House,  secured  for  the-  Museum  last, 
summer.  The  additional  space  rendered  available  by  these  changes  will 
facilitate  the  reconstruction  of  a few.  rooms  fitted  up  and  furnished  to 
illustrate  Irish  interiors  of  the  17th  and  18th  centuries.  Another  large 
coloured  photograph  of  a 16th  century  Flemish  verdura  tapestry  in 
the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum  has  been  acquired.  These  coloured 
photographs,  of  which  there  are  four  in  the  Museum,,  at  present  hung 
on  the  wall  of  the  Rotunda  Gallery,  it  is  intended  to  exhibit  with  the 
Continental  furniture. 
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Numismatic  Collections. — These  collections,  for  a long  time  somewhat 
neglected,  have  received  some  attention  during  the  past  year.  A good 
many  additions  have  been  made  to  the  18th  and.  early  19th  century 
Irish  medals-  and  to  the  examples  of  work  by  modern,  especially  French, 
medallists,  and  the  whole  of  the  medals  have  been  re-arranged,  several 
additional  cases  having  been  given  io  them  to  relieve  the  congested  state 
of  some  parts  of  the  collection.  Mr.  Dudley  Westropp,  who  luii>  done  the 
work,  recently  went  through  and  catalogued  the  Irish  medals  in  the 
Royal  Irish  Academy  section,  and  it  iseems  a pity  not  to  have  them 
arranged  with  the  general  collection.  This  would  result  in  the  display 
in  the  National  Museum  of  a complete  collection  of  the  work  of  Irish 
medallists  in  the  past,  as  welL  as  of  medals  relating  to  Ireland  by  non- 
native  artists.  The  chapter  of  the  General  Guide  dealing  with  medals 
is  in  manuscript  compiled  by  Mr.  Westropp.  Tt  is  hoped  that  the  Coin 
Collection  will  soon  receive  attention. 

Arms  and  Armour. — Several  additional  cases  of  a suitable  type  have 
been  introduced  into  the  Arms  and  Armour  Room,  and  the  exhibits 
transferred  to  them  from  the  old  double  desk  cases,  which  were  very 
wasteful  of  door  space.  A few  additions  have  been  made,  but.  none  of 
great  importance. 

Architectural  Casts. — Only  one  addition  of  importance  has  been  made 
to  this  collection,  viz.  : a set  of  casts  of  wood  carvings  ornamented  with 
zoomorphic  interlaced  patterns,  from  an  8th  to  10th  century  Church 
at  Urnes,  in  Norway,  and  interesting  for  comparison  with  the  Otli  to 
12th  century  Irish  stone  sculptures,  metal  work,  and  illumination. 

Costume  Collection. — Several  new  cases  of  suitable  dimensions  have 
been  supplied  and  placed  under  the  east  end  of  the  main  gallery.  It 
is  hoped  that  some  progress  will  bo  made  this  year  with  the  arrange- 
ment in  them  of  the  many  examples  of  costume,  ecclesiastical,  civil,  and 
military,  in  other  parts  of  the  Museum  or  in  store. 

Casts  of  Ivories  and  Woodcarviiujs. — No  alterations  have  been  neces- 
sary in  this  collection  during  the  year.  The  general  arrangement  will 
not  require  much  readjustment  when  a catalogue  of  the  whole  is  being 
compiled.  A cast  of  an  ivory  plaque,  the  Blessed  Virgin  and1  Child, 
Byzantine,  in  the  Archi episcopal  Museum,  Utrecht,  has  been  presented 
by  Mr.  Jan  Brom,  of  that  Museum. 

Japanese  Collections. — A couple  of  carved  wood  figures  of  deities 
obtained  in  the  Japanese  section  of  the  International  Exhibition  have 
been  added,  but  no  changes  have  been  made  in  the  disposition  of  the 
exhibits. 

Pottery,  Porcelaim,  and  Class. — The  conversion  of  the.  locks  on  the 
cases  lias  continued.  This  work  involves  the  temporary  removal  of  the 
whole  of  the  contents  of  each  case  and  their  re-arrangement,  which,  oil 
account  of  the  nature  of  the  exhibits,  require  great  care.  A few  addi- 
tions have  been  made  to  the  Dutch  delft,  the  Italian  majolica,  and  the 
French  faience,  as  well  as  to  the  English  and  Oriental  porcelain.  A 
few  examples  of  Doulton’s  pottery  were  retained  from  their  exhibit-  in 
the  modern  section.  The  collection  of  Irish  cut  glass  continues  to  grow, 
some  examples  of  reputed  Cork  and  "Waterford  manufacture  having  been 
added.  Some  Swiss  enamelled  glass,  and  several  18th  century  English 
wine  glasses  have  also  been  acquired.  Messrs.  Boileau  & Boyd  and 
Messrs.  Evans  have  lent  their  collections  of  old  enamelled  pottery  drug 
pots.  The  extensive  collection  of  pottery,  porcelain,  and  glass,  the 
property  of  the  late  T.  H.  Longfieid,  tt.s.a.,  Keeper  of  the  Art  and 
Industrial  Section,  was  lent  by  his  family  and  has  been  arranged  in 
about  a dozen  cases  in  the  Central  Court. 

, Chinese,  Burmese , and  Cingalese  Collections. — No  changes  or  addi- 
tions worth  noting. 

Embroideries  and  Textiles . — Some  further  progress  has  been  made  in 
the  displaying  of  embroideries  in  the  wall  cases  and  the  flat  cases,  but 
there  is  yet  some  space  to  be  devoted  chiefly  to  figured  textiles. 
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Lace. — A good  many  examples  of  various  kinds  of  lace  have  been 
purchased  and  a few  very  interesting  specimens  have  been  obtained  on 
loan,  but  only  a small  proportion  of  the  former  could  be  arranged  in 
cases  owing  to  want  of  room.  The  provision  of  a more  spacious  position 
for  the  stands  of  cases  will  have  to  be  considered  if  the  collection  is  to 
be  developed  as  its  importance  demands. 

A very  valuable  collection  of  fine  white  embroidery,  executed  in  the 
Co.  Down  about  forty  years  ago,  was  presented  by  Mr.  David  M.  Bell, 
of  Belfast, 


'Enamels. — No  specimen  has  been  added  to  the  enamels  this  year. 

Metalwork. — Early  in  the  year  the  Board  of  Works  undertook  the 
sheeting  of  the  walls  of  the  north-east  corner  of  the  Main  Gallery,  and 
the  larger  examples  of  wrought  ironwork  have  been  arranged  on  it. 
The  large  casts  of  bronzes,  including  Peter  Visscher’s  “ Theodoric,” 
have  been  removed  from  Boom  VT  F to  the  Main  Gallery  and  placed 
alongside  the  cases  containing  the  smaller  bronzes,  thus  bringing  prac- 
tically all  the.  originals,  casts,  and  electrotypes  together. 

A good  number  of  additions  have  been  made  to  the  collection  of  Irish 
silver  plate,  including  several  of  provincial  make.  A silver  chalice, 
dated  1626,  and  inscribed  with  the  name  of  Bishop  Arthur,  of  Limerick 
(1623-1646),  is  the  most  important  acquisition. 

Photographs  of  Silver  Plate,  etc.— This  year  again  the  Museum  is 
indebted  to  some  of  the  Dublin  silversmiths  for  procuring  permission  to 
photograph  important  specimens  of  silver  plate  sent  them  for  repair, 
viz.  : —

Architectural  Photographs.— The  position  of  the  draw-out  cabinets 
containing  these  lias  been  altered  to  great  advantage.  They  are  now 
placed  against  the  walls  of  Passage  Room  I instead  of  back  to  back 
in  the  middle  of  the  room.  This  has  allowed  the  addition  of  two  more 
cabinets.  The  Dunraven  Collection  of  photographs  of  Irish  architec- 
ture, formerly  on  the  Main  Gulery,  is  being  incorporated  111  the  general 
architectural  collections. 

Postage  Stamp  Collection.— Ur.  Lane  Joyut  continues  to  give  a good 
deal  of  time  to  this  collection,  which  is  developing  rapidly  and  attiacts 
the  attention  of  a good  number  of  visitors. 

Museum  Library.— About  sixty  volumes  have  been  added. 

Loans  to  Metropolitan  School  of  Art.—' There  was  a very  substantial 
increase  in  the  number  of  objects  lent  for  study  to  the  School  last  year 
over  previous  years,  which  has  been  maintained  this  year.  The  follow

RUPORT  OF  TIIE  KeBPEU  OF  THE  NaTUIIAI,  HISTORY  DlVISKW. 


I beg  to  submit  a list  of  the  donations  received  by  me  during  the 
year.  Among  the  more  important  of  them  are  the  skins  of  rare  birds, 
specially  procured  for  this  Museum  on  the  Auckland  Islands  by  His 
Excellency  the  Governor  of  New  Zealand,  Lord  Plunket.  A specimen 
of  the  valuable  flightless  Duck  was  sent  along  with  this  collection  by 
Professor  Benliam  from  the  Otago  Museum.  The  want  of  more  room 
for  these  and  other  bird  skins  is  much  felt.  The  insect  collections  and 
especially  the  rapidly  accumulating  library  are  also  crowded  out.  More 
space  is  urgently  needed. 

The  Dublin  Bay  Dredging  Committee,  as  well  as  the  Department’s 
Fisheries  Branch,  added  considerably  to  the  collection  of  invertebrates 
by  their  donations  of  specimens. 

" The  purchases  included  a collection  of  real  furs  and  imitation  ones 
for  comparison,  which  should  prove  useful  to  the  public  from  a com- 
mercial point  of  view.  A further  series  of  animal  remains,  from  the 
Doneraile  Caves,  in  County  Cork;  a pigmy  Hippopotamus;  the  unique 
jaw  of  the  sabre-toothed  tiger,  and  other  fossils  from  the  Forest  Bed 
obtained  at  a sale  in  London  ; and,  finally,  a young  male  Okapi  from 
the  Forests  of  Central  Africa,  deserve  special  mention.  Payment  for 
the  latter,  however,  can  only  be  defrayed  out  of  next  financial  year’s 
vote,  as  the  funds  for  the  current  year  are  exhausted  long  ago. 

I was  granted  one  visit  to  London  during  the  year  for  the  purpose  of 
examining  specimens  offered  lor  sale  and  studying  Museums.  I had 
also  the  great  privilege  of  being  permitted  to  attend  officially  tile  meet- 
ing of  the  International  Congress  of  Zoology  at  Boston,  in  August. 
The  advantage  of  exchanging  views  with  American  authorities  on 
Museum  matters,  of  inspecting  the  principal  American  Museums,  and 
examining  the  nature  of  their  adaptation  for  teaching  purposes,  was 
of'  the  greatest  advantage  to  me.  Many  objects  of  interest  were  brought 
to  Boston  for  the  benefit  of  the  members  of  the  Congress,  others  were  seen 
by  those  who,  like  myself,  visited  the  great  Museums  of  New  York, 
Brooklyn,  Philadelphia,  and  Washington,  as  well  as  the  Biological  Re- 
search and  Experimental  Stations  at  Woods  Hole  and  Cold  Spring 
Harbour.  Research  is  strongly  encouraged  by  the  State  in  America  in 
connection  with  Museums.  They  are  not.  merely  storehouses  for 
specimens,  'but  important  educational  institutions,  diffusing  valuable 
knowledge  throughout  the  country.

Room  I.— Index  Room  (Teaching  Collections). 

A number  of  the  wall  cases  have  been  re-shelved  and  altered.  This 
has  entailed  the  re-arrangement  of  the  specimens  m six  of  the  cases. 

The  peat  specimens  have  been  moved  to  Room  V.  ana  replaced,  by  a 
series  of  specimens  illustrating  the  Life  History  and  Classification  of 
the  Mosses  and  Liverworts  (arranged  in  Case  LXIL). 
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In  Case  LXIII.  specimens  have  been  arranged  to  illustrate  the  Life 
History  and  Classification  of  the  Fungi. 

Gaelic  names  have  been  put  after  the  English  names  on  the  specimens 
of  common  Irish  Flowering  Plants  exhibited  in  the  well  cases  in  the 
Index  Room. 

A set  of  apparatus  to  illustrate  the  chief  facts  of  vegetable  physiology 
has  been  acquired  for  the  Index  Room. . Cases  to  hold  the  apparatus 
are  being  got  ready. 

Rooms  II.  and  IV.  (Economic  Collections.) 

A great  deal  of  time  has  been  spent  oil  these  collections  during  tile 
year.  Several  hundreds  of  diagrams  and  illustrations  have  been  added 
which  make  the  collections  much  more  instructive,  a good  deal  of 
labelling  has  been  done,  and  a large  series  (some  500  species)  of  German 
Materia  Medica  specimens  have  been  acquired  and  incorporated.  A 
fine  case  of  specimens  illustrating  the  stages  in  the  manufacture  of 
Linen  and  Linen  thread,  presented  by  Messrs.  Barbour,  of  Lisburn, 
is  now  in  the  Flax  Case  (Case  VIII.). 

A set  of  Fossil  slides  illustrating  Palaeobotauy  has  been  mounted  in  a 
cabinet  and  placed  on  exhibition  in  Room  IV.  close  beside  the  Fossil 
Plants. 


Room  III.  (Herbarium). 

During  the  year  more  than  3,000  specimens  have  been  mounted  anil 
added  to  the  British  and  Irish  Herbaria,  and  a collecton  of  German 
plants  (some  500  species)  added  to  the  Materia  Medica  Herbarium. 
243  teachers  and  students  visited  the  Herbarium  during  the  year.  293 
plants  were  identified.

Report  op  Custodian  op  Geological  and  Mineralogical  Division. 


Among  the  more  important  additions  to  the  Mineral  Collections  made 
by  purchase  during  the  year  1907-8  are  a large  crystal  of  green  Tour- 
maline from  Ramona,  California,  a portion  of  the  meteorite  that  fell 
in  Somaliland  in  1889,  and  specimens  of  the  minute  but  brilliantly 
coloured  minerals  recently  discovered  and  described  by  Mr.  Solly  from 
the  Binnenthal  in  Switzerland.  The  following  minerals  were  pre-

In  exchange  for  a cast  of  the  bust  of  the  late  Dr.  V.  Ball,  p.n. a.,  and 
a copy  of  Dr,  Ball's  model  of  Barren  Island,  Bengal,  as  sanctioned  by 
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the  Director  of  the  Museum,  the  Geological  Survey  of  India  presented 
a valuable  series  of  38  specimens;  of  Indian  minerals  and  rocks,  with 
ten  microscopic  sections. 

Messrs.  Duke  and  Ockenden,  of  London,  gave  a large  core  of  Silurian 
rock  from  a boring  at  Downpatrick,  which  has  been  placed  in  the 
gallery  containing  the  Geological  Survey  collections. 

With  the  aid  of  specimens  given  from  the  collections  of  the  Geological 
Survey  of  Ireland  and  the  Royal  College  of  Science,  a circulation  series 
of  27  typical  rocks  was  prepared,  illustrating  the  constitution  of  the 
earth’s  crust  in  general,  together  with  a descriptive  pamphlet.  In 
order  to  give  this  series  a special  interest  when  used  in  Irish  schools, 
all  hut  two  of  the  specimens  were  chosen  from  Irish  localities. 

A loan  of  137  models  of  crystals  and  13  duplicate  minerals  was  made 
for  use  in  the  Royal  College  of  Science,  and  a loan  of  50  duplicate  speci- 
mens illustrating  common  minerals  was  made  to  the  Convent  of  Mercy, 
Ballybrieken,  Co.  Waterford. 

With  the  aid  of  the  maps  of  the  Geological  Survey,  the  raised  map 
of  Ireland  has  been  re-coloured  throughout,  and  several  improvements 
in  its  details  have  been  made.  A large  coloured  index  has  been  pre- 
pared by  Mr.  Gavin,  Draughtsman  to  the  Geological  Survey. 

Mr.  T.  Hallissy,  Temporary  Professional  Assistant  to  the  Geological 
Survey,  has  continued  to  act,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Department,  as 
assistant  to  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  Mineral  Collection,  and  in 
consequence  no  arrears  of  work  have  been  allowed  to  accumulate.

SCIENCE  AND  ART  MUSEUM. 

The  Board  of  Visitors  having  inspected  the  several  sections 
of  the  Museum  and  the  Royal  Botanic  Gardens,  submit  the 
following  as  their  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  March, 
1908. 

In  dealing  with  matters  connected  with  the  control  and 
custody  of  the  Museum  Collections  it  is  satisfactory  to  report 
that  the  Director’s  Report  for  the  year  1906-7  was  published 
by  the  Department  and  copies  forwarded  to  the  Visitors  early 
in  the  present  year. 

Since  the  date  of  the  Visitors’  last  Report  the  system  of 
administration  of  the  Science  and  Art  Institutions  has  been 
considerably  altered  by  a minute  of  the  Department  dated 
15th  October,  1907.  This  minute  abolishes  the  office  of 
Director  of  the  Science  and  Art  Institutions.  Under  the  new 
arrangements  the  Director  of  the  Science  and  Art  Museum 
has  no  administrative  control  of  the  Botanic  Gardens,  whose 
Keeper  is  now  directly  responsible  to  the  Department.  The 
clerical  staff  in  the  offices  in  Leinster  House,  who,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Second  Officer  and  Chief  Clerk,  are  still 
responsible  for  the  accounts  and  correspondence,  have. become 
part  of  the  general  staff  of  the  Department.  The  Visitors 
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have  noticed  with  much  satisfaction  that  the  long  and  meri- 
torious service  of  tlieir  Secretary,  Mr.  H.  Bantry  White,  as 
Second  Officer  and  Chief  Clerk,  has  been  recognised  by  his 
appointment  to  be  a member  of  the  Imperial  Service  Ordei. 

A.  Museum  Committee  of  Officers  and  Professors  of  the 
Science  and  Art  Museum  is  charged  with  the  duties  of  assist- 
ing and  advising  the  Director  on  various  -matters  connected 
with  the  Museum.  This  appears  to  the  Visitors  to  be  a satis- 
factory arrangement  from  which  useful  results  may  be  ex- 

PeindSeptember  last  Colonel  G.  T.  Plunkett,  C.B.,  under 
whose  able  direction  the  Museum  and  Botanic  Gardens  have 
been  carried  on  for  the  past  eleven  years,  was  placed  on  pen- 
sion in  consequence  of  his  having  arrived  at  the  age  limit. 
The  Visitors  desire  to  express  their  high  appreciation  of  the 
work  carried  on  by  him  during  his  directorship,  and  of  the 
many  improvements  and  new  departures  in  the  Museum 
which  were  originated  by  him.  Colonel  Plunkett  has  been 
succeeded  in  office  by  George  Noble,  Count  Plunkett,  P.S.A., 
M.B.I.A.,  a gentleman  already  well  and  favourably  known  in 
Dublin  for  his  scholarly  and  artistic  accomplishments. 

During  the  year  the  following  alterations  have  been  made 
in  the  staff:— -Mr.  Toppin,  Assistant  in  the  Antiquities  Divi- 
sion was  promoted  in  July  last  to  the  Assistant  .Keepership 
of  the  Art  Division,  and  Mr.  Edmund  C.  R.  Armstrong, 
M.R.I.A.,  was  appointed,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Royal 
Irish  Academy,  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the  Antiquities  Division 
caused  -by  Mr.  Toppin’s  promotion.  Mr.  McGoogan,  the 
Technical  Assistant  in  the  Art  Division,  was  promoted  to  be 
a full  Assistant,  and  Mr.  Alabaster,  who  has  been  Assistant 
in  the  Art  Division  for  many  years,  was  retired  on  the  31st 
March  owing  to  ill  health. 

While  noting  with  gratification  these  readjustments  in  the 
subordinate  offices  of  the  Museum , the  Visitors  feel  that  the 
time  has  fully  come  for  increasing  the  salary  and  emoluments 
of  the  Keeper  of  the  Natural  History  Collections.  The  re- 
muneration as  at  present  fixed  is  inadequate  alike  to  the  im- 
portance of  the  office  and  to  the  distinguished  scientific 
position  to  which  its  present  holder  has  attained.  Dr.  Scharff 
has  now  been  in  charge  of  this  division  of  the  Museum  for 
twenty-one  years.  Throughout  that  period  he  has  not  alone 
faithfully  discharged  his  duties  to  the  satisfaction  of  his  official 
superiors,  but  he  has  thrown  himself  into  the  task  of  develop- 
ing the  collections  with  zealous  enthusiasm , and  with  a success 
to  which  the  reports  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  have  repeatedly 
borne  testimony.  Many  important  additions  to  the  Museum 
have  been  due  to  Dr.  Scharff’s  personal  activity  in  securing 
out  of  the  way  specimens  during  holiday  expeditions  at  home 
and  abroad ; and  the  Museum  has  also  benefited  substantially 
through  the  Keeper’s  voluntary  labours  as  Chairman  of  the 
Irish  Cave  Committee,  and  the  Irish  Fauna  and  Flora  Com- 
mittee. As  many  as  fourteen  years  have  elapsed  since  Dr. 
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Soharff  became  entitled  to  the  maximum— £500— of  the 

modest  salary  attached  to  his  office ; and  the  Visitors  con- 
fidently commend  the  question  of  his  future  salary  to  the 
consideration  of  the  proper  authorities. 

The  Visitors  are  glad  to  learn  that  Miss  Knowles,  who  has 
hitherto  been  paid  for  her  work  as  a temporary  employee,  has 
been  placed  on  a more  permanent  footing ; but  they  feel  that 
remuneration  at  the  rate  of  £3  a week  is  scarcely  adequate 
to  a post  which  requires  the  services  of  an  experienced  and 
able  botanist.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  Miss  McArdle, 
who  has  assisted  Miss  Knowles  for  many  years  in  the  more 
technical  part  of  her  work,  has  had  her  pay  increased  and  her 
position  recognised  as  a technical  Assistant. 

The  Visitors  regret  to  find  that  Mr.  Dudley  Westropp,  the 
able  expert  on  Old  Silver,  who  has  been  for  many  years  tem- 
porarily attached  to  the  Museum,  and  who  has  written  a large 
number  of  the  Guides,  continues  to  be  paid  at  a rate  quite 
incommensurate  with  his  experience  and  utility  to  the 
Museum. 

The  Visitors  regret  to  learn  that  the  effect  of  the  reddction 
of  the  Workshop  staff  has  been  to  seriously  impede  the 
work  of  the  Museum.  They  see  in  the  courts  numbers  of 
new  cases  which  have  been  supplied  by  the  Contractors,  but 
which  owing  to  the  insufficiency  of  the  staff  it  is  impossible  to 
have  fitted  up  for  the  reception  of  specimens. 

The  attendance  of  the  public  has  been  well  maintained  in 
the  Museum,  which  was  visited  during  the  year  by  331,533 
persons  against  338,160  the  previous  year.  The  slight  falling 
off  is  in  the  opinion  of  the  Visitors  due  to  the  special  attrac- 
tions of  the  Irish  International  Exhibition. 

The  Halfpenny  Guide  to  the  Museum  continues  to  be  in 
great  demand,  and  has  reached  its  45th  edition,  upwards  of 
143,000  copies  having  been  sold  since  it  was  first  issued  in 
December,  1897.

The  Visitors  have  again  to  call  attention  to  the  inadequacy 
of  the  Vote  for  purchase,  especially  in  the  Art  Division,  the 
price  of  art  objects  having  increased  during  the  last  ten  years 
by  about  400  per  cent.,  while  the  Vote  has  remained  prac- 
tically the  same.  They  beg  to  refer  to  and  repeat  the  ob- 
servations on  this  subject  which  an*e  contained  in  their  last 
Beport  (see  Beport  for  1906-7,  pp.  5,6),  and  to  urge  that  the 
time  has  come  for  a substantial  increase  of  this  Vote.

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The  Visitors  regret  to  find  that  the  item  in  the  Vote  for 
Professional  Assistance  has  been  reduced  to  a sum  which  is 
quite  inadequate  for  its  purposes,  and  leaves  no  margin  for 
the  employment  of  experts  to  take  up  matters  ol  importance 
connected  with  the  collections,  as  occasion  may  arise. 

The  Visitors  regret  to  have  again  to  refer  to  the  want  of  a 
proper  office  and  workroom  for  the  Keeper  of  Irish  Antiquities, 
and  to  deplore  the  fact  that  one  of  the  rooms  which  is  urgently 
required  for  exhibition  purposes  has  still  to  be  used  as  a work- 
room and  office.  They  trust  that  no  time  will  be  lost  m cor- 
recting this  serious  defect. 

The  Director  has  placed  before  the  Department  a proposal 
that  Room  V. , which  contains  the  collection  of  Arms  and 
Armour  should  be  converted  into  a strong  room  for  the  safe- 
keeping’of  Gold  ornaments  in  the  collection  of  the  Royal  Irish 
Academy.  The  Visitors  strongly  approve  of  this  suggestion, 
as  adequate  protection  both  from  fire  and  theft  will  thus  be 
afforded,  and  they  hope  that  no  time  will  be  lost  m carrying 
it  into  execution.  It  would  be  desirable  that  the  plans  should 
be  submitted  to  the  Visitors  for  examination  before  they  are 
finally  adopted. 

The  Visitors  further  consider  that  for  the  better  protection 
of  the  Museum  as  a whole,  iron  fireproof  doors  should  be 
placed  between  Leinster  House  and  the  Museum. 

The  Director  has  informed  the  Visitors  that  the  electric 
lighting  of  the  Museum  is  not  satisfactory,  and  that  occasional 
breaksdown  have  occurred.  This  is  not  only  a serious  incon- 
venience to  the  public,  but  is  dangerous  to  the  safety  of  the 
Museum ; and  the  Visitors  desire  to  press  upon  the  Depart- 
ment the  necessity  of  having  some  competent  person  on  the 
premises  in  charge  of  the  lighting  while  it  is  in  use,  who  would 
be  capable  of  dealing  with  defects  of  the  kind  to  which  they 
have  referred. 

The  Visitors  further  regret  to  find  that  the  electric  light,  to 
the  inadequacy  of  which,  in  many  parts  of  the  building,  they 
called  attention  last  year,  still  remains  insufficient.  _ 

The  Visitors  have  also  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that 
many  of  the  rooms  are  very  deficient  in  daylight,  and  that, 
not  only  in  winter  but  even  in  bright  sunny  weather , there  is 
not  sufficient  light  to  properly  examine  the  objects.  They  re- 
commend that  wherever  roof  lights  can  be  inserted  this  should 
be  done,  and  they  suggest  that  the  lighting  area  of  the 
windows  might  be  enlarged  by  the  removal  of  the  heavy 
transomes  and  mullions,  and  the  introduction  of  reflectors,  in 
the  manner  already  specifically  brought  under  the  notice  or 
the  Department.* 

* Since  the  foregoing  report  was  drafted,  the  Visitors  have  learned  with 
satisfaction  that  the.  Department  of  Agriculture  have . already  oroug 
to  the  notice  of  the  Board  of  Works  the  points  to  which 
drawn  on  the  Occasion  of  the  Visitors’  inspection  on  March  Mil  last. 
The  question  of  the  electric  lighting  is  now _ being  dealt  with,  ana 
of  the  roof-lights  is  stated  to  he  under  consideration. 
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Art  Collections. 

The  Visitors  notice  with  pleasure  the  varied  and  valuable 
additions  which  have  been  made  to  the  Art  Collection  in 
nearly  all  its  branches,  but  must  again  record  the  regrettable 
fact  that  (owing  to  the  want  of  assistants)  many  most  instruc- 
tive groups  are  necessarily  left  unsettled,  and  their  educational 
value  is  therefore,  to  a large  degree,  impaired.  This  is 
notably  the  case  in  the  Greek  and  Roman  and  Egyptian  Col- 
lections, though  the  unsparing  efforts  of  the  existing  staff  to 
keep  up  with  the  increase  is  very  apparent.  The  Visitors 
desire  to  lay  emphasis  on  their  opinion  as  to  the  ill-advised 
retrenchment  of  the  Workshop  staff. 

In  connection  with  this  section,  three  guides  by  Mr. 
Dudley  Westropp  have  been  published,  one  Gn  Japanese 
and  one  on  Italian  Majolica,  the  other  being  the  second 
edition  of  the  Guide  to  the  British  Silver.  There 
are  three  Guide  Books  in  progress,  the  publication  of 
which  will  take  place  in  the  near  future.  Those  on  French 
Pottery  and  on  Lace  are  by  Mr.  J.  J.  Buckley.  That  on  the 
Medals,  by  Mr.  M.  S.  Dudley  Westropp,  is  ready,  but  not 
yet  published.  The  Guide  to  the  Greek  and  Roman  Antiqui- 
ties will  also  probably  be  soon  ready.  Owing  to  the  death  of 
Mr.  Longfield  and  other  causes,  much  delay  has  been  caused 
in  various  directions. 

In  Room  I.  the  Greek  and  Roman  Antiquities  are  greatly 
overcrowded,  the  space  being  entirely  inadequate  for  this  im- 
portant section.  The  Visitors  understand,  however,  that  this 
can  in  some  measure  be  remedied  by  the  removal  of  the  larger 
casts  of  statutes  to  the  Rotunda,  as  soon  as  the  large,  carriages 
in  the  entrance  have  been  sent  away. 

In  Room  II.,  as  already  noted,  groups  of  the  Egyptian 
pottery  and  lesser  antiquities  are  unavoidably  left  stored, 
father  than  arranged,  in  the  cases.  The  treatment  of  some  of 
the  clay  objects  by  soaking  them  has  been  most  successful  in 
preventing  further  exfoliation,  and  will  soon  be  applied  to  the 
remainder. 

In  Room  III.  the  Ethnographical  Collection — one  of  great 
value — is  very  difficult  to  study  with  satisfaction,  owing  to  the 
very  deficient  lighting  of  this  long  room,  crowded  as  it  is  with 
large  eases. 

In  the  Central  Hall  the  Longfield  Collection  has  been  set 
out.  The  permanent  acquisition  of  this  valuable  loan  collec- 
tion is  most  desirable.  The  late  Mr.  Longfield,  besides  his 
own  most  judicious  purchases,  inherited  many  valuable  ob- 
jects from  his  father.  The  result,  as  set  out,  fills  twelve 
cases,  eleven  of  pottery  and  .porcelain,  and  one  of  Irish  glass, 
all  of  great  value  and  interest. 

The  Visitors  are  informed  that  it  is  proposed  to  remove  the 
casts  of  Renaissance,  monuments'  and  architecture  to  the . an- 
nexe, replacing  them  bv.  casts  of  Irish  architectural  objects. 
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of  which  several  have  already  taken  their  place  in  the 
Museum.  This  seems  a very  desirable  change,  as  bringing 
such  casts  into  the  same  room  as  those  of  the  Celtic  crosses. 

The  Dunraven  photographs  of  Hibemo-Bomanesque  Archi- 
tecture and  early  structures  have  been  removed  from  the 
Gallery  and  embodied  in  the  general  collection,  which  it  is 
proposed  to  increase. 

There  has  been  no  important  change  in  Room  VI.  The 
musical  instruments  in  Room  VII.  are  noticed  in  another 
connection  later  in  this  Report.  Room  V1T1.  has  been  re- 
arranged. It  is  now  devoted  to  English  and  Irish  furniture, 
and  the  model  of  the  XVIIth  century  room  has  been  removed 
into  it  from  Room  IX.  The  Visitors  notice  with  pleasure  the 
acquisition  of  the  curious  fireplace,  with  a representation  of 
the  re-building  of  the  walls  of  Jerusalem,  removed  from  Old 
Bawn  House,  Tallagbt ; it  is  to  be  set  up  iu  Room  VIII. 
Room  IX.  is  now'  to  be  used  for  the  Continental  furniture, 
except  the  Italian,  which  is  to  be  arranged  in  Room  X.  The 
Lane  Collection  has  been  removed  from  the  Gallery  of  the 
Rotunda  to  the  Municipal  Gallery  of  Modern  Art  in  Harcourt- 
street,  and  its  place  is  being  taken  by  reproductions  of  stained 
glass  and  fine  coloured  photographs  of  Flemish  and  other 
tapestry.  The  collection  of  Lace  in  the  Gallery  is  being 
steadily  increased. 

In  the  upper  eastern  room,  VIII.,  no  great  change  has  been 
made  in  the  collection  of  pottery  and  porcelain.  The  Dutch 
Delph  has,  however,  been  re-arrauged . 

Turning  to  the  acquisitions,  space  forbids  notice  of  many. 
But  a few  must  be  specified  : — 

Room  I.— Greek  and  Roman— casts  of  Apollo  of  Tenea  and 
the  Dying  Gladiator  from  the  Temple  of  Aphaia  at  Aegiua. 

Room  II.— The  Egyptian  Exploration  Fund  lias  presented 
a collection  of  antiquities  from  Deir  el  Bahari. 

. Room  III.— A..  W.  Pim,  Esq.,  has  given  a collection  of 
bronze  objects  from  W.  Africa  and  New  Guinea ; and  Roger 
Casement,  Esq.,  M.R.I.A.,  has  presented  two  eight-feet  bows 
used  by  Brazilian  Indians. 

In  Room  VII.,  the  bequest  of  the  late  W.  Bingrose  Atkins, 
Esq.,  of  a double  bass  viol  by  Panormo,  Cork,  and  a double 
bassoon  by  Stainesby,  Junior,  London,  said  to  have  been 
made  for  Handel  in  1739,  deserves  special  notice.  The  bequest 
of  Lady  Stewart,  of  a b&ton  presented  to  Sir  Robert  Stewart ; a 
harpsichord  by  Ferdinand  Weber,  two  large  double-action  harps 
by  Egan,  Dublin,  and  a musical  game  for  teaching  the  theory 
of  music,  the  last  given  by  R.  B.  Armstrong,  Esq.,  of  Edin- 
burgh, are  also  noteworthy.  A number  of  musical  instru- 
ments formerly  in  Dr.  Culwick’s  collection  have  been  ac- 
quired. Passing  by  numerous  acquisitions,  of  miniatures, 
silver,  pottery,  ivory,  wood,  and  glass  and  lace,  particular 
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mention  must  be  made  ol  a collection  of  embroidery  given  by 

David  Bell,  Esq. ; and  of  a set  of  18th  century  vestments,  with 
altar  furniture,  including  a chalice  of  1626,  and  a reproduction 
in  stained  glass  of  part  of  a 13th  century  window  formerly  in 
the  Salute  Chapelle. 


Industrial  and  Circulation  Collections. 

The  Visitors  note  with  satisfaction  that  the  prospect  held 
out  in  last  year's  Report  of  devoting  some  additional  space  to 
these  collections  has  been  fulfilled  by  the  removal  of  a.  parti- 
tion, thus  utilising  the  whole  of  the  temporary  building,  only 
a portion  of  which  -was  formerly  available.  This  has  to  a 
great  extent  relieved  the  excessive  congestion  noticed  in  last 
year’s  Report,  and  renders  it  possible  for  visitors  to  gam  access 
to,  and  examine  the  contents  of,  the  various  cases. 

It  is  to  be  observed,  however,  that  notwithstanding  this 
addition  the  wall  space  is  already  almost  completely  occupied 
by  such  of  the  cases  of  the  loan  (circulation)  collection  as  are 
not  out  on  loan ; and  as  this  collection,  whose  usefulness  ap- 
pears to  be  better  appreciated  every  year , is  rapidly  increasing 
in  extent,  and  as  there  are  times  in  the  year  when  almost  all 
the  cases  on  loan  are  called  in,  it  is  clear  that  still  greatei 
accommodation  is  already  required , and  that  the  need  for  this 
must  increase  year  by  year. 

The  actual  number  of  cases  of  the  loan  collection  now  avail- 
able is  251,  being  an  increase  of  37  on  last  year.  The  num- 
ber of  cases  sent  out  during  the  year  was  940  being  an  in- 
crease of  248  over  last  year,  while  the  number  of  schools,  etc., 
which  have  made  use  of  this  collection  during  the  year 
amounts  to  60  as  compared  with  45  in  the  previous  year,  and 
it  is  noticeable  that  the  bulk  of  the  cases  added  this  year  deal 
with  Botanical  exhibits.  Practically  nothing  has  been  added 
to  the  general  exhibits  dealing  with  the  development  of 
various  trades  and  industries,  and  the  Visitors  desn-e  to  ex- 
press a hope  that  in  the  near  future  facilities  will  he  afforded 
for  an  expansion  of  the  Museum  exhibits  in  this  direction. 

Irish  Antiquities. 

The  Visitors  note  with  pleasure  the  substantial  advance 
made  during  the  year  in  the  settlement  of  the  Insh  Antiqui- 
ties and  the  instructive  character  of  Jhe  lab( ^ 
however,  have  again  to  regret  that  the  fine  Room  I-  o 
the  first  floor  is  withheld  from  the  public.  The 

Keeper  is  endeavouring  to  gather  a _ comparative  col- 
lection, and  has  already  arranged  a senes  of  eoliths  fiom 
Ightham.  The  value  of  these  m the  study  of  stone  imple- 
ments alone  shows  how  largely  the  study  of  this  branch  of 
archaeology  could  he  developed,  and  how  unfortunate  it  is  that 
the  room  is  not  available  for  such  a purpose.  The  present 
Keeper  moreover,  appears  to  have  exceptional  opportunities 
to procuring  objects  suitable  for  comparison,  and  every 
facility  should  be  given  him  for  this  end. 
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Boom  II.  has  been  painted  in  light  green  and  white,  where- 
by the  lighting  is  much  improved.  Amongst  the  additions, 
there  may  be  noted  a very  large  stone  celt  from  Mayo,  15$ 
inches  long,  ill  line  preservation  ; lour  other  line  examples, 
bought  from  Mr.  Milligan ; and  a javelin  head  from  Mayo. 

Boom  III. — A great  advance  is  apparent  here.  A desk  ease 
has  been  arranged  to  exhibit  a series  of  bronze  celts,  with 
ornamentation  comparable  to  those  on  the  gold  objects.  Mr. 
Coffey  has  continued  to  bring  together  the  “ linds  ” which  (in- 
valuable for  dating  purposes  when  kept  together)  have  hitherto 
been  scattered  through  the  collections.  Such  scattering,  how- 
ever, has  always  been,  and  unfortunately  still  is,  a common 
defect  in  other  collections  and  in  all  countries,  and  the 
Visitors  have  pleasure  in  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
co-ordination  of  the  evidence  of  the  Irish  Collection  is  noticed 
as  a rare  feature  in  European  Museums  by  Professor  Blinders 
Petrie  (see  “ Methods  and  Aims  of  Archaeology ,”  p.  49).  In 
this  connection  it  may  be  mentioned  that  the  models  of  the 
“great  Clare  gold  find”  near  Moghane,  Quin,  have' been 
brought  together  and  re-arranged,  as  well  as  the  Coachford 
(Cork)  find,  with  two  gold  fibulae,  eleven  amber  beads,  and  two 
socketted  celts,  and  the  Scotstown  (Monaghan)  find,  with  two 
gold  fibulae  (small,  fluted)  and  a number  of  bronze  rings,  one 
with  transverse  perforations.  A large  desk  case  has  been 
arranged ; bronze  fibulae  and  brass  manillas  from  Africa  (used 
locally  for  money)  are  placed  together  for  comparison.  Other 
bronze  objects,  including  razors,  sickles,  and  a fine  set  of  pins, 
together  with  the  three  large  and  well  preserved  bronze 
trumpets  from  a bog  at  ICilkee  (Clare),  are  in  this  case.  A 
very  curious  series  of  bronze  figures  are  arranged  together. 
Among  the  noteworthy  La  Tene  antiquities  are  figures  m 
bronze  of  boars  and  a very  fine  cow’s  head,  as  well  as  casts 
from  similar  objects  in  the  St.  Germain  Museum.  There  is 
also  a case  of  early  iron  La  Tene  swords  and  a large  collection 
of  Irish  and  African  beads,  with  a group  of  Italian  brooches 
found  in  Ireland.  Two  large  new  cases  have  been  -made  : one 
for  the  bone  and  other  objects  from  the  Oldcastle  cairns  and 
Carrowmore  cromlechs,  with  remains  from  urn  burials ; the 
other  for  the  display  of  cauldrons.  An  interesting  cinerary 
urn,  given  by  Eev.  Patrick  Power,  comes  from  Waterford. 

Boom  IV.  has,  so  far  as  regards  its  lighting,  been  much 
improved;  though  the  whitening  of  the  timber  work  has  na- 
turally called  forth  unfavourable  comment.  The  collection 
has  been  extensively  re-arranged,  the  brooches  grouped,  and 
the  ease  of  croziers  brought  near  the  window,  where  they  can 
be  well  seen.  The  Visitors,  while  appreciating  the  descriptive 
value  and  general  clearness  of  the  typed  labels,  consider  that 
they  should  be  replaced  by  printed  labels  at  the  first  oppor- 
tunity. 

In  the  Gallery,  the  Model  of  the  Swiss  Lake  Dwelling  has 
been  removed,  as  also  the  Dunraven  photographs. 
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Visitors  agree  with  Mr.  Coffey  as  to  the  desirability  of  securing 
early  or  local  forms  of  implements,  etc.,  now  rapidly  going 
out  of  use,  to  form  an  ethnographical  collection.  The  late 
Irish  pikes  and  swords  recently  arranged  in  one  of  the  cases 
make  a step  in  this  direction.  The  introduction  to  the  new 
guide  dealing  with  Celtic  ornament  is  now  at  press.  Allusion 
to  the  proposed  strong  room  for  the  gold  antiquities  will  be 
found  elsewhere  in  this  Report. 


Natural  Histort  Collections. 

I. — Zoology. 

The  general  collection  of  Invertebrates  in  the  top  gallery 
of  the  Museum  has  been  almost  completely  re-arranged..  The 
opportunity  thus  provided  for  study  of  the  various  sections  is 
excellent,  the  flat  glass  jars  containing  the  specimens  being  a - 
great  improvement  on  the  old-fashioned  round  jars,  which  in 
many  cases  distorted  the  contents. 

The  collection  of  dressed  skins  of  various  animals  showing 
the  real  skin  and  the  imitation  skin  side  by  side  is  most  valu- 
able from  a 'Commercial  point  of  view,  specially  so. in  the  case 
of  the  common  rabbit  skin,  which  lends  itself  to  imitation  in 
a wonderful  manner. 

The  dust  in  this  and  the  lower  floor  has  been  somewhat 
allayed  by  the  application  of  “ Florigene  ” ; but  more  closely- 
fitting  cases  would  probably  prevent  its  entering  them,  and 
thus  save  labour,  as  well  as  injury  to  the  specimens. 

The  special  additions  to  the  Museum  include  a young,  male 
Okapi  (0.  Johnstoni)  which  has  been  placed  alongside  its  re- 
lation the  Giraffe.  It  requires  to  be  encased  as  is  done  with 
other  valuable  specimens.  A pigmy  hippopotamus  (H. 
Liberiensis)  has  also  been  secured,  and  forms  a most  valuable 
addition  to  the  collection.  It  is  specially  interesting  in  Ire- 
land, as  the  only  specimen  known  to  have  been  exhibited 
alive  in  Europe  was  that  shown  in  the  Royal  Zoological 
Gardens  in  the  Phoenix  Park  in  1873  (presented  by  Sir  John 
Pope  Hennessy) , the  skeleton  of  which  is  now  in  the  Trinity 
College  Museum. 

The  Natural  History  Library,  which  is  so  essential  a part  of 
the  Museum  for  students , has  much  increased  and  more  space 
is  required  for  it,  as  well  as  for  the  insects  and  the  storage  of 
specimens. 

II. — Geology  and  Mineralogy. 

In  the  collection  of  fossil  animals  the  addition  of  the  lower 
jaw  bone  of  the  Sabre-toothed  Lion,  which  the  Keeper  of  the 
Museum  was  fortunate  enough  to  secure,  requires  special 
notice,  as  it  is  the  only  specimen  in  Great  Britain,  and,  so  far 
as  is  known,  the  only  record  of  the  existence  in  Europe  of 
this  interesting  creature  at  the  time  when  the  forest  bed  was 
laid  down  in  Norfolk. 
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The  arrangements  in  the  annexe  room  are  not  satisfactory, 
tire  minerals  and  fossils  being  too  much  mixed.  They  require 
to  be  re-arranged,  and  many  of  the  cases  should  he.  re-made,  so 
as  to  admit  of  full  light  on  all  the  contents.  The  dual  control 
of  this  room,  which  is  partly  under  the  Keeper  of  the  Museum 
and  partly  under  Prof.  Cole  (whose  time  is  almost  entirely 
occupied  with  other  duties),  no  doubt  tends  to  the  unsatisfac- 
tory arrangements  before  alluded  to,  and  it  would  be  prefer- 
able if  the  original  plan  were  adhered  to,  by  which  all  the 
Natural  History  Collections  were  placed  under  the  immediate 
care  and  control  of  the  Keeper. 

In  connection  with  this  subject  the  Visitors  wish  to  again 
call  the  attention  of  the  Department  to  the  inadequate  salary 
of  the  Keeper  of  the  Museum,  which  remains  where  it  was 
over  ten  years  ago,  and  is  less  than  that  of  similar  positions 
in  the  British  Museum,  and  in  the  Edinburgh  Museum.  In- 
creases have  been  granted  in  the  salaries  of  other  officials,  and 
bearing  in  mind  the  work  which  has  been  done  and  the  man- 
ner in  which  it  has  been  carried  out,  there  seems  no  sufficient 
reason  why  the  salary  of  the  Keeper  of  the  Museum  should 
remain  at  £200  per  annum  less  than  that  of  the  Professors  in 
the  College  of  Science. 


III. — Botany. 

The  Visitors  have  learned  with  much  satisfaction  that  the 
appointment  of  a trained  permanent  assistant,  which  they 
have  been  urging  for  several  years  past,  has  at  length  been 
made,  and  that  Miss  Knowles  is  now  a permanent  officer. 
While  her  appointment  provides  the  necessary  assistance  so 
far  as  the  flowering  plants  and  economic  collections  are  con- 
cerned, the  Visitors  feel  that  they  must  again  very  strongly 
press  ihe  necessity  which  they  put  forward  last  year  for  the 
appointment  of  another  trained  assistant  to  take  charge  of  the 
Cryptogams  or  flowerless  plants — ferns,  mosses,  liverwort-s, 
algae,  and  fungi.  The  necessity  for  such  an  officer  is  clearly 
proved  by  the  fact  that  such  appointments  exist  in  the  British 
Museum  and  Kew. 

Prom  time  to  time  the  Visitors  have  referred  to  the  increas- 
ing use  which  has  been  made  by  students  of  the  Herbarium 
and  the  Materia  Medica  Collections.  They  gladly  report  that 
such  use  continues  steadily  to  increase,  and  they  consider  the 
Materia  Medica  Collection  has  been  much  improved  by  the 
addition  of  the  specimens  of  German  Materia  Medica  which 
have  been  added. 


As  regards  the  collections,  in  Boom  I.,  advances  have  been 
made  with  the  Economic  Collections,  and  progress  has  been 
made  with  the  cataloguing  of  the  Teaching  Collection.  The 
type  labels  have  been  renewed,  but  the  Visitors  consider  that 
properly  printed  labels  ought  to  be  substituted  for  those  now 
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in  use.  The  cases  iu  this  room  for  the  purpose  of  exhibiting 
the  seat  of  the  storage  of  food  matter  in  the  roots,  stems, 
leaves,  and  seeds  of  plants  have  now  been  completed. 

In  their  last  Report  the  Visitors  mentioned  that  a larger 
case  (thoroughly  dust  proof)  should  be  provided  for  the  proper 
preservation  of  the  “A.  G.  More  Collection.”  They  regret 
to  find  that  this  recommendation  has  not  been  acted  upon, 
and  they  must  point  out  that  until  such  a case  is  provided  this 
valuable  collection  must  of  necessity  undergo  deterioration. 
The  additional  cases  -which  they  reported  as  being  necessary 
for  the  foreign  collection  in  the  Herbarium  have  not  been  pro- 
vided either,  and  they  are  very  urgently  needed. 

As  regards  the  lighting  both  of  the  Herbarium  and  of  Iloom 
V. , the  Visitors  have  for  at  least  the  last  two  years  deemed  it 
their  duty  to  call  attention  to  its  absolute  inefficiency.  In 
their  last  Report  they  pointed  out  how  in  their  opinion  very 
considerable  improvements  could  be  effected,  and  they  are  con- 
fident that  the  carrying  out  of  their  recommendations  as  re- 
gards the  securing  of  additional  light  could  be  effected  at  a 
very  moderate  cost.  They  notice  with  regret  that  no  step 
has  been  taken  in  this  direction  since  their  last  report,  and 
they  very  earnestly  renew  their  suggestions  in  this  respect. 


ROYAL  BOTANIC  GARDENS. 

The  Visitors  are  glad  to  report  that  the  Botanic  Gardens 
have  been  maintained  during  the  past  year,  as  formerly,  in  a 
thoroughly  satisfactory  manner. 

The  attendance  of  the  public  has  been  well  maintained,  the 
Gardens  being  visited  by  417,959  .persons  against  408,788  in 
the  previous  year,  showing  an  increase  of  9,171. 

They  note  that  effect  has  been  given  to  their  recommenda- 
tions with  regard  to  the  improvement  of  the  lower  plant  yard 
and  in  regard  to  the  construction  of  new  frames  of  an  im- 
proved character.  The  tank  at  the  back  of  the  curvilinear 
range  of  houses,  constructed  in  accordance  with  their  sugges- 
tion, has  proved  most  useful.  Much  of  the  staging  in  this 
range  is  old,  and  very  dilapidated.  This  should  be  renewed. 
The  inside  of  this  range  requires  painting. 

Tlie  lecture  room  has  been  found  inconveniently  small. 
This  is  an  important  feature  of  the.  Gardens.  The  Visitors 
recommend  that  it  be  enlarged,  which  could  be  easily,  done 
at  a moderate  expense.  Some  additional  accommodation  is 
required  in  the  nursery  department  in  order  to  insure  a suffi- 
cient supply  of  plants  for  the  large  houses. 

The  Visitors  learn  with  satisfaction  that  progress  has  been 
made  in  a matter  to  the  importance  of  which  they  called  at- 
tention in  a former  Report — the  preparation  of  a catalogue  of 
the  collections  contained  in  the  Gardens.  They  are  informed 
that  a list  of  the  trees  and  shrubs  in  the  arboretum  is  in  course 
of  preparation,  and  will  be  ready  for  publication  early  next 
year.  This  is  intended  as  the  beginning  of  a series  of  lists 
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which  will  be  not  only  of  general  interest,  but  of  value  in 
settling  the  nomenclature  of  specimens.  The  catalogue  oi 
Orchids  will  be  of  special  value,  as  the  collection  at  Glasnevin 
is  admittedly  the  most  complete  collection  at  present  in  exist- 
ence, in  point  of  number  of  species  and  general  interest. 

The  general  work  of  necessary  repairs  appears  to  have  been 
satisfactorily  earned  out. during  the  past  year,  and  a consider- 
able addition  has  been  made  to  the  number  of  specimens  by 
purchase  and  by  donations  and  exchanges  with  other  institu- 
tions. 

The  Visitors  note  with  satisfaction  that  the  refreshment 
room,  the  establishment  of  which  they  have  repeatedly  urged, 
will  be  shortly  opened  for  the  accommodation  of  visitors.

For  the  Year  1907-1908 

To  the  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and 
Technical  Instruction  for  Ireland 


Sir 

As  Chairman  of  the  Council  of  Trustees,  I have  the  honour 
to  submit  the  following  Report  for  the  twelve  -months  ending 
31st  March,  1908,  which  included  two  days  of  the  Easter 
recess  of  1907.  During  this  period  the  Library  was  open  on 
295  days.  The  Library  was  closed  on  Saturday,  February 
15,  1908,  for  the  unveiling  of  the  statue  of  Queen  Victoria. 

The  attendance  of  readers  numbered  190,657,  an  increase 
of  11,683  on  the  return  for  1906-7  (289  days)  : —

The  daily  average  of  attendances  during  the  year  1907-8 
was  646'26.  The  daily  average  of  the  attendances  of  the  year 
1906-7  was  619'28;  of  the  year  1905-6,  658;  of  the  year 
1904-5  677  ; of  the  year  1903-4,  619 ; of  the  year  1902-3, 
588'5;  of  the  year  1901,  518-14;  of  the  year  1900,  506‘5 ; of 
the  year  1899,  528'9.  Attendances  a/t  different  periods  of  the 
day  by  the  same  reader  are  separately  recorded  by  the  turn- 
stile. 

During  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1908,  the  number  of 
volumes  added  to  the  Library  and  made  accessible  to  readers 
has  been  4,817 ; of  these  391  are  folio,  900  quarto,  and  3,526 
octavo  and  smaller  sizes.  A classification  of  these  by  topic 
is  given  in  Appendix  I.,  where  also  will  be  found  statistics 
as  to  the  bookbinding  of  the  Library,  as  to  the  borrowing  by 
members  of  the  Royal  Dublin  Society,  and  by  certain  officers 
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of  the  Science  and  Art  Institutions ; also  lists  of  donors,  and 
of  societies,  institutions,  and  public  bodies  which  made  pre- 
sentations to  the  Library.  . 

The  Author  and  Title  Catalogue,  m one  alphabet,  lor  the 
year  1904  has  been  .printed  and  issued  since  the  date  of  the 
last  Report;  the  Catalogue  for  1905  is  in  type,  proofs  of  the 
whole  having  been  received ; while  a portion  of  the  Catalogue, 
in  one  alphabet,  for  the  years  1906  and  1907,  has  already 
been  sent  to  the  press.  The  Librarian  s report  gives  further 
particulars  on  this  matter,  and  on  the  preparation  of  a subject 
index. 

The  Trustees,  in  the  Appendix,  record  not  only  the  names 
of  donors,  hut  note  the  more  remarkable  gifts.  Here,  in  the 
body  of  their  Report,  they  desire  to  draw  particular  attention 
to  the  continuance  of  the  extraordinary  generosity  of  Mr. 
E.  R.  M'Clintoek  Dix,  and  further  to  record  their  sense  of 
the  value  of  the  large  gift  from  the  library  of  the  late  Mr. 
David  Comyn,  made,  in  .accordance  with  the  . wishes  of  Mr. 
Comyn,  by  Mr.  T.  B.  Griffith,  his  executor.  The  long  list 
of  benefactors  continues  to  show  what  a remarkable  power 
the  Library  possesses  of  attraotincj  gifts— an  encouraging 
fact.  _ 

During  the  past  year  the  Library  suffered  a great  loss.  Dr. 
John  Kells  Ingram  died  on  May  1,  1907.  He  had  been  one 
of  the  Council  of  Trustees  since  the  re-constitution  of  the 
Library  in  1877,  having  been  elected  by  the.  Royal  Dublin 
Society  in  that  year,  and  re-elected  annually  since  then. 
The  last  meeting  at  which  he  was  present  was  that  held  on 
March  9,  1906.  The  Library  owes  to  him  a very  great  debt. 
He  regularly  attended  meetings  of  Council  and  of  Sub-Com- 
mittees ; he  took  much  trouble  to  prepare  valuable  lists,  of 
desiderata;  he  supported  and  encouraged  all  efforts  to  im- 
prove administration  and  library  method.  The  National 
Library  .was  one  of  the  objects  of  his  most  constant  care. 

The  resignation  of  the  Director  of  the  Science  and  Art 
Institutions,  Colonel  G.  T.  Plunkett,  C.B.,  took  place  in 
August,  1907.  At  their  meeting  of  October  11,  1907,  the 
Trustees  received  a letter  of  farewell  from  Colonel  Plunkett. 
At  their  meeting  of  October  25 , Mr.  White  communicated  to 
ithe  Trustees  a letter  from  the  Department,  by  which  they 
were  informed  ‘ ' that  henceforth  the  duties  of  the  Director 
will  be  confined  to  the  Museum  alone.” 

Two  of  the  changes  in  the  subordinate  staff  of  the  Library 
deserve  mention.  Early  in  1907,  Mr.  John  Condon,  one  of 
the  senior  Library  Attendants,  was  secdnded  by  the  Depart- 
ment, with  the  Trustees’  consenlt,  as  temporary  Library 
Clerk  in  the  Royal  College  of  Science,  and  took  u.p  duty  on 
May  21,  1907,  in  his  new  post.  In  June,  1907,  Mr.  James 
Joseph  O’Neill,  a Library  Attendant,  was  elected  by  the 
Council  of  the  Royal  Irish  Academy  to  the  post  of  Library 
Clerk  to  the  Academy.  Mr.  O’Neill  took  np  duty  in  the 
Academy  on  January  1st,  1908. 
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As  to  the  Attic  Room  in  the  Bast  Wing,  upon  which  re- 
presentations have  so  often  been  made  by  the  Trustees,  the 
Treasury,  in  December,  1907,  communicated  the  opinion, 
that  the  large  expenditure  necessary  for  the  merely  temporary 
construction  which  should  render  this  room  approachable 
ought  to  be  avoided,  pending  the  completion  of  the  remainder 
of  the  Eastern  Wing ; and  suggested  that  a portion  of  the 
basement  of  the  Library  hitherto  ineligible  because  of  the 
presence  of  certain  boilers  and  furnaces,  now  removed,  should 
be  fitted  up  to  relieve  the  pressure  of  hoolr-storage  in  other 
parts  of  the  building.  To  this  suggestion  the  Trustees  re- 
plied : — 

“ The  Trustees  regret  that  the  Treasury  cannot  see  their 
way  to  comply  with  their  request  as  to  the  Attic  Room, 
East  Wing.  No  part  of  the  basement  exterior  to  the  por- 
tion now  used  lor  Newspapers  and  Patents  can  be  regarded 
as  a satisfactory  Book-store  for  the  reception  of  valuable 
■books,  or  for  the  daily  service  of  books  to  students.  This 
portion  of  the  building  is  very  dark,  dusty,  and  remote 
from  the  Reading  Rooms.  The  proposal  of  the  Board  of 
Works,  however,  to  shelve  and  safely  partition  off  a sec- 
tion, may  afford  temporary  accommodation  for  the  old 
Patent  Specifications  and  the  less  used  Newspapers,  and 
the  space  thus  vacated  in  other  parts  of  the  building  anight 
be  utilised  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Thom  Bequest, 
and  of  other  hooks.  ’ ’ 


The  new  arc  lamps  in  the  Reading  Room,  though  furnish- 
ing, when  in  order,  a clear  and  beautiful  light,  have  at  times 
during  the  past  winter  been  prone  to  get  out  of  order,  and 
either  cease  to  give  light,  or  make  a strident  or  hissing  noise, 
very  disturbing  to  study,  so  that  it  has  sometimes  caused 
readers  to  quit  the  Library.  On  this  subject  the  Trustees 
have  forwarded  representations  to  the  Department. 

By  direction  of  the  Trustees,  Mr.  W.  K.  Magee,  Assistant 
Librarian,  visited,  Oct.  21-26,  1907,  the  John  Rylands 
Library,  as  well  as  the  other  principal  public  libraries  of 
Manchester,  special  facilities  being  allowed  to  him  for  study- 
ing peculiar  features,  library  methods,  etc.  Mr.  Magee 
wrote  a careful  memorandum  on  what  he  observed.  This 
memorandum  was  received  by  the  Trustees  and  embodied  in 
their  minutes. 

The  Librarian,  by  the  authority  of  the  Trustees,  attended 
the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Library  Association,  held  at  Glas- 
gow, September  16  to  21,  1907. 

The  Trustees  submit  the  Librarian’s  Annual  Report  on  the 
Library.  See  Appendix  II.

The  re-arrangement  of  books  consequent  upon  the  alterations  in  the 
buildings,  described  in  last  year’s  Report,  was  continued  in  the  early 
suininer  of  1907.  hirst,  the  sections,  Administrative.  Government, 
Military  and  Naval  History,  Education,  Manners,  Customs.  Folk-lore, 
were  moved  into  the  spaces  vacated  on  the  fourth  floor  through  last 
year’s  transfer,  and  their  classification  and  the  labelling  of  the  shelves 
were  much  improved.  In  July  and  August  the  books  in  the  much  con- 
gested sections  ou  the  attic  floor  of  the  Western  Book  Store,  Philosophy 
and  Mental  and  Moral  Science,  were  examined,  re-arranged,  spaced  out 
anew  in  preparation  for  future  additions,  and  re-labelled.  Finally,  the 
large  sections,  Bibliography  and  Library  Technique,  were  dealt  with  in 
the  same  fashion,  opportunity  being  taken  in  this  case  to  re-introduce 
in  their  proper  places  some  long  and  important  sets  hitherto  crushed 
out.  This  latter  part  of  the  work  was  pressed  on,  though  not  com- 
pleted, during  the  fortnight  m August,  1907,  when  the  Library  was 
closed,  as  usual,  for  dusting  and  re-arrangement,  and  at  this  time,  loo, 
was  begun  a most  necessary  tidying  up  of  the  Newspaper  Basement ; when 
a numbering  of  the  large  presses,  and  a key  to  the  position  of  the  various 
sets  of  newspapers  were  made. 

The  Section  Philology 

Not.  since  the  first,  lodgment  of  the  Library  in  the  new  building,  in 
1890,  had  the  arrangement  of  the  section  Philology  been  carefully  re- 
vised. Some  considerable  additions  to  this  section  having  been  made 
lately,  attention  was  drawn  to  its  defective  classification,  and  during 
the  past  spring  valuable  reforms  have  been  carried  through,  while  new 
labelling  has  marked  these  reforms  on  the  shelves,  and  new  notation 
marks  in  the  Desk  Catalogue. 

Binding  ( Johj  Collection). 

Some  years  ago  the  Librarian  reported  to  the  Trustees  that  the  binding 
and  the  stamping  of  books  in  the  Joly  Collection  were  important  and 
formidable  tasks.  In  recent  times  much  progress  has  been  made  in  these 
tasks,  and  in  the  past  year  perhaps  more  than  in  any  other,  par- 
ticularly as  the  valuable  folios  and  quartos  of  the  collection  have  been, 
where  necessary,  selected  for  binding.  Hitherto  almost  solely  the  smaller 
books  had  been  bound.  Owing  to  many  causes,  the  present  temporary- 
alphabetical  arrangement  of  the  Joly  Collection  had  been  disturbed  in 
late  years.  It  became  necessary  >to  revise  it,  and  about  one-third  had 
been  examined,  corrected,  and  supplied  with  fresh  labels  when  the  great 
pressure  of  the  ordinary  work  of  the  Library”  for  a time  checked  the  task, 
which  will  soon,  it  is  hoped,  be  resumed. 

Cataloguing  ( Joly  Music.) 

The  sheet  music  of  the  Joly  Collection,  hitherto  made  up  roughly  in 
over  50  large  parcels  and  uncatalogued,  has  been  carefully  listed  under 
the  names  of  the  composers,  and  when  time  serves,  it  will  be  possible  to 
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arrange  it-  for  binding  in  groups  as  a result  uf  this  work.  This  sheet 
music  is  largely  Irish  music,  ami  even  when  not  Irish  is  chiefly  Dublin 
printed,  and,  therefore,  a most  interesting  contribution  to  the  history 
of  Dublin  printing  from  about  1790. 

The  Irish  printed  music  brings  to  the  Library  also  remarkable,  wealth 
in  certain  well-known  English  composers  of  opera  ami  song— such  as 
Charles  Dibdin,  James  Hook,  and  William  Shield. 

Advance  has  been  made  in  cataloguing  the  rest  of  the  music  of  the 
Joly  Collection,  which  is  in  distinct  volumes.  These  volumes  of  Irish 
music  are  valuable,  and  some  of  them  very  old.  They  comprise  nearly 
all  the  celebrated  collections  of  Irish  airs. 

The  collection  of  country  dance  music  is  interesting  and  valuable,  and 
also  that  of  Irish  Marches  and  Quick-steps. 

There  is  besides  some  Manuscript  music,  which  includes  the  original 
MS.  of  the  words  and  music  of  the  7th  number  of  Moore’s  and  Steven- 
son’s Irish  Melodies,  and  a collection  in  MS.  of  Irish  airs  by  P.  W. 
Joyce. 

C'a  taloguing  ( Genera  l ) , 

During  the  year,  besides  the  regular  task  of  cataloguing  the  new  books 
added  to  the  Library,  a great  deal  of  work  has  been  done  at  special  collec- 
tions and  donations,  notably  the  Scriven.  and  Ingram  books.  The  cata- 
loguing of  the  collections  of  pamphlets  possessed  by  the  Library  has  been 
continued.  These  pamphlets  are  of  unusual  interest  as  illuminating  the 
internal  history  and  economic  condition  of  Ireland,  and  the  various 
collections  form  an  important  total,  illustrating  and  completing  each 
other. 

About  1,C00  of  the  pamphlets  in  the.  Joly  < -ol  lection,  which  had  been 
roughly  sorted  into  boxes  according  to  subject,  having  been  carefully 
catalogued  (in  many  cases  this  involved  much  bibliographical  research) 
were  bound  separately,  and  placed  in  alphabetical  order  on  shelves  in 
the  Joly  Collection. 

Progress  has  also  been  made  in  cataloguing1  the  Reports  of  the  Smith- 
sonian Institution,  all  the  more  important  scientific  monographs  having 
been  indexed. 

Printing  of  Catalogue. 

The  Author-Catalogue  of  books  added  during  1904  has  been  issued. 
The  final  revision  of  the  proofs  of  the  Author-Catalogue  for  1905  is  well 
advanced,  and  the  volume  will  be  issued  shortly.  The  preparation  for 
the  press  of  the  slips  for  1906-7  (amalgamated  so  as  to  form  one  volume) 
is  now  nearly  finished,  and  part  of  it  has  been  sent  to  the  printer. 

The  printing  of  the  Catalogue  has  of  late  advanced  so  quickly  that  it 
is  difficult  to  insert  in  the  Desk  Catalogue,  the  printed,  entries,  but  the 
difficulty  is  being  faiidy  met.  In  inserting  the  entries  in  the  Desk 
Catalogue,  opportunity  has  been  constantly  token  to  rectify  the  confusion 
in  the  older  entries,  sure  to  creep  in  after  some  years.  Ear  example, 
those  who  now  refer  to  the  names  Rabelais,  Racine,  Lang  (Andrew), 
Todhunter  (Isaac),  Dickens,  Tolstoi,  Euclid,  and  all  the  names  which 
group  round  about  these  entries  will  find  their  convenience  much  served 
by  the  work  of  the  past  year. 


The  Decennial  Subject  hi  deer  > 1894-1903. 

All  the  slips  of  this  very  copious  index  to  the  book?  acquired  during 
the  ten  years,  1894-1903,  have  been  arranged  in  one  alphabet,  and  a care- 
ful revision  of  them  has  been  begun.  Time  being  often  absorbed  by  many 
other  important  duties,  and  it  being  necessary  to  make  careful  decisions 
in  the  choice  of  headings  and  sub-headings,  lest  mistake  should  be  stereo- 
typed, tlie  task  is  still  far  from  complete.  But  with  experience,  a con- 
siderable increase  in  rate  of  progress  has  already  come,  and  this  will 
grow  greater. 

The  display  of  boolcs  cm  the  Pending  Poom  Counter. 

Former  reports  have  given  an  account  of  this  attractive  feature  of  the 
Reading  Room,  instituted  in  1899,  and  in  May,  1906  it  was  possible  to 
report  on  six  years  of  unbroken  success,  no  loss  being  traceable  to  the 
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display  of  interesting  works  in  an  open  stand  on  tlie  counter.  In  the 
summer  of  1906  occurred  the  thefts  from  Ibis  book-stand  which  led  to 
its  withdrawal.  A small  book-case  with  glass  intervening  between  the 
public  and  the  books  was  procured  early  in  1907,  and  is  most  useful, 
idling  to  a considerable  extent  the  place  of  the  more  useful  open  book- 
stand, whose  withdrawal  has  been  compelled  by  the  thefts. 

Maps. 

Great  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  with  the  arranging  and 
binding  of  the  .j*V<y  scale  Ordnance  Maps  of  Ireland.  The  counties  of 
Antrim.  Down,  Limerick  and  Tipperary,  and  the  completion  of  Wexford, 
comprising  63  folio  volumes,  have  been  bound  and  placed  in  the  Map- 
room  ; also  the  .revised  six-inch  Ordnance  Maps  of  the  counties  of 
Antrim,  Cork.  Down,  Kilkenny,  Limerick,  Mayo,  Tipperary,  and 
Wexford,  comprising  twelve  folio  volumes.  In  the  Irish  collection,  about 
twenty  volumes  of  miscellaneous  maps  have  been  bound  or  added  to,  the 
additional  maps  thus  made  accessible  being  about  fifty  in  number. 

The  general  collection  has  been  very  largely  added  to  during  the  year 
by  the'  purchase  of  about  §00  old  maps,  of  16th  to  18th  century,  the 
majority  in  atlas  form.  Those  which  are  tolerably  complete  as  atlases 
are  at  present  being  re-bound,  while  the  rest  have  been  incorporated  in 
the  general  geographical  collection,  which  is  now  nearly  ready  for  bind- 
ing. The  collection  of  maps  of  England  and  Wales,  and  of  parts  thereof, 
has  been  arranged  and  bound  during  the  year. 

The  most  important  addition  of  the  year  to  the  miscellaneous  Irish 
maps  is  the  collection  of  estate  maps  presented  by  Mr.  Longfield,  to 
which  reference  is  made  under  the  head  of  donations. 

Newspapers . 

During  the  months  of  October,  November,  December,  1907,  the  news- 
paper floor  was  re-arranged,  and  the  Card  Index  to  the  newspapers 
brought  up  to  date. 

The  first  floor  of  the  Book  Store,  so  far  as  devoted  to  newspapers, 
now  contains:  — 

1.  All  the  Irish  morning  daily  newspapers,  past  and  present,  of 

Belfast,  Cork,  and  Dublin,  and  the  evening  dailies  of  Dublin. 

2.  The  Times  and  The  Tribune  (London). 

3.  The  New  York  Herald. 

By  this  re-arrangement,  some  space  was  gained,  but  the^  basement, 
where  the  remainder  of  the  newspapers  are  stored,  is  almost  filled.  The. 
Irish  provincial  newspapers  are  also  re-arranged,  but  more  space  will 
be  required  for  them  this  year.  An  index  showing  the  position  of  all 
the  newspapers  was  also  made,  and  has  proved  useful. 

Donations. 

Besides  the  gifts  of  Mr..  Dix  and  Mr.  Griffith,  noted  by  the  Trustees 
in  their  Report,  the  Library  is  particularly  indebted  to  several  other 
donors,  whose  gifts  are  specially  mentioned  in  Appendix  I.,  but  three 
have  a peculiar  interest  in  an  Irish  Library.  There  is,  first,  the  gift 
from  Mr.  R.  O.  Longfield,  of  maps  made  during  the  years  before  1833. 
by  John  Longfield,  c.e.,  of  various  estates  in  almost  all  the  counties  of 
Ireland.  These,  when  arranged  in  the  order  of  the  counties,  indexed, 
and  bound  in  volumes,  will  be  a remarkable  addition  to  our  knowledge 
of  Ireland  in  their  period,  and  will  compare  with  the  gift  made  by  the 
Board  of  Works  last  year  of  thirteen  portfolios  of  manuscript  unpub- 
lished maps  of  Irish  Mail  Coach  Roads,  1806-1811.  Tlie  second  gift,  to 
which  attention  is  drawn  here,  is  the  Manuscript  Bibliography  of  Ire- 
land and  all  Irish  affairs  made  % the  late  Mr.  Christopher  Aitchison, 
of  Edinburgh,  and  presented  by  his  representatives,  in  large  measure 
through  the  advocacy  of  Mr.  Dix.  It  is  described  in  Appendix  II. 
Thirdly,  the  gift  of  Miss  Ingram,  from  the  library  of  her  father,  winch 
at  once  considerably  increases  the  value  of  certain  sections  of  our  col- 
lection  in  Political  Economy.
